'ERDINAND and ELIZABETH, by the Grace of God, King and Queen 
of Caſtile, of Leon, of Arragon, of Sicily, of Granada, of Toledo, of Valen- 
cia, of Galicia, of Majorca, of Minorca, of Sevil, of Sardinia, of Jaen, of 
Algarve, of Algezira, of Gibraltar, of the Canary Iſlands, Count and Counteſs 
of Barcelona, Lord and Lady of Biſcay and Molina, Duke and Ducheſs of Athens 
and Neopatria, Count and Counteſs of Rouſillion and Cerdaigne, Marqueſs and Mar- 
chioneſs of Oriſtan and Gociano, &c. For as much as you, Chriſtopher Columbus, 
are going by our command, with ſome of our veſſels and men, to diſcover and ſub- 
due ſome Iflands and Continent in the ocean, and it is hoped that by God's aſſiſtance, 
Tome of the ſaid Iſlands and Continent in the ocean will be diſcovered and conquered 
by your means and conduct, therefore it is but juſt and reaſonable, that ſince you 
expoſe yourſelf to ſuch danger to ſerve us, you ſhould be rewarded for it. And we 
being willing to honour and favour you for the reaſons aforeſaid; Our will is, That 
you, Chriſtopher Columbus, after diſcovering and conquering the ſaid Iſlands and 
_ Continent in the ſaid ocean, or any of them, ſhall be our Admiral of the ſaid Iſlands 
and Continent you ſhall ſo diſcover and conquer; and that you be our Admiral, Vice- 
Roy, and Governour in them, and that for the future, you may call and ſtile your- 
ſelf, D. Chriſtopher Columbus, and that your ſons and ſucceſſors in the ſaid employ- 
ment, may call themſelves Dons, Admirals, Vice-Roys, and Governours of them; 
and that you may exerciſe the office of Admiral, with the charge of Vice-Roy and 
Governour of the ſaid Iſlands and Continent, which you and your Lieutenants ſhall 
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conquer, and freely decide all cauſes, civil and criminal, appertaining to the ſaid em- 
ployment of Admiral, Vice-Roy, and Governour, as you ſhall think fit in juſtice, 
and as the Admirals of our kingdoms uſe to do; and that you have power to puniſh 
oftenders; and you and your Lieutenants exerciſe the employments of Admiral,

Great Maſters and Military Orders, Priors, Commendaries, our Counſellors, Judges, 


and other Officers of Juſtice whatſoever, belonging to our Houſehold, Courts, and 


Chancery, and Conſtables of Caſtles, Strong Houſes, and others; and all Corpora- 


tions, Bayliffs, Governours, Judges, Commanders, Sea Officers; and the Aldermen, 


Common Council, Officers, and good People of all Cities, Lands, and Places in our 
Kingdoms and Dominions, and in thoſe you ſhall conquer and ſubdue, and the 
captains, maſters, mates, and other officers and ſailors, our natural ſubjects now 
being, or that ſhall be for the time to come, and any of them, that when you ſhall 
have diſcovered the ſaid Iſlands and Continent in the ocean; and you, or any that 


ſhall have your commiſſion, ſhall have taken the uſual oath in ſuch caſes, that they 


for the future, look upon you as long as you live, and after you, your ſon and 
heir, and ſo from one heir to another forever, as our Admiral on our ſaid Ocean, 
and as Vice-Roy and Governour of the ſaid Ilands and Continent, by you, CHriſto- 


pher Columbus, diſcovered and conquered; and that they treat you and your Lieute- 
nants, by you appointed, for executing the employments of Admiral, Vice-Roy,

ND now foraſmuch as it hath pleaſed our Lord, that you have diſcovered ſeve- 

ral of the ſaid Iſlands, as we ſtill hope you will by his Grace, diſcover and find 
others and the Continent, in the ſaid Ocean, and thoſe parts of the Indies, and have 
deſired and requeſted of us, that we would confirm to you our Grant here ſet down, 
and all the Contents of it, to the end that you and your Children, Heirs and Succeſ- 
ſors, one after another, and after your Days, may have and enjoy the ſaid Employ-

ments of Admiral, Vice-Roy, and Governour, of the ſaid Ocean, Iflands and Con- 
tinent, as well of thoſe you have already found and diſcovered, as of thoſe you {hall 
tor the future find and diſcover, with all the power, preheminence, and prerogative, as 
the Admirals, Vice-Roys, and Governours in our Kingdoms of Caftile and Leon do 
enjoy, and that all the Perquiſites and Salaries appertaining and belonging to the 
ſaid Offices, and granted and allowed to our Admirals, Vice-Roys, and Gover- 
nours, may be made good to you; or that we make ſuch Proviſion in this Caſe, as 
in our Goodneſs we ſhall think fit. And we having regard to the hazard and danger 
you have expoſed yourſelf to in our Service, in going to diſcover and find out the 
ſaid Iſlands, and that which you now run in attempting to find out the other Iſlands 
and Continent, wherein we have been, and hope to be by you well ferved : To re- 
quite and reward you, do by theſe Preſents, confirm to you and your Children, 
Heirs and Succeſſors, one after another, now and for ever the faid Employments of 
Admiral of the faid Ocean, and Vice-Roy, and Governour of the ſaid Iflands and 
_ Continent by you diſcovered and found out; and of the other Iſlands and Continent 
that ſhall be by you, or your Induſtry found, or-diſcovered for the future in thoſe 
Parts of the Indies. And it is our will, that you, and after you, your Children, 
Heirs, and Succeſſours, one after another, enjoy the ſaid Employment of our Ad- 
mural of the faid Ocean, which is ours, and. commences at a Line, we have cauſed 
to be drawn from the Iſlands Azores, to thoſe of Cabo Verde, and fo from Pole to 
Pole, North and South: ſo that all beyond the ſaid Line, Weſtward, is ours, and 
belongs to us. And accordingly we conſtitute you Admiral, and your Sons and Suc- 
ceſſors, one after another, of all that part for ever. And we alſo appoint you our 
Vice-Roy and Governour, and after you, your Sons, Heirs, and Succeſſors, one 
after another, of the ſaid Iſlands and Continent, diſcovered, and to be diſcovered in 
the ſaid Ocean in thoſe parts of the Indies, as has been ſaid : and we grant you the 
Poſſeſſion of all the ſaid Employments of Admiral, Vice-Roy, and Governour for 
ever, with full Commiſſion and Authority to uſe and exercife in the ſaid Sea, the Of- 
fice of Admiral in all thoſe things, and in the ſame manner and form, and with the 
rights and privileges, perquiſites and ſalaries, as our Admirals of Caſtile and Leon, 
have and do uſe, have injoyed or injoy, as well in the ſaid Hands and Continent al- 
ready diſcovered, as in thoſe that (hall hereafter be diſcovered in the faid Ocean and 
ſaid parts of the Indies, that the Planters of them all may be the better governed. 
And we grant you ſuch Power and Authority, that you may as our Vice-Roy, and 
Governour, and your Lieutenants, Judges, Commanders, and Officers by you cre- 
ated, exerciſe the Civil and Criminal Juriſdiction, the Supream and mean Authority, 
and the abſolute and mixt Command. And in thoſe places you may remove, turn 
out, and put in others in their places, as often as you pleaſe, and ſhall think conve- 
nient for our Service. And that they have power to hear, judge, and determine, all

Suits or Cauſes, Civil or Criminal, that ſhall occur or ariſe in the ſaid Iſlands or Con- 
tinent ; and that they have and receive the fees and falaries uſually annexed, and 
appertaining to thoſe Employments in our Kingdoms of Caſtile and Leon. And you 
our ſaid Vice-Roy and Governour may hear and determine all the ſaid Cauſes and any 
of them, whenſoever you ſhall pleaſe upon the firſt motion by way of appeal or com- 


plaint, and examine, determine, and decide them, as our Vice-Roy and Governour ; 


and you and your children may do all that is reaſonable in ſuch Caſes, and all other 
things appertaining to the Office of Vice-Roy and Governour, and that you and your 
Lieutenants and Officers appointed to this purpoſe, may take ſuch Cognizance, and 
uſe ſuch methods, as you ſhall think proper for our Service, and the execution of 
our Juſtice. All which you and they may do and perform lawfully and effectually as 
they might and ought to do, had the ſaid Officers been appointed by us. But our 
Will and Pleaſure is, that ſuch Letters Patents, as you ſhall grant, be drawn and 
granted in our name, with theſe words, Ferdinand and Elizabeth by the Grace of 
God, King and Queen of Caſtile and Leon, tc. and be ſealed with our Seal, which 
we will cauſe to be given you for the ſaid Iſlands and Continent. And we command 
all the People, Inhabitants and other Perſons in the ſaid Iſlands and Continent, to 
| obey you as our Vice-Roy and Governour of the ſame ; and thoſe that ſail on the 
ſaid Seas to obey you, as our Admiral of the faid Ocean; and that all of them ex- 

_ ecute your letters and orders, and take part with you and your Officers, for the ex- 
ecution of our Juſtice ; and give, and cauſe to be given you, all the Aid and Aſſiſt- 
ance you ſhall require and ſtand in need of, upon ſuch Penalties as you ſhall impoſe 
on them, which we by theſe preſents do impoſe on them, and do look upon them 
as impoſed ; and do grant you Authority to execute them on their perſons and 
goods. And it is alſo our will, that if you find it for our Service, and the Execu- 
tion of Juſtice, that any Perſons who ſhall be in the ſaid Iflands or Continent, depart 
from them, and do not return or ſtay in them, and that they come and appear before 
us, you may in our name command, and make them depart the ſaid Iflands. All 
whom by theſe prefents we command that they preſently perform, execute, and put 
in practice all that has been ſaid, without looking further, or aſking advice upon it, 
nor expecting any further letter or command from us, notwithſtanding any appeal 
or petition they ſhall make or preſent againſt your ſaid Order. For all which things, 
5 and any other due or belonging to the ſaid Offices of our Admiral, Vice-Roy, and 
Governour, we give you ſufficient Authority, with all Incidents, Dependencies, and 
Emergencies to them annexed or inherent, Concerning all which things, if it ſhall

WI EN the Conduct of Individuals in a Community is ſuch as to at- 
tract public Attention, others are very naturally led to many Inquiries re- 
ſpecting them; ſo, when Civil States riſe into Importance, even their 
carlieſt Hiſtory becomes the Object of Speculation. Secluded from the 
reſt of the World, the Anglo-American Colonies were viewed merely as 
the Dependencies of Great Britain and little more of them, comparatively, 
was known, than at what time they were diſcovered, and by whom : But 
when they dared to aſſert their Claims to Freedom, and in Defence of them 
to oppoſe the Parent State, whoſe Power even Europe dreaded—when 
they compelled her to conſent to their Emancipation, and to acknowledge 
them as Independent States—they were then thought worthy of more re- 
ſpe&ful Attention, and an Acquaintance with their Hiſtory was ſought for 
with Avidity. But although the public Mind was anxious for Informa- 
tion, it could not be eaſily obtained: The Hiſtories which had appeared, 
relating to a few individual States only, were not ſufficient to gratify the in- 
quiſitive, and were, in general, written ſo long ſince, as not now to prove 
ſatisfactory; and Materials for furniſhing a more comprehenſive View of 
the Subject were much diſperſed, and not within the Reach of many. To 
remove this Obſtruction from the Path of Science, and, at the ſame Time, 
to lay the Foundation of a good American Hiſtory, is the Object of the fol- 
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lowing Compilation. It was the Compiler's original Intention to viſit 


each State in the Union, and to remain there a ſufficient Time to form: a 
complete Collection of ſuch Materials for its Hiſtory ashad eſcaped the Ra- 
vages of Time and Accident. His Deſign was honoured with the Appro- 


bation and Patronage of Congreſs, whoſe Recommendation of it gained 
him immediate Acceſs to the Archives of New Hampſhire and Maſſachu- 


ſetts, including thoſe of the old Colony of Plymouth, and the Province of 
Maine ; but before he could proceed farther, an Appointment, as Poſt Maſ- 
ter General of the United States, obliged him to reſide at the Seat of F ederal 
Government, and prevented his continuing the Work in the Method he 


at firſt propoſed :—the papers collected ſince have been pieked up juſt as 


they happened to fall in his Way : Hence the Compilation, although large, 
is neceſſarily very far from being complete ; but he has, notwithſtanding, 
thought it expedient to publiſh it in its preſent State, leſt it ſhould be ſcat- 


tered and loſt ;—he hopes too, that by laying a Foundation, he may induce 
others to proſecute a Work which he conceives is not devoid of either 


Utility or Entertainment.

CAP. VI. 


An ACT that the Admiral of ENGLAND, or any of his Officers, ſhall not exact any. 
ſums of money for Licence to * to IsELAN D, c. 


ORASMUCH as within theſe few years now laſt paſt, there hath been levied, 
perceived and taken by certain of the officers of the admiralty, of ſuch mer-- 
chants and fiſhermen as have uſed and practiſed the adventures and journeys into 
Ifleland, Newfoundland, Ireland and other places commodious for fiſhing and the 
getting of fiſh, in or upon the ſeas or otherwiſe, by way of merchandize in thoſe parts, 
divers great exactions, as ſums of money, doles or ſhares of fiſh; and ſuch other like 
things, to the great diſcouragement and hindrance of the ſame merchants and fiſher- 
men, and to no little damage of the whole commonweal : And whereof alſo great 
complaints have been made and informations alſo yearly to the King's Majeſty's. moſt 
honourable council: For reformation whereof, and to the intent alſo that the ſaid 
merchants and fiſhermen may have occaſion the rather to practiſe and uſe the ſame 
trade of merchandiſe and fiſhing freely without any fach charges or exactions as is be- 
fore limited whereby it is to be thought that more plenty of fiſh ſhall come into this 
realm, and thereby to have the ſame at more reaſonable prices : 

Be it therefore enacted by the King our Sovereign Lord, and the Lords and Com- 
mons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, That 
neither the Admiral nor any officer or miniſter, officers or miniſters of the Admiral-- 

ty for the time being, ſhall in anywiſe hereafter exact, receive or take by himſelf, his 
ſervant, deputy, ſervants or deputies of any ſuch merchant or fiſherman any ſum or 
fums of money, doles or ſhares of fiſh, or any other reward, benefit or advantage 
whatſoever it be, for any licence to paſs this realm to the ſaid voyages or any of them; 
upon pain to forfeit for the firſt offence treble the ſum, or treble the value of the re- 
ward, benefit or advantage, that any ſuch officer or miniſter ſhall hereafter have or 
take of any ſuch merchant or fiſherman, for the which forfeiture the party grieved, 
and every other perſon or perſons, whatſoever he or they be, ſhall and may ſue for 
the ſame by information, bill, plaint or action of debt, in any of the King's Courts of 
Record; the King to have one moiety, and the party complaining the other moiety : 
In which ſuit no eſſoign, protection or wager of law ſhall be allowed: And for the ſe- 
| cond offence, the party ſo offending not only to loſe or forfeit his or their office or of-

fices in the Admiralty, but alſo to make fine and ranſom at the King's will and plea- 
ſure.

Ry this act it appeareth, that the trade out of England to Newfoundland was 
common and frequented about the beginning of the reign of Edward the VI. name- 
ly i in the yere 1548, and 1 it is much to be marveiled, that by the negligence of our 
men, the countrey in all this time hath bene no better ſearched.”

to be aſfigned, and to thoſe his aſſociates and aſſiſtants, whoſe names are written in a 


ſedule hereunto annexed, and to their heires, and to one aſſignee of eche of them, 


and eche of their heires at all times, and at any time or times after the date of theſe 
preſents, under our Banners and Enfignes freely, without let, interruption, or re-

conuenient ſpeed as he could, he cauſed an aſſemblie of the merchants to be gather- 
ed, where after dutifull mention of your honourable diſpoſition for the benefite of 
this citie, he by my appointment cauſed your letters being directed unto me priuatly, 
to be read in publike, and after ſome good light given by M. Hakluyt unto them 
that were ignorant of the country and enterpriſe, and were deſirous to be reſolued,

briel Harris, William George, William Stone, Henry Fleetwood, John Gerrard, 


Robert Macklyn, Richard Hackluyt, Thomas Hoode, Thomas Wade, Richard 
Wright, Edmund Walden, merchants of London, and aduenturers to Virginia

The SECOND CHARTER of VIRGINIA. 


| [Stith's Hiſt. of Virginia. App. p. 7. May 23, 1609. 


Jane by the Grace of God, King of England, Scotland, France, and Ireland, 


Defender of the Faith, c. To all, to whom theſe Preſents ſhall come, Greet- 
ing, WHEREAS, at the humble Suit and Requeſt of ſundry our loving and well 
diſpoſed Subjects, intending to deduce a Colony, and to make Habitation and Plan- 
tation of ſundry our People, in that Part of America, commonly called Vigein1a, 
and other Parts and Territories in America, either appertaining unto Us, or which 


are not actually poſſeſſed of any Chriſtian Prince or People, within certain Bounds and 
Regions, We have formerly, by our Letters-patents, bearing Date the tenth. Day of 


April, in the fourth Year of our Reign of England, France, and Ireland, and of 


Scotland the nine and thirtieth, GRANTED to Sir Thomas Gates, Sir George Somers, 
and others, for the more ſpeedy Accompliſhment of the ſaid Plantation and Habita- 
tion, that they ſhould divide themſelves into two Colonies (the one conſiſting of di- 
vers Knights, Gentlemen, Merchants, and others, of our City of Londen, called 
| the FixsT CoLoxy ; And the other conſiſting of divers Knights, Gentlemen, and 


others, of our Cities of Briſtol, Exeter, and Town of Plimouth, and other Places, 
called the SEcoxnD CoLoNx.) And have yielded and granted many and ſundry Privi- 
leges and Liberties to each Colony, for their quiet Settling and good Government 
therein, as by the ſaid Letters- patents more at large appeareth.

Conſiderations, Us thereunto eſpecially. moving, our Will-and Pleaſure is, and We 
do hereby. ordain, that immediately from and after. ſuch Time as any ſuch Gover- 
nor or principal Officer, ſo to be nominated and appointed by our ſaid Council, 
for the Government of the ſaid Colony as aforeſaid, ſhall arrive in Virginia, 


and give Notice unto the Colony there reſident, of our. pleaſure in thi Behalf, . 
the Government Power and. Authority of the Preſident and Council heretofore by 
our former Letters-patents there eſtabliſhed, and all Laws and Conſtitutions by them 


formerly made ſhall utterly ceaſe: and be determined; And all Officers, Governors, 
and Miniſters formerly. conſtituted and appointed, . ſhall be. diſcharged, any thing in 


our former Letters- patents concerning the ſaid Plantation contained in any wiſe to 
the contrary notwithſtanding; Straightly charging and commanding the Preſident and 


Council now reſident in the ſaid Colony upon their Allegiance, after Knowledge 
given unto them of our Will and Pleaſure by theſe. preſents ſignified and declared 
that they forthwith be obedient to ſuch Governor or Governors as by our ſaid Coun- 
cil here reſident ſhall be named and appointed as aforeſaid, and to all Directions, Or- 
ders and Commandments which they ſhall receive from them, as well in the preſent 


reſigning and giving up of their Authority, Offices, Charge and Places, as in all 
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other Attendance as ſhall be by them from time to time required. Ax D we do further by

Plantation, and for their Uſe, and Defence, and Trade with the People there; and paſ- 


ſing and returning to and fro; Withoutyeilding or paying Subſidy, Cuſtom, Impoſition, or 
any other Tax or Duty, to Us, our Heirs, or Succeſſors, for the ſpace of ſeven Years 


from the Date of theſe Preſents : PRoviDeD that none of the ſaid Perſons be ſuch as 
Jhall be hereafter by ſpecial name reſtrained by Us, our Heirs, and Succeſſors. AND 


for their further Enconragement, of our ſpecial Grace and Favour, we do by theſe 
Preſents, for Us, our Heires, and Succeſſors, VEILD and GRANT to and with the ſaid 
Treaſurer and Company, and their Succeſſors, and every of them, their Factors

Starrington, Knt. &c. whom the ſaid Treaſurer and Company have ſince the ſaid laſt 
Letters-Patents nominated and ſet down as worthy and diſcreet Perſons fit to ſerve 
Us as Counſellors, to be of our Council for the ſaid Plantation, ſhall be reputed, 
deemed, and taken as Perſons. of our ſaid Council for the ſaid firſt Colony, in ſuch 


Manner and Sort, to all Intents and Purpoſes, as thoſe who have been formerly 
elected and nominated as our Counſellors for that Colony, and whoſe Names have 


been, or are inſerted and expreſſed in our ſaid former Letters-Patents. And we do 


hereby ordain and grant by theſe Preſents, that the ſaid Treaſurer and Company of 
Adventurers and Planters aforeſaid, ſhall and may, once every Week, or oftener, at 


| their Pleaſure, hold, and keep a Court and Aſſembly for the better Order and Go- 
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vernment of the ſaid Plantation, and ſuch Things as ſhall concern the ſame; And 
that any five Perſons of our Council for the ſaid firſt Colony in Virginia, for the 
Time being, of which Company the Treaſure, or his Deputy, to be always one, 
and the Number of fifteen others, at the leaſt, of the Generality of the faid Com- 
pany, aſſembled together in ſuch Manner; as is and hath been heretofore uſed and

Matters and Affairs of greater Weight and Importance, and ſuch as ſhall or may, 
in any Sort, concern the * Weal-Publick and general Good of the ſaid Company. 


and Plantation, as namely, the Manner of Government from Time to Time to be 


uſed, the ordering and Diſpoſing of the Lands and Poſſeſſions, and the ſettling and 
eſtabliſhing of a Trade there, or ſuch like, there ſhall be held and kept every Year,

Aſſemblies ſhall be ſtiled and called, The four Great and General Courts of the Coun- 


cil and Company of Adventurers for Virginia +; In all and every of which ſaid Great 
and General Courts, ſo aſſembled, our Will and Pleafure is, and. we do, for Us, 

our Heirs and Succeſſors, for ever, Give and Grant to the ſaid Treafurer and Com- 
pany, and their Succeſſors for ever, by theſe - Preſents, that they, the ſaid Trea- 
ſurer and Company, or the greater Number of them, ſo aſſembled, ſhall and 
may have full Power and Authority, from Time to Time, and at all Times here- 


after, to ele& and chuſe diſcreet Perſons, to be of our ſaid Council for the ſaid firſt 


Colony in Virginia, and to nominate and appoint ſuch Officers as they fhall think fir 

and requifite, for the Government, managing, ordering, and diſpatching of the 
Affairs of the faid Company; And ſhall likewiſe have full Power and Authority, 
to ordain and make ſuch Laws and Ordinances, for the Good and Welfare of

and returning to and from, without payiug or yielding any Subſidy, Cuſtom, or Im- 
poſition, either inward or outward, or any other Duty to Us, our Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors, for the ſame, for the Space of Seven Years from the Date of theſe Preſents. 
And We do further, for Us, our Heirs and Succeflors, give and grant to the ſaid 
Treaſurer and Company, and their Succeffors forever, by theſe Preſents, that the

And furthermore, whereas 
We have been certified, That divers lewd and ill diſpoſed Perſons, both Sailors, 
Soldiers, Artificers, Huſbandmen, Labourers and others, having received Wages*, 
Apparel and other Entertainment, from the ſaid Company, or having contra&ed 
and agreed with the ſaid Company to go, or to ſerve, or to be employed in the ſaid 
Plantation of the ſaid firſt Colony in Virginia, have afterwards either withdrawn, hid, 
or concealed themſelves, or have refuſed to go thither, after they have been ſo 
entertained and agreed witha] : And that divers and ſundry Perſons alſo, which have 
been ſent and employed in the ſaid Plantation of the ſaid firſt Colony in Virginia, at

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and upon the Charge of the ſaid Company, and having there mitbehaved themſelves 
by Mutinies, Sedition, or other notorious Miſdemeanors, or having been em- 
ployed or ſent abroad by the Governor of Virginia, or his Deputy, with ſome Ship 
or Pinnace, for our Proviſion of the ſaid Colony, or for ſome Ditcovery, or other 
Buſineſs and Affairs concerning the ſame, have from thence molt treacherouſly ei— 
ther come back again, and returned into our Realm of England, by Stealth, or 
without Licence of our Governor of our ſaid Colony in Virginia, tor the Time being, 
or have been ſent thither as Miſdoers and Offenders : And that many alſo of thoſe 
Perſons after their Return from thence, having been queſtioned by our faid Council 
here, for ſuch their Mitbehaviors and Offences, by their inſolent and contemptu- 
ous Carriage in the Preſence of our ſaid Council, have ſhewed little Reſpe& and 

Reverence either to the Place or Authority in which we have placed and appointed 
them ; And others for the colouring of their Lewdneſs and Miſdemeanors committed 


in Virginia, have endeavoured by moſt vile and flanderous Reports made and di- 


vulged, as well of the Country of Virginia, as allo of the Government and Eſtate of 
the ſaid Plantation and Colony, as much as in them lay, to bring the ſaid Voyage 
and Plantation into Diſgraee and Contempt : By Means whereof, not only the Adven- 


turers and Planters already engaged in the ſaid Plantation, have been exceedingly 


abuſed and hindered, and a great Number of other, our loving and well-diſpoſed 


Subjects, otherwiſe well affected and inclined to join and adventure in ſo noble, 


- Chriſtian, and worthy an Action, have been diſcouraged from the ſame; but alſo the 
utter overthrow and Ruin of the ſaid Enterpriſe hath been greatly endangered, which 
cannot miſcarry without fome Diſhonour to Us, and our Kingdom. 


| Now, foraſmuch as it appeareth unto us, that thefe Infolences, Miſdemeanors, 


and Abuſes, not to be tolerated in any civil Government, have, for the moſt part, 
grown and proceeded, in regard our ſaid Council have not any direct Power and Au- 
thority, by any expreſs Words in our former Letters-patents,. to correct and chaſtiſe 
ſuch Ottenders ; We therefore, for more ſpeedy Reformation of ſo great and enor- 


mous Abuſes and Miſdemeanors heretofore practiſed and committed, and for the 


preventing of the like hereafter, do by theſe Preſents tor Us, our Heirs, and Sue— 


ceſſors, GIVE and GRANT, to the ſaid Treaſurer and Company, and their Succeſſors 


for ever, that it ſhall, and may be lawful for our ſaid Council for the firſt Colo- 
ny in Virginia, or any two of them (whereof the faid Treaſurer or his Deputy for 
the Time being, to be always one) by Warrant under their Hands, to fend for, 
or cauſe to be apprehended, all, and every fuch Perſon and Perſons, who ſhall be 
noted, or accuſed, or found at any Time-or Times hereafter, to offend or miſbe-

in all ſuch Caſes, they our ſaid Council, or any two of them for the time being, ſhall, 
and may have full Power and Authority, either here to bind them over with good 
Sureties for their good Behaviour, and further therein, to proceed to all Intents 
and Purpoſes, as it is uſed in other like Caſes, within our Realm of England; Or 
elſe, at their Diſcretions, to remand and ſend back the faid Offenders, or any of 
them, unto the ſaid Colony in Virginia, there to be proceeded againſt and puniſhed, 
as the Governor, Deputy or Council there, for the Time being, ſhall think meet;

lawful, to and for the ſaid Treaſurer and Company, to ele& and chooſe Receivers, 
Surveyors, Auditors, Commiſhoners, or any other Officers whatſoever, at their Will 
and Pleaſure, for the better marſhalling, diſpoſing, guiding, and governing of the ſaid 
Lottery and Lotteries ; And that it ſhall likewiſe be lawful, to and for the ſaid Trea- 
furer and any two of the ſaid Council, to miniſter to all and every ſuch Perſon, fo 
elected and choſen for Officers, as aforeſaid, one or more Oaths, for their good Be-

OVING CHRISTIAN FRIENDS, I do heartily, and in the Lord fa- 
lute you, as being thoſe with whom I am preſent in my beſt Affections, and 


moſt carneſt Longings after you, though I be conſtrained for awhile to be bodily abſent 


from 
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from you : 1 ſay, conſtrained; God knowing how willingly and much rather than other- 
wiſe, I would have born my Part with you in this firſt Brunt, were I not by ſtrong 
Neceſſity held back for the preſent. Make Account of me in the mean Time, as 


a Man divided in myſelf, with great Pain, and (as natural Bonds ſet aſide) having my 
better part with you : And although I doubt not, but in your Godly Wiſdomes, you 


both foreſee and reſolve upon that which concerneth your preſent State and Condi- 


tion, both ſeverally and jointly ; yet I thought it but my Duty to adde ſome fur- 


ther Spur of Provocation unto them who run already, if not becauſe you need it, yet 
becauſe I owe it in Love and Duty. And firſt, as we are daily to renew our Re- 


pentance with our God, eſpecially for our Sins known, and generally for our unknown 
Treſpaſſes : ſo doth the Lord call us in a ſingular manner, upon Occaſions of ſuch 


- Difficulty and Danger as lieth upon you, to a both narrow Search, and careful Re- 
formation of your Wayes in his Sight, leſt he calling to Remembrance our Sins for-. 

gotten by us, or unrepented of, take Advantage againſt us, and in Judgement leave us. 
to be ſwallowed up in one Danger or other: whereas on the contrary Sin being taken 
away by earneſt Repentance, and the Pardon thereof from the Lord ſealed up to a 

Man's Conſcience by his Spirit, great ſhall be his Security and Peace in all Dangers, 
ſweet his Comforts in all Diſtreſſes, with happy Deliverance from all Evil, whether 
in Life or Death. Now next after this heavenly Peace with God and our own Con- 


ſciences, we are carefully to provide for Peace with all Men, what in us lieth, eſpe- 


cially with our Aﬀociates ; and for that, Watchfulneſs muſt be had that we neither 


at all in our ſelves do give, no nor eaſily take, Offence being given by others. Woe 


be to the World for Offences ; for although it be neceſſary, conſidering the Malice of 
Satan, and Man's Corruption, that Offences come, yet, Woe unto the Man, or Wo- 


man either, by whom the Offence cometh, ſaith Chriſt, Matt. xviii. 7. and if Offen- 
ces in the unſeaſonable Uſe of Things in themſelves indifferent, be more to be fear- 


ed than Death itſelf, as the Apoſtle teacheth, 1 Cor. ix. 1 5. how much more in 
Things ſimply Evil, in which neither Honour of God, nor Love of Man, is thought 


worthy to be regarded; neither yet is it ſufficient chat we keep ourſelves by the 
Grace of God from giving of Offence, except withall we be armed againſt the taking 


of them when they are given by others; for how imperfect and lame is the Work 
of Grace in that Perſon, who wants Charity to cover a Multitude of Offences? as the 
Scripture ſpeaks. Neither are you to be exhorted to this Grace onely upon the com- 
mon Grounds of Chriſtianity, which are, that Perſons ready to take Offence, either 
want Charity to cover Offences, or Wiſdome duly to weigh humane Frailties ; or 


laſtly, are groſs though cloſe Hypocrites, as Chriſt our Lord teacheth, Matt. vii. 


1, 2, 3. as indeed in my own Experience, few or none have been found which ſoon- . 
er give Offence, than ſuch as eaſily take it; neither have they ever proved ſound and 
profitable Members in Societies, who have nouriſhed this 7ouchy Humour, But be- 
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ſides theſe, there are divers Motives provoking you above others to great Care and 
Conſcience this way; as firſt, there are many of Strangers as to the Perſons, ſo to the In- 
firmities one of another, and ſo ſtand in Need of Watchfulneſs this way, leſt when ſuch 
things fall out in Men and Women as yon expected not, you be inordinately affected with 


them, which doth require at your hands much Wiſdome and Charity for the cover- 
ing and preventing of incident Offences that way. And laſtly, your intended Courſe 
of Civil Community will miniſter continual Occaſion of Offence, and will be as Fewel 


for that Fire, except you diligently quench it with brotherly Forbearance: And if 
taking offence cauſeleſsly or eaſily at Men's Doings, be ſo carefully to be avoided, 
how much more heed is to be taken, that we take not Offence at God himſelf ? 


Which yet we certainly do, ſo oft as we do murmure at his Providence in our Croſſes, 


or bear impatiently ſuch Afflictions, as wherewith he is pleaſed to viſit us. Store up 
therefore Patience againſt the evil day; without which we take Offence at the Lord 


himſelf, in his holy and juſt Works. A fourth Thing there is carefully to be pro- 


vided for; vis. That with your common Imployments, you join common Aﬀettions, 
truly bent upon the General Good, avoiding as a deadly Plague of your both common 


and ſpecial Comforts, all Retiredneſs of Minde for proper Advantage; and all ſingu- 


larly affected every Manner of Way, let every Man repreſs in himſelf, and the whole 


Body in each Perſon, as ſo many Rebels againſt the common Good, all private Re- 


ſStets of Mens ſelves, not ſorting with the general Convenience. And as Men 
are careful not to have a new Houſe ſhaken with any Violence, before it be well 


ſettled, and the Parts firmly knit; ſo be you, I beſeech you, Brethren, much more 


careful that the Houſe of God, (which you are, and are to be) be not ſhaken with 
unneceſſary Novelties, or other Oppoſitions, at the firſt ſettling thereof. 

Laſtly, Whereas you are to become a Body Politick, uſing amongſt yourſelves 
Civil Government, and are not furniſhed with Perſons of ſpecial Eminency above the 


Reſt, to be choſen by you into Office of Government; Let your Wiſdome and God- 


lineſs appear not onely in choofing ſuch Perſons as do intirely love, and will promote 
the common Good; but alſo in yielding unto them all due Honour and Obedience 
in their lawful Adminiſtrations, not beholding in them the Ordinarineſs of their Per- 
ſons, but God's Ordinance for your Good: not being like the fooliſh Multitude, who 
more honour the gay Coat, than either the virtuous Minde of the Man, or the glo- 
rious Ordinance of the Lord : but you know better Things, and that the Image of 
the Lord's Power and Authority which the Magiſtrate beareth is honourable, in 
how mean Perſons ſoever ; and this Duty you may. the more willingly, and ought 
the more conſcionably to perform, becauſe you are (at leaſt for the preſent) to have 
them for your ordinary Governours, which yourſelves ſhall make choice of for that

AMES, by the Grace of God, King of England, Scotland, France, and Ireland, 
Defender of the Faith, &'c. to all whom theſe Preſents ſhall come, Greeting, 
Whereas, upon the humble Petition of divers of our well diſpoſed Subjects, that 
intended to make ſeveral Plantations in the Parts of America, between the Degrees 
of thirty-ffoure and ffourty-five; We according to our princely Inclination, favouring” 
much their worthy Diſpoſition, in Hope thereby to advance the in Largement of 
Chriſtian Religion, to the Glory of God Almighty, as alſo by that Meanes to 
ſtreatch out the Bounds of our Dominions, and to repleniſh thoſe Deſerts with 


People 
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People governed by Lawes and Magiſtrates, for the peaceable Commerce of all, that 


in time to come ſhall have occaſion to traffique into thoſe Territoryes, granted unto 
Sir Thomas Gates, Sir George Somers, Knights, Thomas Hamon, and Raleigh Gilbert, 
Eſquires, and of their Aﬀociates, for the more ſpeedy Accompliſhment thereof, by 
our Letters-Pattent, bearing Date the Tenth Day of Aprill, in the Fourth Year of 
our Reign of England, France, and Ireland, and of Scotland the ffourtieth, free 
Liberty to divide themſelves into two feveral Collonyes; the one called the firſt Col- 
lonye, to be undertaken and advanced by certain Knights, Gentlemen, and Mer-

humble Requeſt, granted unto them divers Liberties, Priveliges, Enlargements, and 


Immunityes, as in and by our ſeverall Letters-Patents it doth and may appeare. 


Now foraſmuch as We have been in like Manner humbly petitioned unto by our truſty 


and well beloved Servant, Sir Ferdinando Gorges, Knight, Captain of our ffort 
and Iſland by Plymouth, and by certain the principal Knights and Gentlemen Adven- 


turers of the ſaid Second Collonye, and by divers other Perſons of Quality, who now | 
intend to be their Aſſociates, divers of which have been at great and extraordinary 
Charge, and ſuſtained many Lofles in feeking and diſcovering a Place fitt and conve- 
nient to lay the Foundation of a hopeful Plantation, and have divers Years paſt by 
God's Aſſiſtance, and their own Endeavours, taken actual Poſſeſſion of the Continent 


hereafter mentioned, in our Name and to our Uſe, as Sovereign Lord thereof, and 


have ſettled already ſome of our People in Places agreeable to their Deſires in thoſe 
Parts, and in Confidence of proſperous Succeſs therein, by the Continuance of God's 
Devine Bleſſing, and our Royall Permiſſion, have reſolved in a more plentifull and 
effectual Manner to proſecute the ſame, and to that Purpoſe and Intent have defired 
of Us, for their better Encouragement and Satisfaction herein, and that they may 
avoide all Confuſion, Queſtions, or Differences between themfelves, and thoſe of the 


| ſaid firſt Collonye, We would likewife be graciouſly pleaſed to make certaine Adven- 
turers, intending to erect and eſtabliſh fiſhery, Trade, and Plantacion, within the Ter- 


ritoryes, Precincts, and Lymitts of the ſaid ſecond Colony, and their Succeſfors, one 
ſeveral diſtindt and entire Body, and to grant unto them, ſuch Eſtate, Liberties, 
Priveliges, Enlargements, and Immunityes there, as in theſe our Letters-Pattents here- 
after particularly expreſſed and declared.

have by Force of their Commiſſion of Lieutenancy. And for as much as it ſhall be 
neceſſary ſor all our lovinge Subjects as ſhall inhabit within the ſaid Precincts of 


_ New-England aforeſaid, to determine to live together in the Feare and true W orſhip 


of Allmighty God, Chriſtian Peace, and civil Quietneſs, each with other, whereby 
every one may with more Safety, Pleaſure, and Profitt, enjoye that whereunto they 
{hall atraine with great Pain and Perill, Wee, for Us, our Heires and Succeſſors, 
are likewiſe pleaſed and contented, and by theſe Preſents do give and grant unto the 
ſaid Council and their Succeſſors, and to ſuch Governors, Officers, and Miniſters, 
as ſhall be by the ſaid Councill conſtituted and appointed according to the Natures 
and Limitts of their Offices and Places reſpectively, that they ſhall and may, from time 
to time for ever heerafter, within the ſaid Precincts of New-England, or in the Way 


by the Seas thither, and from thence have full and abſolute Power and Authority 


to correct, puniſh, pardon, governe, and rule all ſuch the Subjects of Us, our Heires 


and Succeſſors, as ſhall from time to time adventure themſelves in any Voyage thi- 


ther, or that ſhall att any Time heerafter inhabit in the Precincts or Territories of 
the faid Collony as aforeſaid, according to fuch Laws, Orders, Ordinances, Direc- 

tions, and Inſtructions as by the ſaid Councill aforeſaid ſhall be eſtabliſhed ; and in 
Defect thereof, in Caſes of Neceſſity,, according to the good Diſcretions of 8 ſaid 
Governors and Officers reſpectively, as well in Caſes capitall and criminall, as civill, 

both marine and others, ſo allways as the ſaid Statutes, Ordinances, and Proceed- 
ings, as near as conveniently may be, agreeable to the Laws, Statutes, Govern- 


ment and Policie of this our Realme of England. And furthermore, if any Per- 


ſon or Perſons, Adventurers or Planters of the ſaid Collony, or any other, att any 
Time or Times heereafter, ſhall tranſport any Moneys, Goods, or Merchandizes, out 
of any of our Kingdoms, with a Pretence or Purpoſe to land, fell, or otherwiſe diſ- 
poſe of the ſame within the Limitts and Bounds of the ſaid Collony, and yet never⸗ 
theleſs being att Sea, or after he hath landed within any Part of the ſaid Collony 


ſhall carry the ſame into any other fforaigne Country with a Purpoſe there to ſell 
and diſpoſe thereof, that then all the Goods and Chattles ofthe ſaid Perſon or Perſons 


ſo offending and tranſported, together with the Ship or Veſſell wherein ſuch Tranſ- 
portation was made, ſhall be forfeited to Us, our Heires and Succeſſors. And Wee do 
farther of our eſpeciall Grace, certaine Knowledge, and meere Motion for Us, our 


HeirsandSuccellorsforandin Reſpectofthe Conſiderations aforeſaid, and for divers other 


good Conſiderations and Cauſes, us thereunto eſpecially moving, and bythe Advice of the

ed, and do by theſe Preſents abſolutely give, grant, and confirm unto the ſaid Councill, 
called the Councell eſtabliſhed att Plymouth in the County of Devon for the plant- 
ing, ruling, and governing of New-England in America, and unto their Succeſ- 
ſors for ever, all the aforeſaid Lands and Grounds, Continent, Precin&, Place, 
Places and Territoryes, viz. that aforeſad Part of America, lying, and being in 
Breadth from flourty Degrees of Northerly Latitude from the Equinoctiall Line, 
to ffourty-eight Degrees of the ſaid Northerly Latitude incluſively, and in Length 
of, and within all the Breadth aforeſaid, througout all the Maine Lands from Sea 
to Sea, together alſo, with the Firme Lands, Soyles, Grounds, Havens, Ports, 
Rivers, Waters, Fiſhings, Mines, and Mineralls, as well Royall Mines of Gold 
and Silver, as other Mine and Mineralls, precious Stones, Quarries, and all, and 
ſingular other Comodities, Juriſdictions, Royalties, Priveliges, Franchiſes, and 
Preheminences, both within the ſame Tract of Land upon the Maine, and alſo with- 
in the ſaid Iſlands and Seas adjoining : Provided always, that the ſaid Iſlands, or any 
of the Premiſes herein before mentioned; and by theſe Preſents intended and meant 
to be granted, be not actually poſſeſſed or inhabited by any other Chriſtian Prince or 
Eſtate, nor be within the Bounds, Limitts, or Ferritoryes, of that Southern Col- 
lony heretofore by us granted to be planted by diverſe of our loving Subjects in the 
South Part, to have and to hold; poſſeſs and enjoy, all; and ſingular, the aforeſaid 
Continent, Lands, Territoryes, Iſlands, Hereditaments and Precin&s, Sea Waters, 
Fiſhings, with all, and all Manner their Commodities, Royalties, Liberties, Prehe- 
minences, and Profitts, that ſhall ariſe from thence, with all and ſingular, their 
Appertenances, and every Part and Parcell thereof, and of them, to and unto the 
ſaid Councell and their Succeſſors and Aſſignes for ever, to the ſole only and proper 
Uſe, Benefit, and Behooffe of them the ſaid Council and their Succeſſors and Aſſignes 

for ever, to be holden of Us, our Heires, and Succeſſors, as of our Manor of Eaſt. 
Greenwich, in our County of Kent, in free and comon Soccage and not in Capite, 
nor by Knight's Service; yielding and paying therefore to Us, our Heires, our Suc- 
ceſſors, the fifth Part, of the Ore of Gold and Silver, which from time to time, and 
att all times heereafter, ſhall happen to be found, gotten, had, and obtained, in or 
within any the ſaid Lands, Limitts, Territoryes, and Precin&s, or in or within any 
Part or Parcell thereof, for, or in Reſpect of all, and all Manner of Dutys, De- 
mands, and Services whatſoever, to be done, made, or paid to Us, our Heires, and 
Succeflors. And Wee do further of our eſpeciall Grace, certaine Knowledge, and 
meere Motion, for Us, and our Heires, and Succeſſors, give and grant to the ſaid 
Councell, and their Succeflors for ever by theſe Preſents, that it ſhall be lawfull and 
free for them and their Aſſignes, att all and every time and times hereafter, out of 
our Realmes or Dominions whatſoever, to take, load, carry, and tranſport in, and 
into their Voyages, and for, and towards the ſaid Plantation in New. England, all

ſuch, and ſo many of our loveing Subjects, or any other Strangers that will become 
our loving Subjects, and live under our Allegiance, as mall willingly accompany them 
in the ſaid Voyages and Plantation, with Shipping, Armour, Weapons, Ordinance, 
Munition, Powder, Shott, Victuals, and all Manner of Cloathing, Implements, Fur- 
niture, Beaſts, Cattle, Horſes, Mares, and all other Things neceſlary for the faid 
Plantation, and for their Uſe and Defence, and for Trade with the People there, and 


in paſſing and returning to and fro, without paying or yeilding, any Cuſtom or Subſi- 


die either inward or outward, to Us, our Heires, or Succeſſors, for the ſame, for 
the Space of ſeven Vears, from the Day of the Date of theſe Preſents, provided, 
that none of the ſaid Perſons be ſuch as ſhall be hereafter by ſpecial Name reſtrain- 


ed by Us, our Heire, or Succeſſors. And for their further Encouragement, of our 


eſpeciall Grace and Favor, Wee do by theſe Preſents for Us, our Heires, and Suc- 


ceſſors, yield and grant, to and with the ſaid Councill and their Succeſſors, and eve- 


Ty of them, their Factors and Aſſignes, that they and every of them, thall be free 
and quitt from all Subfidies and Cuftomes in New-England for the Space of feven 
Years, and from all Taxes and Impoſitions for the Space of twenty and one Yeares, 
upon all Goods and Merchandizes att any time or times hereafter, either upon Im- 


portation thither, or Exportation from thence into our Realme of England, or in- 


to any our Dominions by the ſaid Councill and their Succeſſors, their Deputies, ffac- 
tors, and Aſſignes, or any of them, except only the five Pounds per Cent. due for 


Cuſtome upon all ſuch Goods and Merchandizes, as ſhall be brot and imported into 


our Realme of England, or any other of our Dominions, according to the ancient Trade 
of Marchants ; which five Pounds per Cent. only being paid, it ſhall be thenceforth 
lawful and free for the faid Adventurers, the fame Goods and Merchandize to ex- 
port and carry out of our faid Dominions into fforraigne Parts, without any Cuſtom, 
Tax, or other Duty to be paid to Us, our Heires, or Succeſſors, or to any other 
Officers or Miniſters of Us, our Heires, or Succeſſors; provided, that the faid Goods 
and Merchandizes be ſhipped out within thirteene Months after theire firſt Landing 


within any Part of theſe Dominions. And further our Will and Pleaſure is, and 


Wee do by theſe Preſents charge, comand, warrant, and authorize the ſaid Coun- 
cill, and their Sueceſſors, or the major Part of them, which ſhall be preſent and aſ- 


ſembled for that Purpoſe, ſhall from time to time under their comon Seale, diſtri- 


bute, convey, aſſigne, and ſett over, ſuch particular Portions of Lands, Tenements, 
and Hereditaments, as are by theſe Preſents, formerly granted unto each our loveing 
Subjects, naturally borne or Deniſons, or others, as well Adventurers as Planters, 
as by the ſaid Company upon a Comiſſion of Survey and Diſtribution, executed and 
returned for that Purpoſe, ſhall be named, appointed, and allowed, wherein our 
Will andPleaſureis, that Reſpect be had as well to the Proportion of the Adventurers, 
as to the ſpeciall Service, Hazard, Exploit, or Meritt of any Perſon ſo to be recom- 
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penſed, advanced, or rewarded, and wee do alſo, for Us, our Heires, and Succeſſors, 


grant to the ſaid Councell and their Succeſſors and to all and every ſuch Governours, or 
Officers, or Miniſters, as by the ſaid Councill ſhall be appointed to have Power and Autho- 


rity of Government and Command in and overthe ſaid Collony and Plantation, that they 
and every of them, ſhall, and lawfully may, from time to time, and att all Times hereaf- 


ter for ever, for their ſeverall Defence and Safety, encounter, expulſe, repel, and reſiſt 


by Force of Arms, as well by Sea as by Land, and all Ways and Meanes whatſoever, 


all ſuch Perſon and Perſons, as without the ſpeciall Licenceof the ſaid Councell and their 
Succeſſors, or the greater Part of them, ſhall attempt to inhabitt within the ſaid ſe- 
verall Precincts and Limitts of the ſaid Collony and Plantation. And alſo all, and 
every ſuch Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, as ſhall enterprize or attempt att any time 


| hereafter Deſtruction, Invaſion, Detriment, or Annoyance to tne ſaid Collony and 


Plantation; and that it ſhall be lawfull for the ſaid Councill, and their Succeſſors, 
and every of them, from Time to Time, and att all Times heereafter, and 
they ſhall have full Power and Authority, to take and ſuryrize by all Ways and Meanes 
whatſoever, all and every ſuch Perſon and Perſons whatſoever, with their Ships, 
Goods, and other Furniture, trafficking in any Harbour, Creeke, or Place, within 
the Limitts and Precintes of the ſaid Collony and Plantation, and not being allowed 
by the ſaid Councill to be Adventurers or Planters of the ſaid Collony. And of our 


ſurther Royall Favor, Wee have granted, and for Us, our Heires, and Succeſſors, 
Wee do grant unto the ſaid Councill and their Succeſſors, that the ſaid Territoryes, 


Lands, Rivers, and Places aforeſaid, or any of them, ſhall not be viſited, frequent- 


ed, or traded unto, by any other of our Subjects, or the Subjects of Us, our Heires, or 


Succeſſors, either from any the Ports and Havens belonging or appertayning, or 


which ſhall belong or appertayne unto Us, our Heires, or Succeſſors, or to any for- 
raigne State, Prince, or Pottentate whatſoever : And therefore, Wee do hereby 
for Us, our Heires, and Succeſſors, charge, command, prohibit and forbid all the Sub- 


jects of Us, our Heires, and Succeſſors, of what Degree and Quality ſoever, they 
be, that none of them, directly, or indirectly, preſume to viſſitt, frequent, trade, or 
adventure to traffick into, or from the ſaid Territoryes, Lands, Rivers, and Places afore- 
ſaid, or any of them other than the ſaid Councill and their Succeſſors, ffactors, Deputys, 
and Aſſignes, unleſs it be with the Licenſe and Conſent of the ſaid Councilland Company 


firſt had and obtained in Writing, under the comon Seal, upon Pain ofour Indignation 


and Impriſonmentof their Bodys during the Pleafure of Us, our Heires or Succeſſors, 
and the Forfeiture and Loſs both of theire Ships and Goods, whereſoeverthey ſhall be 
found either within any of our Kingdomes or Dominions, or any other Place or 


Places out of our Dominions. And for the better effecting of our ſaid Pleaſure 


heerin, Wee do heereby for Us, our Heires and Succeſſors, give and grant full 
Power and Authority unto the ſaid Councill, and their Succeſſors for the time being, 
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that they by themſelves, their Factors, Deputyes, or Aſſignes, ſhall and may from 
time to time, and at all times heereafter, attach, arreſt, take, and ſeize all and all 
Manner of Ship and Ships, Goods, Wares, and Merchandizes whatſoever, which 
ſhall be bro't from or carried to the Places before mentioned, or any of them, con- 
trary to our Will and Pleaſure, before in theſe Preſents expreſſed. The Moyety 
or one halfe of all which Forfeitures Wee do hereby for Us, our Heires and Suc- 
ceſſors, give and grant unto the ſaid Councill, and their Succeſſors to their own 
proper Uſe without Accompt, and the other Moyety, or halfe Part thereof, Wee 
will ſhall be and remaine to the Uſe of Us, our Heires and Succeſſors. And we 
likewiſe have condiſcended and granted, and by theſe Preſents, for Us, our Heires 
and Succeſſors, do conliſcend, and grant to and with the ſaid Councill and their 
Succeſſors, that Wee, our Heires or Succeſſors, ſhall not or will not give and grant 
any Lybertye, Licenſe, or Authority to any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, to ſaile, 
trade, or trafficke unto the aforeſaid parts of New-England, without the good Will 
and Likinge of the ſaid Councill, or the greater Part of them for the Time beinge, att 
any their Courts to be aſſembled. And Wee do for Us, our Heires and Succeſſors, 
give and grant unto the ſaid Councill, and their Succeſſors, that whenſoever, or 
ſo often as any Cuſtome or Subſidie ſhall growe due or payable unto Us, our 
| Heires or Succeſſors, according to the Limitation and Appointment aforeſaid, by 
| Reaſon of any Goods, Wares, Merchandizes, to be ſhipped out, or any 3 
to be made of any Goods, Wares, or Merchandizes, unto or from New-England, 
or any the Lands Territoryes aforeſaid, that then ſo often, and in ſuch Caſethe ffarmers, 
Cuſtomers, and Officers of our Cuſtomes of England and Ireland, and every of them, 
for the Time being, upon Requeſt made unto them by the ſaid Councill, their Suc- 
ceſſors, ffactors, or Aſſignes, and upon convenient Security to be given in that Be- 
halfe, ſhall give and allowe unto the ſaid Councill and their Succeſſors, and to all 
Perſon and Perſons free of the ſaid Company as aforeſaid, ſix Months Time for the 


Payment of the one halfe of all ſuch Cuſtome and Subſidie, as ſhall be due, and pay- 


able unto Us, our Heires and Succeſſors for the ſame, for which theſe our Letters- 
pattent, or the Duplicate, or the Enrolment thereof, ſhall be unto our ſaid Officers 
a ſufficient Warrant and Diſcharge. Nevertheleſs, our Will and Pleaſure is, that 
if any of the ſaid Goods, Wares, and Merchandizes, which be, or ſhall be, att any 
Time heereafter, landed and exported out of any of our Realmes aforeſaid, and ſhall 
be ſhipped with a Purpoſe not to be carried to New-England aforeſaid, that then ſuch 
Payment, Duty, Cuſtome, Impoſition, or Forfieture, ſhall be paid, and belong to 
Us, our Heires, and Succeſſors, for the ſaid Goods, Wares, and Merchandices, ſo 
fraudulently ſought to be tranſported, as if this our Grant had not been made nor 
granted: And Wee do for Us, our Heires and Succeſſors, give and grant unto 

the ſaid Council and theire Succellors for ever, by theſe Preſents, that the ſaid 
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Preſident of the ſaid Company, or his Deputy for the Time being, or any two others 


of the ſaid Councill, for the ſaid Collony in New-England, for the Time beinge, 


ſhall and may, and att all Times heereafter, and from time to time, have full Power and 
Authority, to miniſter and give the Oath and Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, 
or either of them, to all and every Perſon and Perſons, which ſhall att any Time 


and Times heereafter, goe or paſs to the ſaid Collony in New-England. And further, 
that it ſhall be likewiſe be lawful for the ſaid Preſident, or his Deputy for the Time being, 


or any two others of the ſaid Councill for the ſaid Collony of New-England for the Time 
being, from time to time, andatt all Times heerafter, to miniſter ſuch a formal Oath, as by 
their Diſcretion ſhall be reaſonably deviſed, as well unto any Perſon and Perſons imploy- 
ed or to be imployed in, for, or touching the ſaid Plantation, for their honeſt, faith- 
full, and juſt Diſcharge of their Service, in all ſuch Matters as ſhall be committed un- 
to them for the Good and Benefitt of the ſaid Company, Collony, and Plantation, 


as alſo unto ſuch other Perſon or Perſons, as the ſaid Preſident or his Deputy, with 
two others of the ſaid Councill, ſhall thinke meete for the Examination or clearing 


of the Truth in any Cauſe whatſoever, concerning the faid Plantation, or any Buſi- 


neſs from thence proceeding, or thereunto belonging. And to the End that no 
lewd or ill-diſpoſed Perſons, Saylors, Soldiers, Artificers, Labourers, Huſband- 


men, or others, which ſhall receive Wages, Apparel, or other Entertainment from 


the ſaid Councill, or contract and agree with the ſaid Councill to goe, and to ſerve, 
and to be imployed, in the ſaid Plantation, in the Collony in New-England, do after- 
wards withdraw, hide, and conceale themſelves, or refuſe to go thither, after they 


have been ſo entertained and agreed withall; and that no Perſons which ſhall be ſent 


and imployed in the ſaid Plantation, of the ſaid Collony in New-England, upon the 


Charge of the ſaid Councill, doe miſbehave themſelves by mutinous Seditions, or o- 
ther notorious Miſdemeanors, or which ſhall be imployed, or ſent abroad by the 
Governour of New-England or his Deputy, with any Shipp or Pinnace, for Provi- 


ſion for the ſaid Collony, or for ſome Diſcovery, or other Buſineſs or Affaires con- 


cerninge the ſame, doe from thence either treacherouſly come back againe, or returne 
into the Realme of Englande by Stealth, or without Licence of the Governour of 
the ſaid Collony in New-England for the Time being, or be ſent hither as Miſdoers 


or Offendors ; and that none of thoſe Perſons after theire Returne from thence, be- 


ing queſtioned by the ſaid Councill heere, for ſuch their Miſdemeanors and Offen- 
ces, do, by inſolent and contemptuous Carriage in the Preſence of the ſaid Coun- 
cill ſhew little Reſpe& and Reverence, either to the Place or Authority in which we 
have placed and appointed them and others, for the clearing of their Lewdneſs and 
Miſdemeanors commited in New-England, divulge vile and ſcandalous Reports of the 
Country of New-England, or of the Government or Eſtate of the ſaid Plantation 


and Collony, to bring the ſaid Voyages and Plantation into Diſgrace and Contempt, 
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by Meanes whereof, not only the Adventurers and Planters already engaged in the ſaid 
Plantation may be exceedingly abuſed and hindered, and a great Number of our loveing 
and well- diſpoſed Subjects, other ways well affected and inclined to joine and adventure 
in ſo noble a Chriſtian and worthy Action may be diſcouraged from the ſame, but al- 
ſo the Enterprize itſelf may be overthrowne, which cannot miſcarry without ſome 
Diſhonour to Us and our Kingdome: Wee, therefore, for preventing ſo great and 
enormous Abuſes and Miſdemeanors, Do, by theſe Preſents for Us, our Heires, and 
Succeſſors, give and grant unto the ſaid Preſident or his Deputy, or ſuch other Per— 


fon or Perſons, as by the Orders of the ſaid Councill ſhall be appointed by Warrant 


under his or their Hand or Hands, to ſend for, or cauſe to be apprehended, all and 


every ſuch Perſon and Perſons, who ſhall be noted, or accuſed, or found at any 
time or times heereafter to offend or miſbehave themſelves in any the Affaires before 


mentioned and expr eſſed; and upon the Examination of any ſuch Offender or Offend- 


ers, and juſt Proofe made by Oathe taken before the ſaid Councill, of any ſuch 
_ notorious Miſdemeanours by them comitted as aforeſaid, and alſo upon any inſolent, 


contemptuous, or irreverent Carriage or Miſbehaviour, to or againſt the faid Coun- 


cill, to be ſhewed or uſed by any ſuch Perfon or Perſons fo called, convened, and 


appearing before them as aforeſaid, that in all ſuch Caſes, our ſaid Councill, or any 
two or more of them for the Time being, ſhall and may have full Power and Au- 


thority, either heere to bind them over with good Suretics for their good Behaviour, 
and further therein to proceed, to all Intents and Purpoſes as it is uſed in other like 


Caſes within our Realme of England, or elſe at their Diſcretions to remand and ſend 


ſend back the ſaid Offenders, or any of them, to the ſaid Collony of New-England, 
there to be proceeded againſt and puniſhed as the Governour's Deputy or Councill 


there for the Time being, ſhall think meete, or otherwiſe according to ſuch Laws 
and Ordinances as are, and ſhall be, in Uſe there, for the well ordering and good 
Government of the ſaid Collony. And our Will and Pleaſure is, and Wee do here- 


by declare to all Chriſtian Kings, Princes, and States, that if any Perſon or Per- 


ſons which ſhall hereafter be of the ſaid Collony or Plantation, or any other by Li- 

cenſe or Appointment of the ſaid Councill, or their Succeſſors, or otherwiſe, ſhall 
at any time or times heereafter, rob or ſpoil, by Sea or by Land, or do any Hurt, 
Violence, or unlawfull Hoſtillity to any of the Subjects of Us, our Heires, or Suc- 
ceſſors, or any of the Subjects of any King, Prince, Ruler, or Governour, or State, 


being then in League or Amity with Us, our Heires and Succeſſors, and that up- 


on ſuch Injury, or upon juſt Complaint of ſuch Prince, Ruler, Governour, or State, 
or their Subjects, Wee, our Heires, or Succeſſors ſhall make open Proclamation 


within any of the Ports of our Realme of England commodious for that Purpoſe, that 


the Perſon or Perſons having committed any ſuch Robbery or Spoile, ſhall within the 


Term limited by ſuch a Proclamation, make full Reſtitution or Satisfaction of all ſuch

Injuries done, ſo as the ſaid Princes or other, ſo complaining, may hold themſelves 
fully ſatisfied and contented. And if that the ſaid Perſon or Perſons, having committed 
ſuch Robery or Spoile, ſhall not make or cauſe to be made Satisfaction accordingly 
within ſuch Terme ſo to be limited, that then it ſhall be lawful for Us, our Heires 
and Succeſſors, to put the ſaid Perſon or Perſons out of our Allegiance and Protec- 
tion; and that it ſhall be lawful and free for all Princes to proſecute with Hoſtillity the. 
ſaid Offenders and every of them, their, and every of their Procurers, Aidors, A- 
bettors, and Comforters in that Behalfe. And alſo, Wee do for Us, our Heires, 
and Succeſſors, declare by theſe Preſents, that all and every the Perſons, beinge our 
Subjects, which ſhall goe and inhabit within the ſaid Collony and Plantation, and 
every of their Children and Poſterity, which ſhall happen to be born within the Li- 
mitts thereof, ſhall have and injoy all Liberties, and ffranchizes, and Immunities 
of free Denizens and naturall Subjects within any of our other Dominions, to all 
Intents and Purpoſes, as if they had been abidinge and born within this our Kingdome 
of England, or any other our Dominions. And laſtly, becauſe the principall Effect 
which we can deſire or expect of this Action, is the Converſion and Reduction of 
the People in thoſe Parts unto the true Worſhip of God and Chriſtian Religion, in 
which Reſpect, Wee would be loath that any Perſon ſhould be permitted to paſs that 
Wee ſuſpected to affe& the Superſtition of the Chh of Rome, Wee do hereby de- 
clare that it is our Will and Pleaſure that none be permitted to paſs, in any Voyage 
from time to time to be made into the ſaid Country, but ſuch as ſhall firſt have taken 
the Oathe of Supremacy; for which Purpoſe, Wee do by theſe Preſents give full 
Power and Authority to the Preſident of the ſaid Councill, to tender and exhibit 
the ſaid Oath to all ſuch Perſons as ſhall at any time be ſent and imployed in the 
ſaid Voyage. And Wee alſo for Us, our Heires and Succeflors, do covenant and 
grant to and with the Councill, and their Succeſſors, by theſe Preſents, that if the 
Councill for the time being, and their Succeſſors, or any of them, ſhall at any time 
or times heereafter, uponany Doubt which they ſhall conceive concerning the Strength 
or Validity in Law of this our preſent Grant, or be'defirous to have the ſame renew- 
ed and confirmed by Us, our Heires and Succeſſors, with Amendment of ſuch Im- 
perfections and Defects as ſhall appeare fitt and neceſſary to the ſaid Councill, or 
their Succeſſors, to be reformed and amended on the Behalfe of Us, our Heires and 
Succeſſors, and for the furthering of the Plantation and Government, or the In- 
creaſe, continuing, and flouriſhing thereof, that then, upon the humble Petition of 
the ſaid Councill for the time being, and their Succeſſors, to Us, our Heires and 
Succeſſors, Wee, our Heires and Succeſſors, ſhall and will forthwith make and 
paſs under the Great Seale of England, to the ſaid Council) and theire Succeſſors, 
ſuch further and better Aſſurance, of all and ſingular the Lands, Grounds, Royal- 


ties, Priveliges, and Premiſſes aforeſaid granted, or intended to be granted, accord- 


ing 
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ing to our true Intent and Meaneing in theſe our Letters- patents, ſignified, declared, 
or mentioned, as by the learned Councill of Us, our Heires, and Succeſſors, and of 
the ſaid Company and theire Succeſſors ſhall, in that Behalfe, be reaſonably deviſed 
or adviſed. And further our Will and Pleaſure is, that in all Queſtions and Doubts, 
that ſhall ariſe upon any Difficulty of Inſtruction or Interpretation of any Thing con- 
tained in theſe our Letters-pattents, the ſame ſhall be taken and interpreted in moſt 
ample and beneficial Manner, for the ſaid Council and theire Succeſlors, and every 
Member thereof. And Wee do further for Us, our Heires and Succeſſors, charge 
and comand all and ſingular Admirals, Vice-Admirals, Generals, Comanders, Cap- 


taines, Juſtices of Peace, Majors, Sheriffs, Bailiffs, Conſtables, Cuſtomers, Comp- 


trollers, Waiters, Searchers, and all the Officers of Us, our Heires and Succeſ- 
ſors, whatſoever to be from time to time, and att all times heereafter, in all Things aid- 
ing, helping, and aſſiſting unto the ſaid Councill, and their Succeſſors, and unto e- 
very of them, upon Requeſt and Requeſts by them to be made, in all Matters and 


Things, for the furtherance and Accompliſhment of all or any the Matters and Things 


by Us, in and by theſe our Letters-pattents, given, granted, and provided, or by

Having 


undertaken for the Glory of God, and Advancement of the Chriſtian Faith, and 
the Honour of our King and Country, a Voyage to plant the firſt Colony in the 


northern Parts of Virginia; Do by theſe Preſents, ſolemnly and mutually, in the Pre- 


ſence of God and one another, covenant and combine ourſelves together into a ci- 
vil Body Politick, for our better Ordering and Preſervation, and Furtherance of 


the Ends aforeſaid : And by Virtue hereof do enact, conſtitute, and frame, ſuch juſt 


and equal Laws, Ordinances, Acts, Conſtitutions, and Officers, from time to time, 


as ſhall be thought moſt meet and convenient for the general Good of the Colony;

[Smitte's New-England Trials. Lond. 1022.] 


ou Couſin, at our Arriuall, at New-Plimmoth in New England, we found 


all our Friends and Planters in good Health, though they were left ſicke and 
weake, with very ſmall Meanes—the Indians round about us peaceable and friendly 


the Country very pleaſant and temperate, yeelding naturally of itſelf great Store 


of Fruites; as Vines of diners Sorts in great Abundance : there is likewiſe Wal- 
nuts, Cheſnuts, Small Nuts, and plums, with much Varietie of Flowers, Rootes, and 


Herbs, no leſſe pleaſant than wholſome and profitable: no place hath more Gooſe- 


berries and Strawberries, nor better ; Timber of all Sorts you have in England, 
doth covert he Land, that affoords beaſts of divers Sorts; and great Flocks of Turkies, 
Quailes, Pigeons, and Partriges : : many great Lakes abounding with Fiſh, Fowle, 
Beuers, and Otters. The Sea affoords vs as great Plenty of all excellent Sorts 
of Sea-fiſh, as the Rivers and Iles doth Varietie of Wilde Fowle of moſt vſefull 
Sorts. Mines we find to our thinking, but neither the Goodneſs nor Qualitie 


we know. Better Grain cannot be than the Indian-Corne, if we will plant it vpon 


as good Ground as a man need defire. Wee are all Free-holders; the Rent-day doth 
not trouble vs; and all thoſe good Bleſſings we haue, of which, and what we liſt in 


their Seaſons, Is taking. Our Companie are for moſt Part very religious honeſt 


People: the Word of God ſincerely taught vs every Sabbath; ſo that I know not 
any thing a contented Mind can here want. I deſire your friendly Care to ſend my 
Wife and Children to me, where I wiſh all the Friends I have in England, and fo I

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TRANSLATION Ha CHARTER given by the High and 
Mighty Lords, the STATES GENERAL, to the WEST INDIA CoMPany, 
dated the third of Fune, 1Q21. 


[De Laet. Jaerlyck Verhaal.] 


HE States-General of the United Netherlands, to all who ſhall ſee theſe Preſents, 

or hear them read, Greeting. Be it known, that we knowing the proſperity of 

theſe countries, and the welfare of their inhabitants depends principally on naviga- 
tion and trade, which in all former times by the ſaid Countries were carried on 
happily, and with a great bleſling to all countries and kingdoms ; and defiring that 
the aforeſaid inhabitants ſhould not only be preſerved in their former navigation, 
traffic, and trade, but alſo that their trade may be encreaſed as much as poſlible in 
ſpecial conformity to the treaties, alliances, leagues and covenants for traffic and 
navigation formerly made with other princes, republics and people, which we give 
them to underſtand muſt be in all parts punctually kept and adhered to: And we 
find by experience, that without the common help, aſſiſtance, and interpoſition of a 
General Company, the people deſigned from hence for thoſe parts cannot be pro- 
fitably protected and maintained in their great riſque from pirates, extortion and 
otherwiſe, which will happen in ſo very long a voyage. We have, therefore, and 
for ſeveral other important reaſons and conſiderations us thereunto moving, with 
mature deliberation of counſel, and for highly neceſſary cauſes, found it good, that 
the navigation, trade, and commerce, in the parts of the Weſt-Indies, and Africa, and 
other places hereafter deſcribed; ſhould not henceforth be carried on any otherwiſe 
than by the common united ſtrength of the merchants and inhabitants of theſe coun- 
tries; and that for that end there ſhall be erected one General Company, which we 
out of ſpecial regard to their common well-being, and to keep and preſerve the 
inhabitants of thoſe places in good trade and welfare, will maintain and ſtrengthen 
with our Help, Favour and aſſiſtance as far as the preſent ſtate and condition 
of this Country will admit: and moreover furniſh them with a proper Charter, 
and with the following Privileges and Exemptions, to wit, That for the Term 
of four and twenty Years, none of the Natives or Inhabitants of theſe coun. 
tries ſhall be permitted to fail to or from the ſaid lands, or to traffic on the coaft 
and countries of Africa from the Tropic of Cancer-to the Cape of Good Hope, nor 
in the countries of America, or the Weſt-Indies, beginning at the ſouth end of Terra 
Nova, by the ſtreights of Magellan, La Maire, or any other ſtreights and paſſages 
ſituated thereabouts to the ſtreights of Anian, as well on the north ſea as the ſouth 
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ſea, nor on any iſlands ſituated on the one fide or the other, or between both; nor in 
the weſtern or ſouthern countries reaching, lying, and between both the meridians, 
from the Cape of Good Hope, in the Eaſt, to the eaſt end of New Guinea, in the 


Weſt, incluſive, but in the Name of this United Company of theſe United Nether- 


lands. And whoever ſhall preſume without the conſent of this Company, to fail or 
to traffic in any of the Places within the aforeſaid Limits granted to this Company, 


he ſhall forfeit the ſhips and the goods which ſhall be found for fale upon the afore- 


ſaid coaſts and lands; the which being actually ſeized by the aforeſaid Company, 
ſhall be by them kept for their own Benefit and Behoof. And in caſe ſuch 


ſhips or goods ſhall be ſold either in other countries or havens they may touch 


at, the owners and partners muſt be fined for the value of thoſe ſhips and 
goods: Except only, that they who before the date of this charter, ſhall have 
ſailed or been ſent out of theſe or any other countries, to any of the aforeſaid 


coaſts, {hall be able to continue their trade for the fale of their goods, and come 
back again, or otherwiſe, until the expiration of this charter, if they have had 
any before, and not longer : Provided, that after the firſt of July fixteen hundred 


and twenty one, the day and time of this charter's commencing, no perſon ſhall be 
able to ſend any ſhips or goods to the places comprehended in this charter, although 


that before the date hereof, this Company was not finally incorporated: But ſhall 


provide therein, as is becoming, againſt thoſe who knowingly by fraud endeavour to 
fruſtrate our intention herein for the public good : Provided that the falt trade at 


Ponte del Re may be continued according to the conditions and inſtructions by us al- 


ready given, or that may be given reſpecting it, any thing 1 in this charter to the con- 


trary notwithſtanding. 


II. That, moreover, the aforeſaid Company may, in our name and authority, 
within the limits herein before preſcribed, make contracts, engagements and alli- 
ances with the princes and natives of the countries comprehended therein, and alſo 
build any forts and fortifications there, to appoint and diſcharge Governors, people 
for war, and officers of juſtice, and other public officers, for the preſervation of the 
places, keeping good order, police and juſtice, and in like manner for the promoting 
of trade; and again, others in their place to put, as they from the ſituation of their 


affairs ſhall ſee fit: Moreover, they muſt advance the peopling of thoſe fruitful and un- 


ſettled parts, and do all that the ſervice of thoſe countries, and the profit and increaſe 
of trade ſhall require: And the Company ſhall ſucceſſively communicate and tranſmit 
to us ſuch contracts and alliances as they ſhall have made with the aforeſaid princes 
and nations; and likewiſe the fituation of the fortreſles, fortifications, and ſettlements 
by them taken. | 
III. Saving, that they having choſen a governor in chief, and prepared inſtruc- 
tions for him, they ſhall be approved, and a commiſſion — by us: And chat fur-

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cher, ſuch governor in chief, as well as other deputy governors, commanders, and | 
officers, ſhall be held to take an oath of allegiance to us and alſo to the Company. N | | 
IV. And if the aforeſaid Company in any of the aforeſaid places ſhall be cheated | {| 
under the appearance of friendſhip, or badly treated, or ſhall ſuffer loſs in truſting l 
their money or Goods, without having reſtitution, or receiving payment. for them, | ; 
they may uſe the beſt methods in their power, accormng to the ſituation of their - [1

v. And if it ſhould be neceſſary, for the eſtabliſhment, Wein and defence of 
this trade, to take any troops with them, we will, according to the conſtitution of 
this country, and the ſituation of affairs furniſh the ſaid Company with ſuch troops, 
provided they be paid and ſupported by the Company. 
VI. Which troops, beſides the oath already taken to us and to his excellency, 
ſhall ſwear to obey the commands of the ſaid Company, and to endeavour to promote 
their intereſt to the utmoſt of their ability. 
VII. That the provoſts of the Company on ſhore may apprehend any of the mili- 
tary, that have inliſted in the ſervice of the aforeſaid company, and may confine 
them on board the ſhips in whatever city, place, or juriſdiction they may be found; 
provided, the provoſts firſt inform the officers and magiſtrates of the cities and pla- 
ces where this happens. | 
VIII. That we will not take any ſhips, ordnance, or ammunition belonging to 
the company, for the uſe of this country, without the conſent of the ſaid com-

IX. We having moreover incorporated this company, and favoured them with 
privileges, and we give them a charter beſides this, that they may paſs freely 
with all their ſhips and goods without paying any toll to the United Provinces ; and 
that they themſelves may uſe their liberty in the ſame manner as the free inhabitants 
of the cities of this country enjoy their freedom, notwithſtanding any perſon who is 
not free may be a member of this company.

X. That all the goods of this company during the eight next enſuing years, may 
be carried out of this country to the parts of the Weſt-Indies and Africa, and other 
places comprehened within the aforeſaid limits, and thoſe which they ſhall bring in- 
to this country, ſhall be from outward and home convoys ; provided, that if at 

the expiration of the aforeſaid eight years, the ſtate and ſituation of rhefe Conn- 
tries will not admit of this Freedom's continuing for a longer time, the ſaid goods, | il 
and the merchandiſes coming from the places mentioned in this Charter, and export- 
ed again out of theſe countries, and the outward convoys and licenſes, during the 
whole time of this Charter, ſhall not be rated higher by us than they have formerly 


been rated, unleſs we ſhould be again engaged in a war, in which caſe, all the afore- 
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ſaid goods and merchandiſes ſhall not be rated higher by us than they were in the- 
laſt liſt in time of war. 

Xl. And that this company may be ſtrengthened by a good government, to the 
greateſt profit and ſatisfaction of all concerned, we have ordaincd, that the ſaid go- 
vernment ſhall be veſted in five chambers of managers; one at Amſterdam, —this 
ſhall have the management of four-ninth parts; one chamber in Zealand, for two- 
ninth parts; one chamber at the Maeze, for one-ninth part; one chamber in North 
Holland, for one-ninth part; and the fifth chamber in Frieſland, with the“ city 
and country, for one-ninth part; upon the condition entered in the record of our 
reſolutions, and the Act paſt reſpecting it. And the Provinces in which there are 


no chambers ſhall be accommodated with ſo many managers, divided among the reſ- 


pective chambers, as their hundred thouſand guilders in this POE ſhall entitle 
them to. 


XII. That the chamber of Amſterdam ſhall conſiſt of twenty managers; the 


chamber of Zealand of twelve; the chambers of Maeze and of the North Part, each 


of fourteen, and the chamber of Frieſland, with the city and country, alſo of four- 
teen managers : If it ſhall hereafter appear, that this work cannot be carried on with- 
out a greater number of perſons; in that caſe, more may be added, with the know- 


ledge of nineteen, and our approbation, but not otherwiſe. 


XIII. And the States of the reſpective United Provinces are authoriſed, to lay 


before their High Mightineſſes“ ordinary deputies, or before the magiſtrates of the 


cities of theſe Provinces, any order for regiſtering the members, together with the 


election of managers, if they find they can do it according to the conſtitution of 
their Provinces. Moreover, that no perſon in the chamber of Amſterdam ſhall be 


choſen a manager who has not of his own in the funds of the company, the ſum of 


fix thouſand guilders ; and the chamber of Zealand four thouſand guilders, and the 


chamber of Maeze, of the North Part, and of Frieſland, with the city and 
country, the like ſum of four thouſand guilders. 

XIV. That the firſt managers ſhall ſerve for the term of 175 years, and then one- 
third part of the number of managers ſhall be changed by lot; and two years after 
a like third part, and the two next following years, the laft third part; and ſo on 


ſucceſſively the oldeſt in the ſervice ſhall be diſmiſſed ; and in the place of thoſe who 


go off, or of any that ſhall dic, or for any other reaſon be diſmiſſed, three others 
ſhall 
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mall be nominated by the managers, both remaining and going off, together with 
the principal adventurers in perſon, and at their coſt, from which the aforeſaid Pro- 
vinces, the deputies, or the magiſtrates, ſhall make a new election of a manager, 
and ſucceſſively ſupply the vacant places; and it {hall be held before the principal 
adventurers, who have as great a concern as the reſpective managers. 

XV. That the accounts of the furniture and outfit of the veſſels, with their de- 
pendencies, ſhall be made up three months after the departure of the veſſels, and one 
month after, copies ſhall be ſent to us, and to the reſpective chambers : and the 
ſtate of the returns, and their ſales, ſhall the chambers (as often as we fee good, or 
they are required thereto by the chambers) ſend to us. and to one another. 


XVI. That every fix years they ſhall make a general account of all outfits and 
returns, together with all the gains and loſſes of the company; to wit, one of their 


buſineſs, and one of the war, each ſeparate : which accounts ſhall be made public 
by an advertiſement, to the end that every one who is intereſted may, upon hearing 


of it, attend; and if by the expiration of the ſeventh year, the accounts are not made 
out in manner aforeſaid, the managers ſhall forfeit their commiſſions, which ſhall be 


appropriated to the uſe of the poor, and they themſelves be held to render their ac- 
count as before, till ſuch time and under ſuch penalty as ſhall be fixed by us reſpec- 


ting offenders. And notwithſtanding there ſhall be a dividend made of the profits of 


the buſineſs, ſo long as we find that ten per Cent. ſhall have been gained. 


XVII. No one ſhall, during the continuance of this charter, withdraw his capi- | 


tal, or ſum advanced, from this company ; nor ſhall any new members be admitted. 
If at the expiration of four and twenty years it ſhall be found'good to continue this com- 
pany, or to erect a new one, a final account and eſtimate ſhall be made by the nineteen, 


with our knowledge, of all that belongs to the company, and alſo of all their expences, 


and any one, after the aforeſaid ſettlement and eſtimate, may withdraw his money, 


or continue it in the new company. in whole or in part, in the ſame proportion as in 
this; And the new company ſhall in ſuch cafe take the remainder; and pay the mem-. 


bers which do not think fit to continue in the company their ſhare, at ſuch times as 
the nineteen, with our knowledge and approbation, ſhall think proper. 


XVIII. That ſo often as it ſhall be neceſſary to have a general meeting of the a- 
foreſaid chambers, it ſhall be by nineteen perſons, of whom eight ſhall come from the 
chamber of Amſterdam; from Zealand, four; from the Maeze, two; from North Hol- 
land, two; from Frieſland, and the city and country, two; provided, that che nine- 


teen perſons, or ſo many more as we ſhall at any time [think fit, ſhall be deputed by 
us for the purpoſe of helping to direct the aforeſaid meeting of the company. 


XIX. By which general meeting of the aforeſaid chambers, all the buſineſs of this. 
company 
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Company which ſhall come before them ſhall be managed and finally ſettled ; provi- 
ded, that in cafe of reſolving upon a war, our approbation ſhall be aſked. 

XX. The aforeſaid general meeting being ſummoned, it ſhall meet to refolve when 
they ſhall fit out, and how many veſſels they will ſend to each place, the company in 
general obſerving that no particular chamber ſhall undertake any thing in oppoſi- 
tion to the foregoing reſolution, but ſhall be held to carry the ſame effectually into 
execution. And if any chamber ſhall be found not following the common reſolu- 
tion, or contravening it, we have authoriſed, and by theſe preſents do authorize, 
the ſaid meeting, immediately to cauſe reparation to be made of every defect or con- 
travention, wherein we, being deſired, will aſſiſt them. 

XXI. The ſaid general meeting ſhall be held the firſt fix years in the city of Am- 
ſterdam, and two years thereaiter in Zealand, and ſo on from time to time in the 
aforeſaid two places. 

XXII. The managers to whom the affairs of the company ſhall be committed, 
who ſhall go from home to attend the aforeſaid meeting or otherwiſe, ſhall have 


for their expences and wages, four guilders a day, beſides boat and carriage hire: 


Provided, that thoſe who go from one city to another, to the chambers as managers 


and governors, ſhall receive no wages or travelling charges, at the coſt of the com- 
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XXII. And if it ſhould happen that in the aforeſaid general meeting, any weigh- 
ty matter ſhould come before them wherein they cannot agree, or in caſe the votes 
are equally divided, the ſame ſhall be left to our decifion ; and whatever ſhall be 
determined upon ſhall be carried into execution. 
XXIV. Andall the inhabitants of theſe countries, and alſo of other countries, ſhall 
be notified by public advertiſements within one month after the date hereof, that 


they may be admitted into this Company, during five months from the firſt of July 


this year, fixteen hundred and twenty one, and that they muſt pay the money they 
put into the Stock in three payments; to wit, one-third part at the expiration of the 
aforeſaid five months, and the other two-third parts within three next ſucceeding 


years. In caſe the aforeſaid general meeting ſhall find it neceſſary to prolong the 
time, the members ſhall be notified by an advertiſement. 


XXV. The ſhips returning from a voyage ſhall come to the late they failed 
from; and if by ſtreſs of weather, the veſſels which failed out from one part ſhall 
arrive in another; as thoſe from Amſterdam, or North Holland, in Zealand, or in 
the Maeze; or from Zealand, in Holland; or thoſe from Frieſland, with the city 
and country, in another part; each chamber ſhall nevertheleſs have the direction 
and management of the veſſels and goods it ſent out, and ſhall ſend and tranſport 
the goods to the places from whence the veſſels ſailed, either in the ſame or other 
veſſels : Provided, that the managers of that chamber ſhall be held in perſon to find 
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the place where the veſſels and goods are arrived, and not appoint factors to do this 
buſineſs ; but in caſe they ſhall not be in a ſituation for travelling, they ſhall commit 
this buſineſs to the chamber of the place where the veſſels arrived. 

XXVI. If any chamber has got any goods or returns from the places included 
within the Limits of this charter, with which another is not provided, it ſhall be held 
to ſend ſuch goods to the chamber which is unprovided, on its requeſt, according 


to the ſituation of the caſe, and if they have ſold them, to fend to another chamber 


for more. And in like manner, if the managers of the reſpective chambers have need 


of any perſons for fitting out the veſſels, or otherwiſe, from the cities where there 


are chambers or managers, they ſhall require and cy the managers, of this 
company, without making uſe of a factor. 


XXVII. And if any of the Provinces think fit to appoint an agent to collect che 
money from the inhabitants, and to make a fund in any chamber, and for paying 


dividends, the chamber ſhall be obliged to give ſuch agent acceſs, that he may 


obtain information of the ſtate of the diſburſements and receipts, and of the debts ; 
provided, that the money brought in by ſuch agent amount to fifty thouſand guilders 
or upwards. 

X XVII. The managers ſhall have for commiſſions one per cent. on the outfits and 


returns, beſides the Prince's; and an half per cent. on gold and filver : which com- 

- miſſion ſhall be divided; to the Chamber of Amſterdam, four-ninth parts; the Cham- 

ber of Zealand, two-ninth parts; the Maeze, one-ninth part ; North Holland, one- 
ninth part, and Frieſland, with the city and country, a like ninth part. 

XXIX. Provided that they ſhall not receive commiſſions on the ordnance and the 

ſhips more than once. They ſhall, moreover have no commiſſions on the ſhips, or- 


dnance, and other things with which we ſhall ſtrengthen the Company, nor on the 
money which they ſhall colle& for the Company, nor on the profits they receive from 


the goods,, nor ſhall they change the Company with any expences of travelling or 
| proviſions for thoſe to whom they ſhall commit the providing a cargo, and purchaſing 


goods neceſſary for it. 


XXX. The book-keepers and caſhiers ſhall have a Ay paid them by the mana- 
gers out of their commiſſions. 


XXXI. The managers hall not deliver or {ell to the Company, i in whole or in part, 


any of their own ſhips, merchandize or goods; nor buy or cauſe to be bought, of the 


faid Company, directly or indirectly, any goods or merchandize, nor have any portion 


or part therein, on forfeiture of one year's commiſhons for the uſe of the poor, and 


the loſs of Office. 
XXXII. The Managers ſhall give notice by advertiſement, as often as they have a 
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freſh importation of goods and merchandize, to the end that every one may have ſea- 
ſonable knowledge of it, before they proceed to a final ſale. 

XXXIII. And if it happens that in either Chamber, any of the managers ſhall 
get into ſuch a ſituation, that he cannot make good what was eutruſted to him during 
his adminiſtration, and in conſequence thereof any loſs ſhall happen, ſuch Chamber 

ſhall be liable for the damage, and ſhall alſo be ſpecially bound for their adminiſtra- 
tion, which ſhall alſo be the caſe with all the members, who, on account of goods 
purchaſed, or otherwiſe, ſhall become debtors to the Company, and fo ſhall be 
reckoned all caſes relating to their ſtock and what may be due to the Company. | 

XXXIV. The managers of the reſpective chambers ſhall be reſponſible for their re- 
ſpective caſhiers and book-keepers. 

XXXV. That all the goods of this Company which ſhall be ſold by weight ſhall 
be ſold by one weight, to wit, that of Amſterdam ; and that all ſuch goods ſhall be 
put on board ſhip, or in ſtore without paying any exciſe, impoſt or weigh-money ; 
provided, that they being ſold, ſhall not be delivered in any other way than by 
weight ; and provided that the impoſt and weigh-money ſhall be paid as often as they 
are alienated, in the ſame manner as other goods ſubject to weigh- money. 
XXX VI. That the perſons or goods of the managers ſhall not be arreſted, attach- 
ed, or encumbered, in order to obtain from them an account of the adminiſtration 
of the Company, nor for the payment of the wages of thoſe who are in the ſervice 


of the Company, but thoſe who ſhall pretend to take the lame upon them, ſhall be 


bound to refer the matter to their ordinary judges. 

XXXVII. So when any ſhip ſhall return from a voyage, the generals or com- 
manders of the fleets, ſhall be obliged to come and report to us the ſucceſs of the 
voyage of ſuch ſhip or ſhips, within ten days after their arrival, and ſhall deliver and 
leave with us a rport in writing, if the caſe requires it. 

XXXVIII. AnCif it happens (which we by no means expect) that any perſon 
will, in any manner, hurt or hinder the navigation, buſineſs, trade, or traffic of this 
Company, contrary to the common right, and the contents of the aforeſaid trea- 
ties, leagues, and covenants, they ſhall defend it againſt them, and regulate i it by 
the inſtructions we have given concerning it. 

XXXIX. We have moreover promiſed and do promiſe, chat we will defend this 
Company againſt every perſon in free navigation and traffic, and aſſiſt them with a mil- 
lion of guilders, to be paid in five years, whereof the firſt two hundred thouſand 
guilders ſhall be paid them when when the firſt payment ſhall be made by the mem- 
bers : Provided that we, with half the aforeſaid million of guilders, ſhall receive 
and bear profit and riſque in the ſame manner as the other nembers of this Company 
ſhall. 


XL. And if by a violent and continued i interruption of the aforeſaid navigation 
= and 
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an traffic, the buſineſs within the limits of their Company ſhall be brought to an 
open war, we will, if the ſituation of this country will in any wiſe admit of it, give 
them for their aſſiſtance ſixteen ſhips of war, the leaſt one hundred and fifty laſts 
burthen; with four good well failing yachts, the leaſt, forty laſts burthen, which 
ſhall be properly mounted and provided in all reſpe&s, both with braſs and other can- 
non, and a proper quantity of ammunition, together with double ſuits of running and 
ſtanding rigging, fails, cables, anchors, and other things thereto belonging, ſuch 
38. are proper to be provided and uſed in all great expeditions; upon condition, that 
they ſhall be manned, victualled, and ſupported at the expence of the Company, and 
that the Company ſhall be obliged to add thereto ſixteen like ſhips of war, and four 
yachts, mounted and provided as above, to be uſed in like manner for the defence 
of trade and all exploits of war : Provided that all the ſhips of war and merchant- 
men (that ſhall be with thoſe provided and manned as aforeſaid) ſhall be under an 
admiral appointed by us according to the previous advice of the aforeſaid General 
Company, and ſhall obey our commands, together with the reſolutions of the Com- 


pany, if it ſhall be neceſſary, in the ſame manner as in time of war; ſo notwith- 


ſtanding that the merchantmen hall not unneceſſarily hazard their lading. 

XII. And if it ſhould happen that this country ſhould be remarkably eaſed of its 
i urthens, and that this Company ſhould be laid under the grievous burthen of a 
wa. we have further promiſed, and do promiſe, to encreaſe the aforeſaid ſubfidy in 


ſuch manner as the ſituation of theſe countries will admit, and the affairs of the 


Company ſhall require. 


XIII. We have moreover ordained, that in caſe of a war, all the prizes which 
ſhall be taken from enemies and pirates within the aforeſaid limits, by the Company 


or their aſſiſtants; alſo the goods which ſhall be ſeized by virtue of our proclama- 
tion, after deducting all expences and the damage which the Company ſhall ſuffer 
in taking each prize, together with the juſt part of his excellency the admiral, a- 
greeable to our reſolution of the firſt of April ſixteen hundred and two; and the 


tenth part for the officers, ſailors, and ſoldiers, who have taken the prize, ſhall await 


the diſpoſal of the managers of the aforeſaid Company: Provided that the account 
of them ſhall be kept ſeparate and apart from the account of trade and commerce ; 
and that the nett proceeds of the ſaid prizes ſhall be employed in fitting out ſhips, 
paying the troops, fortifications, garriſons, and like matters of war and defence by 
ſea and land; but there ſhall be no diſtribution unleſs the ſaid nett proceeds ſhall 
amount to ſo much that a notable ſhare may be diſtributed without weakening the ſaid 
defence, and after paying the expences of the war, which ſhall be done ſeparate 
and apart from the diſtributions on account of Trade: And the diſtribution ſhall be 
made one-tenth part for the uſe of the United Netherlands, and the remainder for 
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the members of this Company, in exact proportion to the capital they have 
advanced. 

XLIII. Provided nevertheleſs, that all the prizes and goods, taken by virtue of 
our proclamation, ſhall be brought in, and the right laid before the judicature of 
the counſellors of the admiralty for the part to which they are brought, that they 
may take cognizance of them, and determine the legality or illegality of the faid: 
prizes; the proceſs of the adminiſtration of the goods brought in by the Company 
remaining nevertheleſs pending, and that under a proper inventory; and faving a 
reviſion of what may be done by the ſentence of the admiralty, agreeable to the in- 
ſtruction given the admiralty in that behalf. Provided that the vendue-maſters and 
other officers of the admiralty, ſhall not have or pretend to any right to the prizes. 
taken by this Company, and ſhall not be employed reſpecting them. 

XIIV. The managers of this Company ſhall ſolemnly promiſe and ſwear, that they 
will act well and faithfully in their adminiſtration, and make good and juſt accounts 
of their trade: That they in all things will conſult the greateſt profit of the Company, 
and as much as poſſible prevent their meeting with loſſes: That they will not give 
the principal members any greater advantage in the payments or diſtribution of mo- 
ney than the leaſt: That they, in getting in and receiving out- ſtanding debts, will 
not favour one more than another: That they for their own account will take, and, 
during the continuance of their adminiſtration, will continue to take ſuch ſum of mo- 
ney as by their charter is allotted to them ; and moreover, that they will, as far as 
concerns them, to the utmoſt of their power, obſerve and keep, and cauſe to be 
obſerved and kept, all and every the particulars and articles herein contained. 

XLV. All which privileges, freedoms and exemptions, together with the aſſiſt- 
ance herein before mentioned, in all their particulars and articles, we have, with: 
full knowledge of the buſineſs, given, granted, promiſed and agreed to the afore. 
ſaid Company; giving, granting, agreeing and promiſing moreover that they ſhall 
enjoy them peaceably and freely : ordaining that the ſame ſhall be obſerved and 
kept by all the magiſtrates, officers, and ſubjects of the United Netherlands, with- 
out doing any thing contrary thereto directly or indirectly, either within or out of 
theſe Netherlands, on penalty of being puniſhed both in life and goods as obſtacles: 
to the common welfare of this country, and tranſgreſſors of our ordinance: promiſ- 
ing moreover that we will maintain and eſtabliſh the Company in the things contain- 
ed in this charter, in all treaties of peace, alliances and agreements with the neigh- 
bouring princes, kingdoms and countries, without doing any thing, or ſuffering any 
thing to be done which will weaken their eſtabliſhment. Charging and expreſsly 
commanding all governors, juſtices, officers, magiſtrates and inhabitants of the a. 
foreſaid United Netherlands, that they permit the aforeſaid Company and managers 
peaceably and freely to enjoy the full effe& of this charter, agreement, and privi- 


lege, 
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lege, without any contradiction or impeachment to the contrary.

notified by publication, or an advertiſement, where, and in ſuch manner, as is pro-

An ORDINANCE and CONSTITUTION of the Trea- 
ſurer, Council, and Company in England, for a Council of State 
and General Aſſembly. Dated July 24, 1621.

10 all People, to whom theſe Preſents ſhall come, be ſeen, or heard, The Trea- 
ſurer, Council, and Company of Adventures and Planters for the City of 
London for the firſt Colony of Virginia, ſend Greeting. Know ye, that we, the faid 
Treaſurer, Council, and Company, taking into our careful Conſideration the pre- 
ſent State of the ſaid Colony of Virginia, and intending, by the Divine Aſſiſtance, to 
R 2 ſettle 
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ſettle a Form of Government there, as may be to the greateſt Benefit and Comfort 
of the People, and whereby all Injuſtice, Grievances, and Oppreſſion may be pre- 
vented and kept off as much as poſſible from the ſaid Colony, have thought fit to 
make our Entrance, by ordering and eſtabliſhing ſuch Supreme Councils, as may 
not only be aſſiſting to the Governor for the Time being, in the Adminiſtration of 
Juſtice, and the executing other Duties to this Office belonging; but alſo, by their 


vigilant Care and Prudence, may provide, as well for a Remedy of all Inconvenien- 
ces, growing from time to time, as alſo for advancing of Increaſe, Strength, Stabi- 


lity, and Proſperity of the ſaid Colony: 


We therefore, the ſaid Treaſurer, Council, and Company, by Authority di- 
rected to us from his Majeſty under the Great Seal, upon mature Deliberation, Do

Grace and Peace, &c. 


EW-ENGLAND, ſo called, not only (to avoid novelties) becauſe Captain 
Smith hath ſo intituled it in his Deſcription, but becauſe of the Reſemblance 


that is in it, of England the native Soil of Engliſhmen : It being much what the 


ſame for heat and cold in Summer and Winter, it being Champion Ground, but not 


high mountains, ſomewhat like the ſoil in Kent and Efex, full of Dales and meddow 
Ground, full of Rivers and ſweet Springs, as England is. But principally, ſo far 
as we can yet find, it is an Iſland, and near about the quantity of England, being 
cut out from the maine Land in America, as England is from the maine of Europe, 


by a great arm of the Sea, which entereth in forty Degrees, and runneth up North 


Welt and 24 Welt, and youth out either into the South Sea, or elſe into the Bay 


1 of 
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of Canada. The certainty whereof, and Secrets of which, we have not yet ſo found 
as that as eye- witneſſes we can make narration thereof, but if God give time and 
means, we ſhall ere long, diſcover both the extent of that River, together with the 
ſecrets thereof; and alſo try what Territories, Habitations, or Commodities may 
be found, Aber in it, or about it. | 
It pertaineth not to my purpoſe to {peak any thing, either in praiſe or diſpraiſe 
of the Country; ſo it is by God's Providence, that a few of us are there planted to 
our content, and have with great Charge and Difficulty attained quiet and compe- 
tent Dwellings there. And thus much I will ſay for the ſatisfaction of ſuch as have 
any thought of going thither to inhabit; That for men which have a large heart, and 
look after great riches, eaſe, pleaſures, dainties, and jollity in this World (except 
they will live by other mens ſweat, or have great riches) I would not adviſe them to 
come there, for as yet the country will afford no ſuch matters: But if there be any, 
who are content to lay out their Eſtates, ſpend their time, labours, and endeavours, 
for the benefit of them that ſhall come after and in deſire to further the Goſpel among 
thoſe poor Heathens, quietly contenting themſelves with ſuch hardſhip and difficul- 
ties, as by God's Providence {hall fall upon them, being yet young, and in their 
| ſtrength, ſuch men I would adviſe and encourage to go, for their ends cannot fail 
them. 

And who ſo rightly conſidereth, what manner of entrance, abiding, and proceed- 
ings, we have had among theſe poor Heathens ſince we came hither, will eaſily 
think, that God hath ſome great work to do towards them. 

They were wont to be the moſt cruel and treacherous People in all theſe parts, 
even like Lions; but to us they have been like Lambs, ſo kind, ſo ſubmiſſive, and 

truſty, as a man may truly ſay, many Chriſtians are not ſo kind, nor ſincere. 

They were very much waſted of late, by reaſon of a great Mortality that fell a- 

mongſt them three years ſince, which together with their own Civil Diſſentions and 
Bloody Wars, hath fo waſted them, as I think the twentieth perſon is ſcarce left 
alive, and thoſe that are left, have their courage much abated, and their counte- 
nance is dejected, and they ſeem as a People affrighted. And though when we 
came firſt into the Country, we were few, and many of us were ſick, and many 
dyed by reafon of the cold and wet, it being the depth of Winter, and we having 
no houſes, nor ſhelter, yet when there was not ſix able perſons among us, and that 
they came daily to us by hundreds, with their Sachems or Kings, and might in one 
hour have made a diſpatch of us, yet ſuch a fear was upon them, as that they never 
offered us the leaſt injury in word or deed. And by reaſon of one Tiſquanto, that 
lives amongſt us, that can ſpeak Engliſh, we have daily commerce with their Kings, 
and can know what is done or intended towards us among the Savages : Alſo we 
can acquaint them with our courſes and purpoſes, both humane and religious. And 
the 
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the greateſt Commander of the Country, called Maſſaſoit, cometh often to viſit us, 
tho? he lives fifty miles from us, often ſends us Preſents, he having with many other 
of their Governours, promiſed, yea, Subſcribed Obedience to our Sovereign Lord 
King Jams, and for his cauſe to ſpend both ſtrength & life. And we for our 
parts thorow God's Grace, have with that equity, juſtice, and compaſſion, carried 
our ſelves towards them, as that they have received much favour, help, and aid from 


us, but never the leaſt injury, or wrong by us. We tound the place where we live 


empty, the people being all dead and gone away, and none living near by 8. or 10. 


miles; and though in the time of ſome hardſhip, we found (travelling abroad) ſome a 


8. Buſhels of Corn hid up in a Cave, and knew no owners of it, yet afterwards hearing 
of the owners of it we gave them (in their eſtimation) double the value of it. Our care 
alſo hath been to maintain peace amongſt them, and have always ſet our ſelves againſt 


ſuch of them as uſed any rebellion, or treachery againſt their Governours, and not on- 


only threatened ſuch, but in ſome ſort paid them their due deſerts; and when any of 
them are in want, as often theyare in the Winter, when their Corn is done, we ſup- 
ply them to our power, and have them in our houſes eating and drinking, and 
warming themſelves, which thing (though it be ſomething a trouble to us) yet becauic 


they ſhould ſee and take knowledgeof our labours, orders, and diligence, both forthis 
life and a better, we are content to bear it, and we find in many of them, eſpecially, 


of the younger ſort, ſuch a tractable diſpoſition, both to Religion and humanity, 
as that if we had means to apparel them, and wholly to retain them with us (as 
their deſire is) they would doubtleſs in time prove ſerviceable to God and man, and 
if ever God ſend us means we will bring up hundreds of their chlldren, both' to la- 
bour and learning.“

The CHAR TER of June 3, 1621 70 the Dutch Weſt-India Company, 
was, on the four and twentieth of March and tenth of Tune 1622, 
amplified by the High and Mighty Lords the States General, by the 
addition of the Salt Trade to the Weſt-Indies, and ſome other Mat- 
ters ; accordingly, on the tenth of June aforeſaid, a Proclamation WAS 
publiſhed, and on the thirteenth of February 1623, an AT of Ampl:-

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the zood Inhabitants thereof, formed a Company for Trade and Traffic from theſe 


Netherlands to the Weſt.- Indies, Africa, and other Places mentioned in our former 
Proclamation of the ninth of June, in the Year ſixteen hundred and twenty-one, 
with a Prohibition, that none of the Natives or Inhabitants of this Country, for 
the Term of four and twenty Years from the firſt of Juae then firſt coming, ſhould 


Sail or Trade within the ſaid Limits, except only thoſe who, by a Charter given 
to the aforeſaid Company, might go to get Salt at Punto del Rey under the Re- 


gulation by us in that Behalf made, or to be made: And as, upon reconſidering 
that Matter, we find it will be uſeful and neceſſary for the Service of this Country, 
and for promoting the aforeſaid incorporated Company, that the aforefaid Salt Trade 
to Punto de! Rey, ſhould be veſted in the ſaid Company; Therefore we (our for-

foreſaid Company; And if any Ships or Goods from thence, ſhall be ſold, or 
brought into any other Countries or Ports, We have ordained and determined, 


and do hereby ordaine and determine, that the Manufacturers and Owners thereof, 
living in this Country, or being ſupplied with Goods here, ſhall be liable for the 


Value of them, and Execution ſhall iſſue againſt them. Thus done and concluded at 


a Meeting of the Lords the States General, at the Hague, this thirteenth of June,

8 it hath ever been held a principal Office of Chriſtian Kings, to ſeek by all 


pious Meanes, the Advancement of Chriſtian Religion, ſoe the Conſideration 
thereof hath bene a ſpeciall Motive unto Us from tyme to tyme, as often as Cauſe 


hath required, to further by our Royall Authority, the good Diſpoſition of any of 


our well affected Subjects that have a Will to attempt the diſcovering and planting 


in any Parts of the World, as yet ſavage and unpoſſeſſed by the Subjects of any 
Chriſtian Prince or State; and nowe for that, by God's ſacred Favor, there is like- 
ly to enſue great Advancement of his Glory, our Croune and State, by Reaſon of 
our Graunt heretofore made to the Councell for the managing of the Affairs of New- 
England in America, being in Breadth from forty Degrees of Northerlie Latitude 
from the Equinoctiall Lyne, to forty eight Degrees of the ſaid Northerly Latitude, and 
in Length, by all the Breadth aforeſaid, through all the main Land from Sea to Sea, 
we cannot but continue our eſpeciall Reſpect and Favor unto them in their Indea- 
vors, and exerciſe our Royall Authority againſt the Hinderers thereof: Wherefore, 
having received certain Information of many and intolerable Abuſes offered by ſun- 
drie Interlopers, irregular and diſobedient Perſons, that ſeeking principally their pre- 
ſent and private Proffits, have not only impeached ſome of the Planters there of their 
lawful Poſſeſſions, but alſo taken from them their Tymber without giving any Satisfac- 


tion, as in Juſtice they ought to have done; and not therewith contented, have ryned 


whole Woodes, to the utter Ruine of the ſame for ever after; as alſo, by caſting of 
their Ballaſt in the Harbors of ſome of their Iflands, have almoſt made them unſer- 
viceable, and yet not ſoe contented, by their promiſcuous Trading, as well Marriners 
as Maſters with the Savages, have overthroune the Trade and Commerce that be- 
fore was had to the great Profit of the Planters, and which were indeed the princi- 
pall Hopes for the Advancement of that Plantation, next unto the Commodities that 
Coaſt affords of fiſhing, neither herewith ſatisfied, but as if they reſolved to omit 
nothing that might be impious and intollerable, they did not forbear to barter away 
to the Savages Swords, Pikes, Muſquets, Fowling-peeces, Match, Powder, Shot, 
and other warlike Weapons, and teach them the Uſe thereof, not only to their own 
preſent Puniſhment, divers of them being ſhortly afterwards ſlaine by the ſame Sa- 
vages whom they had ſoe taught, and with the fame Weapons which they had fur- 
niſhed them withall, but alſo to the Hazard of the Lives of our good Subjects alrea- 
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die planted there, and, as much as in them laye, to the making of the whole Attempt 
itſelfe, howe pious and hopefull ſoever, fruſtrate, or ſoe much the more difficult. 
Wee, for Reformation and Prevention of theis or the like Evils hereafter, and for 
the more cleare Declaration of our Kingly Reſolution and juſt Intents, both to main- 
tain our Royall Grant alreadie made, and to uphold and encourage by all Waies and 
Meanes the worthy Diſpoſitions of the Undertakers of thoſe Deſigns, have thought 


fitt, and do hereby ſtraightlie charge and command, that none of our Subjects what- 


ſoever, not Adventurers, inhabitors, or Planters in New-England, preſume from 
henceforth to frequent thoſe Coaſtes, to trade or traffique with thoſe People, or in- 
termeddle in the Woods or Frechould of any of the Planters or Inhabitants, or o- 
therwiſe than by the Licence of the ſaid Councell, or according to the Orders eſta- 


bliſhed by our Privie Counſell, for the Reliefe or Eaſe of the Tranſportion of the 
Colonie in Virginia, uppon Paine of our high Indignation, and the Confiſcation, Pe-

ver, to bringe and ſhewe before you, or any fower or more of you, as is aforeſaid, 


in Practiſe for the better governing, 
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all and ſingular ſuch Letters- patents, Proclamations, Commiſhons, Warrants, Records, 
Orders, Books, Accompts, Entries, or any other Notes or writings whatſoever, re- 
mayning in their or any of their Cuſtodie, which you, or fower or more of you, ſhall 
thinke fitt to be produced, whereby the Truth in the Premiſſes may the more playne- 
ly appeare : And to the End noe Perſon may have juſt Cauſe to complayne or be 
greeved at your Proceedings in this Behalfe, our Pleaſure is, that when and foe of- 
ten as any Examination of any- Perſon or Perſons ſhall by vertue of this our Com- 
miſſion be taken uppon Oath, that then, and as often uppon Requeſt made by the 
Parties whom the ſame ſhall concerne, you, or any fower or more of you, may exa- 
myne the ſame, or any other Perſon or Perſons either uppon Oath or otherwiſe, for 
the Defence of ſuch Perſon or Perſons making fuch Requeſt, if you, or fower or 
more of you, uppon due Conſideration ſhall think it juſt and fitt.

From 1 publiſhed by Charles Varlo, who viſited Amerie in 1784 and 1785, as Agent 
for the Earl of Albion. ] 


HARLES, by the Grace of God, of England, Scotland, France and Ireland, 
King, Detender of the faith, &c. To all to whom theſe our preſent letters ſhall 
come, greeting. Whereas, our well-beloved and faithful ſubje& Edmund Plowden, 
Knight, from a laudable and manife& defire, as well of promoting the chriſtian reli- 
gion, as the extending of our imperial territories,. hath formerly diſcovered, at 


at his own great charges and expences, a certain ifland and region, hereafter de- 


ſcribed, in certain of our lands to the Weſtern part of the globe, commonly called 
North Virginia, inhabited by a barbarons and wild people, not having any notice of 


the Divine Being; and hath amply and copiouſly peopled the ſame with five hundred 


perſons of our ſubjects, being taken to that colony as companions of the ſame pious 


hopes or intentions. And the colony being founded, elected to himſelf John Law- 
. rence, Knight and Baronet, Bowyer Worſley, Knight, and Charles Barret, Eſquire, 
and John Truſler, Roger Packe, William Inwood, Thomas Ribread, and George 


Noble: And hath humbly ſupplicated our Royal Highneſs to ere& All that iſland and 
region, into a province and county palatine; and to give, grant, and confirm the ſame 
with certain priviieges and juriſdictions, for the wholeſome government of the colony 
and region aforeſaid, and the ſtate thereto belonging unto them, their heirs and 
aſſigns : And alſo praying that we ſhould create and inveſt the ſame Edmund Plowden, 
Knight, and his aſſigns, with the dignities, titles, and privileges of governors of the 

Premiſſes. . 
ITuERETORE know ye, that we : being deſirous royally to favork the pious and noble 
ſtudy and purſuits of the {aid Edmund Plowden, Knight, and of his ſaid Aſſociates; and 
knowing that it is of great moment to the ſubjects of our kingdoms, that the colony 
there begun be diligently inhabited and cultivated, of our ſpecial grace, certain know- 
ledge, and mere motion. And alſo, by the advice and conſent of our well beloved 
and faithful couſin and counſellor, Thomas, Lord Viſcount Wentworth, our deputy- 
general of our ſaid kingdom of Ireland; and according to the tenor and effect of 
certain of our letters, ſigned with our proper hand, and ſealed with our ſeal, dated 
at Oatelands, the 24th day of Fuly, in the 8th year of our reign, and now inrolled 
in the rolls of our Chancery, of the ſaid kingdom of Ireland; We have given, 
granted, and confirmed, and by this our preſent charter, for Us, our heirs, and ſuc-

ſors, Do give, grant, and confirm, unto the before- named Edmund Plowden,

George Noble, and their heirs and aſſigns for ever, all that entire and, near the 
Continent or Terra Firma of North-Virginia, called the Ifle of Plowden, or Long- 
Hand, and lying near or between the thirty-ninth and fortieth degree of North lati- 
tude, together with part of the Continent or Terra Firma aforeſaid, near adjoining, 
deſcribed to begin from the point of an angle of a certain promontory called Cape 
May, and from thence to the Weſtward for the ſpace of forty leagues, running by 
'the river Delaware, and cloſely following its courſe by the North Latitude, unto a 
certain rivulet there, ariſing from a' ſpring of the Lord Baltimore's, in the lands of 
Maryland, and the ſummit aforeſaid to the South, where it touches, joins, and de-

John Lawrence, Knight and Baronet, Bowyer Worſley, Knight, Charles Barrett, 
Eſquire, John Truſler, Roger Packe, William Inwood, Thomas Ribread, and 
George Noble, and to their heirs, and aſſigns, all and ſingular, iſlands and iſles, 
floating, or to float, and being in the ſea, within ten leagues of the ſhores of the 
ſaid region, called by the name or names of Pamonk, Hudſon's or Hudſon's-River, 
Iſles, or by any other names, with all and ſingular ports for ſhipping, and creeks of 
the ſea, to the ſame, or to the iſlands and ifles aforeſaid, ſituate, being, or adjoin- 
ing; and all lands, grounds, woods, lakes, ſalt-waters, and rivers adjoining to the 
region of the iſlands and ifles aforeſaid, ſituate, being, and included, and bounded 
within the limits before deſcribed, with the fiſhery of all kinds of fiſh, whales, and 
ſturgeon, and of all other royalties, in the ſea, or fiſhing rivers. AN p moreover, 
all gold, ſilver, gems, and precious ſtones, and otherwiſe whatſoever, whether ſtones or 
metals,or any of any other thing or matter, veins or quarrys, as well open as hid, with- 
in the region of the iſlands or limits aforeſaid, found, and to be found or diſcovered; 
And that all the churches (which may happen to be hereatter built, for the growth 
and cultivation of the chriſtian religion, within the region and limits of the ſaid iſlands) 
may be more amply patronized and avowed, together, with all and ſingular things of 
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this ſort, and all ample rights, juriſdictions, privileges, prerogatives, royalties, 
liberties, immunities, and royal rights, and franchiſes whatſoever, as well by ſea as 
by land, within the region of the iſlands, and limits aforeſaid, may be held, exer-

due to Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors) and the ſame county palatine, and the gover-

will and decree. And foraſmuch, as We have above made and ordained the before 
named Edmund Plowden, Knight, true lord and proprietor of all the province 
aforeſaid. TIIEREFORE further know ye, that We, for Us, our heirs, and ſucceſ- 

ſors, to the ſame Edmund (of whoſe fidelity, prudence, juſtice and providence, and 
circumſpection of mind, we have full confidence) and to his heirs, for the good and 
happy government of the ſaid province, whatſoever laws, whether concerning the 
public eſtate of the fame province, or the private utility of individuals, according to 
their wiſe diſcretions, and with the council, approbation, and aſſents of the free te- 
nants of the ſame province, or the major part of them who ſhall be called together 
by the aforeſaid Edmund Plowden, and his heirs, to make Jaws when, and as often 
as there ſhall be occaſion, in ſuch form as to him or them ſhall ſeem beſt.

We grant full, and all manner of 
power, by virtue of theſe preſents, although there be no expreſs mention made of 
them, in theſe preſents ; which ſaid laws, ſo as aforeſaid, to be promulgated, abſo- 
lute, and firm in law, and by all men liege ſubjects, of Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, 
fo far as concerns them to keep, and under the penalties in the ſame expreſſed, and 
to be exprefled. We will, enjoin, order, and command to be inviolably obſerved, 
So, nevertheleſs, that the laws aforeſaid be conſonant to reaſon, and not repugnant 
and contrary (but as convenient as may be to the matter in queſtion) to the laws, 
ſtatutes, cuſtoms, and rights of our kingdoms of England and Ireland. And becauſe, 
in fo large a province it may often happen, that there will be a neceſſity to provide 
a remedy in a number of caſes, before the free tenants of the ſaid province can be 
aſſembled to make laws, nor will it be proper to delay in a caſe of emergency, until

ſo many people can be called together. THERETORRE, for the better government 


of the ſaid province, we will, and ordain, and by theſe preſents, for Us, our heirs, 
and ſucceſſors, grant unto the before-named Edmund Plowden, and to his heirs, that 
the aforcſaid Edmund Plowden, and his heirs, by themſelves, or by magiſtrates and 
officers in that behalf, to be duly conſtituted as aforeſaid, fit and wholeſome ordina- 
tions from time to time, ſhall and may be able to make and conſtitute, to be kept 
and preferred within the province aforeſaid, as well for keeping the peace as for the 
better government of the people there living or inhabiting, and to give public notice 
of them, to all perſons whom the ſame doth or may concern, which faid ordinations 
We will, ſhall be inviolably obſerved within the ſaid province, under the penalties in 
the ſame expreſſed.

MoREovER, as a new colony grows more happy by a multitude of people 
gathering in the ſame, it ought likewiſe to be more firmly defended againſt the in-- 
curſions of barbarous and other enemies, pirates, and robbers. THEREFORE, 


We, for Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, to all liege men and ſubjects, of Us, our 


heirs, and ſucceſſors, preſent and to come, (unleſs thoſe who ſhall be ſpecially inter- 
dicted) themſelves and families, to the ſaid province of New Albion, with proper 
ſhips, and convenient convoy to tranſport themſelves, and of chuſing their ſeats, 
and of living and inhabiting there, and out of our kingdom of Ireland, themſelves 
with labourers and artificers, to conduct and tranſport together, with grain of every 
kind, goats, horſes, mares, cows, oxen, ſwine, and cattle, and other domeſtic 


beaſts, with all neceſſaries, as well for food as raiment, and as often as the inhabi- 


tants of the ſaid province, or the governor or principal of the province aforeſaid, 


ſhall be informed of this. We give and grant, and by theſe preſents, unto the ſaid 


Edmund Plowden, his heirs, and aſſigns, full power, licence, and liberty, to build. 
and furniſh a caſtle, and caſtles, or other forts at their will and pleaſure, for the pub- 
lic defence, the ſtatute of fugitives, or any other ſtatute in England or Ireland made 
to the contrary thereof, in any wife notwithſtanding. And We alſo will, and of 
our more abundant grace, for Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, firmly injoin and conſti— 
tute, ordain and command, that the faid province be in our allegiance; and that all and 
ſingular, the liege ſubjects of Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, inthe before named province, 
or deſcended from them, and alſo other freemen there born, or hereafter to be born, 
all and may be countrymen and liege ſubjects of Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors; 
and fha!l in all things be treated, reputed, and held, as faithful liege ſubjects of Us, 
and our heirs, and ſucceſſors, as if born in our kingdoms of England or Ireland. And 
alſo lands, tenements, reverſions, ſcrvices, and other hereditaments whatſoever, with-

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in our kingdoms of England and Ireland, and other our dominions, to purchaſe, re- 
ceive, take, have, hold, buy, and poſſeſs, and them to uſe, and enjoy, and to give, 
ſell, alienate, and deviſe; and likewiſe all liberties, franchiſes, and privileges of our 
kingdoms of England and Ireland, freely, quietly, and peaceably to have and poſſeſs, 
and may be able to uſe and enjoy to them in the ſame manner as our liege ſubjects, 
born or deſcended within our ſaid kingdoms of England and Ireland; without any 
impediment, moleſtation, vexation, calumny, or oppreſſion, from Us, or any of our 
heirs, and ſucceſſors; any ſtatute, act, ordinance, or proviſion to the contrary 
thereof, notwithſtanding. Mok OVER, in order that our ſubjects may be incited by 
the love of gain, and the ſweetneſs of liberty, to undertake this expedition with rea- 
dineſs and alacrity of mind. Know YE, that we of our ſpecial grace, and from our 
certain knowledge and mere motion, that as well the ſaid Edmund Plowden, Knight, 
his heirs, and aſſigns, as well other and others, from time to time, to travel for the 
purpoſe of inhabiting in New Albion, all and ſingular their goods, as well moveable 
as immoveable wares, merchandizes, arms likewiſe, and warlike inſtruments, offen- 
five and defenſive, in any of the ports of Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, to be ſhipped 
and loaded, ang to the province of New Albion, by themſelves, or their ſervants, or

Ano, foraſmuch as all public affairs, in the beginning of colonization, 
are wont to labour under various inconveniencies and difficulties. THzREFORE, 
We favouring the preſent initiation of this colony, and providing by our royal ſoli 
citude, that if they are aggrieved in one way, they may be relieved in another, of 
our ſpecial grace, and mere motion, We do give and grant, licence, by this our charter, 
unto the before named Edmund Plowden, and to his heirs, and aſſigns, and to all the 
people and inhabitants of New Albion, whomſoever at preſent or to come; that the 
wares and merchandizes whatſoever, from the fruits of the ſaid province, and produce 
of the land or ſea, by themſelves, or their factors or aſſigns, into any of the ports of 
Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, in our kingdoms of England or Ireland, freely to 
bring in, and unload, and otherwiſe to diſpoſe of them there; and if there ſhall be 
occaſion, the ſame merchandizes within one year, to be computed from the unload- 
ing of the ſame again into the fame ſhips or others, to load, and into any other re- 
gions either of ours or of ſtrangers, may be able to export; no ſubſidy, cuſtom, 
tax, or impoſition whatſoever, to be paid in any manner, to Us, our heirs, or 
ſucceſſors, or the farmers of our ſucceſlors therefore. PRovIůDED always, and our 
Intention is, that this our favour, and the immunity from cuſtoms, and impoſitions, 


and ſubſidies, ſhall continue only for the ſpace of ten years, to be computed from 


the date of theſe preſents, and ſhall have an end, the faid ten years being elapſed 
and finiſhed. AND we will, and grant, and for Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, com- 
mand that the before named Edmund Plowden, Knight, his heirs, and aſſigns, and 
others the natives and inhabitants of New Albion, all and fingular, their goods, wares, 


and merchandizes whatſoever, in any of the ſaid ports, of Us, our heirs, and ſuc- 


ceſſors, may bring in and unload, and if they ſhall pleaſe, by themſelves or their 
ſervants, ſhall and may be able to load and reload, within the time aforeſaid. PRo- 
VIDED always, that ſuch cuſtoms, impoſitions, ſubſidies, and tolls, to be paid to 
Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, therefore be the ſame as the reſt of our ſubjects, for 
the time being, are bound to pay; beyond which, we will with the inhabitants of New 
Albion, be in no wiſe aggrieved. And further, of our mere ample and eſpecial grace, 


from our certain knowledge, and mere motion, for Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, 


do grant unto the before named Edmund Plowden, Knight, his heirs, and aſſigns, 
full and abſolute power and authority, to make, erect, and conſtitute, within the 
ſaid province of New Albion, and the iſlands aforeſaid, as many, and ſuch maritime 
ports, ſtations of ſhips, creeks, and other places for the landing and unloading of 
ſhips, boats, and other veſſels, and in ſuch and ſo many places, with ſuch of our 


rights, juriſdictions, liberties, and privileges, to the ſame ports belonging, as to him 


or them ſhall ſeem moſt expedient. And that all and fingular, ſhips, boats, and 


other 
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other veſſels whatſoever, by reaſon of trading at the province, or from the pro- 
vince aforeſaid, coming into or going out of any of the ſame ports by the ſaid Ed- 
mund Plowcen, Knight, his heirs, and afligns, ſo to be erected and conſtituted, 
thall only be there loaded and unloaded; any uſe, cuſtom, or any other matter or thing 
to the contrary notwithſtanding. Saving and always reſerving to all the Engliſh 
ſubjects of Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, liberty of fiſhery, as well in the ſea, as in 
the ports and creeks of the province aforeſaid, and the privilege of ſalting, curing, 
and drying fiſh upon the ſhore of the ſame province, if the ſame hath hitherto been 
reaſonably uſed and enjoyed, any thing in theſe preſents contained to the contrary, 
_ notwithſtanding ; which ſaid liberties and privileges aforeſaid, the ſubjects of Us, 
our heirs, and ſucceſſors, ſhall enjoy without doing any damage or injury to the 
before named Edmund Plowden, his heirs, and aſſigns, or any of the reſidents and 
inhabitants in the ports, creeks, or ſhores aforeſaid, and particularly in the woods 
there growing; and if any perſon ſhall do damage or injury to the ſame, he ſhall undergo 
the peril of the heavy indignation of Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, and the due chaſtiſe- 
ment and penalty of the law. Moreover, We will, ordain, and eftabliſh, and by 
theſe preſents, for Us, our hcirs, and ſucceſſors, do grant unto the before named'Ed- 
mund Plowden, Knight, and to his heirs, and aſſigns, that he the ſaid Edmund, his heirs, 
and aſſigns, from time to time, for ever, may have and enjoy, all and ſingular, ſub- 
ſidies, cuſtoms, and impoſitions, in the ports for ſhipping, and all other places aforeſaid, 
within the province aforeſaid, payable or ariſing for merchandize, and things there to 
be laden and unladen. AN p, further We will, and by theſe, for Us, our heirs, 
and ſucceſſors, do covenant and grant to and with the ſaid Edmund Plowden, Knight, 
his heirs and aſſigns. That We, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, ſhall not at any time 
hereafter impoſe, or cauſe to be done or impoſed, any impoſition, cuſtom, or other 
raxation whatſoever, in or upon the tenants or inhabitants of the province aforeſaid, 
or any lands, tenements, goods or chattels, in or within the province aforeſaid, or 
in and upon any goods or merchandizes within the province aforeſaid, or within the 
ports or ſtations of ſhips in the faid province, to be laden or unladen. And this our 
declaration and conceſſion in all courts, and before whomſoever of the judges of Us, 
our heirs, and ſucceſſors, for the ſufficient and lawful acquittance from payment, from 
time to time to be received and allowed. And We will, and for Us, our heirs, and 
ſucceſſors, do order and command, and forbid, all and fingular, the officers and mi- 
niſters of Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, under the injunction of our heavy diſpleas. 
ſure ; that they in no time preſume to attempt any thing contrary to the premiſſes, 
or the ſame in any manner to contradi& ; but that to the before named Edmund 
Plowden, Knight, John Lawrence, Knight and Baronet, Bower Worſley, Knight, 
Charles Barrett, Eſq; Roger Packe „William Inwood, John Trufley, Thomas Ri- 
bread, and George Noble, and to the inhabitants and merchants of New Albion, 
3 : and 
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and to their miniſters, ſervants, factors, and aſſigns, they be at all times aiding and 
aſſiſting in the moſt full uſe and enjoyment of this charter, as it becomes them. And, 
if by accident it {hall hereafter happen, that doubts or queſtions {hall ariſe concern- 


ing the true ſenſe and meaning of any word, clauſe, or ſentence in this our preſent 


charter contained, and that in order to obtain an explanation, the ſame ſhall be 
brought into ſome of our courts. And we will, order, and command, that in all 
ſuch interpretations in any of our courts, it {hall always be adjudged in the moſt be- 
nign, uſeful, and favourable manner, to the ſaid Edmund Plowden, Knight, and his 
aſſigns, and to his aſſociates before named, and to the reſt of the inhabitants of New 
Albion. ProvipeD always, that no interpretation ſhall be made, by which the 
word of God, and the true chriſtian religion, or the allegiance due to Us, our heirs, 
and ſucceſſors, may in any wiſe ſuffer diminution, prejudice, or injury. Although 
expreſs mention of the true yearly value, or the certainty of the Premiſſes, or any 
of them, or of any other gift or grant by Us, or by any of our progenitors or 
predeceſſors unto the ſaid Edmund Plowden, Knight, heretofore is not at at all 
mentioned in theſe preſents, or any other ſtatute, act, ordination, proviſion, pro- 
clamation, or reſtriction heretofore done, had, made, ordained, or provided, or 
any matter, cauſe, or thing, whatſoever to the contrary thereof, in any wiſe not- 

withſtanding. IN WITNESS whereof, we have cauſed theſe our letters to be made 
patent. WIrNEss our faid deputy-general of our ſaid kingdom of Ireland, at 
Dublin, the twenty-firſt day of June, in the tenth year of our reign.

Plowden, of Platoden, in the county of Salop, Knight, Lord Earl Palatine, 
ad governor of the province of New Albion, of the one part, and Sir Thomas 
Danby of the county of York, Knight, of the other part, WrTNEssETH, that 
whereas, our late Sovereign, Lord, King Charles, by his Highneſs Letters-Patent, 
bearing date the one-and-twentieth day of June, in the tenth year of his Majeſty's 
reign, under the great ſeal, hath granted to the ſaid Sir Edmund Plowden, and 
other of his Feoffees, all that ifle called /e Plowden, and 500 miles compaſs of the 
main land. THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH, that the ſaid Earl Palatine, and go- 
vernor, in Council, that the ſaid Sir Thomas Danby, hath undertaken to ſettle 
100 perſons, to be reſident planters in the ſaid province, and for the better 
advancing the honour and ſervice of God, the ſovereignty, power, and dominion of 


the ſaid province, hath given, granted, engroſſed, and confirmed, and by theſe preſents 


doth give, grant, engroſs and confirm unto the ſaid Sir Thomas Danby, 10,000 Engliſh 
cres, by ſtatute meaſure, whereof 9,800 acres are to be bounded in a perfect ſquare, 
and lye near and upon part of Richney Wood, within three miles of Watſeſſett, his 
Lordſhip's plantation, and 100 acres lying entire, and adjoining to Matſeſſett Town, 
and are ſituate between 39 and 40 degrees of the northern latitude, and alſo, 100 
acres reſidue of the 10,000 acres, to lie, and be on the north-eaſt end, or Cape ot 
the great iſland called Hamuniſiy or Long I/land, part of the ſaid province, and ſituate

that {hall be reſident on the premiſes, in the name of head filver, to be held in free 


ſottage of the Lord Earl Palatine, of the premiſſes for the time being, by the yearly rent 
of two ounces of fine filver, and the ſaid Earl Palatine, doth give and grant, that the 
ſame 9,$00 acres portion of land, ſhall be called by the name of the Town and Manor 
of Danby Fort; and that the ſaid Sir Thomas Danby, his heirs, and aſſigns, ſhall for 
ever, within the precincts of the ſame, have full liberty and juriſdiction of a court 


baron and court leet, or law day, and therein to do juſtice, and hold pleas of any 


actions, ſurety or value, either by himſelf, or by his ſteward, ſo that the ſame exceed

juſtice within rhe ſame, at all times be reſpe&ful and obedient. And the ſaid Sir 
Thomas Danby, for himſelf, his heirs, and aſſigus, doth covenant, promiſe, and 
grant, to and with the ſaid Earl Palatine, and his ſucceſſors, from time to time, 
to be ordered and obedient to all acts of parliament, and orders to be made by 
the governor and 12 of the council of the ſaid province, for the common good and 
defence thereof, and offence of the enemies thereof, and to begin to people and 
plant the ſaid plantation, with so men, within two months after their arrival 
there, and to be ſhipped hence in May next, or as ſoon as wind and weather will per- 


mit, the dangers of the ſeas only excepted, and within tlie ſirſt year to build and finiſh 


his houſe in Matleſſett, aſoreſaid, and within one year after to finith the ſaid plan— 
tation and town of Danby Port, and ſettle and continue there 100 able trained men, 
chat is to ſay, until the ſaid town of Danby Port be built and finiſhed ; 50 to remain 


in Watleſſcit, and after the ſiniſhing thereof, they to remain there, and to build 


and live in Danby Fort, not ſcatteringly, but unitedly, within one wall, bank, or

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palliſadoe, leaving room and ſtreets for 50 houſes, the outſide wall and covering to 
be of ſtone, tile, or turf. And that he, his heirs, and aſſigns, ſhall and will grant 
unto each labourer, artificer, and married couple, that will plant in the ſaid manor 
and town aforeſaid, and him or them within the town or plantation aforeſaid, a 
houſe and yard plot, until they amount to 5o families, and to have 30 meaſured 
acres of the premiſes, and one acre near the wall for a garden plot, with timber 
and materials to finiſh the ſame, to each houſe and family of the 5o aforeſaid, 
yielding to the ſaid Sir Thomas Danby, and his heirs, for each houſe and piece of 
land aforeſaid, ſuit of court, and a buſhel of Indian wheat, yearly.

Know ye, that whereas it has been made to ap- 
pear to us by certain deputies of the incorporated Weſt-India Company, of the Cham- 
ber of Amſterdam, that they have been engaged in ſeveral ways, as well in the meeting 
of Managers, as alſo frequently with their Committees, to the End that in Time good 
Order and Government may be made and eſtabliſhed among them, to the Satisfaction 
of the good Members ; that they may the better and with more Profit ſpeedily ap- 
ply themſelves to this Work, and get ſubſequent Matters into a proper Channel ;— 
| beſeeching our Approbation, that they by the Form of an Amplification of their 
Charter, or otherwiſe by framing an Order of the aforeſaid particular Chamber of 
Amſterdam, or in ſuch Manner as we in Council ſhall think proper, and have pre- 
ſcented ſeveral Things to us for that Purpoſe, and that we, as before, {ould reſolve

thereupon, we have thought fit to ſend a Copy thereof to the reſpective Chambers 
of the Weſt India Company, that they ſhould maturely examine it, confer with the 
principal Adventurers and their Deputies, and to fend ſome Deputies of the 
principal Adventurers to us, fully empowered and authorized for this Purpoſe, and 
whatever elſe may ſerve fo promote ſo neceſſary a buſineſs, to meet in mutual Con- 
ference, and ſo to agree practicably and finally, with our Approbation. And that 
a ſuitable number of the Deputics of the reſpective Chambers, the Directors and 
principal Adventurers may meet for that Purpoſe, and ſuperintend the following,— 
the Induction and Debates of our Committees in their different Conferences, Com- 
munications, and Deliberations; and finally that the Managers, Dit ation, and 
principal Adventurers, without Prejudice to the Provinces and reſpective Cities, for 
promoting the Weſt India bulincis, have murually agreed upon the following Ar- 
ticles ; ; 


Le + hat no alteration, Extenſion, or Interpretation of the Charter or its Depeden- 
dencies, ſhall be defired by the Managers nor principal Adventurers, or any others, 
except by a previous Meeting and Communication, and the Approbation of a Ma- 
jority of the Managers and enen Adventurers who ſhall be preſent in that 
Meeting. 

II. That in all Meetings in which the Wass and principal Adventurers ſhall 
be engaged in Buſineſs together, or the principal Adventurers alone and without 
the Managers, all Nominations, Deputations, and Elections ſhall be made with one 
Name at once, by putting Tickets into the Hands of the Preſident, or in ſome other 
ſecret Manner. | 

III. That the Company ſhall take up no money on Intereſt or Depoſit, but with 
the Advice and Conſent of the major Part of the Managers and principal Adventu- 
rers: nevertheleſs the reſpective Chambers may, in Caſe of Neceſſity, for one Voy- 
age only, each take up the twentieth part of the Capital of their Chamber, and 
the ſaid Chamber ſhall not tae up any more before that is paid off, :

They ſhall moreover be 
under the Prohibition made by the 31ſt Article of the Charter for the Managers, 
reſpecting buying and ſclling during the Time of two Years. 

V. That the faid Committee ſhall have and exerciſe, for the principal Adventu- 
rers, the Right given and granted by Article 27 to the Agents : And moreover,

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to examine the Books, Invoices, and other Documents at their Pleaſure, and 


inſpect Merchandize, and Letters concerning Buſineſs. 
VI. That the firſt two vacant Places of the Managers at Amſterdam, che two firſt of 
Zealand, and the firſt in the Chamber of the Maeze, ſhall ſucceſſively be ſupplied and fil- 


ledup by the principal Adventurers of the reſpective Chambers abſolutley by Plurality 


of Voices, the elected being bound by the ſame Oath with the other Managers, and 


having Adminiſtration as the other Directors, and ſhall be obliged to communicate 
to the principal Adventurers what concerns them, to preſerve their Right in the 
ſaid Meetings of the Managers, according to the Situation of Affairs, to call them 
together, and ſhall be ſpecially bound to and revokable by the aforeſaid principal 
Adventurers, the reſt of the Directors remaining ſucceſſively eligible by the reſpective 


Chambers according to the Charter, or ſo, as is already ordained, or ſhall be

And the aforeſaid principal Adventurers, as well of the Chamber of 
Amſterdam as of Zealand, ſhall each chooſe one of the ſworn Committee, mentioned 
in Article 4 and 5, to aſſiſt each of the aforeſaid Deputies, in the aforeſaid Meeting of 
nineteen , nevertheleſs, without that, thoſe who are met ſhall have a ſeparate Vote. 


And that the other Chambers may know the Cauſe of ſuch Meeting, thoſe who 


are met of the Chamber of Amſterdam ſhall communicate it to the principal Ad- 


venturers of North Holland, and the City: and Country; and thoſe who are met 


of the Chamber of Zealand ſhall adviſe thoſe of the Maeze of the Buſineſs of the | 
zforcſaid Meeting, as far as it may be communicated. 

VIII. That hereafter no Perſon ſhall be choſen a Manager . is in the Service, 
of the Eaſt India Company: in like Manner, a Father and Son, or Brothers, of the 
whole or half Blood, ſhall not be choſen Managers in one Chamber. And the Mana- 
gers ſhall receive no Commiſſions until they give up their Service in the other 
Company. 

IX. Whereas it is neceſſary for the Satisfaction of every one, that the Time of ſub- 
ſcribing to this Company ſhould be prolonged, therefore the aforeſaid Subſcription 
is 
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is prolonged, for Inhabitants, to the laſt of Auguſt, and for Foreigners, to the laſt 
of October next, both New-Stile, and it ſhall be made known by Advertiſements : 
after that, no Perſon ſhall be admitted, but every Chamber ſhall be obliged to cloſe 
its Capital the firſt Day after the laſt of October, and eight Days thereafter, to ſend 
a Copy to each other: Provided, that the Outfit which is got ready {hall continue 
for the Uſe of the Company, and that thoſe who have furniſhed Money for others, 


or ſhall yet furniſh it, ſhall receive Intereſt therefor at the Diſcretion of the nine- 


teen. 

X. And concerning the general Account mentioned in Article 16 in the Char- 
ter, and the changing of a third Part of the Directors in Article 14, to maintain 
good Order and a general Equality in all the Chambers, it is found neceſſary that 


the ſaid general Account be made, (fix Years from the Date of the Charter begin- 


ning the third of June 1621, New Style) according to the the Cuſtom of 'Trade, in 
public, with the Advice of the aforeſaid Committee of the principal Adventurers of 
the reſpective Chambers, and ſo on ſucceſſively every fix Years to make a like gene- 
ral Account: But the Remainder of the Accounts ſhall be deliberated upon, in Or- 
der, by the Meeting of nineteen, to the End that the Directors who go off, may de- 


part with clear Accounts if it be practicable. And the firſt Change of a third Part 


of the Directors ſhall be made ſix Vears after the third of June this Vear 1623, and 
ſo on ſucceſſively every two Years, agreeable to the Charter. 

XI. And that this Company may be under good Government to the greateſt Profit 
and Satisfaction of all the Participants, We have ordained that the ſame Govern— 
ment ſhall conſiſt of five Chambers of Directors —One within Amſterdam, who 
ſhall have the Adminiſtration of four-ninth Parts: one Chamber in Zealand, for two- 


ninth-parts : one Chamber in the Maeze, for one-ninth Part : one Chamber in the 


North Quarter, for one-ninth Part : and the fifth Chamber in Vriezelandt, together 

with (Stadt Ende Landen) City and Country ; alſo one-ninth Part upon Condition 
entered in the Regiſter of our Reſolutions and the Acts paſſed : and the Provinces 
in which there ſhall be no Chamber, ſhall be accommodated with fo many Directors 
divided among the reſpective Chambers, as they ſhall furniſh one hundred thouſand 
Guilders to the Company.

And, XII. If any Thing ſhould happen from which. Law-Suits may ariſe to the 
Diſadvantage of the Company, the Directors ſhall do all in their Power to ſettle the 
Matter amicably (if poſſible), if not, to communicate it to the principal Adventu- 
rers, that they may act therein with common Advice, in ſuch Manner as ſhall be 
tound moſt to the Advantage of the Company. 


We having examined and conſidered the aforeſaid Articles, and being deſirous to 
promote Unity and Concord between the Directors and principal Adventurers,

time as the neceſſity of the Collony be ſerued, without the conſent of the Goucr- 
nour and counſell. The breach thereof to be puniſhed at their deſcretion. 


It was ordained the ſaid 29. of March, 1626, for the preuenting ſcarcity, as alſo 


for the furdering of our trade, that no corne, beans, or peaſe, be tranſporded, in- 
barcked, or fold to that end, to be convayed out of the Collony, without the leave 
and licence of the Gouernour and Counſell; the breach wherof to be puniſhed with 


loſe of the goods ſo taken, or proued to be ſould ; and the ſeler furder fined, or 


puniſhed, or both, at the diſcretion of the Gouvernour and Counſell. 


It was agreed vpon by the whole court, held the 6. of January, 1 That from 
henceforward, no dwelling houſe was to be couered with any kind of thatch, as 


ſtraw, reed, Kc. but with either bord, or pale, and the like; to wet, of all that 


were to be built in the towne. 


Diviſion of the Cattle at New Plymouth.

AT a publick Cour held the 22d. of May, it was concluded by the whole com- 
pany, that the cattel which v were the companies, to wit, the cows and the goats, 
ſhould be equally diuided to all the perſons of the ſame company, and fo kept un- 
til the expiration of ten years after the date above written, and that every one 
ſhould well and ſufficiently provide for their own part, under penalty of forfeiting 


che ſame. 
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That the old ſtock, with half the Increaſe ſhould remain for common uſe, to be 
divided at the end of the ſaid term, or otherwiſe as occaſion falleth out, and the 


other half to be their own for ever. 


Upon which agreement they were equally divided by lot, ſo as the burthen of 


the keeping the males then being, ſhould be born for common uſe, by thoſe to whoſe

May 22. It was further agreed at the ſame Court.— 


That if any of the cattle ſhould by accident miſcarry, or be loſt or hurt, that the

The ACT of AM PLIFICA TION of the Dutch Weſt India Company $ 
Charter of the thirteenth of February, fixteen hundred and twenty-three,

HE STATES GENERAL of the United Netherlands, to all who ſhall ſee 
theſe Preſents, or hear them read, Greeting. Know VE, that We having 
heard in our Meeting on the four and twentieth of March, in the Year ſixteen hun- 
dred and twenty-two, that it was propoſed by certain Extraordinary Meflengers 
from the Lords the States of Holland and Weſt Frieſland, that for the better pro- 
moting the Weſt India ee it was neceſſary that the Salt Trade to Punto del 
Rey, 
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Rey, ſituate within the Limits of the ſaid Company's Charter, and formerly except- 


ed out of it, ſhould be included in the aforeſaid Charter, and that all other Salt 


Trades, ſituate without the Limits of that Charter, ſhould be left free and out of it: 


That the principal Members of the aforeſaid Company ſhould have the Nomination 


of atriple Number, out of which the Managers ſhould be choſen ; and moreover, 


that the Cities, in which there are no Chambers, putting in out of their Funds 


in one Name, an hundred thouſand Guilders or more, upon a Nomination as afore- 


ſaid, may be intitled to appoint one Manager, for each hundred thouſand Guilders, | 
in ſuch Chamber, where they may think proper to lodge their Money. Deſiring 


that we will amplify the aforeſaid Charter to the abovementioned Weſt India Com- 
pany with the aforeſaid Articles, that the Company may be complete; which being 


by us at this Time well and maturely deliberated upon we have declared and conſent- 
ed, that the aforeſaid Salt Trade at Punto del Rey, ſhall be comprehended as we 
have included it, in the aforeſaid Charter of the Weſt India Company, under the 


Order and Interdiction therein contained. And with Reſpect to the two other Articles, | 


we have further declared, that by Virtue ot-the 13th article of the aforeſaid Charter, 
the free States of Holland and Welt Friefland, and likewiſe of all the other Provinces, 
ſhall have the Nomination of Managers, in addition, as before, for the beſt Service 
and Advancement of the Company.

are now deſired by the Managers of the Welt India Company, to cauſe a ſuitable In- 
ſtrument in Writing, to be drawn up, ſigned, ſubſcribed, and ſealed with our Great 
Seal, as is proper, we have, agreeable to our Reſolution of the aforeſaid four and 
twentieth of March, cauſed theſe our Letters to be for all the Purpoſes afore- 
ſaid : Promiſing to keep them, well, firmly, and truly, and ordain that all Perſons 
govern themſelves accordingly.

ſires to the furtherance of ſo noble a worke, which might by the Providevics of Al- 


mightic 
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mightie God, thenafter tend to the glorie of his Maje/tie, in propagating religion to 
ſuch people as then lived in darkneſs and miſerable ignorance of the true knowledge 
and worſhippe of God, and might in tyme bring the Infidels and Savages in thoſe 
partes to human civilitye, and to ſetled and quiett government; Did, by our letters 
patentes in the fourth yere of our Raigne of England, graunte to divers Knightes, 
Gentlemen, and others, for the more ſpeedie accompliſhemente of the ſaid Planta- 
tion; that they ſhould devide themſelves into twoe colonies, the one conſiſting of 
divers Knightes, Gentlemen, merchantes, and others of our Citye of London, called 
the firſt Colony, and the other of ſundrie Knightes, Gentlemen, and others of the 
Cities of Briſtol and Exeter, the Towne of Plymouth, and other places, called the Second 
Colony. And Wee did by the ſaid Letters-patentes, grante that the ſaid colonies 
might make theire plantations and habitations in certayne places in the ſame Letters- 
patentes expreſſed. And Wee did thereby alſo grante that the ſaid colonies ſhould 
have divers landes, groundes, havens, portes, commodities and hereditaments, and 
divers privileges and liberties, for their quiett ſetling and good government in the 
ſaid plantations : In and by which Letters-patentes Wee did declare our pleaſure that 
We, our heires and ſucceſſors, would from tyme to tyme ordeyne and give ſuch fur- 
ther inſtructions, lawes, conſtitutions, and ordinances, for the better rule and go- 
vernment of ſuch as ſo ſhould make plantation there, as to us, our heires and ſuc- 


ceſſors, ſhould from tyme to tyme, be thought convenient. And whereas, Wee accor- 


dinge to the effecte and true meaning of the ſaid Letters-patents did, by ſeverall let- 
ters under our privy ſeal preſcribe and give orders, ordinances, and conſtitutions, for 
directing and ordering the affayres of the ſame firſt colony. And whereas, after- 


wards, upon the petition of divers of our loving ſubjects, as well adventurers as 


planters of theſaidr/? Colony, Wee did by our Letters-patentes in the /eaventeenth yere 
of our raigne, mention to incorporate divers Noblemen, Knights, Gentlemen, and 


others, therein particularly named, and all others that ſhould be admitted to joyne 


with them, by the name of Treſorer and Company of Adventurers and Planters of the 
Cittze of London for the firft Colony in Virginia, graunting unto them divers landes, ter- 
ricories and countries, in the ſaid Letters-patentes mentioned; with proviſion that they 
ſhould diſtribute, convey, and aſſigne under theire common ſeale ſuch particular por- - 
tiens of lands to the ſaid adventurers and planters as upon a commiſſion of ſurvey 
to that purpoſe, ſhould be named, appointed and allowed : And Wee did thereby 
alſo graunte, that there ſhould be a councell here reſident for the managing of the 

affaires of the ſaid colonye, with power to place and diſplace officers, and make 
lawes and ordinances for the government of the ſaid colonye and plantation, and the 


affaires of the Company: And Wee granted unto the ſaid Treſorer and Company, 
and their ſucceſſors, divers powers, liberties, and authorities. And afterwards by 


our Letters-patents in the nynth yere of our oye of Englande, Wee, for the conſide- 
[ rations 
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rations therein expreſſed, did further mention to give the ſaid Treſorer and Com- 
pany, and their ſucceſſors, divers other iflandes within the ocean ſeas within the lymits, 
in the ſaid Letters-patentes expreſſed, with other powers and authorities, as by the 
ſaid Letters-patentes may appeare. And whereas Wee, out of our zeal and affection 
to the furthering of the ſaid Plantations, having a watchfull and careful eye to the 
ſame, and finding the courſes taken for the ſetling thereof, had not taken that good 
effect which Wee intended and ſo much defired, did by our Commiſhon lately granted 
to certayne perſons of quality and truſte, cauſe the ſtate of the ſaid countrie of Vir- 
ginia to be examyned howe yt ſtood, as well in pointe of lyvelyhood as government? 
And how, and in what manner the great ſommes of Money collected, and intended for 
the good thereof, had been expended and diſburſed ? to the end, (if good cauſe 
were) We might by our royal hand ſupplye what ſhould be found defective. And 
whereas our Commiſſioners, after much care, labour, and paynes expended in execu- 
tion of our ſaid Commiſſions, did certifye Us that our Subjects and People ſent to in- 
habite there, and to plant themſelves in that countrye, were molt of them by God's 
viſitation, ſicknes of bodye, famyne, and by maſſacres of them by the native ſa- 
vages of the lande, dead and deceaſed, and thoſe that were living of them lived in 
miſerable and lamentable neceſſity and want; but the Country, for any thing apper- 
ed to the ſaid Commiſſioners to the contrary, they conceived to be fruitfull and health- 
full, after our People had been ſome time there; and that yt induſtrie were uſed yt 
would produce many Staple and good Commodities, though as yet the ſixteene 
yeres government now paſt had yielded few or none: and that this neglecte they 
conceived, mult fall on the Governors and Company here, who had power to direct 
the Plantations there, and that the ſaid Plantations are of of greate ymportance, and 
would, as they hoped, remayne a laſtinge Monument of our moſt gracious and happy 
Government to all poſterity, yf the ſame were proſecuted to thoſe ends for which 
they were firſt undertaken : And to that purpoſe, that yf our firſt Grante herein men- 
tioned, and our moſt prudent and princely inſtructions given in the begyning of the 
plantation for the direction of the affaires thereof, by thirteene councellors in Virginia, 
all nomynated by Us, had been purſued, much better effects had been produced, than 
had been by the alteration thereof into ſo popular a courſe, and amongſt ſo many handes 
as then yt was, which cauſed much contention and confuſion; whereuppon We enter- 
ing into mature and deliberate conſideration of the premiſſes, did, by the advice of 
the Lordes of our Privie Councell, reſolve, by altering the Charters and Letters-pa- 
tentes of the ſaid Company, as to the points of governemente wherein the ſame might 
be found defective, to ſettle ſuch a courſe as mighte beſt ſecure the ſafetye of our 
People there, and cauſe the ſaid Plantation to floriſh, and yet with preſervation of 
the intereſt of everie Planter or Adventurer, ſoe farr forth as theire preſent intereſts 
ſhall not prejudice the publique Plantations : But becauſe the ſaid Treſorer and 


: Aa Companye 
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Companye did not ſubmit theire Charters to be reformed, our proceedings therein 
were ſtayed for a time, untill, upon a quo warranto brought, and a legall and judi- 
ciall proceeding therein by due courſe of Lawe, the ſaide Charters are avoided. Nowe, 
foraſmuch as we are ſtill reſolved and determyned to proceed in the courſe which 
We ever intended for the good of the ſaid Plantation, which our deſire is to effecte 


and eſtabliſh by a new Charter, to be made in ſuch manner as ſhall be founde moſt 


convenyent for the generall good of the ſaid Plantation and Colony; and becauſe 
the pointes of the ſaid Charter newly to be granted may be many, and as well in re- 
ſpecte of the nomber as of the nature and conſequence of them, will require ad- 
viſed conſtderation and deliberation before yt be paſſed, and much tyme, care and 


paines mult be taken therein, and yet the leaſte delay may prove perilous to the ſaid 


Plantations and Colony, which may ſuffer much inconveniency for wante of good 
government and direction, yf in the mean tyme it be not well ordered. Knowe yee, 
that Wee, for the better progreſſion to the effecting of this our royal pleaſure, and 
repoſing aſſured truſte and confidence in the underſtanding, care, fidelity, and cir- 


cumſpection of you the ſaid Lorde Preſidente of our Councell, Lord Paget, Lord 


Chicheſter, Sir Thomas Edmondes, Sir John Suckling, Sir George Calverte, Sir 
Edward Conwey, Sir Richard Weſton, Sir Julius Cæſar, Sir Humfrey May, Sir 
Baptiſte Hickes, Sir Thomas Smith, Sir Henry Mildmay, Sir Thomas Coventrye, 
Sir Robert Heath, Sir Ferdinando Gorges, Sir Robert Killigrew, Sir Charles Mon- 
tague, Sir Phillipp Carie, Sir Francis Goſton, Sir Thomas Wroth, Sir John 
Wolſtenholme, Sir Nathaniel Rich, Sir Samuel Argall, Sir Humfry Handforde, 
Matthewe Sutcliff, Francis White, Thomas Fanſhaw, Robert Johnſon, James 
Cambell, Raphe Freeman, Morice Abbott, Nathaniel Butler, George Wilmore,

appoynted you to be our Commiſhoners : And We doe hercby give unto you, or 
any ſix or more of you (whereof ſome of you the ſaide Lord Prefidente of our Coun- 
cell, Lord Chicheſter, Sir Thomas Edmondes, Sir John Suckling, Sir George 
Calverte, Sir Edward Conway, Sir Richard Weſton, and Sir Julius Cæſar, to be one) 
full power and authoritie to take into your conſiderations the ſtate of the ſaid Colony 
and Plantation, and to treate, conſulte and conſider, of all matters whatſoever con- 
cerning the ſaide Colony and Plantation, as well for the ſafety of the people there, 
{ſtrength of the Place, and Governmente to be exerciſed there, as for the manageing 
of the buſines and affaires thereof here in England; and, upon deliberate conſidera- 
tion thereupon had, to directe and ſettle all buſines and affaires concernyng the

fame in ſuch manner, and by ſuch orders, rules, and directions, and ſuch good 
wayes and meanes as you, or any ſuch ſix or more of you as aforeſaid, {hall for the 
preſente, in your wiſdomes and diſcretions, finde moſt neceſſarie fytt and convenyent. 
And, to the end you may the better be enabled to performe the ſame, Wee doe 
hereby give unto you, or any ſuch fix or more of you as aforeſaid, full power and 
authoritye to putt in execution, and to doe, performe, and execute, according to 
your good diſcretions, all, every, or any of the powers, authorities, priviledges, 
matters and things whatſoever concernynge the ſaide Colony and Plantation, and the

done, executed, or performed by vertue of any oure {aide Charters, Letters-patentes, 
Grauntes, or Inſtructions whatſoever, before the judgment given upon the ſaid Q 
Marranto; and to take into your handes, or into the handes of ſuch as you, or 
any ſuch ſix or more of you ſhall appoint, all ſuch Goodes, Chattels, Merchandizes, 
and Money as are in the handes of any perſon or perſons, for or concernyng the 
publique uſe of the ſaid Colony and Plantation, or any of them, or of the ſaid pre- 
rended Governor and Companye ; and further, to give order and direction for ſend- 
ing of ſupplye to the ſaide Colony, as well by and oute of the ſaide Goods, Merchan- 
dizes and Money, as by ſuch other way or meanes as you, or either ſuch fix or more 
of you as aforeſaid, ſhall thinke fyt and convenyent: And further, that you, or 
any ſuch ſix or more of you as aforeſaide, ſhall have full power and authority by 
vertue of theiſe preſents, to give direction for aſſembling and calling together from 
tyme to tyme, as occaſion ſhall require, the Adventurers or Planters, to conferre 
with them of and concernyng ſuch matters and thinges as may in any wiſe tend to 
the advauncement, furtheraunce, or ſetling of the ſaid Plantation; and to appoint 


Committees, for the due preparation of ſuch affayres of the ſaide Plantation, as to 


you, or any ſuch ſixe or more of you, ſhall ſeeme meete and convenient. And fur- 
ther, Wee do by theiſe preſentes, give like power and authoritie unto you, or any 
ſuch fix or more of you, to conſulte, conſider of, propoſe, and ſet downe, all ſuch 
matters and thinges as you in your judgments and diſcretions ſhall thinke moſte 

neceſſarie and convenient for the ſetling and eſtabliſhing of the Governmente of the 
ſaid Colony or Plantation, and concernyng the Planters and Adventurers and Inhabi- 
tantes thereof, and of the Trade and Traders to and from thence, and of all other 


thinges whatſoever, requiſite for the uphoulding, mayntenance, increaſe and conty- 


nuance of the lame Colony or Plantation, Trade or Traffique, which may be neceflary 
| to be incerted in the new Charter by us intended to be made for the good of the 
ſaid plantation and colony: And Wee doe hereby ſigniſie and declare, that in caſe 
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you in your proceedings upon this Commiſſion, ſhall upon any queſtion or doubte 
which ſhall ariſe, fynde yt requiſite to certifie any of your proceedings, and pray 
ayde from us or our Privie Councell, that then upon certificate of ſuch your pro- 
ceedings and doubte unto the Councell boarde, from whence Wee may receive infor- 
mation thereof, Wee, or our Privye Councell, will give ſuch directions and aſſiſtance 
for further proceeding in everie ſuch caſe as ſhall be moſt neceſſary and convenient. 
And our further will and pleaſure ys, that yf any Perſon or Perſons ſhall, at any tyme 
or tymes hereafter, be willing to joyne together in the rayſing of any magazin or 
joynte- ſtock to be ſent unto the ſaid Colony, that in ſuch caſe everie ſuch Adven- 
turer, ſoe by your conſent and privity adventuring as aforeſaid, ſhall have a free 


voyce in the ordering, managing, and diſpoſing of ſuch magazyn or jointe-ſtock, or 
anything concerning the ſame. And, for your better helpe and aſſiſtance in the exacte 


execution of this our pleaſure, Wee doe by theiſe preſents gyve unto you, or any ſuch 
ſix or more of you, power and authority to take unto your handes and cuſtody, the 
Seales of the Treſorer, Company and Councell of Virginia, and to take into your 


handes, and to keepe and peruſe, all and ſinguler ſuch Charters, Letters-patentes, 
Grantes, and Inſtructions as have by Us been heretofore made, graunted, or given, 


or mentioned to be made, granted, or given to the ſaid Treforer and Company, or 
any other concerning the ſaid Colony and Plantation; and all Bookes, Orders, Let- 
ters, Advices, and other Writings and thinges in any wiſe concerning the ſaid Colony 
and Plantation, in whoſe handes ſoever the ſame be, requiring all perſons to deliver 
the ſame unto you, whereby you may be the better informed and enabled to pro- 


ceed in this worke of ſoe deepe and greate ymport and conſequences ; willing and 


requiring you to be dilligent and attendante in the execution of the ſame. And laſt- 
ly, our will and pleaſure is, that this our Commiſhon ſhall contynue in force untill 
ſuch time as We, by writing under our ſignet, or privie ſeale, ſhall ſigniſie our plea- 
ſure to the contrary: And that you, our ſaid Commiſhoners, ſhall and may, from 
tyme to tyme, proceed in the execution of the ſame, and of all thinges therein con- 
teyned according to the true e meaning thereof, although the ſame be not contynued 


by adjournment.

eth, did give power and authoritie unto our right truſtie and right well beloved coſen 
and counſellor, Henry Viſcount Mandevill, Lord Preſident of our Counſell, and di- 


vers others of our Privie Counſell, and others, to treate, conſult, and conſider of all 


matters whatſoever concerning the ſaid Colonie and Plantation, as well for the ſafetie 
of our people there, ſtrength of the place, and government to be exerciſed there, as 


for managing the buſineſs and affaires thereof, here in England, and to execute and per- 
form divers other things conduceing thereunto, in ſuch ſorte as by our faid Commiſſion 


may at lardge appeare.

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A PROCLAMATION concerning TOBACCO.

HE RE As our Commons aſſembled in our laſt Seſſions of Parliament be- 
came humble Petitioners unto us, that for many waighty Reaſons much 
concerning the Welfare of our Kingdom, and the Trade thereof, we would by our 
Royal Power utterly prohibite the Uſe of all foreyne Tobacco, which is not of the 
Growth of our own Domynions: And whereas, Wee have upon all Occaſions made 
known our Diſlike Wee have ever had of the Uſe of Tobacco in generall, as tending to 
the Corruption both of the Health and Manners of our People, and to that Pu-poſe 
have at ſeverall Tymes heretofore prohibited the planting of Tobacco, both in Eng- 
land and Wales, as utterly unfyt in Reſpect of the Clymate to cheriſhe the ſame for 
any medicinall Uſe, which is the only Good to be approved in yt; and at other Tymes 
have alſo prohibited the diſorderly trading for Tobacco into the Partes beyond the 
Seas; as by our ſeveral Proclamations publiſhed to that Purpoſe yt may appeare : 
Nevertheles, becauſe we have been erneſtly and often ymportuned by many of our 
loving Subjects, Planters and Adventurers in Virginia and the Sommer I/landes, and 
and lately our Commiſſioners for Virginia, that We would be pleaſed to take into our 
Royal Care, that Part of our Dominions by our Royal Authority, and by the Induſtrye 


of our loyal Subjects, added to the Reſt of our Empyre, for the Propagation of Chriſ- 
tian Religion, and the Eaſe and Benefyt of this populous Realme; and to conſider that 


thoſe Colonyes and Plantations are yet but in their Infancy, and cannot be brought to 
Maturity and Perfection, unles we will be pleaſed for a Tyme to tollerate unto them 
the planting and venting of the Tobacco, which is, and ſhall be of the Growth of 


thoſe Colonies and Plantations; Wee, taking into our princely Conſideration, theſe 
and many other ymportant Reaſons of State, have been graciouſly pleaſed to condeſ- 


cend to the Deſires and humble Petitions of our loving Subjects in this Behalfe. And 
therefore, We doe by theiſe Preſents ſtraightly charge and command, that no perſon 
whatſoever, of what Degree or Quality ſoever, doe at any Tyme hereafter ymporte, 
or cauſe to be ymported, from any Parte beyonde the Seas, or out of our Kingdome 
of Scotland, into this our Realme of England, or Dominion of Wales, or into our 


Realme of Ireland, any Tobacco, which is not of the proper Growth of the Plantation 


of Virginia and the Sommer I/landes, or one of them, upon Payne of Forfeiture unto 
Us of all ſuch Tobacco to be ymported, contrarie to the true Meaning of theiſe Pre- 
ſents, in whoſe Handes ſoever the ſame ſhall be found, and upon ſuch further Pains 
andPenalties, as by the Lawes and Statutes of theiſe our Realmes, or by the Severitie 
or Cenſure of our Courte of Starchamber in either of thoſe Kingdomes reſpectively, 
may be inflicted upon the Offendors for Contempte of this our royall Commaunde, 
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and to be reputed and taken as Enimyes to our Proceedings, and to thoſe Plantations, 
which ſoe much concern our Honor, and the Honor and Profit of theſe our Kingdomes. 
And We further will and command, upon the Penalties aforeſaid, that from hence- 
forth no Perfon or Perſons whatſoever, preſume to ſowe, ſett, or plante, or cauſe, or 
permit, or ſuffer to be ſowed, ſett, or planted, in any of his or their Groundes, any 
Tobacco whatſoever, within theiſe our Realmes of England, or Ireland, or Domynion 
of Wales, or any Ifles or Places belonging thereto ; or permit or ſuffer any ould. 
Stock, Plant or Roote of Tobacco, formerly ſett, ſowed, or planted there, to conty nue 
not plucked upp and utterly deſtroyed, contrary to the Tenor and true Meaning of 
a former Proclamation, made and publiſhed by us to that Purpoſe, bearing Date the 
thirtith day of December, in the Seaventeenth Yeare of our Raigne of England. And 
We further ſtraightly charge and command, upon the Paines and Penalties aforeſaid, 
that no Perſon whatſoever preſume to buy or ſell any Tobacco, which from hence- 
torth ſhall be ymported or brought from any the Partes beyonde the Seas, or from. 
our Realme of Scotland, which is not or ſhall not be of the proper Growth of the Col-- 
lonies aforeſaid of Virginia and the Sommer I/landes, or one of them. And becauſe 
Wee underſtand that ſome, whoe intende their owne private, more then the publique- 
Advantage, conceiving yt to be probable, that We would grant the Petition of our 
Commons in Parliamente to prevent the Effe& thereof, have lately ymported ſecretly 
and by Stealth great Quantitie s of Forrayne Tobacco, for which they have payed noe 
Subſidye, or other Dutie unto Us; Wee further will and commande, under the 
Payns and Penalties aforeſaid, that noe Perſon whatſoever, from and after the Five 
ard Twentieth Day of March now nexte enſueing, preſume to ſell, or offer to put to 
Sale, within theiſe our Realmes or Domynion, any Tobacco, which hath been for- 
merly ymported into this Realme, which is not of the proper Growth of the Colo- 
nies or Plantations aforeſaide, or one of them; nor that any Perſon whatſoever, wit- 
lingly or knowingly take or uſe any Tobacco from and after the Fir Day of May nowe 
next enſueing, which is not, nor ſhall be of the proper Growth of the ſaid Collo- 
nies or Plantations, or one of them; yet becauſe the faid Forreyne Tobacco may not 
Ive on the Handes of the Owners thereof, Wee are graciouſly pleaſed, that at any 
Tyme within Fourteen Days after the ſaid Five and Twentieth Day of March, ſuch 
Forrayne Tobacco may be freely exported by any Perſon whatſoever, without paying 
any ſubſidye or other Dutye for the ſame. 
And becauſe noe Man ſhall pretend Ignorance, and thereby endeavour to excuſe 


his Offence in any of the Premiſſes, Wee doe further chardge and commande, and doe 
hereby ſignify and declare our Will and Pleaſure to be, that all and everie other Per- 
ſon and Perſons, Merchaunte, or other, whoe uſeth to ſell, or hath any Purpofe to fell 
Tobacco, whoe have in his or theire Handes, Cuſtody, or poſſeſſion, or in the Handes, 
Cuſtodyor Poſſeſſion of any other by their Delivery, or to their Uſe, any Tobacco here- 
tofore ymported into this our Realme, or planted, ſett, or ſowen within this Realme; ; 
{ball 
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mall, before the Twentith Day of October nowe next comeing, bring the ſane int» our 
Cuſtome Houſe within our City of London; yf ſuch Tobacco be in any other City, 
Towne or Place within this our Realme of England, or Domynion of Wales, or 
Realme of Ireland, ſhall bring the ſame to the Towne-Houſe, or other fyt Place 
which ſhall be to that purpoſe appointed by Us, in that Citye or Corporate Town 
neereſt to which the ſaid Tobacco ſhal be; and ſhall before the Fit Day of Decem- 
ber now next coming, there require and cauſe the ſame to be marked and ſealed by 
ſuch Perſon or Perſons, and with ſuch Seale and Marke as Wee ſhall thereunto aſ- 
ſigne or appoynte for that Purpoſe, without giving any Fee or Allowance for the 
faid Seal or Mark: And whatſoever Tobacco ſhall not be ſealed or marked as afore- 
faid, within the ſeverall Tymes aforeſaid, ſhall be confiſcated and forfeited unto Us 
for ſuch their Default and Contempte. And for the avoyding of all Deceipt and 
Abuſe in diſguiſing of Forrayne Tobacco, or mingling the ſame with the Tobacco of 
Virginia, or the Sommer Iſlande, thereby to defraude the true Intente of theſe Preſents; 
We further ſtraightly commaunde under the Paynes and Penalties aforeſaid, That 
noe perſon who ys or ſhall be a Seller of Tobacco, ſhall have or keepe ready cut 
above the quantity of one pound of Tobacco at once, nor ſhall myngle any foreyne 


Tobacco with any Tobacco of the Growth of the Sommer I/landes, or Virginia. And 


Wee ſtraightly chardge and commaunde, that all the Planters of Tobacco in the Col- 
lonies aforeſaid, or any Parte thereof, ſhall make rhe ſame good and merchantable, 
and ſhall not preſume to ſend over into this Realme of England any Tobacco which 
ſhall not be good and merchantable, and well made up in Roll, without Stalkes, or 
other bad and corrupt Stuff, upon payne of Confiſcation thereof, or ſo much 
thereof as, uppon due Tryall made, ſhall be found to be otherwiſe, to the Intent that 
ſuch of our Subjects as ſhall deſire to uſe the ſame, may not be abuſed or deceived 
therewith, to the ympayring of theire Health: And to the Intente that the Tobacce 

of the Colonies and Plantations aforeſaid, thus tollerated by Us, may be knowne and 
diſtinguiſhed from ſuch as ſhall be ſecretly and withoutWarrant brought in by Stealth, 
Wee doe likewiſe ſtraightly charge and commaund, upon the Paynes and Penalties 
aforeſaid, that all ſuch Tobacco as ſhall be broughte from the Collonies aforeſaid, 

Thall be all brought and landed at the Key of our Cuſtome-Houſe in our Citty of 


London, and not elſewhere in any of our Realmes or Domynions, and ſhall he 


there regiſtred, and ſhall not he removed from our ſaid Cuſtome-Houſe, untill yt ſhall 
be there firſt tryed, ſealed, and marked by ſuch Perſon or Perſons, and with ſuch 
Seal or Mark as we ſhall thereunto aſſign and appoint, ſuch Seal or Mark to be ſett 
thereto without Fee or other Reward whatſoever. And Wee do further 
ſtraightly charge and command upon the Payns and Penalties aforeſaid, that all 
Owners of Shippes be carefull to ymploye ſuch Maiſters in their 8 or 
or other Veſſells from whome they will take good Caution not to offend in

the Ymportation of any Tobacco, contrarie to this our Royall Pleaſure: And 
Wee do ſurther ſignifye and declare by theiſe Preſentes, that Wee will re- 
quire an exacte Accompte of the Maiſter of every Shippe or other Veſſell, that he 
ſhall make ſuch diligent and carefull Search over the Marriners and Paſſengers in his 
Shippe or other Veſſell, that none of them ſhall convey over into theiſe our Realmes 
of England, or Ireland, or Domynion of Wales, or into any Porte, Haven, Creeke, 
or other Parts thereof, any Tobacco to be ymported contrarie to the true Intent and 
| Meaning of theſe Preſentes: And that our Cuſtomers, or their Deputies in everie 
Port of theis our Realmes of Englande and Ireland, ſhall uppon Oath examine 
'everie Maſter of a Ship or other Veſſell, or other Officers and Marriners in the faid 
Ship or Veſſell, whether they have made Search in the Ship or Veſſell for Tobacco? 
and whether any Tobacco be in the ſaid Shippe or Veſſell to their Knowledge? and 
whether any Tobacco were laden in the ſaid Shippe or Veſſell and be taken out there- 
of? and what is become of the fame? and yf any Maiſter of a Shipp or other Veſ- 
{ell ſhall willfully or negligently permitt or ſuffer any Tobacco to be ymported, or 
{hall otherwiſe offend contrarie to theiſe Preſentes, everie ſuch Maiſter, becauſe it 
is in his Power to prevent the ſame, ſhall alſo be anſwerable to Us for his Contempte 
herein, and ſhall be ſubje& and lyable to all the Paynes and Penalties aforeſaid, as 
well as yf he himſelf had actually and purpoſely committed the ſaid Offence. And 
whereas, Wee are informed that ſome Traders in Tobacco do uſe to ymporte Tobacco 
in Forrayne Bottoms, Wee ſtraightly chardge and command that noe Perſon what- 
ſoever, either Stranger, Denizen, or naturall borne Subjecte, preſume to ymport 
any Tobacco whatſoever in any Forraigne Bottom at any Time hereafter, upon Pain 
of Confiſcation, not only of the faid Tobacco, but alſo of the Ship or Veſſell wherein 
the ſame is ſo ymported, and upon the other Paynes and Penalties aforeſaid : And 
for the better Execution of our Pleaſure herein, Wee doe hereby command all and ſin- 
gular Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers, Wayters, and other Officers, attending in 
all and everie the Portes, Creekes, or Places of lading and unlading, for the taking, 
collecting, or receiving of any of our Cuſtoms, Subſidies, or Duties, to take Notice 
of this our Pleaſure : And Wee doe hereby command and give Power and Autho- 
ritie unto them, and everie of them, from Tyme to "Tyme, as well to ſearch any | 
Shippe or other Veſſell or Bottome, riding or lying within any Porte, Haven, or 
Creeke, within their ſeveral Charge of Attendance, for all all Tobacco ymported 
contrary to the Intente of this our Royall Proclamation, and the ſame being founde 
to ſeize and take to our Uſe ; and ajfoe to take Notice of the Names, and appre- 
hend the Bringers in, and Buyers of the ſame, to the End they may receive condign 
Puniſhment for their Offences, upon Payne that everie of the ſaid Officers which 
ſhall be found negligent, remiſſe, or corrupt therein, ſhall loſe his Place and En- 
05 tertaynemente, 
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and effectually until the ſame ſhall be brought to Sentence. 
Command ys, that all the Tobacco which, uppon any Scizure ſhall become forfyted, 
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tertaynemente, and undergoe ſuch Paynes and Penalties, as by our Laws, or by the 
Cenſure of our ſaid Courte of Starchamber may be inflicted upon them for the ſame. 
And Wee do likewiſe will, ordeyne, and appoint, that yt ſhall and may be lawfull 
for ſuch Perſon or Perſons, as ſhall be thereunto authoriſed and appointed by Us, 
by him or themſelves, or his or their Deputie or Deputies, with a lawfull Officer, 


to ſearch any Ship or other Veſſell, and to enter into any Shoppe, Houle, Sellar, 


Warehouſe, or other ſuſpected Places, at lawfull and convenient Tymes, and there 
to ſearch, diſcover, and finde out any Tobacco imported, uttered, ſould or vented, not 
marked or ſealed as aforeſaid, contrarie to the true Meaning hereof ; and all ſuch To- 


bacco ſo founde to ſeize, take away and diſpoſe of, and the Owners thereof, or in 
' whoſe Cuſtody the ſame ſhall be found, to informe and complayne of, to the End 


they may receive Punyſhment according to our Pleaſure before herein declared. And 


further, We do by theiſe Preſentes, will and requyre, all and ſinguler Mayors, She- 
riffs, Juſtices of Peace, Bailiffs, Conſtables, Headboroughes, Cuſtomers, Comp- | 


trollers, Searchers, Wayters, and all other our Officers and Miniſters whatſoever, 
that they, and every of them, in their ſeveral Offices and Places, be diligent 
and attendant in the Execution of this our Proclamation, and alſo ayding 
and aſſiſting unto ſuch Perſon and Perſons, and his and their Deputies and Aſſignes, 
as Wee ſhall ſoe as aforeſaid authoriſe and appointe, as well in any Search for Diſco- 


verie of any Acte or Actes to be performed contrarie to the Intent of theiſe Pre- 


ſentes, as otherwiſe in the doing or executing of any Matter or Thing for the Ac- 
compliſhment of this our Royall Command. And further, our Will and Pleaſure is, 
and Wee doe hereby chardge and command our Attorney Generall for the Tyme be- 


iug, to inform againſt ſuch Perſons in our Court of Starchamber, from Tyme to 


Tyme, whoſe Contempt and Diſobedience againſt this our Royall Command ſhall 
merit the Cenſure of that Courte ; and to proſecute everie ſuch Information ſpeedily 
And our Pleaſure and 


ſhall brought to our Cuſtom Houſe next adjoyning to the Port or Place where the 
ſame ſhall be ſeized, where the Seizor thereof ſhall deliver the fame to our Uſe, and 
the ſame ſhall be forthwith burnt, conſumed, and deſtroyed, but the Offender be- 
tore he be diſcharged, ſhall pay to the Party who ſeized the Tobacco, the one halfe 
of the true Value thereof; and that ſuch Perſon or Perſons whom Wee ſhall appointe 
ſpecially by our Privy Seale, to take Care and Charge to the Execution of our 
Pleaſure in the Premiſſes, ſhall have the one halfe of all the Fynes to be impoſed 
upon everie Offendor againſt this our Proclamation, for their Encouragement to be 


diligent and faithfull in and aboute the Performance of that Servyce We {hall ſo com-

ever, of what Degree or Quality ſoever, doe at any Tyme heereafter import or 
cauſe to be ymported, from any Parts beyond the Seas, or out of our Kingdome of 
Scotland, into this our Realme of England, or Domynion of Wales, or into our 
Realme of Ireland, any Tobacco which is not of the proper Growth of the Planta- 
tions of Virginia and the Sommer I//ands, or one of them, uppon Payne of Forfeyture 
_ unto Us of all ſuch Tobacco foe to be ymported, contrary to the true Meaning of 
our ſaid Proclamation, in whoſe Handes ſoever the ſame ſhould be found, and uppon 
ſuch further Paynes and Penalties as in the ſaid Proclamation are expreſſed : And 
becauſe noe Man ſhall pretend Ignorance, and thereby indeavour to excuſe his Of- 
fence in any of the Premiſſes: Wee did further charge and commaunde by our ſaid 
Proclamation, that all and every Perſon and Perſons, Marchant or other whoe uſeth 
to ſell, or hath any Purpoſe to ſell any Tobacco, whoe have in his or theire Hands, 
Cuſtodye or Poſſeſſion, or in the Hands, Cuſtodye, or Poſſeſſion of any other by their 
Delivery, or to theire Uſe, any Tobacco heeretofore ymported into this Realme, or 
planted, ſett, or ſowen within this Realme, ſhould, before the twentith Day of Oc- 
tober nowe nexte coming, bring the ſame unto our Cuſtome Houſe within our Citty 
of London, if any ſuch Tobacco be within five Myles of our ſaid Cittie; or if ſuch 
Ns To bacco 
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Tobacco be in any other Citty, Towne, or Place within this our Realme of England, 

or Domynion of Wales, or Realme of Ireland, ſhall bring the ſame to the Towne- 
Houſe or ſome other fit Place, which ſhall be to that Purpoſe appointed by Us in 
that Citty or Corporat Towne neereſt unto which the ſaid Tobacco ſhall bee: and 
ſhall before the fi Day of December nowe next coming, there require and cauſe 
the ſame to be marked and ſealed by ſuch Perſon and Perſons as Wee ſhall there- 
unto aſſign or appoint for that Purpoſe, without giving any Fee or Allowance for 
the ſaide Seale or Marke; and that whatſoever Tobacco ſhall not be ſealed or mark- 
cd, as aforeſaid, ſhall he confiſcate and forſeited unto Us for ſuch their Defaulte and 
Contempte, as by the ſaid Proclamation, amongſte other Things therein contayned, 
may more at lardge appeare. Now Know Ye, that Wee, repoſeing Truſt and Confi- 
dence in the Fidelities and Circumſpections of our welbeloved Subjects Edward 
Dichfeild, of London, Salter, Ruben Bourne, Richard Morer, George Bromley, of Lon- 
on, Grocers, William Perkyns, of London, Marchant Taylor, and Edward. Bennet, 
of London, Marchant ; and upon the Recommendations of our ſaid Commiſſioners 
for Virginia, of our eſpecial Grace, certeyne Knowledge, and meere Motion, have 
nominated, aſſigned, conſtituted, ordayned, appointed and made, and by theiſe 
Preſents, doe nominate, aſſigne, conſtitute, ordayne, appointe, and make the ſaid 
Edward Dichfeild, Ruben Bourne, Richard Morrer, William Perkyns, George Brom- 
ley, and Edward Bennet, our Officer and Officers for Us, and in our Bchalte, by them- 
ſelves, or theire Deputyes, to be nomynated by them under theire Handes and Seales, 
or under the Handes and Seales of the greater nomber of them, to rake Chardge 
and Care of the Execution of our royall Pleaſure, in our ſaid Proclamation expreſſed 
and declared within our faid Citty of London, and in all other Cittyes, Townes, and 
places in this our Realme of England, and Domynion of Wales, and in our Realme 
of Ireland, according to the Purport and true Meaning of our ſaid Proclamation;

And for 
the more ſpeedye and certain Execution of our Will and Pleaſure aforeſaide, Wee 
will and commaunde, and by theis Preſents do give and graunte unto the ſaid 
Edward Dichfeild, Ruben Bourne, Richard Morrer, George Bromley, William Per— 
kyns, and Fdward Bennett, and every of them, full Power and Authoritye, 
that they and every of them, by themſelves, or theire ſufficient Deputye or De- 
putyes, to be by them, or the greater nomber of them, thereunto lawfullye 
deputed or authoriſed under theire Handes and Seales as aforeſaide, ſhall and 
may at all tymes, and from tyme to tyme, ſoe long as they ſhall contynue in this 
theire Office and Employmente, be reſident and have a place in our Cuſtome-Houſe 
of our Citty of London, and in all and every Cittyes, Townes, and Places within 
theis our Realmes of England and Ireland, and Domynion of Wales, then and there 
to take Notice of, ſearch for, and ſeize all and all Manner of Tobacco ymported,

| ſaid Proclamation expreſſed; and to regiſter, trye, ſeale, and marke all ſuch Tobacco 
as ſhall be from tyme to tyme ymported into our ſaid Port of London; and to doe 
all other Things and Matters whatſoever, that may tend to the Advancement of our 
Service herein, and the due Execution of our Will and pleaſure aforeſaid, according 
to the true purport and true Meaning of our ſaid Proclamation in that Behalfe pub- 
| bliſhed. And for the better Incouragement of the ſaid Edward Dichfeild, Ruben 
Bourne, Richard Morrer, George Bromley, William Perkyns, and Edward Bennett, to 
be dilligent and faithfull in and about the Performance of our ſaid Service heereby 
committed unto them, Wee doe further, of our more eſpeciall Grace, certayne 
Knowledge, and meere Motion, by theis Preſents, give and graunte unto the ſaid 
Edward Dichfeild, Ruben Bourne, Richard Morrer, George Bromley, William Per- 
kyns, and Edward Bennett, for the executing and exerciſing of the Office and

HE RE As our moſt deare Father, of bleſſed Memorie, deceaſed, for ma- 


his Commons in Parliament, did lately publiſh two ſeverall Proclamations, the one, 
dated the nyne and twentieth Day of September nowe laſt paſt, and the other the /e- 


cond of Marche followinge, for the utter prohibitinge the Ymportation and Uſe of 


all Tobacco which is not of the proper growth of the Colonyes of Virginia and the 


Sommer I/lands, or one of them, with ſuch Cautions, and under ſuch Paynes and 


Penalties, as are in thoſe Proclamations at large expreſſed ; Wee tendringe the Proſ- 
peritie of thoſe Colonyes and Plantations, and houlding it to be a Matter of greate 


conſequence unto Us and to the Honour of our Crowne, not to deſert or neglect 


thoſe Collonyes, whereof the Foundations with hopefull Succeſſe have beene ſo 
happyly layde by our Father, being given to underſtand that divers Perſons, intend- 
ing onely their private Gayne, and neglecting all Conſiderations of the Publique, in 
this ſhort Tyme, whilſt Wee have been neceſſarily taken up in orderinge of the 


greate Affaires of our Kingdomes and State, have taken the Bouldneſſe, ſecretlye and 


by ſtealth, to ymporte and utter great Quantities of Tobacco, which is not of the 
growth of the Plantations aforeſaid, to the utter Deſtruction of thoſe Plantations as 
much as in them lyeth; Wee have thought fit for the preventing of thoſe Inconve- 
niences which may otherwiſe enſue, to the irrecoverable Damage of thoſe Plantati- 


ons and of our Service, to publiſh and declare our Royall Pleaſure for the preſent, 


touching the Premiſſes, untill upon more mature Deliberation Wee ſhall ſee Cauſe 
to alter or add unto the ſame in any Parte : And Wee doe therefore ſtraightly charge 
and commaund that noe Perſon whatſoever, of what Degree or Quality ſoever, doe 
at any tyme hereafter, either directiy or r indirectly yoport, buy, ſell, or utter, plant,

nie weighty and important Reaſons of State, and at the humble Suite of 
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eheriſh, or uſe, or cauſe to be ymported, ſould, or uttered, cheriſhed, planted, or 


uſed in our Realmes of England, or Ireland, or Domynion of Wales, or in any Iſles or 
Places thereunto belonging, anie Tobacco of anie Sort whatſoever, which is not of 


the proper growth of the ſaide Collonies or one of them; and that no Perſon what- 
ſoever, by any Shifte or Deviſe whatſoever, doe receive or conceale, or cullor the 


Tobacco of anie other ſoe imported, planted, bought, fold, uttered, or uſed, with- 


in our ſaide Realmes or Domynions, or the Ifles or Places aforeſaid, or anie Part 
thereof, uppon Payne of Forfeiture unto Us of all fuch Tobacco, ſo to be ymport- 


ed, bought, ſould, planted, uttered, or uſed, contrarie to the true Meaning of theſe 


Preſents, in whoſe Handes ſoever the ſame ſhall be founde, and uppon ſuch further 
Paynes and Penalties, as by the Lawes and Statutes of theſe our Realmes, or by 
the Cenſure of our Courtes of Starrechamber in either of our ſaid Kingdomes reſ— 
pectively, cann or may be inflicted uppon the Offenders for Contempt of this Our 


Royall Commaundement, and to be reputed and taken to be Enemies to our Proceced- 


ings, and to thoſe Plantations which foe much concerne our Honor, and the Honor 
and Profitt of our State. And our further Will and Command is, That all Forrayne 
Tobacco of what Sortes ſoever, which is not of the proper growth of thoſe Planta- 
tions or one of them, ſhall before the fowwerth Daye of May nowe next enſuing, be 
tranſported out of our Realmes and Domynions, as by the ſaid former Proclamations

our Pleaſure is, that all ſuch Foreigne Tobacco may be freely exported by any

HERE As the Collonie of Virginia, planted by the Hands of Our moſt 
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late Majeſtie, out of his great Wiſdom and depth of Judgment, did deſire to reſume 
that Popular Government, and accordingly the Letters- patentes of that Incorpora- 
tion were, by his Highnes' Direction, in a legal Courſe queſtioned, and thereup- 
pon judicially repealed and judged to be voyd, wherein his Majeſtyes ayme was 
onlie to reduce that Government into ſuch a right Courſe, as might beſt agree 
with that Forme which was held in the reſt of his Royall Monarchie, and was not in- 
tended by him to take awaie or ympeach the particuler Intereſt of anie private Plant- 
er or Adventurer, nor to alter the ſame otherwiſe than ſhould be of Neceſlity for the 
Good of the Publique : And whereas Wee continue the like Care of thoſe Collo- 
nies and Plantations as our late deere Father did, and upon deliberate Adviſe and 
Conſideration, are of the ſame Judgment that our faid Father was of, for the Go- 
vernment of that Collonie of Virginia ; ; Nowe, leaſt the Appehrenſion of former 
perſonal Differences which have heretofore happened (the receivinge and contynu- 
ing whereof Wee utterly difallowe and ſtrictly forbid), might diſtracte the Myndes 
of the Planters and Adventurers, or the Opynion that Wee would negle& thoſe 
Plantations, might diſcourage Men to goe or ſend thether, and foe hinder the per- 

fectinge of that Worke, wherein Wee hould the Honor of our deere Father deceaſ- 
ed, and our own Honor to be deepely ingaged ; Wee have thought fitt to declare, 
and by our Royal] Proclamation to publiſh our owne Judgment and Reſolution in 
theſe Things, which by Godes Aſſiſtance, Wee purpoſe conſtantly to purſue, and 
therefore Wee doe by theſe Preſents publiſh and declare to all our lovinge Subjectes, 
and to the whole World, that Wee hould thoſe Territories of Virginia and the Sum- 
mer Iſlandes, as alſo thae of New-England, where our Collonies are alreadie 
planted, and within the Lymittes and Boundes whereof our late deare Father, by 
his Letters-patents, under his Great Seale of England remayninge of Record, 
hath given Leave and Libertie to his Subjects, to plant and inhabite, to be a 
Parte of our Royall Empire diſcended uppon Us, and undoubtedlie belonging and 
apperteyninge unto Us, and that Wee hould Our Selfe as well bound by our Royall 
Office to protecte, maynteyne, and ſupport the ſame, and are ſoe reſolved to doe, 
as anie other Part of our Domynions : And that our full Reſolution is, that 
there maie be one uniforme Courſe of Government in and through all 
our whole Monarchie ; That the Goverment of the Collonie of Virginia ſhall ym- 
mediately depend ur pon Our Selfe, and not be commytted to anie Company, or 
Corporation, to whome itt maie be proper to truſt Matters of Trade and Commerce, 
but cannot be fitt or ſafe to communicate the ordering of State Affaires be they of 
never ſoe meane Conſequence; and that therefore, We have determyned that our 
Commiſſioners for thoſe Affaires ſhall proceede according to the Tenor of Our Com- 
miſſion directed unto them, untill Wee ſhall declare Our further Pleaſure therein: 
Nevertheles, We doe hereby declare, that We are reſolved, with as much conve- 
nyent expedition as our Affaires of greater Importance will give leave, to eſtabliſh a 
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Councell, conſiſtinge of a fewe Perſons of Underſtandinge and Quallitie, to whome 


Wee will Truſt for the ymmediate Care of the Affaires of that Collonie, and whoe 


ſhall be anſwerable to Us for their Proceedings, and in Matters of greater Moment 
ſhall be ſubordinate and attendant unto our Privie Counſell heere ; and that We 
will alſoe eſtabliſh an other Counſel! to be reſident in Virginia, whoe ſhall be ſub- 
ordinate to our Counſell here for that Collonie ; and that att our own Charge, Wee 
will maynteyne thoſe public Officers and Mynitters, and that Strength of Men, Mu- 


nition, and Fortification, as ſhal be fitt and neceflarie for the Defence of that Plan- 


tation, and will, by anie Courſe that ſhalbe deſired of Us, ſettle and affure the 


perticuler Rights and Intereſts of every Planter and Adventurer in anie of thoſe Ter- 
ritories which ſhall defire the ſame, to give them full Satisfaction for their quiet and 


aſſured enjoying thereof. And laſtly, whereas it is agreed on all Sides, that the 
Tobacco of thoſe Plantations of Virginia and the Sommer I/landes, (which is the only 
preſent Meanes of their ſubſiſtinge,) cannot be mannaged for the good of the Plan- 


tations unleſs itt be brought into one Hand, whereby the Forraigne Tobacco may 


be carefullie kept out, and the Tobacco of thoſe Plantations may yealde a certayne 
and ready Price to the Owners thereof, Wee doe hereby declare, That to avoyde all 
Differencies and contrarietie of Opynions, which will hardly be reconciled betweene 


the Planters and Adventurers themſelves, Wee are reſolved to take the ſame into 
our own Hands, and by our Servants or Agents for Us, to give ſuch Prices to the 
Planters and Adventurers for the the ſame as may give them reaſonable Satisfaction 


and Incouragement, but of the Manner thereof We will determine hereafter at better 


Leifure ; and when Wee ſhall have concluded the fame, Wee ſhall expecte that all 


our loving Subjects will readily conforme themſelves thereunto; and in the meane 
tyme, becauſe the Importation and Uſe of Forraigne Tobacco, which is not of the 


Growth of thoſe Plantations, or one of them, will viſably and aſſuredly undermyne 
and deſtroy thoſe Plantations, by takinge away the Meanes of their Subſiſtencie; 


Wee doe hereby ſtrictly charge and commaunde, that our late Proclamation, bearinge 
Date the Nynth Day of April laſt, intytled, A Proclamation touching Tobacco, ſhall in 


all Poynts and Parts thereof be duely and ſtrictly obſerved, upon Payne of our high 
Diſpleaſure, and ſuchſurther Penaltyes andPuniſhments as bythe ſaide Proclamation are 
to be inflicted uppon the Offendors; and We doe hereby adviſe all our lovinge Subjects, 
and all others whome itt may concerne, not to adventure the Breach of our Royall 
Commaundment in any of the Premiſſes, We being fully reſolved uppon no Impor- 
tunitie or Intermiſſion whatſoever to releaſe or remitt the deſerved Puniſhment of 
ſuch as ſhall dare to offende againſt the ſame, ſeinge We hould not Our Selfe only, 


but our People intereſſed therein.

A PROCLAM ATION for the utter prohibiting the Importation and 
Uſe of all Tobacco which is not of the proper growth of the Collonyes 
of Virginia and the Sommer Iſlands, or one of them.

HEREAS, at t the humble Suite of our Commons in e by our Roy- 
all Proclamation, bearing Date the nyne and twentith Day of September now 


laſt paſt, for the Reaſons therein contayned, We have prohibited the Importation and 


Uſe of all Tobacco, which is not of the proper Growth of our Collonies of Virginia and 
the Sommer I/lands, or one of them. And whereas, uppon the humble Petition of ma- 
ny our loving Subjects, being Planters or Adventurers in thoſe Collonies, and for the 
Supporte and Incouragement of thoſe Plantations, whoſe proſperous Eſtate We much 
affecte, and [fall by all good Meanes be alwayes ready to cheriſh and protect, We 
have been contented to tollerate the Uſe of Tobacco of the Growth of thoſe Plan- 
tations for a Tyme, untill by more ſolid Commodityes they be able to ſubſiſte other- 
wiſe, which, as We are informed, they cannot as yet by any Means do; and there- 
fore by our ſaid Proclamation We did thincke fitt to give particuler Directions in 
many Things tending to thoſe Ends, and did ſtreightly commaund the due Execu- 
tion and Obſervation thereof, under the Penalties therein contained: Now, becauſe 
Wee have been informed, as well by the humble Certificate of our Commiſſioners 
for Virginia, as by the humble Petition of divers of our loveing Subjects the Plant- 
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ers and Adventurers of, and in thoſe Collonies, that notwithſtanding our Royall Plea- 
ſure was ſo expreſsly ſignificd, and the Reaſons of State are ſo plainly layed down as 
might have perſwaded every well affected Subjecte to the due Obſervation thereof; yet 
divers, out of an inordinate Deſire of private Gayne, have willfully diſobeyed our 
Commaundement herein, and thereby have endeavoured, as much as in them lyeth, 
to deſtroye ſoe noble a Work as the Support of thoſe Plantations, which ſoe much 
concernes our Honor and the Honor and Proffitt of our People; Wee therefore be- 
ing very ſenſible of this Neglecte and Contempte, have thoughte good to renewe 


our ſaid Proclamation, and doe hereby ſignifie and declare unto all our loving Sub- 


jects, and unto all others, our expreſſe Will and Pleaſure to be, that our ſaid for- 
mer Proclamation, and every Clauſe, Prohibition, Article, and Thing therein con- 
tayned, ſhall from henceforth be duly obſerved and obeyed, with ſuch Alterations and 
Conditions as are in theſe Preſents contained and expreſſed, uppon Payne of our 
highe Diſpleaſure, and ſuch Penalties and Puniſhments as in our ſaid former Pro- 
clamation are, or in theſe Preſents ſhall be lymitted or appointed for the Offendors 
thereof. And whereas ſome have ſince our ſaide laſt Proclamation, unmarchant- 


like, ſeacretlye, and cunningly ſtoln in greate Parcells of Tobacco, contrary to our 
ſaide Proclamation, We would have thoſe Perſons, and all others by theire Exam- 


ple, knowe that they muſt expecte the Severity of that Cenſure, which our Court 
of Starchamber ſhall thincke fitte to inflicte upon them, and that Wee are reſolved 
not to relent or remitte their deſerved Puniſhments, but to cauſe them, and all others 
that dare to offende heerein, to be proſecuted and puniſhed in ſuch Meaſure as ſuch 


theire high Contempt doth deſerve. And becauſe Wee conceived it would be utterlie in 


vayne to prohibite the Ymportation of ſuch forraine Tobacco as aforeſaid, unles 
the Care and Chardge of the Execution thereof were committed by Us to ſome fitte 
and able Perſons, whoe beſides theire Reſpecte to our Service, might for their own 
particular Intereſt take the ſame to Harte; therefore We have by our Letters-patents 
under our Great Seale of England, authorized certain Perſons, Citizens of London, 
well affected to thoſe Plantations and to our Service, by themſelves*and their Depu- 
ties, to ſearch and inquire into the Offences and Offendors againſt our ſaid Procla- 


mation; and Wee have alſo contracted with them to be our Agents for Us, and to our 


Ule, to receive the Tobacco of thoſe Collonyes at and for ſuch Prices as we have 
agreed to give for the ſame ; and beſides thoſe Prices to be given to the Planters 
and Owners of the ſaid Tobacco, our ſaid Agents have further contracted with Us, 
to give and pay unto Us and to our Uſe, ſuch Sommes of Money more, as may 
give Us reaſonable Satisfaction for that Loſſe which otherwiſe Wee ſhould ſuſtayn 
in our Cuſtoms and other Duties, and may enable Us to bear that Charge which Wee 
have undertaken yerely to diſburſe for the generall Defence and Support of thoſe

Plantations, And Wee doe further by this our Proclamation, publiſhe and de- 
clare, that Wee will conſtantlye and inviolablye obſerye and performe our faid Con- 
trace, and on our Parts, will allow and diſburſe out of our Revenue, thoſe Sommes 
of Money for the Safety of thoſe Plantations, and for the Eaſe of the Planters and 
Inhabitants there, which by the ſaid Contracte hath been on our Parts undertaken ; 
whereof We would have as well our ſaid Agents, as the Planters and Adventurers in 
thoſe Collonyes, and all other whom it may concerne, to reſt confidently aſſured. 
And becauſe Wee are given to underſtand that divers, uſeing to trade in Tobacco, 


and having a purpoſe to ymport, or buy, or fell the ſame contrary to the Intent 


of this our Proclamation, doe uſually land the ſame at private Wharfes, Stairs, or 


other Places, and ſende or conveye the ſame unto the Houſes, Cellars, Ware-hou- 


ſes, or other Places, of, or belonging to others whoe are leſſe ſuſpected then them- 


' ſelves, thereby to conceale the fame from Us and our Agents; Wee further will 


and commaunde, that from henceforth noe Perſon whatſoever, preſume to ſuffer 


the ſaid prohibited Tobacco, to be landed at any Wharfe, Staire, or other Place, nor 
receive or conceal any ſuch prohibited Tobacco, or ſuffer the ſame to be beſtowed in any 


of their Houſes, Cellars, Warchoules, or other Places, upon Payne of our high Diſplea- 


- ſure, and uppon ſuch Paynes and Penalties as by this, or our former Proclamation are to 


be inflicted uppon the principall Offenders: And to th' Intent that all the prohibited 
Tobacco brought in ſhall be juſtly and truly exported agayne, and noe Parte thereof 
ſoulde or vented within theis our Kingdoms, our Will and Command is, that all 
the prohibited Tobacco wiiche ſhall be ſeized within our Kingdom of England, 
ſhall be broughte or delivered into the Warehouſes which ſhall be to that Pur- 
poſe provided by the faid Agents in our Cittye of London, and all the prohi- 
bited Tobacco which ſhall be ſeized within our Kingdome of Ireland, ſhall be 
broughte and delivered into the Ware-houſes, or Storchouſes, which ſhall be to 
that Purpoſe appointed by our Agents, in our Cittye of Dublyn, or elſewhere, 
within our ſaid Kinzdome of Ireland; and for the Incouragement of thoſe who 
ſhall take Paynes in the Diſcovery and ſeizing thereof, our Will and. Pleaſure 
is, that the one halfe of the Value thereof ſhall be paid unto the Seizers thereof, in 
Money, by our Agents, and the Tobacco itſelfe ſhall be exported againe by our 

aide Agents, or by theire Appointments. And for the better Execution of our 
Service herein, Wee doe hereby give full Power and Authoritye, as well to our 
Agent and Agents, as to their Deputye and Deputyes, at all tyme and tymes to enter 
into and ſearch for any prohibited Tobacco contrarye to this our Proclamation, in 
any Shippe, Boate, or Veſſell, or in any Houſe, Shoppe, Cellar, Warchouſe, or 
in any Truncke, Cheſt, Kaſe, Barrell, or back Cabbyn, or any other ſuſpected 
place whatſoever; and finding any ſuch prohibited Tobacco, the fame to ſcize and 
carrye away, to be conveyed to fuch Place or Warchouſe as our ſaid Agents ſhall 

a, pointe for that purpoſe as aforcſaide. And cur expreſſe Will and Commaund 
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is, that neither our ſaid Agents, nor any others, doe ſell or utter any part of the 
ſaid prohibited Tobacco, within any our owne Dominions, there to be ſpent and 
aſed whereby the Vente of the Tobacco of our Collonyes aforeſaid may any way 
be hindred uppon payne of our heavy Diſpleaſure, and of ſuch other Payns and 
Penalties as other Offendors againſt this our Proclamation are lyable unto. And 
whereas, by our former Proclamation, Wee did commaunde, that from and after the 
Five and Twentith Day of Marche, then and now next enſueing, noe Perſon ſhould ſell, 
utter, or offer to put to Sale, or Uſe any Tobacco which is not of the proper Growth 
of the Collonies aforeſaide, and before the End of Fortye Daies then next enſueing, 
ſhould tranſporte out of our ſaid Kingdome all other Tobacco then that of the 
Growth of thoſe Colonies ; Wee doe-nowe by this our Proclamation ratifie and con- 
firme the ſame, and commaunde the ſame to be duly put in Execution; and to the 
End, there may be noe evaſion uſed to avoyde the ſame, Wee doe hereby give full 
Power and Commaundment to our ſaide Agents, by themſelves and their Deputies, 
at any tyme or tymes after the ſaid Five and Twentith Day of March now next en- 


ſueing, to ſearch for the ſaide prohibited Tobacco, and to take a true exacte Noate 
and Accompte of the Qualitye thereof, to the Ende, that the Owners thereof, be- 


fore the End of Fortie Daies nexte enſueing after the faid Five and Twentith Day of 
March, either by themſelves, or ſome others, may export the ſame, by the Priviry 
of the Agents, according to the true Intent of this and of our ſaid former Procla- 
mation, and at the End of the ſaid Forty Daies, may give juſt Accompre unto our 


Agents what is become thereof ; and whatſoever Tobacco, which is not of the pro- 


per Grouth of the Plantations aforeſaide, ſhall after the faide Fortie Daies be 
founde in the Hands of any Perſon whatſoever, ſhall be ſeized by our ſaid Agents, 
or theire Deputyes to our Uſe, and the ſaid Perſon or Perfons having or uſing the 
ſame, ſhall incurre ouf highe Diſpleaſure, and be ſubjecte to fuch further Paynes and 
Penalties as by our ſaid former Proclamation are to be inflited uppon any other Of.

Houſe to be tranſported out of our Domynions, and whatſoever Tobacco, of the 
Grouth of thoſe Plantations, or either of them, ſhall not be brought to that Key, 
and be delivered as aforeſaid, or for which there ſhall not be good Security given 
to our Agents within Fourteene Daies after the Landing thereof, to exporte the fame 
as aforeſaide, the ſame ſhall be forfeited and ſeized to our Uſe, by our Agents, or 
their Deputies, as other prohibited Tobacco, and this to be duly obſerved under the 
Pains and. Penalties aforeſaid. And whereas, Wee are given to underſtand, that 
divers uſing to trade in Tobacco have, and ſtill doe ſeacretly and underhand ſteale 
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into our Kingdoms the ſaid prohibited Tobacco, and doe ſo privily hyde and con- 
ceale the ſame, that they cannot be eaſily diſcovered nor found out, and doe either 
by themſelves or others, by them to that purpoſe ymployed, carrye the ſame by 
ſmalle Quantityes to the Houſes or Shoppes of our Subjects inhabiting within our 
ſaid Kingdomes, and doe ſell or proffer the ſame to be ſoulde, or elſe doe ſecretlye or 
covertlye offer to contract for the Sal: of ſuch prohibited Tobacco, our Will and 


Pleaſure is, and We doe hereby ſtreightlye chardge and commaund all and every 


our loveing Subjects, to whom any of the ſaid prohibited Tobacco ſhall be offered to 
be ſoulde or contracted for as aforeſaide, that immediatelye uppon the Sight of any 


the ſaid prohibited Tobacco, or uppon offer to contracte for any ſuch Tobacco, 


they make Staye thereof, and of ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall either proffer the 
ſame to ſell, or ſhall offer to contracte for anye the ſaid prohibited Tobacco, and 
that they and every of them whoe ſhall have the ſaid prohibited Tobacco ſoe prof- 
fered unto them to be ſoulde as aforeſaide, ſhall give Notice thereof, and chardge 
the next Conſtable, Hedborrowe, or other Officer with ſuch Perſon or Perſons whoe 
ſhall offer to put the ſame to Sale, uppon payne of our high Diſpleaſure, and of 
ſuch other Paynes or Penalties, as other Offenders againſt this our Royal Procla- 
mation are lyable unto. And Wee doee hereby further charge and commaund all and 
ſingular Conſtables, Hedborrowes and other our Officers aforefaide, that they and 
every of them, uppon Notice to them given of any ſuch prohibited Tobacco as a- 


foreſaide, or of any ſuch Perſon or Perſons ſoe offending as aforeſaide, that they ſeize 


the ſaid Tobacco, and deteyne all ſuch Perſon and Perſons foe offending, as they ſhall 
have Knowledge of, untill they have given Notice thereof unto our ſaid Agents, or 
theire Deputye or Deputyes, and untill by theire Meanes the Perſon offending may 


be brought before ſuch Officer as hath Power by this our Proclamation to take 


ſufficient Bond for the Appearance of ſuch Perſon in ſome of our Courts of Juſtice, 
to anſweare for theire Faults as the ſame ſhall deſerve. And for the better finding 


out and Diſcovery of the Offences and Offenders againſt our former, and this our 


Proclamation, Wee are well pleaſed, and do hereby require and command, that our 

Treaſorer, Commifſſioners for our Treaſury, Chauncellor and Barons of our Exche- . 
quer, nowe and for the tyme being, within our ſaid Kingdomes of England and Ire- 
land reſpectively, ſhall and may awarde ſuch and ſoe many Commiſſions as they ſhall 
thinke meete, to be directed to diſcreete and fitte Perſons in all or any our Ports, 
or elſewhere, to enquire and examyne uppon Oath or otherwiſe, all ſuch Perſons as 
are or {hall be ſuſpected to have heretofore offended, or which hereafter ſhall offende 
againſt this or our former Proclamation in this Behalfe ; or any other Perſon or 
Perſons whatſoever, for the finding out and Diſcovery of the ſaid Offences and Of- 


fenders as is beforementioned; to the End that, as well the Ymporters of ſuch To- 


bacco, as the Buyers, Sellers, Spenders, Receivers, and Conccalers thereof, may 


receive 
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receive ſuch condigne Puniſhments, by Fyne or otherwiſe, for theire Offences, as 
by our Courte of Starchamber, or Courte of Exchequer, ſhall be thoughte fite : 
And in Caſe ſuch Tobacco ſhall not or cannot be taken or founde to be ſeized, that 
then every ſuch Offender, ſhall forfeite and paye to the Hands of our Agent or 
Agents in this Behalf for our Uſe the full Value of ſuch Tobacco as the ſaid Offen- 
dors heretofore have or hereafter ſhall have imported, boughte, ſould, vented, or 
received as aforeſaide, beſides ſuch further Puniſhment as ſhall be fitt to be inflicted 
upon them for their Contempt. And our further Will and Pleaſure is, and Wee 
doe hereby declare, that whatſoever our ſaid Agent or Agents, theire Aſſignee or 
Aſſignees, under the Hands and Seales of the greater Nomber of them, have al- 
ready done, or ſhall doe hereafter, againſte any Offendor or Offendors, in requiring 
and taking the Forfeiture of any Tobacco, or the Value thereof ſoe imported or ut- 
tered as aforeſaid, or in the mitigating or taking any leſſe Somme than the Value of 
the ſame of any ſuch Offender in the Premiſſes, or otherwiſe according to the good 
Diſcretion of our ſaid Agent or Agents, We do and will from tyme to tyme approve 
and allowe by theis Preſents: And this Signification of our Pleaſure ſhall be, as well 
unto our ſaid Agent or Agents for the tyme being, as unto all and every ſuch Com- 
miſſioner and Commiſſioners, which have been or ſhall be ymployed in or about this 
our Service, a ſufficient Warrant and Diſcharge in that Behalf, without any Ac- 
compt to be by them, or any of them reſpectively, yielded to Us, our Heires or Suc- 
ceſſors, and without incurring any Penalty in the doing or executing of this our 
Service and Royal Commaund. And foraſmuch as heretofore divers great Quantities 
of Tobacco have been imported into this Realme, under the Name or Names of 
ſundry poor Marriners and others which are not able to pay the value thereof, nor give 
Satisfaction for the ſame, our Will and Pleaſure is, the better to avoyde ſuch Frauds and 
Deceipts in tyme to come, that in whatſoever Shippe, or other Veſlell, any ſuch To- 
bacco in greater or leſſer Quantities ſhall be founde or diſcovered to have been or to 
be ſoe imported, and to be ſhifted away, that Seizure thereof cannot or ſhall nor be 
made, that then ſuch Marriners and others, who ſhall ſoe import or cullor, the ſaid 
Tobaccoes, ſhall not only be puniſhed as aforeſaid, but that every Maiſter of ſuch 
Shippe or Veſſell, wherein ſuch Tobacco ſhall be ſo imported or ſhifted away as

Laus Deo, in Graveſend, the 17th of Aprill, 1629. 


O v ING Friends, Wee hartylie ſalute you. Wee have received Letter of 
| iy the 13th of September, by which wee take Notice of your ſafe Arrivall, 

blefling God for it. Wee have formerly requeſted Mr. Cradock, our Governor to 
wryte you of the Receipt thereof, and give advice how wee purpoſed to proceed 
in ſeting forward our Plantacon ; whoſe Letters, if they bee come to your Handes, 
(as wee hope they are) will put Lyfe into your Affaires, and encourage Jou to pro- 
vide for the Entertainment of ſuch as are now coming. 

Since your Departure wee have for the further ſtrengthening of our Graunt from 
the Councell at Plymoth, obtained a Confirmacon of it from his Majeſty by his Let - 
ters-pattents vnder the broad Seale of England, by which faid Letters-pattents wee 
are incorporated into a body pollitique, with ample Power to governe and rule all his 
Majeſty's Subiects that reſide within the Limitts of our plantacon, as by the Dupli- 
cate therof, vnder the broad Seale, which wee have delivered to Mr. 1 to be 
delivered to you, doth fully appeare. 

And for that the propagating of the Goſple is the Thinge wee do profeſs aboue 
all to bee our Ayme in ſetling this Plantacon, wee have bin carefull to make plenty- 
full proviſion of Godly Miniſters, by whoſe faithfull preachinge, Godiy Converſacon, 
and exemplary Lyfe, wee truſt not only thoſe of our owne Nation wilbe built vp 
in the Knowledge of God, but alſo the Indians may, in God's appointed tyme, bee 
reduced to the Obedyence of the Goſple of Chriſt ; one of them is well knowne to 
yourſelfe, viz.” Mr. Skelton, whom wee have the rather deſired to beare a part in this 
Worke, for that wee are informed your ſelfe hath formerly received much Good 
by his Miniſtory; he cometh in the George Bonaventure, Mr. Thomas Cox: Another 
is Mr. Higgeſon, a graue Man, and of worthy Commendacons; hee cometh in the 
Talbot: The Third is Mr. Bright, fometymes trained vpp vnder Mr. Davenport, who 
cometh in the Lyon's Whelp. Wee pray you accommodate them all with Neceſſaryes 
as well as yon may; and in convenient Tyme lett there bee Houſes built them ac- 
cording to the Agreement wee have made with them, Coppyes wherof, as of all 
others, wee have entertained, ſhalbe ſent you by the nextShipps Tyme not permiting 

it 
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it now, wee doubt not but theſe Gentlemen, your Miniſters, will agree iovingly to- 
gether, for cheriſhinge of Love berwizt them, wee pray you carry your ſelie impar- 
tiallie to all: For the Manner of the exerciſing their Miniſtrie, and teaching both 
our owne People and the Indians, wee leave that to themſelves, hoping they will 
make God's Word the Rule of their Accons, and mutually agree in the Diſcharge 
of their Duties; and becauſe their Doctrine will hardly bee well eteemed whoſe 
perſons are not reverenced, wee deſire that both by your owne Example, and by 
comanding all others to doe the like, our Miniſters may receive due Honor. 

Wee haue in Proſecution of that good Opinion wee haue alwayes had of you, C0! 
firmed you Governor of our plantacen, and ioyned in Comiſſion with you the res 
Miniſters, namely, Mr. Francis Higgonſon, Mr. Samuel Skelton, and Mr. Francis 
Bright, alſo Mr. John and Mr. Samuel Browne, Mr. Thomas Graves, and Mr. Sa- 
muel Sharpe, and for that wee haue ordered, that the Body of the Government 
there ſhall conſiſt of 13 perſons, wee are content the old Planters that are now ther? 
within our Plantacon and Lymitts thereof, ſhall choſe two of the diſcrecteſt and judi- 
tiall Men from amongſt themſelves to bee of the Government, that they may ſee 
| wee are not wanting to give them fitting Reſpect in that wee would haue their con- 

ſent (if it may bee) in making wholeſome Conſtitucons for Government. Alwayes 
provyded, that none ſhalbe choſen, or meddle in their choice but ſuch as will live 


amongſt Vs and conforme themſelues to our Government: But if they ſhall refuſe to 


perforine this our Direccon, then wee hereby authorize you and thoſe nominated to 
be of the Councell aforeſaid, to nominate and ele& two ſuch Men as in your Opinions 
you ſhall hold meete for that place and Office, and for the other three, which will 
be wanting to make vpp the full nomber of 13 (which we have ſtyled the Councell 
of the Mattachuſetts Bay) wee hereby authoriſe * with the aforenamed ſeaven Per- 
ſons, to chuſe and nominate them out of the whole Body of the Companie, as well 
of thoſe that are there, as of thoſe that are to come now, not doubting but all Par- 
rialitie ſett apart, you will make choice of ſuch Men as may be moſt vſefull and care- 
full to the general good of our Plantacon. 


And that it may appeare as well to all the Worlde, as to the old Planters them- 


ſelues, that wee ſeek not to make them Slaves, as it ſeemes by your Letter ſome of 
them thinke themſelues to bee become by meanes of our Patent, wee are content 


they ſhall be Partakers of ſuch Priviledges, as wee, from his Majeſty's eſpetiall 
Grace, with great Coſt, Fauor of Perſonages of Note, and much Labor, have ob— 
tained; and that they ſhalbe incorporated into this Socyetie, and enioy not only 
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thoſe Lands which formerly they have manured, but ſuch a further Proporcon, as 
by th* Advice and Judgment of your ſelfe, and the reſt of the Councell, ſhalbe 
thought fitt for them, or any of them. And beſides it is {till our Purpoſe, that they 
ſhould have ſome Benefitt by the comon Stock, as was by your firſt Commiſſion di- 
rected and appointed, with this Addicon, that if it bee held too much to take 30 
per Cent, and the Fraight of the Goods, for, and in Conſideracon of our Adven- 
ture, and Diſburſement of our Moneyes, to be paid in Bevor at 6s. per H. that you 
moderate the ſaid Rate, as you, with the reſt of the Cou ſhall thinke to bee agree- 


able to Equitie and good Conſcience ; and our further Orders is, that none be Par- 


takers of any the aforeſaid Priuiledges and Profitts, but ſuch as be peaceable Men, 
and of honeſt Lyfe and Converſacon, and defirous to live amongſt vs, and conforme 


themſelves to good Order and Gouernment. 


And as touching the old Planters, their earneſt Defire for the preſent to conti- 
nue the planting of Tobacco, (a Trade by this whole Companie generally diſavow- 
ed, and vtterly diſclaymed by ſome of the greateſt Adventurers amongſt Vs, Who 
abſolutely declared themſelves vnwilling to haue Hand in this Plantacon, if Wee in- 
tended to cheriſh or permit the planting thereof, or any other kinde, then for a 
Man's private Vſe for meere Neceſhtie ; Wee are of opinion the old Planters will 
haue ſmall Eucouragement to that Employment, for wee finde heere by late Expe- 
rience, that it doth hardly produce the Fraight and Cuſtome, neither is there Hope 
of Amendment, there being ſuch great Quantities made in other Places, that ere 
long it is like to be little worth; Nevertheleſs if the old Planters (for wee exclude 
all others) conceive that they cannot otherwiſe provyde for their Livelyhood, wee leave 
it to the Diſcrecon of your ſelfe and the Councell there, to give way for the pre- 
ſent to their planting it in ſuch Manner, and with ſuch Reſtriccons, as you andthe faid 
Councell ſhall thinke fittinge, having an eſpetiall Care with as much convenyencie 
as may bee, vtterly to ſuppreſs the planting of it (except for meere Neceſſitie), but 
however, Wee abſolutely forbid the ſale of it, or the. Vſe of it by any of our owne 
or particuler Men's Servants vnleſs vpon vrgent Occaſion, for the Benefitt of Health, 
and taken privately. | 

Mr. John Oldham came from New England not long before your Arrivall there, 
by whom wee have had noe {mall Diſtraccon in our Buſineſs, having been caſt be- 
hinde at the leaſt two Months Tyme in our Voyage, through the Varyetie of his 
vaſt Conceipts of extraordinary Gaine of 3 for one propounded to vs, to be made 
and raiſed in 3 Yeares, if hee might haue the Managinge of our Stock, preferring 
to bee contented for his owne Employment, ſoe hee might have the overplus of the 
Gaines; with whom, after long Tyme ſpent in ſundry Treatyes, finding him a Man 
altogeather vnfitt for vs to deale with, wee have at laſt left him to his owne Way: 
And as wee are informed, hee, with ſome others, are provyding a Veſſell, and is 

mynded 
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mynded, as ſoon as he can diſpatch, to come for New England, pretending to ſettle 


himſelfe in Mattachuſetrs-Bay ; clayming a Title and Right, by a Grant from Sir 
Ferdinando Gorges Sonne, which wee are well ſatisfyed, by good Councell, is voyde 
in Lawe. He will admitt of noe Tearmes of Agreement, vnleſs wee will lcaue him 
at libertie to trade for Beavor with the Natives, Which wee deny to the beſt of our 
owne Planters; nether is hee ſatisfyed to trade himſelfe with his owne Stock and 


doth intereſt other men, who for ought wee knowe are never likely to be beneficial 
to the planting of the country, their owne particuler Profits (though to the over- 
throwe of the generall Plantacon) being their chiete Ayme and Intent: Now, as wee 
mall unwillingly doe any Act in debarringe ſuche as were inhabitants before vs of 
that Trade, as in Conſcience they ought to enioy, ſoe ſhall we as vnwillingly permitt 
any to appropriate that to their owne private Lucar, Which we in our religious In- 
tencons have dedicated to the common Charge of Building houfes for God's Wor- 

0 ſhipp, and Forts to defend ſuch as ſhall come thither to inhabite. Wee feare, that 
as he hath bin obſtinate and violent in his Opinions heere, ſoe hee will perſiſt, and 
bee ready to drawe a Partie to himſelfe there, to the great Hinderance of the co- 
mon Quiett ; wee have therefore thought fitt to give you Notice of his Diſpoſicon, 

to the end, you may beware how you meddle with him, as alſo that you may vſe the 
beſt Meanes you can to ſettle an Agreement with the old Planters ſoe as they may not 
harken to Mr. Oldham's dangerous though vaine Propoſitions : Wee fynde him a 
Man ſoe affected to his owne Opinion as not to be removed from it, neither by Rea- 
on nor any Perſwaſion; and, vnleſs he may beare ſway, and haue all Things carryed 
to his good Likinge, we haue little Hope of Quiett or comfortable Subſiſtance 
where hee ſhall make his Aboad; and, therfore, if you ſhall ſee iuſt Cauſe, wee 
hereby require you and the Councell there, to exerciſe that Power wee haue, and 
our Previledges will beare vs out in it, to ſuppreſs a Miſchiefe before it take too 
great a Heade, not that wee would wrong him, or any Man that will live peace- 
ably within the Limitts of our Plantacon. But, as the Preſeruacon of our Preui- 
| ledges will cheifly depend (vnder God) vpon the firſt Foundacon of our Go- 


wards vs, by the Proceedings of Mr. Oldham, and his Adherents, in our firſt Be- 
ginnings, wer may be ſure they will take Hart and bee emboldned to doe vs a farr 
greater iniurie hereafter; and therefore wee pray you and the Councell there, to 
adviſe ſcriouſly togeather for the Maintenance of our Preuiledges and peaceable G o- 
uernment, which, if it may be done by a temprate Courſe, wee much deſire it, 
though with ſome Inconnenyence, ſoe as our Gouernement and Preuiledges be not 
brought in Contempt, wiſhing rather there might be ſuch an Vnion as might drawe 
the Heathen by our good Example to the Embracing of Chriſt and his Goſple, then

that 


Meanes, which wee conceive is foc ſmall that it would not much hinder vs, but hee 


uernment, foe if we ſuffer ſoe great an Afﬀront as wee tynde 1s intended to- 
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that Offence ſhould bee given to the Heathen, and a Scandall to our Religion through 
our Diſagreement amongſt ourſelues, but if neceſſitic require a more ſeuere Courſe, 
when faire Meanes will not preuaile; wee pray you to deale, as in your Diſcrecons 
you {hall thinke fitteſt Tor the generall Good and Safety of the Plantacon and Preſer- 
vacon of our Preuiledges. And becauſe wee would not omitt to doe any Thinge 


which might ſtrengthen our Right, wee would haue you (as ſoone as theſe Shipps, 


or any of them arrive with you, wherby you may have Men to do it, fend 40 or 
50 Perſons to Mattachuſetts-Bay to inhabite there, which wee pray you not to pro- 
tract, but to doe it with all Speede; and if any of our Company in particuler ſhall 
deſire to ſettle themſclues there, or to fend Servants thither, wee deſire all Accomo- 
dacon and Encouragment may be given them therevnto, wherby the better to 
ſtrengthen our Poſſeſſion there againſt all or any that ſhall intrude vpon vs, which 
wee would not have you by any Meanes to give Way vnto; with this Caution not- 
withſtanding, That for ſuch of our Countrymen as you finde there planted, ſoe as 
they bee willing to live vader Gouernment, you endeayor to giue them all fitting 
and due Accomodacon as to any of ourſelves ; yea, if you ſee Cauſe for it, though 
it bee with more than ordinarie Preuiledges in Point of Trade. 

Mr Ralph Smith, a Miniſter, hath deſired paſſage in our Shipps, which was granted 
kim before wee vnderſtood of his difference in Judgment in ſome Things from our Mi- 
niſters, but his Proviſions for his Voyage being ſhipt before notice was taken thereof, 
through many Occaſions, wherwith thoſe intruſted with this Buſineſs have been employ- 
ed, and foraſmuch as from hence it is feared there may grow ſome Diſtraccon amongſt 
you, if there ſhould bee any ſycing, though wee have a very good Opinion of his 

Honeſtie, yet Wee ſhall not hope offend in Charitie, to fear the 
worſt that may grow from their different Judgments ; Wee have therefore thought 
ſtt to give you this Order, that vnleſs hee wilbe conformable to our Government, 
you ſuffer him not to remain within the Limitts of our Graunt. 

Wee take Notice that you deſire to have Frenchmen ſent you that might bee ex- 
perienced in making of Salt and planting of Vynes: Wee have enquired diligently | 
tor ſuch, but cannot meete with any of that Nation; nevertheleſs, God hath not 
left vs altogeather vnprovided of a Man able to vndertake that Worke, for that, 
wee have entertained Mr, Thomas Groves, a Man comended to vs as well for 
his Honeſtie, as Skill in many Things very vſefull; firſt hee profeſſeth great Skill 

in the making of Salt, both in Ponds and Panns, as alſo to finde out Salt Springs or 
Mynes ; ſecondly, hee is well ſcene in Mynes and Mineralls, eſpecially about Iron 
Ore and Iron Workes ; thirdly, hee is able to make any Fortyficacons ; fourthly, 
hee is well able to ſurveigh and ſett forth Lands, hee hath bin a Traveller in divers 
Forraigne Parts to gaine his Experience; therfore wee pray you take his Adviſe 


touching the Premiſſes, and where you intend to fit down in, to fortyfie and build 
: 
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a Towne that it may bee qualified for good Ayer and Water, according to your firit 
Inſtruccons, and may have as much naturall Helpe as may bee, wherby it may with 
the leſs Labor and Coſt bee made firt to refiſt an Enemie ; ſoe ſoone as you have 
made tryall of his Suſſiciencie, wryte us your Opinion how long you conceive it 

wilbe fitt for Vs to continue him in our Service, for that hee is tyed to ſerve Vs 
one whole Yeare abſolutely, and two Yeares more if wee ſhould give him Order 
to ſtay there ſoe long, foe Wee hope to receive your Advice tyme enough to giue 

him Order to ſtay out full 3 Yeares, or to come Home at the End of one Yeare : 

his Salary coſts this Company a great Some of Money, beſides which, (if hee re- 

maine with Vs) the tranſporting of his Wyfe, and building him a Houſe, wilbe very 
chargable, which Wee pray you take into your Conſideracon, that foe Wee may 
continue or ſurccaſe this Charge as Occaſion ſhall require. 

In our next, wee intend to ſend you a particuler of ſuch as are to haue Land al- 
locted and fert out vnto them, that fee you may appcint vnto each Man an equal 
Proporcon by Lott, according to what is to be allowed in the firſt Devident, touch- 
ing which, wee ſhall then give you more large Inſtruccons ; meane while, for ſuch 
as haue lent over Servants and Cattle in theſe Shipps, and for ſuch as haue more to 
come in two other Shipps, which wee hope wilbe ready to ſett ſaile within ten Dayes, 
our Deſire is, they ſhould either bee accomodated at Nakumkeeke, or in the Matta- 
chuſetts Bay, or in both Places, if they deſire it, with all the Convenyencic that 
may bee, and for ſuch Grounds as ſhalbe allotted vnto them, that the fame bee con- 
veyed vnto them, if they de fire it, at any tyme within one Yeare after their entring 
vpon it, and to bee accompted as Part of their firſt Devident; but, if they ſhall diſ- 
like it at any tyme before a general Diſtribucon bee made by Lott to all the Adven- 
rurers, then they may have Libertie to doe it, and take in Lieu thereof, as by Lott 
{hall fall out amongſt other priuate Aduenturers. | 

Wee recomend vnto you Sir Richard Saltonſtall and Mr. Iſaack Johnſon, who 
ſend over Servants and Cattle in theſe Shipps, defiring you will take care for their 
preſent Accomodacon as aforeſaid ; and as for them, foc wee may not omitt to pray 
you likewiſe to giue all good Accomodacou to our preſent Governor, Mr. Matthew 
Cradock, who with ſome particuler Brethren of our Company, haue deepely enga- 

ged th emſelues in their private Aduentures in theſe Shipps and thoſe to come; 
and as wee hold theſe Men that thus deepely aduenture in their priuate, to bee 
(vader God) ſpetiall Inſtruments for the advancing and ſtrengthning of our Planta- 
con, which is done by them without any Charge to the Company's generall Stock, 
wherin notwithſtanding, they are as deepe or deeper engaged than any other, ſoe 
being contented to bee debarred from all priuate trading in Furrs for 3 Yeares, 
wee doe hold it requiſite in all other their Deſires, to giue them all Accomodacon and 
Furtherance that reaſonably may be propounded by them, or any for them, their

vor and Furtherance. ö | 
Wee have cauſed a Comon Scale to be made, which wee fend you by Mr. 
Sharpe, 
If you want any Swyne, wee have agreed with thoſe of New Plymouth, that 
they deliver you fix Sowes with Pigg, for which they are to be allowed gf. in Ac- 
compt of what they owe vnto Mr. Goffe our Deputie; and for Goats, wee have 


bought 42 for the generall and particuler Mens' Accompts which fhalbe ſent you 


by theſe and the next Shipps, or at leaſt wiſe ſoe many of them as they can conve- 
nyentlie carrie. 5 85 5 

Wee have followed your Advice and ſent moſt of our Guns, Snaphance, Baſ- 
tard Maſket Bore; and wee haue alſo ſent Store of Powder and Shott, Grayne 
for Seede, both Wheat, Barley, and Rye in the Chaff, &c. As for Fruit-Stones 
and Kernells, the tyme of the Year fitts not to ſend them now, ſoe wee purpoſe to 
doe it per next. Tame Turkeyes thalbe now ſent you if may bee, if not, per other 
Shipps ; Wee are diſappointed of the Proviſions ordered to haue bin ſent for your 
ſelfe and Mrs. Endecote, but God willing, they ſhall come by the next. 

Wee have made our Servant's Apparrell of Cloth and Lether, which Lether is 
not of Oyle Skinns, for wee found them over deere ; yett if this prove not profit- 
able, upon your fecond Advice, Wee will ſend you Oyle Skinns. oe 

For ſuch of our Nation as fell Munition, Gunns, or other Furniture, to arme 
the Indians againſt Vs, or teach them the Vſe of Armes, wee would have you to 
apprehend them, and fend Priſoners for England, where they will not eſcape ſevere 
Puniſhment, being expreſsly azainſt the Proclamacon. You have had former Cau- 
tion giuen you, of raking heede of beeing too ſecure in truſting the Indians, which 


wee againe comend to your Care, and that you may bee the better able to reſiſt 


both Forraigne Enemies and the Natives, if ether ſhould aſſaile you, wee pray 
you lett all ſuch as live under our Gouernment, both our Servants, and other Plant- 
ers and their Servants, bee exerciſed in the Vſe of Armes, and certain tymes ap- 
pointed to muſter them, in which Buſineſs Mr. Sharpe and Mr. Graves wilbe Afliſt- 


ant to you. Mr. Sharpe is by Vs entertained to bee Mr, Gunner of our Ordnance, 


in which Service he is to employ ſoz much of his tyme, as the Charge of that Office 
doth require; and in the reſt, hee is to follow other Imployments of our Gouer- 
nors and others, for whoſe Employment hee 1s particulerly ſent over. 

Incloſed you ſhall recciue a Factory of ſuch Proviſion of Victuall and other Necel- 
ſaryes as wee have fent for the gencrall Accompt, to which wee referr you, no- 
thing doubting but you wilbe a provident Steward, to huſband our Prouiſions to the 
beſt Advantage. Wee alſo ſend you the particuler Names of ſuch as are entertain- 
ed tor the Company's Service; amongelt which wee hope you will fynde many re- 
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ligious, diſcreete, and well ordered Perſons, which you mult ſett over the reſt, de- 
vyding them into Famylies, placing ſome with the Miniſters, and others vnder ſuch 
as beeing honeſt Men (and of their owne Calling as neere as may bee) may have Care 
to ſee them well educated in their generall Callings as Chriſtians, and particuler ac- 
cording to their ſeverall Trades, or fitneſs in Diſpoſicon to learn a Trade: And 
whereas amongſt ſuch a Nomber, (notwithſtanding our Care to purge them) there 
may ſtill remaine ſome Libertines, wee defire you to be carefull that ſuch (if any 
bee) may bee forced, by inflicting fach Puniſhment as their Offences may deſerve, 
which is to be as neere as may bee, according to the Lawes of this Kingdome) to con- 
forme themſelves to good Order, with whom, after Admonition giuen if they amend 
not, wee pray you proceede without Partialitie to puniſh them as the nature of their 
Fault ſhall deſcrve, and the like Courſe you are to hold both with Planters and their 
| Servants, for all muſt line vader Gouvernment, and a like Lawe; and to the End 
you may not doe any Thing contrarie to Lawe, nor the Power granted vs by his 
Majeſties Lres-patents, we haue as aforeſaid ſent you the Lres-patents vnder the 
| Greate Scale of England, ordering and requiring you and the reſt of the Councell there, 
not to doe any Thinge, either in inflicting Puniſhment on Maletactors or otherwiſe, 
contrarie to, or in Derogacon of the ſaid Lres-patents, but if Occaſion require, wee 
authoriſe you and them to proceede according to the Power yov have ; nevertheleſs, 
wee deſire (if it may bee) that Errors may bee reformed with Lenitie, or mylde Cor- 
reccon, and if any prove incorrigable, and will not bee reclaimed by gentle Correc- 
con, Shipp ſuch Perſons home by the Lyons Whelpe, rather than keep them there 
to infect, or to be an Occaſion of Scandall vnto others, wee being fully perſwaded, 
that if one or two be ſoe reſhipped back, and Certificates ſent home of their Miſde- 
meanors, it wilbe a Terror to the reſt, and a Meanes to reduce them to good Con- 
formitie ; and above all, wee pray you bee carefull that there bee none in our Pre- 
cincts permitted to doe any iniurie (in the leaſt kinde) to the Heathen People, and 
if any offend in that way, lett them receive due Coreccon ; and wee hold it fitting 
you publiſh a Proclamacon to that Effect, by leaving it fixed vnder the Company's 
Seale in ſome eminent Place, for all to take Notice, at ſuch Tyme, as both the Hea- 
then themſclues, as well as our People, may take Notice of it; and for avoyding of 
the Hurt that may follow through our much Familiaritie with the Indians, wee 
conceive it fitt that they bee not permitted to come to your Plantacon but at certaine 
Tymes and Places to be appointed them. If any of the Saluages pretend Right of In- 
heritance to all or any Part of the Lands graunted in our Pattent, wee pray you en- 
deavor to purchaſe their Tytle, that we may avoyde the leaſt Scruple of Intruſion. 
We haue in the former Part of our Lre cerryfied you of the good Hopes wee 
haue of the Loue and vnanimus Agreement of our Miniſters, they having declared 
themſelues to be of one Judgment, to be fully agreed on the Manner bow to exer- 
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thirds at the Charge of the generall Companie, and the other third is to be borne by

ciſe their Mineſtory, which wee hope wilbe by them accordiagly performed; yett 
becauſe it is often found that ſome buſy Perſons (led more by their Will then any 
good Warrant out of God's Word) take Opportunities by moving=needleſs Quef- 
tions to ſtirr vp Strife, and by that Way to begett a Queſtion, and bring Men to 
declare ſome Difference in Judgment (moſt commonly in Things indifferent), from 
which ſmall Beginnings great Miſchiefs have followed; wee pray you and the reſt 
of the Councell, that if any ſuch Diſputes ſhould happen amongſt you, that you 
ſuppreſs them, and bee carefull ro maintaine Peace and Vnitie. 
Wee defire you to take Notice of one Lawrence Leech, whom wee have found a 
carefull and painfull Man, and wee doubt not but hee will continue his Dilligence, | 
lett him have deſerving Reſpect; Rp like wee ſay of Richard Waterman, whoſe 
chiefe Employment wilbe to gett you good Veniſon. 
We haue ſent fix Shipwrights, of whom Robert Molton is cheife; theſe Mens? 
Entertainment is very charga ible to vs, and by Aorecment it is to bee borne, two- 


Mr. Cradock, our Gouernor, and his Aſſociatts, intereſſed in a priuate Stock: Wee 
hope you wilbe carefull to ſee . ſoe employed, as may countervaile the Charge, 
deſiring you to agree with Mr. Sharpe, that their Labor may be employed two- 
thirds for the generall Companie, and one-third for Mr. Cradock and his Aſſotiates; 
praying you to accomodate the ſaide Mr. Crrdock's People i in all fitting Manner as 
hee aoth well deſerve. | 
Such Cattle, both Horſes, Mares, Cowes, Bulls, and Goats, as are ſhippt by 
Mr. Cradock, are to be devyded in eqvall Halfes twixt him and the Companie, 
which was omitted to be done heere, for avoyding Partialitie, foe you muſt doe it 
equally there. 
Wee pray you to be carets) to make vs what Returnes you poſſibly may, the bet- 
ter to enable vs to ſend out a freſh Supply. Wee hope you have converted the 
Comodities you carryed wich you for Truck, into Beavor, Otter, or other Furrs, 
which wee pray you ſend us by the Talbott, as alſo any other Comodities you have 
provided in Readyneſs againſt the Shipps coming thither; but pray doe not detaine 
her any long Tyme to cur Tymber, or any other groſs Ladinge, for ſhe is at 1 500. 
a Month Charges, which will ſoone cate out more then the Goods ſhe ſhould ſtay for 
is worth; wherfore, pray make what Expedicon you can to vnlade her Goods, 
and to put ſuch Things aboard her as yon haue ready, and fend her hetherward 
againe as ſoone as you may.

HEREAS the King's Moſt Excellent Majeſty hath been graciouſly plex- 

dd to erect andeſtabliſh us by his Letters- patents under the Great Seal of 
England, to be a Body Corporate, intitled, The Governour and Company of the 
Maſſachuſetts-Bay, in New-England ; and thereby hath endowed us with many large 


and ample Priviledges and Immunities, with Power to make good and wholeſome 


Laws, Orders, and Ordinances for the better Maintenance and Support of the faid 
Priviledges, and for the better and more orderly and regular Government to be ob- 
ſerved in the Proſecution and Propagation of our intended Voyages and the Planta- 
tion there; authoriſing us to nominate and appoint and ſelect fitt Perſons amongſt 


ourſelves tor the managing, ordering, and governing of our Affairs, both in Eng- 
land

ber docs not app ear to be written by the Perſons who wrote the Letter. 
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land and in the Places and granted unto us by Vertue of his Majeſ- 
ties ſaid Charter: We have in the Proſecution of the {aid Power and Authority 


given us, and in Conformity thereunto, and to the Purpoſe and Intent thereof, 


and not otherwiſe, thought fitt to ſettle and eſtabliſne an abſolute Government at 
our Plantation in the ſaid Maſſachuſetts-Bay, in New England, which by the Vote 


and Conſent of a full and ample Court now aſſembled, is thought fitt, and ordered 


as followeth, viz. 
That thirteen of ſuch as ſhall be reputed the moſt wiſe, honeſt, expert, and di- 


creet Perſons reſident upon the ſaid Plantation, ſhall from time to time, and at all 


times hereafter, have the ſole managing and ordering of the Government and our 
Affairs there, who, to the beſt of their Judgments, are to endeavour to fo ſettle the 
ſame as may make moſt to the Glory of God, the Furtherance and Advancement of 
this hopeful Plantation, the Comfort, Encouragement, and future Benefitt of us and 
others, the Beginners and Proſecutors of this fo laudable a Work: the ſaid thirteen 
Perſons ſo appointed to be entitled by the Name, of 'The Governour and Councill 
of London's Plantation in the Maſſachuſetts-Bay, in New England. . 
And having taken into due Conſideration the Merritt, Worth, and good Deſert 


of Capt. John Endicott, and others lately gone over from hence with Purpoſe to re- 


ſide and continue there; we have with full Conſent and Authority of this Court, 
and by Erection of Hands, choſen and elected the ſaid Capt. John Endicott to the 


Place of preſent Governour in our ſaid Plantation. 


Alſo by the ſame Power, and with the like full and free Conſent, we have choſen 
and elected Mr. Fra. Higgeſon, Mr. Samuel Skelton, Mr. Fra. Bright, Mr. John 


Brown, Mr. Samuel Brown, Mr. Thomas Greaves, and Mr. Samuel Sharp, theſe 
ſeven to be of the ſaid Councill, and do hereby give Power and Authority to the 
ſaid Governor, and thoſe ſeven, to make Choice of 3 others, ſuch as they, or the 
greater Number of them in their Diſcretions, ſhall eſteem and conceive moſt fitt there- 
. unto to be alſo of the ſaid Councell. And to the end that the former Planters there 


may have no juſt Occaſion of Exception as being excluded out of the Priviledges of 
the Company, this Court are content, and do order, by Erection of hands, that ſuch 
of the ſaid former Planters as are willing to live within the Limitts of our Plantation, 


ſhall be enabled, and are hereby authoriſed to make Choice of two ſuch as they 
ſhall think fitt, to ſupply and make up the Number of 12 of the ſaid Councill, one 
of which 12 is by the Governour and Council, or the major Part of them, to be 
choſen Deputy to the Governor for the Tyme being. Le 5 


And further, the Court doth authorize and give Power to the ſaid Governour 


and Council, or the major Part of them, (whereof the Governor, or Deputy, to be 


always one) to make Choice of a Secretary, and ſuch other ſubordinate Officers to 


attend them at rheir Courts, Meetings, or otherwiſe, as in their Diſcretion ſhall 
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ſcem meet and needfull : And to che end, that every one of the forenamed Officers, 
as well Governour, Deputy, and Council, as others who they ſhall think fitt to no- 
minate and chuſe, may be the more careful] in Performance of the Charge committed 
unto them; it is by this Court wong fit and ordered that each of them ſhall take 
an Oath proper to that Place he ſhall be elected and choſen to, which is to be admi- 
niſtred unto him or them att the Time of his or their Election or Admittance into 
the ſaid ſcverall Place or Places. IO 

And wee do hereby authorize to adminiſter unto the Governour 
the Oath to his Place appertaining. And, that the Governour having taken his 


_ Oath as aforcſaid, ſhall adminiſter the Oath to the Deputy appertaining to his Place. 


And, we do further hereby authorize the Governour or Deputy, or either of them, 
to adminiſter the Oath to the Reſt of the Council, and to all others the ſeverall Of- 
ficers reſpedtively; which laid Oaths are to be adminiſtred in a public Court, and 
not elſewhere. - 
It is further concluded on, and ordered by this Court, that the ſaid Governour, 
Deputy, and Council befurenamed, ſo choſen and eſtabliſhed in their ſeveral Places, 
ſhall continue and be confirmed therein for the Space of one whole Year, from and 
after the taking the Oath, or untill ſuch Time as this Court ſhall think firt to make 
Choice. of any others to ſucceed in the Place or Places of them or any of them. And 
if it ſhall pleaſe God that any of them, or any others to be hereafter choſen to any 


' Office there, ſhall depart this Life before the Expiratiun of the Time they were ſo 


choſen, or for any Miſdemeanour or Unfittneſs ſhall be held unmeet for the Place he 
was formerly choſen unto, that then the Governour, or Deputy and Council, or 
the greater Part of them, att an ample Court aſſembled, ſhall have Power, and here- 
by are authorized, not only to remove and diſplace ſuch unfitt Perſon or Perſons, but 
alſo ro nominate and chuſe a fitt Perſon or Perſons to ſucceed him or them ſo de- 
ceaſed, removed, or diſplaced as aforeſaid, into the faid Place or Places, for the 
Reſidue of the Time unexpired. 

And i it is further agreed on and ordered, that the Governor, for the Time being, 
Mall have Power, and is hereby authorized to call Courts and Meetings in Places 
and at Times convenient as to his Diſcretion ſhall ſeem meet; which Power is here- 
by alſo conferred upon the Deputy, in the Abſence of the ſaid Governor ; And the 
ſaid Governour or Deputy, together with the ſaid Council, being choſen and aſſembled 
as aforcſaid, and having taken their Oaths reſpectively to their ſeveral Places, they, 
or the greater Number of them, whereof the Governor or Deputie to be always 
one, are authoriſed by this Act, grounded on the Power derived from his Majeſties 
Charter, to make, ordain, and eſtabliſh all Manner of wholeſome and reaſonable 
Laws, Orders, Ordinances, and Conſtitutions, ſo as the ſame be no Way repug- 
nant or contrary to > the Laws of the Realm of England for the Adminiſtering of 


Juſtice

ders ; and for the Furtherance and propagating of the ſaid Plantation, and the more 
decent and orderly Goverment of the Inhabitants refident there. 


INDIAN DEED to WurtLwriGcurT, &c. 
[New-Hampſhire Records.] 


HEREAS We the the Sagamores of Penecook, Pentucket, Squamſquot, 

and Nuchawanack, are inclined to have the Engliſh Inhabitants amongeſt 

Us, as they are amongeſt our Countrymen in the Maſſachuſetts Bay, by which Means 
we hope in Time to be ſtrengthened againſt our Enemy the Tareteens, who yearly 
doth us Damage. Likewiſe being perſwaded that it will be for the Good of us and 
our Poſterity, &c. To that End have at a general Meeting at Squamſquott on Piſcat- 


taqua River, We the aforeſaid Sagamores, with a univerſal Conſent of our Subjects, 


do Covenant and agree with the Engliſh as followeth. Now all Men by theſe Pre- 
ſents, that We, Paſſaconawaye, Sagamore of Penecook, Runnaawitt, Sagamore of 


Pentuckit, Wahangnonawitt, Sagamore of Squamſquot, and Rowls, Sagamore of 
Nuchawanack, for a compleat Valuation in Goods, already received in Coats, Shirts, 


and Victuals, and alſo for the Conſiderations aforeſaid, do according to the Limits 
and Bounds hereafter granted, give, grant, bargain, ſell, releaſe, ratify, and con- 
firm unto John Wheelwright, of the Maſſachuſetts Bay, late of England, a Miniſter 
of the Goſpel, Auguſtine Story, Thomas Wite, William Wentworth, and Tho- 
mas Lovet, all of the Maſſachuſetts Bay, in New-England, to them, their Ieires 


_ and Afſigns for ever; all that Part of the Main Land bounded by the River of Piſ- 


cattaqua and the River of Meremak, that is to fay, to begin at Nuchawanack Falls 
in Piſcattaqua River aforeſaid, and ſo down ſaid River to the Sea, and fo alongſt 
the Sea Shore to Merramack River, and ſo up along ſaid River to the Falls at Pen- 
tuckit aforcſaid, and from ſaid Pentucket Falls upon a North Welt Line, twenty 
Engliſh Miles into the Woods, and from thence to run upon a ſtreight Line North 
Eaſt and South Weſt, till meet with the Main Rivers that runs down to Pentucket 

Falls and Nuchawanack Falls, and the ſaid Rivers to be the Bounds of the faid 
Lands, from the thwart Line or head Line to the aforeſaid Falls, and the Main Chan-

At a CourT of Ass1STANTS on Thurſday, 21ſt May, 1629. 


HE Court taking into due and mature Conſideration how neceſſary it will be 
1 that a Devident be forthwith made of ſome competent Quantity of Land in 
the London Plantation in New England, both for the preſent Accommodation of 
the People gone thither, as well to build them Houſes, as to incloſe and manure 
and feed their Cattle on, haue thought fitt, and ordered, that the Governor, Depu- 
ty, and Council there ſhall make a Dividend accordingly, and allott the ſame unto 
the ſeuerall Aduenturers and others, as followeth, viz. 

That 200 Acres of Land be by them allotted to each Aduenturer for 501. Ad- 
uenture in the common Stock, and fo after that Rate, and according to that Pro- 
portion, for more or leſs, as the Aduenture is, to the Intent they may build their 

Houſes and improve their Labours thereon. That every Adventurer in the common 

Stock, or his Servant for him, or on his Behalf, ſhall make Requeſt or Demand to 
the Governor, or Deputy and Council, to have a Proportion of Land allotted un- 

to him accordingly, and if within ten Days after ſuch Requeſt or Demand made, 
the ſame be not ſett out and allotted him, then ſuch Perſon or Perſons are by Ver- 
tue of this Act permitted and anthorized to ſeat him or themſelves, and build his 

or their Houſe or Houſes, and incloſe and manure Ground in any convenient Place 
or Places, not formerly built upon or manured ; Provided that the Land ſo made 
Choice of by any ſuch Perſon or Perſons do not —_} in Quantity the one-half of 
the Land which 1s to be allotted unto him or them by Dividend, according to this 
Order abovewritten; with Liberty alſo, when the firſt Devidend ſhall be made, to 
take his or their Allotment of Land as others do in lieu of this, if in the mean 
time the firſt Choice ſhall be diſliked by them, or any of them. 

And for further Explanation of this Act, it is thought fit that if the Plott of Ground

geather when you ſhall haue Veſlells fitting, or for ſetting any other Deſigne for- 
ward that may conduce to the Good of all Partyes, the Charge to bee borne indit- 
ferently by each Partye proportionably, wee leave to your Care and good D:tcre- 
cons, deſiring and hartely praying, that Loue and Vnitie may bee continued with- 
out any hartburninge: And as our Gouernor hath engaged himſelfe beyond all 
Expectacon in this Buſineſs, not only in his particuler, but by great Sommes diſburſed 
for the general, to ſupply the Wants thereof; toe our Deſire is, that you en- 
deavor to giue all Furtherance and freindly Accomodacon to his Agents and Ser— 


vants, not doubting but you ſhall fynde them likewiſe ready to accomodate the 


Company in what they may the Company ſtanding in Neede of your 
Help. : . 


The Cattle now and formerly ſent haue bin all provyded by the Gouernor, ex- 
cept 3 Mares that came out of Leiceſterſhire; but aſwell rhoſe, as all the reſt, are a- 


greed vpon to be ſhipt, the one-halfe at the Charge and vpon the Adventure of the 
generall Company, the other one-halfe for the Gouernor and his Partners ; and 
| becauſe all Occaſions ſhalbe avoyded of juſt Excepcons in their Deviſion, it is 
agreed, that the Deviſion ſhalbe made after the Arrival there, that ſoe whatſoever 
it ſhall pleaſe God to ſend thither in Safety, a Deviſion may bee then made thereof, 
by Lott, or in ſuch equall Manner as you the Gouernor there, and Mr. Sharpe, ſhall 
hold to be indifferent; and in caſe Mr. Samuell Sharpe ſhould bee ſick or abſent, 
the Gouernors Deſire is, that Henry Haughton ſupply his Place herein and in other 
his Occaſions there. . 

And as in our former, ſoe now againe wee eſpetially deſire you to take care that 
noe Tobacco bee planted by any of the new Planters vnder your Gouernment, vnleſs 
it bee ſome ſmall Quamtitie for meere Neceſſitie, and for Phiſick ſor Preſeruacon of 


| their Healths, and that the ſame bee taken privately by auntient Men and none o- 


ther ; and to make a generall Reſtraint thereof, as much as in you is, by perſwad- 
ing the old Planters to employ themſelues in other Buſineſs, according to our Ex- 
ample, and not to permit that any Tobacco bee laden chere vpon our Shipps. 

Since the aboue written wee haue vpon further Conſideracon reſolved, That the 
Charge of the fix Fiſhermen ſent over in the Lyon's Whelpe, and 3 more now ſent 
by our Governor, ſhould bee born, two-thirds by the generall Company, and one- 
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third by Mr. Cradock and Partners, the like for Salt and other Neceſſaryes for Fiſh- 
ing; in Conſideracon wherof, and for that they will haue a like Intereſt in the Shal- 
lops, our Defire is, that the Benefitt of their Labors both in Fiſhinge and otherwiſe 
(the Trade of Beavor excepted, in which if you vſe any of theſe Fiſhermen as Sea- 
men, you muſt recompence their Labors by other Men to ſupply their Place) bee 
equaliy devyded, two-thirds for the Vſe of the General Company, and one-third for 
our Goucruor, Mr. Cradock and Partners, proportionally, and for ſuch others as 
are to bee afliſting to theſe Men in the Fiſhing, you are to appoint two-thirds of 
them to bee of the General Companye's Scruants, and one-third of the Seruants of 
Mr. Cradock and his Parteners accordingly. 

The Charge of the Fraizht of theſe three Shipps, their Men, Victualls, &c. 
will itand Vs in about 2400ld. and their Fraight outward will nothing neere counter- 
vaile that Charge; wheretore wee pray you to eaſe it what you may by fending Vs 


| Returns in Fiſh or other Lading ; and wee deſire you to giue them all Expedicon, 


for otherwiſe their monthly Pay, being about 400lb. per Month for theſe three 


Shipps, will ſoone ſwallow vp the Gaines wee ſhall make of any Thinge they may 


brinz Home from thence. 

Wee haue now ſent by theſe 3 Shipps, 29 Waigh of Salt, viz. 11 Weigh in the 
May Flower, 15 in the Fower Siſters, and 3 Waigh in the Pilgrim, togeather with 
Lynes, Hookes, Knives, Bootes, and Barrells, neceſſary for Fiſhinge ; deſiring our 
Men may bee employed ether in Harbour, or vpon the Banke, to make vſe therof 
for lading our Shipps, wherin wee deſire you to conferr and aduiſe with Mr. 
Pierce, who hath formerly fiſhed there; and if you ſend the Shipps to fiſh at the 
Banck, and expect them not to returne again to the Plantacon, that then you ſend 
our Barke, that 1s already built in the Country, to bring back our Fiſhermen, and 
ſuch Proviſions as they had for Fiſhing, viz. of Salt, if any Remainder bee, as alſo 
of een Lynes, Knives, Bootes and Barrells, which to them will be of noe Vie, 

eir Fiſning being ended, but may be of Vſe to you vpon all Occaſions. 

And as wee haue hereby deſired, that a Store-houſe bee built for the Shipwrights

and their Peobiisus and an Inventory kept therof; ſoe wee deſire likewiſe that the 


ſame Courſe bee obſerned for the Fiſhermen, and an Inventory be duly kept of all 
the Prouiſions and Implements for Fiſhing, and a Coppy-therof to bee ſent vnto vs, 
and that fuch a caretull Perſon bee appointed to take Care and ' Charge therof, to 

preſerve the fame from Loſs and Spoyle, as you in your Diicrecons ſhall think fitt; 

which wee pray you to take into your eſpetiall Care and Conſideracon, and ſoe to 
order this and other Buſineſs, by diſtributing the Care therof to ſcueral Perſons, that 

the Burthen be not too heavy to any Particuler, and foe the Buſineſs itſelfe ſuffer, 

2nd this Care wee deſire may bee taken, for that wee know not how ſoone wee may 

reſolue of ſome other Deviſion.

Thomas Beard, a Shoomaker, and Iſack Rickman, being both recommended to

the ſame diſcharged: Wee defire alſo the ſaid Tho. Beard may have 50 Acres ol 
Land allotted to him as one that tranſports himſelfe at his owne Char: ge, but as well | 
for him as all others that ſhall have Land allotted to them in that Kinde, and are noe

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And as wee defire all ſnould line in ſome honeſt Calling and Profeſſion, foe wee 
pray you to be vnyartiall in the Adminiſtracon of Juſtice and endeavor that noe 
ian whatſoeyer, Freeman or Scruant to any, may have inſt Cauſe of Complaint 


herein; ; and for that it cannot be avoyded but Offences wilbe given, wee hartely pray

Wee pray you endeavor, though there be much ſtrong Waters ſent for Sale, 
yett ſoe to order it as that the Saluages may not for our Lucre Sake bee induced to 


the exceſſive Uſe, or rather Abuſe of it; and at any Hand take Care our People 
give noe ill Example; and if any ſhall exceede in that inordinate Kinde of Drinking 
as to become drunck, wee hope you will take Care his Puniſhment bee made exem- 
plary for all others; lett the Lawes be firſt publiſhed to forbidd theſe Diſorders, and 
all others you feare may growe vp, wherby they may not pretend Ignorance of the 


one, nor Priuiledg to offend, and then feare not to putt good Lawes, made vpon 


good Ground and warrant, in due Execucon. 
And ſoe recommending you and all your Affaires to the Proteccon of the Almighty,

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HIS INDE NTURE, made the Seventh Day of November, Anno Domini 
One Thouſand Six Hundred Twenty-Nine, and in the Fifth Year of the 
Reign of our Sovereign Lord, Charles, by the Grace of God, King of England, 
Scotland, France, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. Between the Preſident 
and Council of New-England, on the one Part, and Captain John Maſon, of Lon- 
don, Eſquire, on the other Party: WiTNEsSSETH, That whereas our late Sovereign 
Lord, of famous Memory, King James, for the making of a Plantation, and eſta- 
bliſhing of a Colony or Colonys, in the Country called or known by the Name of 
New-England, in America, did by his Highneſs's Letters-pattents, under the Great 
Seal of England, bearing Date at Weſtminſter, the Third Day of November, in the 
Eighteenth Year of his Reign, Give and Grant and Confirm unto the Right 
Honourable Lodiwick, Duke of Lenox, George, Marquiſs of Buckingham, James, 
Marquiſs Hamilton, Thomas, Earl of Arundel, Robert, Earl of Warwick, Sir 
Ferdinando Gorges, Knight, and divers others, whoſe Names are expreſſed in the 
ſaid Letters-pattents, their Heirs and Aſſigns, that they ſhall be one Body Politick .

Capite, or by Knights Service ; nevertheleſs with ſuch Exceptions, Reſervations, 
Limitations and Declarations, as in the ſaid Letters-pattents are at large expreſſed : 
Y1ELDING and paying unto our Sovereign Lord the King, his Heirs and Succeflors, 
the fifth Part of all the Oar of Gold and Silver, that from time to time, and at all times 
hereafter, ſhall be there gotten, had, and obtained, for all Services, Dutie:, and De- 
mands; and alſo yielding and paying unto the ſaid Preſident and Council, and their

King James, of bleſſed Memorie, in the Twentieth Teare of his Reigne, 
for the better Supportation and Reiglement of the Plantations within our Territories 
of New England in America, whereby amongſt diverſe other Things, the infuiterable 
Abuſes committed by divers interlopeing and irregular Merchants, and diſobedient 


* Fiſhermen and Marriners were prohibited, whoe, ſeeking only their preſent and

private Profitt, did trade with the Salvages of that Country, and to the greate Pre- 


jvdice and danger of our loveing Subjects the Planters there, did barter away to the 


Salvages, Swordes, Pikes, Muſketrs, Fowling Peeces, Match, Powder, Shott, and 
| other warlike Armes, Weapons, and Munition, and teach them the Uſe thereof, not 
onely to their own preſent Ruyne (divers of them having been ſlaughtered by the bar- 


barous People, with their own Weapons formerly ſouldby them) but alſoe to the greate 
Hazard of the Lives of the Engliſh already planted there, and to thè apparent De-

¶ [Maſſachuſetts Records.] 
A General Court holden at Boſton, May 9. 1632. 


T was generally agreed upon by Erection of Hands, that the Governour, Deputy 

Governour and Affſtants ſhould be choſen by the whole Court of Governour, 

Deputy Governor and Aſſiſtants, and Freemen, and that the Governour ſhall ha 
be choſen out of the Aſſiſtants. 


At a General Court holden at Beſton, May 14, 1634. 

IT is agreed that none but the General Court hath Power to chuſe and admit 
Freemen. | 

That none but the General Court hath Power to make and eſtabliſh Ta nor to 
elect and appoint Officers as Governour, Deputy Governour, Aſſiſtants, Treaſurer, 
Secretary, Captain, Lieutenants, Enſigns, or any of like Moment, or to remove 
ſuch upon Miſdemeanour, as alſo to ſett out the Dutyes and Powers of the fad 
Officers. 

That none but the Generall Court hath Nene to nk Money and Taxes, and to 
difpoſe of Lands, viz. to give and confirm Proprieties. 

It was further ordered, That the Conſtable of every Plantation ſhall upon Pre- 


cept received from the Secretary, give timely Notice to the Freemen of the Planta-

tion where he dwells, to ſend ſo many of their ſaid Members as the Precept ſhall di- 
rect, to attend upon publick Service. And it is agreed, that no 'Tryal ſhall paſs up- 
on any for Life, or Baniſhment, but by a Jury ſo ſummoned, or by the General 
Courr. 

It is likewiſe ordered, that there ſhall be four Generall Courts held yearly, and to 
be ſummoned by the Governour for the 'Fime being, and not to be diſſolved without 
the Conſent of the major Part of the Court.

T was 3 agreed upon by Erection of Hands, that the Governour, Deputy 
Governour and Aſſiſtants ſhould be choſen by the whole Court of Governour, 


Deputy Governor and Aſſiſtants, and Freemen, and that the Governour ſhall alwayes 
be choſen out of the Aſſiſtants, 


At a General Court Bolden at Boſton, May 14, 16 34. 
IT; is agreed that none but the General Court hath Power to chuſe and admit 
Freemen. 
That none but the General Court hath Power to make and eſtabliſh Laws, nor to 
elect and appoint Officers as Governour, Deputy Governour, Aſſiſtants, Treaſurer, 
Secretary, Captain, Lieutenants, Enſigns, or any of like Moment, or to remove 
ſuch upon Miſdemeanour, as alſo to ſett out the Dutyes and Powers of the ſaid 
Officers.

HEREAS an humble Petition of the Planters | in Virginia, was preſented 
to his Majeſty, in which they remonſtrate, that ſome Grants have lately 
been obtained, of a great Proportion of Lands and Territories within the Limits of 
the Colony there, being the Places of their Traffick, and ſo near the Places of their 
Habitations, as will give a general Diſheartening to the Planters, if they be divided 
into ſeveral Governments, and a Bar to that Trade which they have long ſince ex- 
erciſed towards their Supportation and Relief, under the Confidence of his Ma- 
jeſty's Royal and gracious Intentions towards them, as by the faid Petition more 
largely appeareth. Foraſmuch as his Majeſty was pleaſed on the Twelfth of May 
laſt to refer to the Board the Conſideration of this Petition; that upon the Advice 
and Report of their Lordſhips, ſuch Order might be taken as to his Majeſty's Wiſ- 
dom ſhould ſeem beſt; it was thereupon ordered, upon the Fourth of June laſt, 
that the Buſineſs ſhould be heard the ſecond Friday in this Term, which was the 
Twenty-eighth of the laſt Month, that all Parties intereſted ſhould then attend, which 
was accordingly performed; and their Lordſhips having heard the Cauſe, did then 
order, that the Lord Baltimore, being one of the Parties, and the Adventurers 
and Planters of Virginia aforeſaid, ſhould meet together between that Time and this 

Day, and accommodate their Controverſy in a friendly Manner, if it might be; and 
likewiſe fet down in Writing the Propoſitions made by either Party, with their ſeve- 
ral Anſwers, and Reaſons to be preſented to the Board this Day, which was likewiſe 
accordingly done. Now their Lordſhips having heard and maturely conſidered the 
ſaid Propoſitions, Anſwers, and Reaſons, and whatſoever elſe was al.ed ged on either 

Part, did think it fit to leave the Lord Baltimore to his Patent, and the other Partics 
to the Courſe of Law, according to their Deſire ; but for the provenping of further 


Uu Queſtions 
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Queſtions and Differences, their Lordſhips did alſo think fit and order, that Thing s 
ſtand as they do; the Planters on either Side ſhall have free Traſſick and Commerce 
each with the other, and that neither Part ſhall receive any fugitive Perſon belong- 
ing to the other, nor do any Act which may draw a War from the Natives upon 
either of them; and laſtly, that they ſhall fincerely entertain all good Correſpon- 

dence, and aſſiſt each other upon all Occaſions, in ſuch Manner as becometh 
Fellow- Subjects and Members of the ſame State.

Countries, Seas, Straights, Rivers, and Trades in Virginia, and other Parts of 
America, as yet undiſcovered, unfrequented, and not inhabited by any of our Sub- 
jets, nor actually in the Poſſeſſion of any Chriſtian Prince or State, to the great 
Benefit of Us, our Heires and Succeſſors, and of our Subjects, and hath further 
offered to make the ſaid Diſcoueries, without putting Us to any Charge: Know 
yee therefore, that Wee being graciouſly pleaſed to accept of the Endeavours of the 
laid Thomas Toung, and willing to further and aſſiſt him therein with our Power and 
Royal Authority, of our eſpecial Grace, certain Knowledge, and meer Motion, do 
by theſe Preſents, giue unto the ſaid Thomas Young, and ſuch Maſters, Marriners, 
Sailors, and others, as will affociate and conſort themſelues with him in that Voy- 
age, free Libertie and Licence, and full Power and Authority from Tyme to Tyme, 
and at all Tymes hereafter, under our Enſignes to diſcouer, find out, ſearch and 
view the Seas, Coaſts, Bays, Straights, Creeks, Riuers, and Paſſages in Virginia, 
and other Parts of America, and the Territories near unto them, or unto which they 
lead, andin at:y of our Dominions to prepare and make ready ſuch Ships, Barques,

and them to carry with them without Lett, Interruption, or Reſtraint of Us, our 
Heires and Succeſſors, any Law, Statute, Proclamation, Letters- patents, Charter, 
or proviſo to the contrary notwithſtanding ; and with their Ships and Veſſels to fail, 

paſs, and depart out of this our Realme, or any our Realms, or Dominions, or Ter- 
ritories, and in thoſe Ships or Veſſels to go unto, viſit, diſcouer, and frequent any 
Country, Region, Harbour, River, Straight, Creek, Bay, Port, Paſſage, or any 
other Place whatſoever in Virginia or America, which he the ſaid Thomas Y oung 
ſhall fee neceſſary or convenient to go unto for the diſcouery aforeſaid.

ouer, for the better Encouragement of the ſaid Thomas Young, of our more eſpecial 


Grace and meer Motion, Wee do further give and graunt unto the ſaid Thomas 
Young, and his Aſſignes, full Power and Authority to carry in the ſaid Ships, ſuch 
Goods, Merchandizes, and Commodities, as by the Laws of this Realme are not 
prohibited to be tranſported into foreign Parts, and to trade, traffique and merchan- 
dize with ſuch the People and Inhabitants of the Nations, Countries, Kingdoms, and 
Territories which he ſhall diſcouer, or with any other Nations in their paſſage to 


and fro, and in our Name and for our Uſe to take poſſeſſion of all ſuch Countries,

ſaid Countries, Ports and Places, and to expell, repell and reſiſt all thoſe that ſhall 
attempt to paſs into any of thoſe Regions, Countries, or Paſſages, to be diſcovered 
by the ſaid Thomas Young, as alſo to ſurpriſe all others with their Veſlells, Ships and 
Goods, who ſhall ſeek to inhabit or trade with the People of any of the faid Coun- 
tries or Nations, or to paſs into the ſame without the ſpeciall Leave, Licence, and 
Liking of the faid T homas Young, and that he and his Company may detain and keep 
Priſoners, and make lawfull prize of fuch Perſons and euery of them, with their 
Ships, Veſſels, and Goods. And Wee do further by theis preſents, for Us, and 
our Heires, give and grant, that all thoſe People which are, or ſhall be our Sub- 
jects born, and which ſhall inhabit, plant, or reſide in the ſaid Countries fo to be 


diſcovered, and their CRIED, and Offspring and Deſcent of them there born, ſhall

be of our Allegiance, and free Denizens of England: And Wee command all our 
Admiralls, Vice-Admiralls, Maiors, Sheriffs Juſtices of Peace, Bailiffs, Cnſtomers, 
Comptrollers, and all our Captains and Commanders, and all other our Officers, 


Miniſters, and Subjects whatſoever, in all our Kingdoms and Dominions, and in all 
our Towns, Ports and Countries whatſoeuer, that they ſhall be aiding and aſſiſting to 


the ſaid Thomas Young, his Heirs and Aſſigns, in whatſoeuer ſhall be needfull for the 


Furthering of his faid Voyage and Diſcoueries; and do require all the Gouernors of 


Provinces, and other Magiſtrates and Captains of all Provinces of our Alliance, to 


ſuffer the ſaid Thomas Young, and his Company to have free paſſage (they doing no 


Injury or Violence) through their Territories and Countries, without offering to any 
of them any Force, Injury, or Greiuance, as under our ſafe Conduct, and as they 
would ſhould be done to their Subjects.

F I ſhould commend my ſelf to you, you would reply with this Proverbe, Propria 
laus fordet in ore; but to leave impertinent Salutes, and really proceed, you 
ſhall hereby underſtand; that although when I was firſt ſent to England, to make 

Complaint againſt Ananias and the Brethren, I effected the Buſineſs but ſuperficially, 
(through the Brevity of Time) I have at this Time taken Deliberation, and brought 
the Matter to a better paſs: And it is thus brought about, that the King hath taken 
the Matter into his owne Hands. The Maſſachuſetts Patent by an Order of the 
Council was brought in View: The Priuiledges therein granted well ſcanned upon, 
and at the Council Board in Public, and in the preſence of Sir Richard Saltonſtall 
and the Reſt, it was declared (for manifold Abuſes therein diſcouered) to be uoyd:

ritory to be ſent over : The Commiſſion is paſt the Privy Seale; I did fee it, and the 
ſame was 1mo. of May ſent to my Lord Keeper to have it paſs the Great Seale for 
Confirmation, and I nowe ſtay to returne with the Gouernour, by whom all Com- 
plainants fhall haue Relief. So that now. Jonas being ſet aſhore, may ſafely cry,

Merit of the Fact, with condigne Puniſhment ; for coming into thoſe Parts, like 
Sampſon's Foxes with Firebrands at their. Tapes. the King and Council are really 
poſſeſſed of their prepoſterous Loyalty, and irregular proceedings, and are incenſed 
againſt them. And although they be ſo oppoſite the Catholic Axioms, yet they will 
be compelled to performe them, or at leaſt wiſe ſuffer them to be put in practice, to 
their Sorrow; in Matter of Reſtitution and Satisfaction, more than myſtically, it 
mult be performed viſibly, and in ſuch Sort as will be fubje& to the Senſes, in a uery | 
lively Image.

HEREAS it appeareth great numbers of his Majeſty's Subjects have been ; 
and are every Year tranſported into thoſe Parts of America which hath 

been granted by Patent to ſeveral Perſons, and there ſettled themſelves, ſome of 

them with their Families and whole Eſtates ; amongſt which numbers there are many 


idle and refractory Humours, whoſe only End is to live as much as they can with-

of a Subſidy Man, without an Atteſtation from a Juſtice of the Peace living near 
the Place where he dwelt laſt, or where he dwelt before if he have dwelt but a while 
there, that he hath taken the Oath of Supremacy and of Allegiance ; and the like 
Teſtimony from the Miniſter of the Pariſh of his Converſation, and Conformity to 
the Orders of Diſcipline of the Church of England. And we do in the like Man- 
ner pray and require your Lordſhips to return to us every half Year, a particular 
perfect Liſt of the Names and Qualities of all thoſe that have been in the mean Time 
imbarqued in rhe Ports aforeſaid, or the Members thereof, for any the Plantations 
beforementioned; and ſo we bid your Lordſhips heartily Fa REWELL.

HEN by the trauell and Dilligence of ſome Godly and zealous Preachers, and 


God's Bleſſing on their labours as in other places of the Land, foe in the north 


partes many become Inlightened by the word of God, and had their Ignorance and 
ſines diſcovered by the word of God's Grace, and began by his Grace to Reform 


theire lives and make Conſcience of their wayes, the worke of God was noe ſooner 


manifeſt in them, but preſently they were both ſcoffed and {corned by the prophane 
Multitude and the Minneſters vrged with the yoake of Subſcribtion, or elſe muſt be 


filenced, and the poor people were ſoe vexed with apparrators and Purſuants and the C 
Comiſſion courts as truly theire affliction was not ſmale; which notwithſtanding they 


bare ſundry years with much patience vntill they were occationed by the continewance 
and Increaſe of theſe troubles and other meanes which the Lord raiſed vp in thoſe 
Days, to ſee further into thinges by the Light of the word of God, how not onely 


thoſe baſe beggerly Ceremonies were vnlawfull, but alſoe that the lordly tiranous 7 
power of the Prelates ought not to be ſubmitted to, which thoſe Contrary to the 


Freedome of the Goſpell would load and burthen mens Conſiences with, and by theire 
Compulſiue power make a prophane mixture of perſons and thinges in the worſhip of 
God; and that theire offices and Callings Courts, and Cannons, &c. were vnlawfull and 
antichriſtian being ſuch as have noe warrant in the word of God, but the ſame that 
were vſed in Popery and ſtill Retained ; of which a Ramone Auther thus writeth in 
his Dutch Comentaryes. 

& Att the Comeing of Kinge James out of Scotland i into England, the new Kinge 
| (faith he) found there eſtabliſhed the Reformed Religion; according to the Re- 


formed Religion of Kinge Edwardthe ſixt, retaining or keeping {till the ſperituall ſtate of 


the biſhopes, &c. after the old manor, mvch varying and Differing from the Reformed 
Churches of Scotland, France, and the Netherlands, Embden, Geneva, &c. whoſe 


Reformation is Cutt or ſhapen much nearer the firſt Churches : as It was vied in the 


Apoſtles times.“

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Soe many therefore of theſe proffeſſors as ſaw the euill of they thinges, in theſe yles, 
and whoſe hearts the Lord had touched with heauenly Zeale for his Truth, they 
ſhooke of this yoake of Antichriſtian Bondage, and as the Lord's Free people Joyned 
themſelues (by a Covenant of the Lord) into a Church eſtat in the Fellowſhip of 
the Goſpel], to walke in all his wayes made knowne or to be made knowne vnto them, 
according to theire beſt endeauors whatſoever it ſhould coſt them, and that it coſt 
them much paines, trouble, ſorrow, affliction, and perſecution and expence of theire 
eſtates, & c. this enſueing hiſtory will declare. | | 

Theſe people became two diſtin& bodyes or Chavehes: in Regard of 4 of 
place, and did Congregate Severally, for they were of ſeverall townes and villages; 
ſome in Nottinghamfheire, ſome in Lankiſheire, and ſome of Vorkſheire where they 


| bordered neareſt together: In the one of theſe Churches beſides others of note was 


Mr John Smith, a man of able Giftes and a Good preacher, whoe afterwards was 
choſen theire Paſtour ; but theſe afterwards falling into ſome errours in the low _ 
Countreyes, there for the moſt parte buryed themſelues and theire names. 

But in this other Church, which mult be the ſubje& of our Diſcourſe, beſides FOO 
worthy men was Mr. Richard Clifton, a Grave and reverend Preacher, whoe by his 
paines and Dilligence had done much Good, and vnder God had bin a meanes of the 


Converſion of many; and alſoe that famous and worthy man Mr. John Robinſon, 
 whoe afterwards was theire Paſtour for many yeers vntill the Lord tooke him away by 


Death; and alſoe Mr. Willam Brewſter, a Reverend Man, afterwards was choſen an 
Elder of the Church, and lived with them vntill old age and Death. 
Butt after theſe thinges they Could not longe Continew in any peaceable manor, 
but were hunted, Preſented on every fide, foe as theire former Afflictions were but as 
Molehills ro Mountaines in Compariſon to theſe which now came upon them ; for 
ſome were taken and Claped vp in priſons, others had theire houſes beſett and watched 
night and day, and hardly eſcaped theire hands, and the molt were faine to fly and leaue 
theire houſes and habitations, and the meanes of theire livelihood; yett theſe and 


many other ſharper thinges which afterward befell them were noe other then they 


looked for; therefore were the better prepared to beare them by the Aſſiſtance of God's 


Grace and Speritt ; yett ſeeing themſelves thus moleſted, and that theire was noe 


hope of theire continewance theire, by a joynt Conſent they Reſolved to Goe into 
the low Countryes ; where they heard was Freedome of Religion for all men; as 
alſoe how ſundry from London and other partes of the ſame that, had bine exiled and 
perſecuted for the fame cauſe and were Gon thither and lived att Amſterdam and 
in other places of the land: | 

Soe after they had Continewed together about a yeer, and kept theire meet inges 
every Sabbath in one place or other, exerciſing the worſhip of God amongſt them 


clves Ls all the dilligence and malice of their adverſaries, they ſeeing 
they

they could noe Longer Continew in that Condition, they Reſolved to Gett over into 
Holland as they could, which was in the yeer 1607 and 1608: of which more in that 
which followeth. |

Of theire Departure into Holland and theire troubles therabout, with ſome of the 


many at N "oY found and mett withall. 


CH APT. IL. 


Being thus conſtrained to leave theire native Country, theire lands and liveings, 
and all theire frinds and familliar acquaintance, it was much and thought marveilous 
by many: But to Goe into a Country they knew not, (but by hearſay) where they 
muſt learne a new language, and Gett their liveings they knew not how, it being a 
Deare place and ſubject to the of warr, it was by many thought an adventure 
almoſt Deſparate, a Caſe Intollerable, and a miſſery worſe then Death, eſpecially 
ſeing they were not acquainted with Trades nor Traffick, by which the Country 
doeth ſubſiſt, but had onely bin vſed to a plaine Country Life, and the inocent trade 
of Huſbandry : But theſe things did not diſmay them, (although they did ſometims 
trouble them) for theire deſire were ſett on the wayes of God and to enjoy his Or- 
dinances, but they reſted on his Providence and knew whom they had believed; yett 
this was not all, for allthough they could not ſtay, yett were they not ſuffered to 
Goe, but the Ports and Havens were ſhutt againſt them ; ſoe as they were faine to 
ſeek ſecrett meanes of conveyance, and to fee the Marriners and give extreordinary 
Rates for theire Paſſages ; and yett were they often times betrayed many of them, 
and both they and theire Goods intercepted and ſurprized, and thereby put to great 
trouble and charge, of which I will give an inſtance or two and omitt the reſt : 

There was a great Companie of them purpoſed to gett Paſſage att Boſton in Lin- 
kenſheire, and for that end had hiered a Shipp wholly to themſelves, and made agree- 
ment with the Maſter to be reddy att a certaine Day, and take them and theire Goods 
in at a convenient Place, where they accordingly would all attend in reddineſs : ſoe 
after long waitinge and large expences, though hee kept not the Day with them yett 
hee came att length and tooke them in the Ni ght, and when hee had them and theire 
Goods aboard, hee betrayed them, having before hand comploted with the Serchers 
and other Officers ſoe to doe, whoe took them and putt them into open Boates, and 
there rifelled and ranſacked them, ſearching them to theire Shirts for Mony, yea 
even the Weomen further than became modeſty; and carryed them backe into the 
Towne, and made them a ſpectacle and wonderment to the Multitude which came 
LING on al ſydes to behold them; Eg thus by the Catchpoles Officers rifled, and 
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ſtriped of theire Mony, bookes, and much other Goods, they were preſented to the Ma- 


jeſtrates, and Meſſengers ſent to informe the Lords of the Counſell of them, and ſee 


they were comitted to ward. Indeed the Majeſtrates vſed them curtuouſſy, and 
ſhewed them what favour they could, but could not deliver them, vntill order came 
from the Counſell Table ; but the ifſue was, that after a month Impriſonment the 
greateſt parte were diſmiſſed and ſent to the Place from whence they came; but 
ſome of the principall were {till kept in Priſon and bound over to the Aſſiſes. 

The next Spring after, there was another attempt made by ſome of thefe and 
others to gett over att another Place, and it foe fell out that they lited of a 
Dutchman att Hull, haveing a Shipp of his owne belonging to Zealand, they made 
agreement with him, and acquainted him with their Condition ; hopeing to find 


more faithfullneſs in him than in the former of theire owne Nation: Hee bad them 


not feare, for hee would doe welenough ; he was by appointment to take them in be- 
tween Grimſby and Hull, where was a large Comon, a goodway diſtant from anye 
towne: Now againſt the prefixed time, the weomen and children with the goods 


were ſent to the place in a ſmall barque which they had hiered to that end, and the 
men were to meet them by land, but it foe fell out that they were there a day before 


the ſhipp came, and the ſea being rough, and the weomen very ſick, prevailed with 
the ſeamen to put into a Creek hard by where they lay on Ground att low water, 
The next morning the ſhipp came, but they were faſt and could not ſtir vntill about 
noone: In the mean time the Shipp Maſter perſeiving how the Water was, ſent 
his boate to be getting the Men aboard whome he ſawe walking about the ſhore; 
but after the firſt boate full was gott aboard, and ſhee was reddy to goe for more, 
the Maſter eſpyed a great Companie, both horſe and foot, with bills and guns and 


other weapons, for the Country was raiſed to take them; the Dutchman ſeeing 


that, ſwore his Countryes oath, (Sacrament) and having the wind faire, wayed his 
ancre, hoyſed ſayles, and away; but the poor men which were gott on board were 
in great diſtreſſe for theire wives and children, which they ſaw thus to be taken and 
were left deſtitute of their healpes, and themſelves alſoe not having a cloth to ſhift 
them with more than they had on theire backes, and ſome ſcarce a peny about 
them, all they had being on board the Barke; it drew tears from theire eyes, and 
any thinge they had they would have given to have bin on ſhore againe, but all in 
vaine, there was noe remedy they muſt thus ſadly parte; and afterwards indured 2 
fearfull ſtorme att Sea, being forteen dayes or more before they arived att theire 


Port; in ſeaven wherof they neither ſaw Sun, Moon nor Starrs; and were driven to 


the Coaſt of Norway, the Marrinors themſelves often deſparing of life; and once, 
with ſhrikes and cryes, gave over all as if the Shipp had bine foundered in the Sea, 
they ſinking without recovery; but when mans hope and healp wholly fayled the 
Lord's power and mercye appeered for theire recovery, for the Shipp roſe againe, 

] and.

and gave the Marrinors corrage againe to manage her; and if modeſty would fuſter 
mee, I might declare with what fervent prayers they cryed vnto the Lord in this 
great diſtreſſe, eſpecially ſome of them, even without any great deſtraction when the 
waters ran into theire very ears and mouthes; and the Marrinors cryed out wee 
ſinke, wee ſink; they cryed, if not with miraculous, yett with a great hight of Divine 
faith, © Yett Lord thou canſt fave, yett Lord thou canſt fave ;"' with ſuch other 
expreſſions as I will forbeare; upon which the Shipp did not only recover, but 
ſhortly after the violence of the ſtorme began to abate; and the Lord filled theire 
alllicted Minds with ſuch Comforts as every one can not vnderſtand, and in the end 
brought them to their deſired Haven, where the people came flocking, admiring theire 
Deliverance ; the ſtorme haveing bin ſoe longe and ſore, in which much hurt had 
bin don, as the Maſter's frinds had related vnto him in theire Congratulations. 


But to returne to the others where wee left; the reſt of the men that were in 


the greateſt danger made ſhift to eſcape away before the troope could ſurprize 
them, thoſe onely ſtaying that beſt might, ito be aſſiſtant to the weomen ; but pit- 
tifull it was to ſee the heavy caſe of theſe poor weomen in this diſtreſſe! What weep- 
ing and crying on every ſyde ; ſome for theire huſbands that were carryed away in 
the ſhip, a s it was before related ; others not knowing what ſhould become of them 
and theire little ones; others, melted in teares, ſeeing theire poor litle ones hang- 
ing about them, crying for feare and | with cold; being thus apprehend- 


ed, they were hurryed from one place to another, and from one Juſtice to another, 
vntill in the end they knew not what to do with them: for to impriſon ſoe many 


weomen and inocent children, for noe other cauſe, many of them, but that they muit 
goe with rheire huſbands ſeemed to be vnreaſonable, and all would cry out of them, 
and to fend them home againe was as difficult, for they alledged (as the truth was) they 
had noe homes to go to, for they had ſold or otherwiſe diſpoſed of theire houſes and 


liveings ; to be ſhort, after they had bin thus tormoyled a good while, and conveyed 
from one Conſtable to another, they were glad to be rid of them in the end vpon 
any tearms, for all were wearied and tired with them, tho in the mean time rhe Poor 
toules indewred miſery enough, and thus in the end neceſſitie forced a way for them. 
But that I be not tedious in theſe thinges I will omitt the reſt, although I might 
relate many other notable paſſages and troubles which they indured, and vnderwent 
in theſe theire wanderings and trauells both at Land and Sea: But I haſt to other 
thinges, yett I may not omitt the fruite that came heerby; for by theſe ſoe publicke 
troubles in foe many eminent places, theire Cauſe became famous, and occarioned 
many to look tato the ſame ; and theire Godly Carryage and Chriſtian Behavior was 
ſuch as left a deep impreſſion in the minds of many ; and tho ſome few ſhrunke atr 


thoſe firſt Conflictes and ſharp beginings (as it was noe marvell) yett m: 
on with freſh Currage, and greatly anymated others ; and in the end, n 
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all theſe ſtormes of oppoſition, they all gott over att length, ſome att one time and 
ſome att another, and mett together againe according to theire Deſires, with noe 
ſmale Rejoyceings.

Of theire ſettleing in Holland, and theire Manor of Liveing and Entertainment there. 


Being now come into the Lowcountryes they ſaw many goodly and fortifyed 


cittyes, ſtrongly waled, and guarded with troopes of armed men: Aloe, they heard 


a ſtrange and vncouth language, and beheld the different manors and cuſtomes of 
the people, with theire ſtrange faſſions and attires ; all ſoe farr diffiring from that of 
theire plaine countrye villages wherin they were bread and borne and had ſoe long 
lived, as it ſeemed they were come into a new world : But thoſe were not the thinges 
they much looked on or long took vp theire thoughts, for they had other worke in 
hand, and another kind of warr to wage and maintaine. For, though they ſaw fair 
and beautifull cittyes, flowing with abundance of all ſorts of wealth and riches, yett 
it was not longe before the grime and griſeled fate of poverty coming on them like 
an armed man, with whom they muſt buckle and incounter, and from whom they 
could not fly; but they were armed with faith and patience againſt him and all his 
encounters ; and though they were ſometimes foyled, yett by God's aſliſtance they 


prevaild and and gott the victory. Now when Mr. Robinſon, Mr. Brewſter, and 


other principall members were come over, for they were of the laſt, and ſtayed to 
healp the weakeſt over before them, ſuch thinges were thought on as were neceſſa- 


rie for theire ſettleing and beſt ordering of the Church affaires; and when they had 


lived att Amſterdam about a yeer, Mr. Robinſon, theire Paſtour, and ſome others of 
beſt deſerning, ſeeing how Mr. John Smith and his Companie was alreddy fallen 
into Contenſion with the Church that was there before them, and noe meanes they 
could vie would doe any good to cure the ſame ; and alſoe that the Flames of Conten- 
ſion were like to breake out in that antient Church. 4 it ſelfe, as afterwards lamentably i 
came to paſſe; which thinges they prudently foreſeeing, thought itt was beſt to re- 
move before they were any way engaged with the ſame, though they well knew it 
would bee much to the prejudice of theire outward eſtate, both at preſent, and in 
likelyhood in the future, as indeed it proved to bee: For theſe and ſome other reaſons 
they removed to Leyden, a fayer and beautifull citty, and of a ſweet ſituation, but 
made more famous by the vnivercety wherwith it is adorned, in which of late had it 
been by ſoe many learned men; but wanting that trafficke by ſea which Amſterdam 
injoyed, it was not ſo benefitiall for theire outward means of liveing and eſtates; but 


being now heer pitched, they fell to ſuch trades and imployments as they beſt could; 
vallueing 
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vallueing peace and their ſperituall Comfort above any other riches whatſoever; and 
att length they came to raiſe a competent and comfortable Liveing ; and with hard 
and continuali labour, being thus ſettled after many Difficulties, they continued ma- 
ny yeers in a comfortable condition, injoying much ſweet and delightfull ſociety 
and ſperituall Comfort together, in the wayes of God, vnder the able Minneſtry and 
prudent Government of Mr. John Robinſon, and Mr. William Brewſter, who was 
an Aſſiſtant vnto him in the place of an Elder, vnto which hee was now called and 
choſen by the Church, ſoe as they grew in knowlidge and other gifts and graces of 
the ſperitt of God, and lived together in peace, and love, and holineſs ; and many 
came vnto them from divers partes of England, foe as they grew a great Congrega- 
tion: And, if att any time any differences did ariſe, or offences broke out, as it can- 
not be but that ſometimes there will, even amongſt the beſt of men, they were e- 
ver ſoe mett with and nipt in the head betimes, or otherwiſe ſoe well compoſed, as 
| ſtill love, peace, and comunion was continewed, or elſe the Church purged of thoſe 
that were incurable and incorrigable, when after much Patience vſed, no other 
meanes would ſerve, which ſeldome comes to paſſe: Vee, ſuch was the mutuall love 
and reſiprocall Reſpect, that this worthy man had to his Flocke, and his Flocke to 
him, that it might be ſaid of them as it once was of that famous emperour Marcus 
Aurelius and the people of Rome, “ that it was hard to judge whether hee deligh- 
ed more in haveing ſuch a people, or they in haveing ſuch a paſtour.”” His love was 
great towards them, and his care was alwaies bent for theire beſt good, both for ſoul 
and body: For, beſides his ſingular abillities in divine thinges, wherein hee excelled, 
hee was able alſoe to give direccion in civill affaires, and to foreſee dangers and in- 
conveniences, by which meanes hee was very healpfull to theire outward eſtates, and 


ſoe was every way as a comon father vnto them; and none did more offend him 


than thoſe that were cloſe and cleaveing to themſelves, and retired from the comon 
good; as alſoe ſuch as would be ſtiffe and ridged in matters of outward order, and 


invay againſt the euills of others, and yett be remiſe in themſelves, and not ſoe care- 
full to expreſſe a vertuous converſation. 


deſerve. And although they eſteemed him highly whiles he lived and laboured a- 
mongſt them, yett much more after his death, when they came to feel the want of 
his healp; and ſaw, by woefull experience, what a Treaſure they had loſt, to the 
Greife of theire harts and wounding of theire ſoules : Yee, ſuch a loſſe as they ſaw 
could not be repaired, for it was hard for them to find ſuch another leader and feed- 
er in all reſpects, as the Taborites to find another Ziſka ; and although they did not 
call themſelves orphanes, as the other did after his den yett they had cauſe as 
much to lament in another regard theire preſent condition and after vſage. But to 


returne. I know not but it may be ſpoken to the honor of God, and without preju- 
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They in like manor had ever a reverent 
regard vato him, and had him in precious eſtemation, as his worth and wiſdome did 
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dice to any, that ſuch was the humble zeale and fervent love of this people (whiles 
they thus lived together) towards God and his wayes, and the ſingle hartednes and 
ſenſeer affection one towards another, that they came as neare the primitive pat- 
teren of the firſt Churches as any other Church of theſe latter times haue don, ac- 
cording to theire rank ald qualitie. But ſeeing it is not my purpoſe to treat of the 
ſeverall paſſages that befell this people whiles they thus lived in the Low Countryes, 
which might worthyly require a large treatiſe of it ſelfe; but to manifeſt ſomthing of 
theire begining and after progreſſe in New England, which I principally ſcope and aime 
att; yett, becauſe ſome of theire adverſaries did, vpon the rumours of theire removeall, 
caſt out ſlanders againſt them, as if that ſtate had bine weary of them, and had rather 
driven them out, as the Heathen hiſtories did faime of Moſes and the Iſraellites when 
they went out of Egipt, then it was theire owne free choice and motion, I will 
therefore mention a particular or two to ſhew the contrary, and the good acceptation 
they had in the place: And firſt, although itt was low with many of them, yett theire 
word would be taken amongſt the Duchs when they wanted mony, becauſe they 
had found by experience how careiull they were to keep theire word; and ſaw them 
ſoe painefull and dilligent in theire Callings, that they ſtrove to gett theire cuſtomes, 
and to imploy them above others in theire work for theire honeſty and dilligence. 
Again, the Majeſtrates of the Cittey, about the time of theire coming away, or a 
little before, in the public place of Juſtice, gave this comendable teſtimony of them in 
_ reproffe of the Walloones, who were of the French Church in the Cyttey; theſe 
Engliſh, (ſaid they) have lived amongſt vs now this twelve years, and yett wee never 


had any ſuite or accuſation came againſt them; but youer ſtriffes and quarrells 
are continuall, &c.

Shewing the Reaſons and Cauſes of theire Removall. 


After they had lined in this Citty about eleeven or twelve yeers, which is the more 
obſervable, being the whole time of that famous truce between that State and the 
Spainiards; and ſundry of them were taken away by death, and many others began 
to bee well ſtricken in yeers ,the grave miſtris, experience, having taught them many 
things; theſe prudent Governors, with ſundry of the ſageſt Members began both 
deeply to apprehend theire preſent danger, and wiſly to fore ſee the future, and think 
of timly remedy ; in the agitation of theire thoughts, and much diſcourſe of particu- 
Jars heerabout, they began to encline to this concluſion of removall to ſome other 
place, not out of any new fangledneſs, or other ſuch like giddy humer, by which 
men 
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men are many times tranſported to theire great hurt and danger, but for ſundr y 
waighty and ſollid reaſons, the chiefe of which I will heer refight and briefly touch; 
and firſt, they found and ſaw by experience, the hardneſs of the place and country 
to be ſuch that few in compariſon would come to them, and fewer that would bide it 
out and continue with them; for many that came to them, and many more that 
deſired to be with them, could not indure the great labour and hard fare with other 
inconveniencyes which they underwent and were contented with; but though they 
loved theire perſons and approved theire cauſe, and honored theire ſuiterings, yett 

they left them as it were weeping, as Orpha did her Mother in Law Naomy ; or 
as thoſe Romans did Catoe in Vtica, whoe deſired to be excuſed and borne with, 
though they could not all be Catoes. For many, though they deſired to enjoy the 
ordinances of God in theire purity, and the libertie of rhe Goſpell with them, yett 
alas, they admitted of Bondage, with danger of conſcience, rather then to endure theſe 


| hardſhips, yee ſome prefered and choſe Priſons in England, rather then this libertie 


in Holland, with theſe afflictions; but it was thought, that if a beter, and eaſier place of 
liveing could be had, it would draw many and take away theſe diſcouragements ; yee 
theire Paſtour would often ſay, that many of thoſe that both write and preached | 
now againſt them, if they were in a place where they might have libertie and live 
comfortably, they would then practiſe as they did. 

2. They ſaw that although the People generally bare all theire difficulties very 
chearfully, and with a reſolute currage, being in the beſt of theire ſtrength, yert 
old age began to come on ſome of them; and theire great and continewall labour, 
with other crofles and ſorrowes, haſtened it before the time; ſoe as it was not onely 
probably thought, but apparently ſeen, that within a few yeers more they were in 

danger to ſcatter by neſſeſitie preſſing them, or fink vnder theire burdens, or both; 
and therefore, according to the Divine Proverb, That a wiſe man ſeeth the Plague 
when it cometh and hy och himſelt, Proverbs 22. 3. Soe they like jkilfull and bea- 
ten Souldiers, were fearfull either to be intrapped or ſurrounded by theire enemies, 
ſoc as they ſhould neither be able to fight nor fly; and therefore thought it better 
to diſlodge betimes to ſome place of better advantage and leſſe danger, if any could 
be found. 

3. The neſſeſitie was a Taſk Maſter over them, ſoe they were forced to be ſuch, 


not onely to theire Servants, but in a ſort to theire deareſt Children; the which as it 


did a little wound the tender harts of many a loveing Father and Mother, foe it pro- 
duced alſoe many ſad and ſorrowfull effects; for many of theire Children, that were of 
beſt diſpoſitions and graciouſe inclinations, haveing learned to bearethe yoak in theire 
youth, and willing to beare part of theire parents burthen, were oftentimes ſoe op- 
preſſed with theire heavy labours, that although theire minds were free and willing, 
yett theire bodyes bowed vnder the waight of the ſame, and became decrepid in 
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theire carly youth, the vigour of nature being conſumed in the very bud as it were; 
but that which was more lamentable, and of all ſorrows moſt heavy to be bourne, 
was that many of theire Children by theſe occations and the great lyſenciouſneſs of 
youth in the Country, and the manyfold temptations of the place, were drawne 
away by euill examples, vnto extravigant and dangerouſe courſes, getting the raines 
on theire neckes, and departing from theire Parents; ſome became Souldiers, others 
tooke vpon them farr voyages by Sea, and other ſome worſe courſes tending to 


deſoluteneſs, and the danger of theire Soules, to the great greife of theire Parents, 
and diſhonor of God, foe that they ſaw theire poſteritie would be in danger to de- 


generate and be corrupted. 
Laſtly, and which was not the leaſt, a great hope and inward zeale they had of 
laying ſome good foundation, or att leaſt to make ſome way theirunto, for the pro- 


pagateing and advanceing the Goſpell of the Kingdom of Chriſt in thoſe remote 


partes of the world, yee though they ſhould be but as ſtepping ſtones vnto others, 
for performing of ſoe great a work. 

Theſe and ſome other like reaſons moved them to 3 this reſolution of 
theire removall, the which they aiterwards procecured with foe great difficulties as 
by the ſequel] will appeer. 


The place they had thoughts on, were ſome of thoſe vnpeopled Countryes of 


America, which are fruitfull and fitt for habitation, being devoid of all civill inha- 
bitants, where ther are onely ſalvage and brutiſh people, which range vp and 


downe little otherwiſe than the wild beaſts ; this propoſition being made publick, 
and coming to the ſcaning of all, it raiſed many variable oppinions amongſt men, 


and cauſed many feares and doubts amongſt themſelves ; ſome from theire reaſons 


and hopes conceived, laboured to ſtir vp and incurrage the reſt to vndertake and 
proſecute the ſame ; others againe out of theire fears objected againſt it, and ſought 
to divert from it, alledging many thinges, and thoſe neither vnreaſonable nor vnpro- 


| bable; as that it was a great deſigne and ſubject to many inconceivable perells and 
dangers, as beſides the cauſalties of the Seas, (which none can be freed from) the 


length of the voyage was ſuch as the weake bodyes of men and woemen, and 
ſuch other perſons worne out with age and traivill (as many of them were) could 
never be able to endure; and yett if they ſhould, the miſeryes of the land which 
they ſhould be expoſed vnto, would be too hard to be bourn, and likely ſome or all 
of them to conſume and vtterly to ruinate them; for theire they ſhould be lyable 
to famine and nakedneſs, and the want in a manner of all thinges ; the changing of 
the aire, diett, and drinking of water would infe& theire bodyes with ſore fick- 
neſſes, and all thoſe which ſhould eſcape or ouercome theſe difficulties, ſhould yett 
be in continewall danger of the Salvage People, who are cruell, barberrous and 
treacherous, being moſt furious in theire rage and mercyles wher they overcome, 

not 
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not being content onely to kill and take away life, but delight to torment men in 
moſt bloody manor that may be; flaying men alive with the ſhells of Fiſhes, cut- 
ting of the joynts and members of others by peece meales , and broyling them on 
the Coles ; and cauling men to the Collopps of theire fleeſh in theire fight whiles 
they live; with other crewelties horrible to be related; and ſurely it could not 
be thought but the hearing of theſe thinges, could not but move the bowells of 
men to grate within them, and make the weake to quake and tremble., It was 
further obje&ed, that it would require greater ſumes of mony to furniſh ſach a 
voiage, and to fitt them with neſſeſaries then theire eſtates would amount to; and yett 
they mult all as well look to be ſeconded with ſupplyes as preſently to be tranſported; 
alſoe the like preſedents of ill ſucceſſe, and lamentable miſeryes befallen others in 
the like deſigns were eaſy to be found and not forgotten to be alledged, beſides 
theire owne experience in theire former troubles and hardſhips, in theire removall 
into Holland, and how hard a thinge it was for them to hve in that ſtrange place; 
although it was a Naighbour Country, and a civill and rich Comonwealth. 

It was anſwared that all great and honorable actions were accompanied with 
great difficulties, and muſt be both enterpriſed and overcome with anſwarable 
Corrages: It was granted the dangers were great, but not deſparate, and the diffi- 
culties were many, but not invincible, for although there were many of them likely, 
yett they were not certaine; it might be that ſome of the thinges feared might never 
befall them; others by Providence, care, and the vie of good meanes, might in a 
great 8 be prevented, and all of them, through the help of God, by fortitude | 
and parience might either be borne or overcome; true it was, that ſuch attempts 
were not to be made and vndertaken but vpon good ground and reaſon, not raſhly 
or lightly as many have don for curioſſety or hope of gain, &c. But theire condition 
was not ordinary; theire ends were good and honorable, theire calling lawfull and 
Vigent ; and therefore they might expect a bleſſing of God in their proceeding, yee 
although they ſhould looſe theire lives in this action, yett they might have comfort in 
the ſame ; and theire endeavours would be honorable : They lived here but 
as men in exile and in a poor condition ; and as great miferyes might poſſibly befall 
them in this place, for the twelve yeers of truce were now out, and there was no- 
thing but beating of drumms, and preparing for war, the euents wherof are alwaies 
vncertaine ; the Spainiard might prove as Crewell as the Saluages of America, 
and the famine and peſtilence as ſore heer as theire, and libertie leſſe to looke out for 
remedy after; many other particular thinges anſwared and alledged on both ſydes, it 


was fully concluded by the major part, to put this debane 1 in execution, and proſecute 
it by the beſt meanes they could.

Shewing what meanes they vſed for preparation to this waighty Voyage. 


And firſt, after theire humble Prayers vnto God for his direction and aſſiſtance, 
and a generall conference held thereabouts, they conſulted what particular place 
to pitch vpon, and prepare for; ſome, and none of tae meaneſt, had thoughts, 
and were earneſt for Goyanna or ſome of thoſe fertile places in thoſe hott Clymetts, 
others were for ſome yles of Virginnia, where the Engliſh had already made en- 
terance and beginning; thoſe for Goyanna alledged, that the Country was rich, 
fruitfull, and bleſſed with perpetuall Springe, a floriſhing Greenes ; wher vigorous 
nature brought forth all thinges in abundance and plentey, without any great labour 
or ate of Man, ſoe as it muſt needs make the Inhabitants rich, ſeeing leſſe pro- 
viſion of Clothing and other thinges would ſcrue them, then in more colder and leſſe 
fruitfull Countryes muſt be had, as alſoe that the Spainyards having much more 
then they could poſſeſſe, d not yett planted there, nor any where very neare the 
ſame. 

But to this it was anſwared, chat out of queſtion, the Country v was both fruitfull 
and pleaſant, and might yeild riches and maintenance to the poſſeſſors more ezely 
then to others, yett other thinges conſidered, it would not be ſoe fitt ; and firſt that 
ſuch hott Countryes are ſubject to grecuious diſeaſes and many noyſom impediments 
which other more temporate places are free from, and would not ſoe well agree 
with our Engliſh bodyes ; againe if they ſhould there live and doe well, the jealous 
Spaniyard would neaver ſuffer them longe, but wou! 1d diſplant and overthrow them, 
as hee did the French in Florida, whoe were ſettled further from his richeſt Coun- 
tryes, and the ſooner becauſe they ſhould have none to protect them, and theire 
own ſtrength would be too imale to reſiſt ſoc potent an enimie, and ſoe neare a 
naighbour. 

On the other hand, for Virginnia it was objected, that if they lined amongſt the 
Engliſh there planted, or foe ncare them as to be vnder theire Gouerment, they 
ſhould be in as great danger to be troubled and perſecuted for theire cauſe of reli- 
cion as if they lived in England, and it might be worſe, and if they lived to farr 
of, they ſhould neither have ſuccor or Lincs from them. 

And att length the concluſion was to live in a diſtin body by themſelves under the 
generall Government of Virginnia; and by theire Friends to ſue to his Majeſtie, that 


he would be pleaſed to grant them free liberty, and freedom of religion; and that 
I : this 


rhis may be obtained, they were in good hope, by ſome great perſons of good 
ranke and quallity that were made there Frindes. 0 
Whervpon two were choſen and ſent into England att the charge of the reſt to 
ſolliſſit this matter, whoe found the Verginnia Companie very deſirous to have them 
goe thither, and willing to graunt them a Pattent with as ample priviliges as they 
had or could grant to any, and to give them the beſt furtherance they could; and 
ſome of the cheiffe of the Company doubted not to obtaine theire ſuite of the Kinge 
for libertie in Religion, and to have it confirmed vnder the Kinges Broad Seale, ac. 
cording to theire deſires: But it proved a harder peece of worke then they tooke it 
for; for although many meanes was vſed to bring it about, yett it could not be 
effected, for there were divers of good worth laboured with the Kinge to obtaine it, 
amongſt whome was one of his chiefe Secretaries, and ſome other wrought with 
the Archbiſhop to give way thervnto, but it proved all in vaine; yett thus farr they 
prevailed in ſounding his Majeſties mind, that hee would conive att them, and not 
moleſt them, provided they carryed themſelves peacably; but to allow or tollerate 


them by his publicke authoritie vnder his Seale, they found it would not bee; and 


this was all that the Cheefe of the Verginnia Company, or any other of theire beſt 
Friends could do in the caſe, yett they perſwaded them to goe on, for they pre- 


ſumed they would not bee troubled ; and with that anſware the Meſſengers returned 


and fignified what dilligence had bin vſed, and to what iſſue thinges were come. 


Bur this made a damp in the buſines, and cauſed ſom deſtraction, for many were 


affraid that if they ſhould vnſettle themſelves, put off theire eſtates, and goe vpon 


thoſe hopes, it might prove dangerous, and but a ſandy foundation: Yee, it was 


thought they might better have preſumed heervpon without makeing any ſuite att 
all then haveing made it to be thus rejected; but ſome of the cheifeſt thought other- 
wiſe, and that they might well proceed heervpon, and that the Kinges Majeſtic was 


willing enough to ſuffer them without any moleſtation, though for other reaſons hee 


would not confeirme it by any publicke ate: And furthermore, if there was noe ſe- 
curitie in this promiſe intimated, there would be noe great certainty in a further 
confeirmation of the ſame ; for if afterward there ſhould be a purpoſe or deſire to 
Vronge them, though they had a ſcale as broad as the houſe flore it would not ſerve 
the turne, for there would be means enough found to recall or reverſe ; and ſeeing 
therefore the courſe is probable, they muſt reſt heerin, on God's providence, as they 
had don in other thinges. 1 5 

Vpon this reſolution other Meſſengers were diſpatched to end with the Virginia 
Companie, as well as they could, and to procure a Patent with as good and ample 
conditions as they might by any good meanes attaine; as alſoe to treat and conclude 
vith ſuch Marchants and other Frinds as had manifeſted cheire forwardnes to pro- 
voak to and adventure in this voyage, for which end they had inſtructions given 
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them vpon what conditions they ſhould proceed with them, or elſe to conclude no. 


thing without furder advice; and heer it will be requiſite to inſert a letter or two 
that may give light to theſe proceedinges. | 


A Co2p3 of a Letter from Sir Edwin Sands, directed to Mr. John Robinſon and 
Mr. Willam Brewſter. 


After my harty ſallutations, the Agents of youer Congregation, Robert Cufh- 
man and John Carver, have bin in comunication with divers cele& Gentlemen of 


his Majeities Councell for Verginnia, and by the writing of ſeaven articles with youer 


names, have given them that good degree of ſatisfaction which hath carry ed them 
on with a reſolution to ſett forward youer deſire in the beſt ſort, that may be for 
youer owne and the publicke good, divers particulars wherof, wee leave to theire 


faithfull report; haveing carryed themſelues heer with that good deſcretion as is both 


to theire owne and theire creditt from whence they came; and wheras being to treat 
for a multitude of People, they have requeſted further time to confer with them, 
that are to be interreſted in this action about the ſeverall particulars, which in the 
proſecution therof, will fall out conſiderable : It hath bine very willingly aſſented 
vnto, and ſoe they doe now returne vnto you; if theretore it may pleaſe God, ſoe to 
direct youer defires, as that on youer parts there fall out noe juſt impediments, l 
truſt by the ſame direction, it ſhall likewiſe appeer that on our parts all forwardnes 
to ſett you forwards ſhall be found in the beſt fort, which with reaſon may be ex- 
pected, and foe I betake you with this deſigne, which I hope verily is the worke of 
God, to the gracious Protection and bleſing of the Higheſt.

Parte of another Letter from him that delivered theſe. 


London, February 14. 1617. 


'YOUER letter to Sir John Worſingham I delivered almoſt as ſoone as I had 
it, to his owne hands, and ſtayed with him the opening and reading thereof ; there 


were 
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were 2 papers encloſed ; he read them to himſelf, as alſoe the letter; and in the 
reading, he ſpake to me, and ſaid, Who ſhall make them, viz. the Minneſters? I an- 
ſwared his worſhipp, that the power of making was in the Church : To be ordained 
by the Impoſition of hands by the fiteſt Inſtruments they have : It muſt either be in 
the Church, or from the Pope, and the Pope is Antichriſt. No, ſaid Sir John, what 


the Pope holds good (as in the Trenity) that wee doe well to aſſent to; but, ſaid he, 


wee will not enter into diſpute now ; and as for youer letters, he wonld not ſhew them 


att any hand, leſt hee ſhould ſpoyle all. He expected you ſhould have bin of the 

Archbiſhop's mind for the calling of Minneſters, but it ſeemes you differed. I could 
have wiſhed to have known the contents of your two encloſed, att which hee ſtuck 
ſoe much, eſpecially the larger. I aſked his Worſhipp, what good newes hee had for 


me to write tomorrow; he told me, good newes, for both the King's Majeſtie and 
the Biſhopps have conſented. Hee ſaid hee would goe to Mr. Chanceler Sir 
as this day, and next weeke I ſhould know more. I mett with Sir Edwin Sands on 
Weddenſday night; hee wiſhed mee to be att the Verginnia court the next Weddenſ- 
day, where I purpoſe to be ; thus loath to be troubleſome att preſent, I hope to 
have ſomthing next weeeke of certainty conſerning you. I comit you to the Lord.

Theſe thinges being longe in agitation, and Meſſengers paſſinge to and againe 


about them, after all theire hopes, they were lounge delayed by many obſtacles that 


fell in the way; for att the retorne of theſe meſſengers into England, they found 
thinges farr KR EY? then they expected; for the Verginia Councell was now foe 


diſturbed with factions and quarrells amongſt themſelves, as noe buſines could well 
goe forward; the which may the better appeer in one of the meſſengers letters, as 


follow Eth : 
To his Loveing Frinds. 


I HAD thought long ſince to have writt vnto you, but could not effect that 
which I aimed art, neither can yett ſett thinges as I wiſhed, yett notwithſtanding 
I doubt not but Mr. Brewſter hath written to Mr. Robinſon ; but I think myſelf 
bound alſoe to doe forathinge leaſt I be thought to negle& you. The maine hin- 
derance of our proceedinges in the Verginia buſines, is the deſentions and factions, 4s 
they tearme it amongſt the Councell and Companie of Verginia, which are ſuch as 


that ever fince wee came vp noe buſines could by them be deſpatched : The oeca- 


tion of this trouble amongſt them is, That a while ſince, Sir Thomas Smith re- 
pining 
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pining att his many offices and troubles, wiſhed the Companie of Verginia to 
exſ> him of his office in being Treaſurer and Governour of the Virginia Com- 
panie; whervpon the Companie took occation to diſmiſe him, and choſe Sir 
Edwin Sands Treaſurer and Governour of the Companie, he having 60 voyces, 
Sir John Worſingham 16 voyces, and Alderman Johnſon 24. But Sir Thomas 
Smith, when hee ſaw ſome parte of his honor loſt, was very angry, and raiſed a Fac- 
tion to cauill and contend about the election, and ſought to tax Sir Edwin with ma- 
ny thinges that might both diſgrace him, and alſoe put him by his office of Gover- 
nour ; in which contenſions they yett ſticke, and are not fitt nor reddy to entermed- 
dle in any buſines, and what iſſue thinges will come to I know not, nor are wee yett 
certaine : It is moſt like Sir Edwin will carry it away, and if hee doe, thinges will 
goe well in Verginia, if otherwiſe, they will goe ill enough alwaies ; wee hope in 2 
or 3 court dayes thinges will ſettle ; meanſpace I think to goe downe into Kent, and 


come vp. againe about 14 dayes or three weekes hence, except either by theſe afor- 


ſaid contentions, or by the ill tidinges from Verginia, wee be wholly diſcurraged, of 
which tidinges as followeth. Captain Argoll 1s come home this weeke ; hee, vpon 
notice of the intent of the Councell, came away before Sir Gorge Yeardly came 
there, and ſoe there is noe ſmale deſention but his tidinges is ill, altho his perſon be 


welcome. He faith Mr. Blackwell's ſhipp came not ther vntill March, but goeing 
towards winter they had ſtill northweſt winds, which carryed them to the ſouth- 


worth beyonde theire courſe; and the Maſter of the ſhipp, and ſome fix of the Mar- 


rinors dieing, it ſeemed they could not find the Bay, till after long ſeeking and beating 


about. Mr. Blackwell is dead, and Mr. Mayyner, the Captain : Yee, theire are 


_ dead, he faith, 130 perſons, one and other in the ſhipp; it is ſaid, there was in all 


180 perſons in the ſhipp, ſoe that they were packed together like herrings : They 
had amongſt them a flux, and alſoe want of freih water, foe as it is heer rather won- 


dered that ſoe many are alive, then that ſoe many are dead. The merchants heer |

Heavy newes it is, and I would be glad to heare how farr it will diſcur- 
rage. I ſee none heer diſcurraged much, but rather deſire to learne to beware by 


other men's harmes, and to amend that wherin they have fayled, as wee deſire to 
ſerve one another in love, ſo take heed of being inthraled by other imperious per- 


Tons, eſpecially if they be deſcerned to have an eye to themſelves : It doth often trou- 
ble mee to thinke, that in this buſines we are to learne, and none to teach; but bet- 


ter foe then to depend vpon ſuch teachers as Mr. Blackwell was ; ſuch a ſtratagem 
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. ; hee made for Mr. Johnſon and his people att Embden ; much was theire ſubverſion ; 
; but though he then clenley, yett unhoneſtly, plucked his necke out of the Coller, yett 
| att lait his foot is caught. Heer are noe letters come. The ſhipp Captaine Argoll 


came in 1s yett in the welt partes; all that wee heare is but his report. It ſeemeth 
hee came away ſecretly, The ſhip that Mr. Blackwell went in will be heer ſhortly. 
It is as Mr. Robinſon hee thought we ſhould heare noe good of 
them. Mr. Brewſter is not well at this time ; whether hee will goe back to you, or 
#1 goe into the North, I yett know not: For myſelf, I hope to ſee an end of this buſi- 
'' 1 | ààInes care I come, tho I am ſorry to be thus from you; if thinges had gon roundly for- 
| ward, I ſhould have been with you within this fourteen dayes. I pray God direct 
vs, and give vs that Speritt which is fiting for ſuch a buſines : Thus haveing ſumar ily 
pointed att thinges, which Mr. Brewſter, I think, hath more largely write of to Mr. 
Robinſon, I leave you to the Lord's protection.

ſcore, and all other thinges got into a reddines; ſoe being reddy to depart, they 
had a day of ſollemne humiliation, theire Paſtour takeing his text from Ezra, the 
vilith, 21. 
The time being come that they muſt depart, they were accompanied with the 
moſt of theire brethren out of the cittey vnto a towne ſundry miles off, called Dealfes 


Hauen, where the ſhipp lay reddy to receive them: Soe they left that goodly and 


pleaſant citty which had bin theire reſting place near 12 yeers when they came 


to the place, they found the ſhipp and all thinges reddy ; and ſuch of theire frinds 
as could not come with them followed after them, and ſundry alſoe came from Am- 
ſterdam to ſee them ſhipped and take theire leave of them; that night was ſpent 


with little fleep by the moſt, but with frindly entertainment and chriſtian diſcourſe, 
and other reall expreſſions of true chriſtian love. The next day the wind being faire, 
they went on board and frinds with them; when truely dolfull was the fight of that 
ſad: and mournfull partcing ; to ſee what ſythes and ſobbs, and prayers did ſound 
amongſt them; what tears did guſh from every eye; and pithey ſpeeches peirſed each 
others harte, that ſundry of the Dutch ſtrangers that ſtood on the Key as Spectators 
could not refraine from teares; yett comfortable and ſweet it was to ſee ſuch lively 


and true expreſſions of deare and vnfeighned love, but the tide which ſtays for noe 


man calling them away that were thus loth to depart, theire Reverend Paſtour falling 
downe on his knees, and they all with him, with watery cheekes comended them 


with moſt fervent prayers to the Lord and his bleſſing, and then with mutuall em- 


braces and many teares they took theire leaves of one another, which proved to be 


theire laſt leave to many of them. Thus hoyſing ſayle with a profperous wind, 
they came in ſhort time to Southampton, where they found the bigger ſhipp come 


from London, lying reddy with all the reſt of theire Companie ; after a joyfull 
welcome and mutuall congratulation, with other frindly entertainments, they fell to 
parley about theire future proceedinges. 


A Breife Letter written by Mr. John Robinſon, to Mr. John Carver att theire 
parting aboveſaid. | 
My Dear Brother, 


I received encloſed youer laſt letter and note of information, which ſhall carfully 


keep and make vſe of as theire ſhalbe occation. I have a true tceling of youer perplexcty 
of mind and toyle of body; but I hope thatyou, haveing alwayes bin able ſoe plentifully 
to adminneſter comfort vnto others in theire tryalls, are ſoe well turniſhed for youer 
ſelf, as that farr greater difficulties then you have yett vndergon, though I conceive 
them to be great enough, cannot oppreſſe you, though they preſſe you, as the Apoſtle

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ſpeaketh; the ſperit of a man (ſuſtained by the ſperit of God) will ſuſtaine his in- 
feirmities; I doubt not foe will youers; and the better much when you ſhall injoy 
the preſence and help of ſoe many Godly and wiſe Brethren, for the bearing of parte 
of youer burden; whoe alſoe will not admitt into theire harts, the leaſt thought of 


ſuſpiſſion of any the leaſt negligence, att leaſt preſumption, to have bin in you, what- 


ſoever they thinke in others. Now what ſhall I ſay or writt vnto you, and youer 


good wife, my loveing fiſter—even onely this, I defire and alwaies ſhall, mercy 


and bleſſing vnto you from the Lord, as vnto my owne ſoule ; and aſſure youer ſelfe, 
that my hart is with you, and that I will not my bodily comeing at the firſt op- 
pertunitie; I have written a large letter to the whole, and am ſorry I ſhall not rather

bringe vs in the meane while together! in the place deſired (if ſuch be his good . for 
bis Chriſt his ſake.

Art theire parting, Mr. Robinſon writt a letter to the whole Companie, which 

although it hath alreddy bin printed, yett I thought good heer likewiſe to inſert it.

All thinges being gott reddy, and every buſines diſpatched, the Company was: 
called together, and this letter read amongſt them; which had good acceptation with 
all, and after fruite with many; then they ordered and diſtributed theire companie 
for either ſhipp, as they conceived for the beſt; and chofe a Gouernor and two or 
three aſſiſtants for each ſhipp, to order the people by the way, and to ſee to the diſpoſ- 
ing of theire prouiſions, and ſuch like affaires, all which was not onely with the like- 


ing of the maſters of the ſhipps, but according to theire deſires, which being done, 


they ſett ſayle from thence about the fifth of Auguſt; but what befell them further 
vpon the Coaſt of England will appecr in the book intitled New-Englands Memo- 


riall page 10; 


And ſikewiſe of the voyage, and how 8 paſſed the ſea, and of theire 1 5 ar- 
rival at Cape Codd. [See New-England's Memoriall, Page 12. | 
Being now paſſed the vaſt Ocean and a ſea of troubles, before theire 3 


vnto further proceedings, as to ſeek out a place for habitation, &c. they fell down 
vpon 
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vpon theire knees, and bleſſed the Cod of Heaven, whoe had brought riem over 

the yall and furious Ocean, and delivered them from all perills and miſſeryes therot 

againe to ſet theire feet upon the feirme and ſtable earth, theire proper Element. 
But heer I cannot but ſtay and make a pauſe, and ſtand halte amazed att theſe 


poor peoples condition, and foe I think will the reader too, when hee well conſiders 


the fame, for haveing paſſed through many troubles, both before and vpon the 


voyage as aforſaid, they had no frinds to welcome them, nor Inns to entertaine or 


refreſh them, noe houſes much leſſe townes, to repaire vnto to ſeek for ſuccor. It 1s 
recorded in Scripture as a mercye to the Apoſtle and his ſhipwracked Companie, 


that the Barbarians ſhewed them noe ſmale kindnes in refreſhing them; but theſe 
Saluage Barbarians when they mett with them, as after will appeer, were reddier 


to fill theire ſydes full of arrows then otherwiſe ; and for the ſeaſon it was winter, 
and they that know the winters of that Countrey, know them to be ſharp and vio- 
lent, and ſubje& to violent ſtorms, dangerouſe to trauell to knowne places, much 
more to ſearch out vnknowne coaſts ; beſides what could they ſee, but a hedious and 
deſolate wildernes full of wild beaſtes and wild men, and what multitudes there 
might be of them they knew not, neither could they, as it were, goe vp to the top of 


Piſgae to view from this wildernes a more goody Countire to feed theire hopes, for 
which way ſoever they turned theire eyes (fave vpwards to the Heavens) they could 


have little ſolace or content in reſpe& of any outward objects, for ſomer being done, 
all thinges ſtand for them to look vpon with a weather beaten face, and the whole 


Country being full of woods and thickets, repreſented a wild and faluage hiew ; if 


they looked behind them, there was the mighty ocean which they had paſſed, ard 
was now as a maine barr and gulf to ſeparate them from all the ciuill parts of the 
world; if it be ſaid they had a ſhipp to ſuccour them; it is true but what heard they 
dayly from the Maſter and Companie, but that with ſpeed they ſhould look out a 
place with theire ſhallopp, where they would be att ſome neare diſtance, for the 
ſeaſon was ſuch as he would not ſtirr from thence vntill a ſafe harbour was diſcovered 
by them where they would bee, and he might go without danger; and that victuales 


conſumed apace, but hee muſt and would keep ſufficient for himſelf and companie 
for their returne ; yee it was muttered by ſome, that if they gott not a place in time, 


they would turne them and rheire goods on ſhore, and leave them; lett it be alſoe 
conſidered what weak hopes of ſupply and ſuccor they left behind them, that might 
beare vp theire minds in this ſad condition and tryalls they were vnder, and they 
could not but be very ſmale : It is true indeed the affections and love of theire bre- 


theren at Leyden was cordiall and intire, but they had little power to help them or 


themſelves; and how the caſe ſtood between them and the Merchants at theire coming 
away hath alreddy bin declared :>What could now ſuſtain them but the ſperitt of God 
and his grace; may not, and ought not the children of thoſe fathers rightly ſay, our 
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fathers were Engliſhmen which came over this great Ocean, and were reddy to periſh 
in this wildernes, but they cryed vnto the Lord, and hee heard theire voyce, and 
looked on theire adverſitie; and let them therfore praiſe the Lord becauſe he e is 
good and his mercyes endure for ever: Vee let them which have been the redeem- 


ed of the Lord, ſhew how hee hath delivered them from the hand of the oppreſſor, 


when they wandered in the deſert wildernes out of the way, and found noe citty to 
dwell in, both hungry and thirſty, theire ſoule was ouerwhelmed within them; lett 


them confeſſe before the Lord his lovinge kindnes, and his wonderfull workes be. 
fore the children of men. 


Heer felloweth a Letter from Mr. Robinſon to Mr. Brewſter our Elder. 
Loveing and deare Friend and Brother, . 


THAT which I moſt deſired of God, in regard of you, namely the continueance 
of youer life and health, and the ſafe comeing of theſe ſent vnto you, that I moſt _ 
gladly hear of, and praiſe God for the ſame ; I hope Miſteris Brewſters weake and 
decayed ſtate of body, will have ſome repaireing by the coming of her Daughters, 
and the prouiſions in this and other ſhipps ſent, which I heare is made for you ; 
which makes vs with the more patience beare our languiſhing ſtate, and the defering 
of the deſireing of our deſired tranſportation, (which Izcall deſired rather than hoped 


for) whatſoever you are bourne in hand with by others ; for firſt there is no hope 


att all that I know or can conceive off, of any new ſtocke to be raiſed for that end, 
foe that all muſt depend upon returnes from you, in which are ſoe many uncertain- 
tyes, as that nothing with any certainty can thence be concluded; beſides howſoe- 
ver for the preſent the adventurers alledge nothing but the want of mony, which 
is an invinceable difficulty, yett if that be taken away by you, others without doubt 
will be found ; for the better clearing of this, wee muſt diſpoſe the adventerers 
into three parts, and of them ſome five or ſix (as I conceive) are abſolutely bent for vs 
above others; other five or ſix are our bitter profeſſed adverſaries; the reſt being 
the body, I conceive to be honeſtly minded, and loveingly alſoe towards vs; yett 
ſuch as have others, namly the forward Preachers, nearer vnto them then vs, and 
whoſe courſe, ſoe farr as there is any difference, they would rather advance than 


ours. Now what a hank theſe men have over the Profeſſors you know , and I per- 


ſwade myſelf, that for mee they of all others are vnwilling I ſhould be tranſported, 
eſpecially ſuch as have an eye that way themſelves ; as thinking if I come there 
theire markett will be mared in many regards ; and for thoſe adverſaries, if they have 
but halt theire will to theire mallice, they will ſtopp my courſe, when they ſee it inten- 
ded; for which this delaying ſerveth them very opportunely ; and as one ruſty Jade 


| can hinder by hanging backe, more than two or three can or will att leaſt (if they

appeare. Now know all men by theſe preſents, that the ſaid Counſell of New 
England, in America, being aſſembled in publick court, according to an act made 
and agreed ypon the third day of February laſt paſt, before the date of theſe preſents, 
for diverſe good cauſes and conſiderations them there vnto eſpetially moveing, Have 
given, granted, aliened, barganed and ſouid, and in and by theſe preſents do for 
them and their ſucceſſors, give, grant, alien, bargane fell aud confirm vnto Capt. 
John Maſon, Eſq ; his heyres and aſſignes, all that part of the Mayn Land of New 
England aforeſaid, beginning from the middle part of Naumkeck River, and from 
thence to proceed eaſtwards along the Sea Coaſt to Cape Anne, and round about the 
ſame to Piſchataway Harbour, and foe forwards vp within the river of Newgewa- 
nacke, and to the furtheſt head of the ſaid River, and from thence northweſtwards 
till ſixty miles bee finiſhed, from the firſt entrance of Piſchataqua Harbor, and alſoe 
from Naumkecke through the River thereof vp into the land weſt fixty miles, from 
which period to croſs over land to the ſixty miles end, accompted from Piſchataway, 
through Newgewanacke River to the land northweſt aforeſaid ; and alſoe all that 
the South Halfe of the Viles of Sholes, all which lands, with the Conſent of 
the Counſell, ſhall from henceforth be called New-hampſhyre : And alſoe ten

comoditys, and hæreditaments whatſoever, with all and ſingular theire and every of 
theire appurtenances, and togeather alſoe with all rents reſerved, and the benefitt of 
all profitts due to the ſaid Counſell, and theire ſucceſſors, with power of judicature 
in all cauſes and matters whatſoever, \as well cri inall, capirall, and civil, a riſeing 
or Which mnt hereafter ariſe within the mitts, bounds, and precincts aforeſayd, to 
bee exerciſed, and executed according to the laws of England as neere as may bee, 
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by the ſaid capt. John Maſon, his heyers and aſſignes, or his or their Deputys, 
Leeftenants, Judges, Stewards, or Officers thereunto by him or them aſſigned, de- 
puted or appoynted from tyme to tyme, with all other priviledges, frantiſes, lyber- 
tys, immunitys, eſcheats, and cauſuallitys, thereof ariſeing or which ſhall or may 
hererfter ariſe within che ſaid ly mitts and precincts, with all the right, title, claime, 
and demand whatſoever, which the ſaid Counſell and their ſucceſſors now of right 
have or ought to have, or claim, or may have or acquire hereafter in or to the ſaid 
portions of lands, or Iſlands, or any the premiſſes, and in as large, free, ample, bene- 
fitiall a manner, to all intents, conſtructions, and purpoſes whatſoever, as the ſaid 
Counſell, by virtue of his Majeſty's ſaid letters pattents may or can grant the ſame; 
ſaveing and always reſerving vnto the ſaid Counſell and their ſucceſſors, power to re- 
ceive, heare and determine all and ſingular appeale and apeales of every perſon and 
perſons whatſoever, dwelling or inhabiting within the ſaid Territorys and Yſlands or 
any part thereof, foe granted as aforeſaid, of and from all judgements, and ſentences

CAPTALINE JohN MAsoxs he means of Interefling the ScoTisH Nation 
into that of NREW-Scor LAND. 
[Gorges Deſcription of New-England.] 


APTAN John Maſon was himſelf a man of action, and had been ſome time Gover- 
YA nour of a Plantation in the New-found-land, his time being expired there, he re- 
turned into England, where he met with Sir William Alexander, who was Mr. of | 
Requeſts to his majeſty for the realm of Scotland, but ſince Earl of Starline, who 
hearing of Captaine Maſon's late comming out of the New-found-land was deſirous to 
be acquainted with him. To that end he invited him to his houſe, and after he had 
throughly informed himſelfe of the eſtate of that Country, he declared his affe&tion 
to that plantation, and wiſht the Captaine to be a means to procure him a Grant of 
the Planters ther of for a portion of land with them, who effected what he deſired. 
The Captaine underſtanding how far forth I had proceeded in the buſineſſe of New- 
England, adviſed him to deale with me for a part of what we might conveniently 
ſpare, without our prejudice within the bounds of our Grant. Sir William Alexan- 
der intending to make himſelfe ſure of his purpoſe, procured his Majeſty, (for what 
could they not do in thoſe times in ſuch caſes) to ſend to me to aſſigne him a part 
of our Territories, his Majeſties gracious meſſage was to me, as a command agreeing 
with his pleaſure, to have it ſo. Whereupon an inſtrument was preſently drawn for the 
bounding thereof, which was to be called New-Scotland, which afterwards was 
granted to him by the King, under the ſeale of Scotland. Thus much I thought fit 


to inſert by the way, that poſterity might know the ground, from whence buſineſſes of 
that nature had their originall. 
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The ering of the Lords for the dividing of the Coaſt, 


Fhe time being come their Lordſhips had appointed, an act was made for the 
reſignation of the Patent, f with the confirmation of our particulars, where the 


Bounds were thus laid out; beginning from rhe Weſtermoſt parts of our Bounds Eaft- 


wards, where the Lord of Mougraue began his Limits, andended the ſame at the Ri- 
ver called Hudſon's River; to the Eaſtward of the River was placed the Duke of Le- 


nox, ſince Duke of Richmond, to the end of fixty miles Eaſtward , next to him was 
placed the Earl of Carlifle, next to him the Lord Edward Gorges, next to him was

tween party and party, concerning trades and contracts for Maritime Cauſes, either 
within the Province or on the Seas, or in forreign parts, ſo far as concernes the In- 
habitants, their Factors or Servants (as is uſual here in England:) Next I ordered a 
Maſter of the Ordnance, whoſe office is to take charge of all the publique ſtores be- 
longing to the Militia, both for Sea and Land: To this I joyne a Secretary for the 
publique ſervice of myſelfe and Councel, theſe are the ſtanding Councellors, to 
whom is added eight depuries, to be elected by the Freeholders of the ſeverall Coun- 
ties as Councellours for the ſtate of the Country, who are authorized by virtue of 
their places, to fit in any of the aforeſaid Courts, and to be Aſſiſtants to the Preſidents

Demand 1. H T the Commonwealth ſhould conſiſt of two diſtinct ranks of WOE ' 
men, whereof the one ſhould be for them and their heirs, gen- ſt 
tlemen of the country, the other for them and their heirs, freeholders. 

Anſwer. Two diſtinct ranks we willingly acknowledge, from the light of nature 
and ſcripture ; the one of them called Princes or Nobles, or Elders (amongſt whom 
gentlemen have their place) the other the people. Hereditary dignity or honours 
we willingly allow to the former, unleis by the ſcandalous and baſe converſation of 

any of them, they become degenerate. Hereditary liberty, or eſtate of freemen, we 
willingly allow to the other, unleſs they alſo, by ſome unworthy and laviſh carriage, 
do disfranchize themſelves. 

Dem. 2. That in theſe gentlemen and frecholders, aſſembled together, the chief 
power of the Commonwealth ſhall be placed, both for making and | repealing laws. 

Anſ. So it is with us. 

Dem. 3. That each of theſe two ranks ſhould, in all public aſſemblies, have a 
negative voice, fo as without a mutual conſent nothing ſhould be eſtabliſhed. 

Anſ. Soit is agreed among us, 

Dem. 4. That the firſt rank, conſiſting of gentlemen, ſhould kuve power, for

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them and theire heirs to come to the parliaments or public aſſemblies, and there to 
give their free votes perſonally ; the fecond rank of frecholders ſhould have the ſame 
power for them and their heirs of meeting and voting, but by their deputies. 

Anſ. Thus far this demand is practiſed among us. The freemen meet and vote 
by their deputies ; the other rank give their votes perſonally, only with this difference, 
there be no more of the gentlemen that give theire votes perſonally, but fuch as are 


choſen to places of office, either governors, deputy governors, councellors, or afhit. 


ants. All gentlemen in England have not that honour to meet and vote perſonally 
in parliament, much leſs all their heirs. Bur of this more fully, in an anſwer to the 


ninth and tenth demand. 


Dem. 5. Thar for facilitating and diſpatch of buſineſs, and other reaſons, the gen- 

tlemen and frecholders ſhould fit and hold their meetings in two diſtinct houſes. 

Anſ. We willingly approve the motion, only as yet it 15 not fo practiſed among us, 
but in time, the variety and diſcrepancy of ſundry occurrences will put them upon a 
neceſſity of fitting a part. 

Dem. 6. That there ſhall be fet times for theſe meetings, annually or half yearly, 
or as ſhall be thought fit by common conſent, which meetings ſhould have a ſet time 
for their continuance, but ſhould be adjourned or broken of at the diſcretion of 
both houſes. 

Anſ. Public meetings, in general courts, are by charter appointed to? be quar- 
terly, which in this infancy of the colony, wherein many things frequently occur 
which need ſettling, hath been of good uſe, but when things are more fully ſettled 
in due order, it is likely that yearly or half yearly meetings will be ſufficient, 
Fox the continuance or breaking up of theſe courts, nothing is done but with the 
joint conſent of both branches. 

Dem. 7. That it ſhall be in the power of this parliament, thus conſtituted and 
aflembled, to call the governor and all public officers to account, to create new of- 
ficers, and to determine them already ſet up: and the better to ſtop the way to inſo- 
lence and ambition, it may be ordered that all offices and fees of office ſhall, every 
parliament, determine, unleſs they be new confirmed the laſt day of every ſeſfion. 

Anſ. This power to call governors and all officers to account, and to create new 
and determine the old, is ſettled al lready in the general court or parliament, only it is 
not put forth but once in the year, viz. at the great and general court in May, when 
the governor is choſen. 

Dem. 8. That the governor ſhall ever be choſen out of the rank of- gentlemen. 

Anſ. We never practice otherwiſe, chuſing the governor either out of the aſiitt- 
ants, which is our ordinary courſe, or out of approved known gentlemen, as this

Dem. 9. That for the preſent, che Right Honorable the Lord Viſcount Say 


and Scale, the Lord Brooke, who have already been at great diſburſements for the 
public works in New-England, and ſuch other gentlemen of approved ſincerity and 
worth, as they, before their perſonal remove, ſhall take into their number, ſhould 
pe admitted for them and their heirs, gentlemen of the country. But for the future, 
none ſhall be admitted into this rank but by the conſent of both houſes. 

Anſ. The great diſburſements of theſe noble perſonages and worthy gentlemen 
we thankfully acknowledge, becauſe the ſafety and preſence of our brethren at Con- 
necticut is no ſmall bleſſing and comfort to us. But, though that charge had never 
been diſburſed, the worth of the honorable perſons named is fo well known to all, 


and our need of ſuch ſupports and guides is ſo ſenſible to ourſelves, that we do not 
doubt the country would thankfully accept it, as a fingular favor from God and from 
them, if he ſhould bow their hearts to come into this wilderneſs and help us. As 

for accepting them and their heirs into the number of gentlemen of the country, the 


cuſtom of this country is, and readily would be, to receive and acknowledge, not only 
all ſuch eminent perſons as themſelves and the gentlemen they ſpeake of, but others 
of meaner eſtate, ſo be it is of ſome eminency, to be for them and their heirs, gen- 
tlemen of the country. Only, thus ſtandeth our caſe. Though we receive them with 
honor and allow them pre-eminence and accommodations according to their condition, 


yet we do not, ordinarily, call them forth to the power of election, or adminiſtration 


of magiſtracy, until they be received as members into ſome of our churches, a privi- 


lege, which we doubt not religious gentlemen will willingly deſire (as David did in 


Pſal. xxvii. 4.) and chriſtian churches will as readily impart to ſuch deſirable perſons. 
Hereditary honors both nature and ſcripture doth acknowledge (Eccleſ. x. 17.) 
but hereditary authority and power ſtandeth only by the civil laws of ſome common- 
wealths, and yet even amongſt them, the authority and power of the father is no 
where communicated, togther with his honors, unto all his poſterity. Where God 
bleſſeth any branch of any noble or generous family, with a ſpirit and gifts fit for go- 


vernment, it would be a taking of God's name in vain to put ſuch a talent under a 
buſhel, and a fin againſt the honor of magiſtracy to neglect ſuch in our public elec- 


tions. But if God ſhould not delight to furniſh fome of their poſterity with gifts fir 


for magiſtracy, we w ould expoſe them rather to reproach and prejudice, and the com- 


monwealth with them, than exalt them to honor, if we ſhould call them forth, when 
God doth not, to public authority. 


Dem. 10. That the rank of freeholders ſhall be made up of ſuch, as ſhall have ſo 
much perſonal eſtate there, as ſhall be thought fit for men of that condition, and have 


contributed ſome fit proportion to the public charge of the country, either by 
their diſburſements or labours. 


Anſ. We muſt confeſs our ordinary practice to be otherwiſe. For, excepting

the old planters, i. e. Mr. Humphry, who himſelf was admitted an aſſiſtant at Lon- 
don, and all of them freemen, before the churches here were eſtabliſhed, none are 
admitted freemen of this commonwealth but ſuch as are firſt admitted members of 
ſome church or other in this country, and, of ſuch, none are excluded from the li- 
berty of freemen.

Both which points we ſhould willingly perſuade 
our people to change, if we could make it appear to them, that ſuch a change might 
be made according to God; for, to give you a true account of the grounds of our 
proceedings herein, it ſeemeth to them, and alfo to us, to be a divine ordinance (and 
moral) that none ſhould be appointed and choſen by the people of God, magiſtrates 
over them, but men fearing God (Ex. xviii. 21.) choſen out of their brethren 
(Deut. xvii. 15) faints (1 Cor. vi. 1.) Yea, the apoſtle maketh ita ſhame to the 


to judge all civil matters between their brethren (ver. 5.) And Solomon maketh it 
the joy of a commonwealth, when the righteous are in authority, and the calamity 
thereof, when the wicked bear rule, Prov. xxix. 2. 

Obj. If it be ſaid, there may be many carnal men whom God hath inveſted Wi ith 


Anſ. Such may be fit to be conſulted with and employed by governors, according 
ro the quality and uſe of their gifts and parts, but yet are men not fit to be truſted 
with place of ſtanding power or ſettled authority. Ahitophel's wiſdom may be fit 
to be heard (as an oracle of God), but not fit to be truſted with power of ſettled ma- 
giſtracy, leſt he at laſt call for 12000 men to lead them forth againſt David, 2 Sam. 
xvii. 1, 2, 3- The beſt gifts and parts, under a covenant of works (under which 
all carnal men and hypocrites be) will at length turn aſide by crooked ways, to depart 
from God, and, finally, to fight againſt God, and are therefore, herein, oppoſed to 
good men and upright in heart, Pſal. cxxv. 4. 5. 
Obj. If it be ſaid again, that then the church eſtate could not be compatible with 
any commonwealth under heaven. 
Anſ. It is one thing for the church or members of the church, loyally to ſubmit 
unto any form of government, when it is above their calling to reform it, another 
thing to chuſe a form of government and governors diſcrepant from the rule. Now, if 
it be a divine truth, that none are to be truſted with public permanent authority but 
godly men, who are fit materials for church fellowſhip, then from the ſame grounds 
it will appear, that none are fo fit to be truſted with the liberties of the common- 
wealth as church members. For, the liberties of the freemen of this commonwealth 
are ſuch, as require men of faithful integrity to God and the ſtate, to preſerve the 
ſame. Their liberties, among others, are chiefly theſe. 1. To chuſe all magiſtrates, 
and to call them to account at their general courts. 2. To chuſe ſuch burgeſſes, every 


general 
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general court as with the magiſtrates ſhall make or repeal all laws. Now both theſe 
liberties are ſuch, as carry along much power with them, either to eſtabliſh or ſub- 
vert the commonwealth, and therewith the church, which power, if it be commited to 
men not according to their godlineſs, which maketh them fit for church fellowſhip, 
but according to their wealth, which, as ſuch, makes them no better than worthy 
men, then, in caſe worldy men ſhould prove the major part, as ſoon they might do, 
they would as readily ſet over us magiſtrates like themſelves, ſuch as might hate us 
according to the curſe, Levit. xxvi. 17. and turn the edge of all authority and laws 
againſt the church and the members thereof, the maintenance of whoſe peace is the 
chief end which God aimed at in the inſtitution of Magiſtracy.

ſtrict charge and comands to our ſeveral Officers to ſee the ſame performed accord- 
ingly ; and alſo have, for divers reaſons expreſſed in the ſaid proclamations, confirm- 
ed and renewed our ſtreight comands, and directions to all our Juſtices of Aſſize, our 


Juſtices of Peace, our Mayors, Sheriffs, and all other our Officers of our ſeveral 
Counties, in their ſeveral places, to be aiding and aibſting to thoſe we have and ſhall 
imploy for the depreſſing and rooting out of all Engliſh Tobacco lately planted and 
growing in divers places of our Realm of England, and Ircland ; which ſaid Procla- 


mations being duly executed, will no doubt much advantage the benefit of the ſaid 
foreign Plantations, as alſo a better conformity in the orderly payment of our Cuſtom _ 
and Impoſt uſually paid us for the fame : Yet having of late received credible Informa- 


tion that many of the ſaid Planters reſiding upon the ſaid Colonies, have and are 


ſtill likely to ſuffer under the burden of many oppreſſions occaſioned by the ſecret and 


indire& Trade of particular Merchants and Shopkeepers, who make a prey of them 
and their Labours, by ſupplying their neceſſities with Commodities at ſuch unreaſon- 


able rates, that they are uſually forced to pay fifty or ſixty pounds weight of Tobac- 


co for a pair of Shoes, with ſuch like unconſcionable advantages in ſeveral other 


Merchandizes, that the poor Planters have had ſcarce neceſſaries for their bodies, 
but have engaged the moſt part of their Crops beforehand, to their ſaid Merchants 


and Shopkeepers, in ſo much that they only labour and toil to inrich thoſe that thus 
work upon their neceſſities, without any ability either to ſatisfy us our Ordinary du- 


ties, or to apply themſelves to more noble and ſtable Comodities whereby they may 


become of conſequence to our Crown of England ; which unjuſt and unconſcionable 
courſe of the ſaid Merchants and Shopkeepers (as we are likewiſe informed) have 


ſome years paſt been ſo grievous unto the ſaid Planters, that they have, contrary to 
expectation, been forced, not only to petition for abatement of our ordinary Cuf- 
toms and Impoſts, but have in extreme neceſlity begged their Bread from door to 


door, without any help or relief from the ſaid Merchants and Shopkeepers : By 


which means, and out of the woful experience of their miſeries, they have been 


of late years compelled to offer their Tobacco to divers of the Merchants of London, 
tendering unto them a Contract for ſome term of years, which being refuſed, they 
have ſince been forced to ſend the molt part of their Tobacco for foreign parts, with- 


out

out any payment of our ordinary duties, any regulation either in quality or quantity 


of Tobacco, or any reſpect to us or our Dominions, from whence they have annu- 


al ſupport of Men, Munition, aud Proviſions, and this contrary to our Royal Co- 
mand in our ſeveral Proclamations, and ſeveral Orders of our Councel in that behalf; 
by all which, and other indirect and diſorderly proceedings in the ſaid Plantations 


we apparently ſee the danger of their utter ruin, beſides the loſs of thoſe juſt pro- 


fits that do belong unto us. And, being lately ſolicited by divers of that body 
(who do ſenſibly groan under the Burden) to take all theſe grievances into our Roy- 
all conſideration. And, finding, that in their Infancies, as yet the chiefeſt comodity 
that muſt ſupport and enable them to more ſtable Comodines, is this of Tobacco, 
for which if they fail of an Indifferent and reaſonable rate the ſaid Planters muſt 
' wholly be diſabled and impoveriſhed. Having adviſed with our Lords and others of our 

Privy Councel, we are refolved, and our will and Pleaſure is, to have hereafter the 
ſole preemption of the ſaid Tobacco growing upon our ſaid Plantations, and that at 
| ſuch rates and prices as ſhall be found fitt (having reſpect to the ſupport of the ſaid 
Colonies : And being moved to make choice of ſome fitt and able perſons who have 
experience of the value and quality of the ſaid ſeveral forts of Tobacco, as alſo 
of the condition of the preſent ſtate of rhe ſaid Plantations, and have obſerved the 
great neceſſities and miſeries they have endured by the irregular planting and order-

now ſending our Comiſſion into every of the ſaid Plantations to treat and conclude 


the Contract there; and that we hold it fitting, firſt to begin at home, that the ſaid 
Planters may fee we have omitted nothing that ſhall conduce to this ſervice, or that 


may take away any Obſtacles there upon pretences of Debts or otherwiſe : And if 


any of the faid Debts ſhall appear to be of ſo great value, you are likewiſe to en- 


quire of the condition of them, and whereupon they grow, that if it ſhall be found 
juſt and fitting, we may give order to examine the ſame there alſo, and to regulate 


ſuch Order to the Merchants and Shopkeepers here as ſhall be reaſonable for their 


gain, and not now oppreſſive and burthenſome to the ſaid poor Planters.

Comands ; and if they ſhall demand greater rates 


then you on our behalf ſhall think fit to be given, or ſhall make any other pretences 


why they ſhould not ſubmit themſelves to this our Royall Pleaſure, wherein our Aim 


is not for our own private profit, as for the ſupport of our ſaid Colonies and preſerva- 
tion of our Subjects who live and reſide there: Our Will and Comand is alſo that 


you, or any ſuch ſeaven or more of you certify together with ſuch their refuſal the

ORASMUCH as we have found by a long experience, that the faithful en- 
deavours of ſome of us, that have ſought the Advancement of the Plantation 
of New England, have not been without frequent and inevitable troubles as compani- | 
ons to our undertakings from our firſt diſcovery of that Coaſt to this preſent, by great 
Charges and neceſſary Expences; but alſo depriving us of divers of our near Friends 
and faithful Servants employed in that work abroad, whilſt ourſelves at home were 
aſſaulted with ſharp litigious queſtions before the Lords of his Majeſty's moſt honor- 
able Privy Council, by the Virginia Company, and that in the very infancy thereof „ 
who, finding they could not prevail in that way, they failed not to proſecute the 
ſame in the Houſe of Parliament, preſenting our ſaid Plantation to be a grievance 
to the Commonwealth, and for ſuch pretended it unto King James, of bleſſed me- 
mory ; who, although his Juſtice and Royal Nature could not fo reliſh it, but was o- 
rherwiſe pleaſed to give His gracious encouragement for proſecution thereof, yet ſuch 
was the times as the affections of the multitude was thereby diſhearrened; and fo much 
the more by how much it pleaſed God, about that time, to bereave us of the moſt no- 
ble and principal Props thereof, as the Duke of Lenox, Marqueſs Hamilton, and man} 
other ſtrong ſtayes to this weak building; then followed the Claim of the French 


Ambaſſador, taking advantage of the diviſions made of the Sea Coaſt between - 
ſelves,

ſelves, to whom we made a juſt and ſatisfactory Anſwer as it ſeems, for that he 
reſted contented therewith, and ſince that we heard no more thereof. | 

Nevertheleſs theſe croſſes did draw upon us ſuch a diſheartened Weakneſs, as 
there only remained a Carcaſs, in a manner breathleſs, till the end of the laſt par- 
liament, when there were certain that defired a Patent of ſome lands in the Maſſa- 
chuſetts-Bay to plant upon, who preſented the names of honelt and religious men, 
eaſily obtained their firſt deſires; but thoſe being once gotten, they uſed other means 
to advance themſelves, and ſtep beyond their firſt Proportions to a ſecond Grant 
ſurruptitiouſly gotten of other lands, alſo juſtly paſſed unto Captain Robert Gorges, and 
others long before, who being made governor of theſe parts, went in perſon and took 
an abſolute Seiſure and actual Poſſeſſion of that country by a ſettled Plantation he made 
in the Maſſachuſetts-Bay, which afterwards he left to the charge and cuſtody of his 
ſervants and certain other Undertakers and Tenants belonging unto ſome of us, 
who were thruſt out by theſe Intruders that had exorbitantly bounded their Grant 
from eaſt to welt through all that main land from fea to ſea, being near about 
three thouſand miles in length, withal riding over the heads of thoſe Lords and 
others that had their Portions aſſigned unto them in His late Majeſty's prefence, and 
with his Highneſs's approbation, by Lot upon the ſouth coaſt from eaſt to welt ſome 


eightyandonehundred leagues long; but herewith not yet content, they laboured and 
obtained unknown to us, a Confirmation of all this from his Majeſty, and unwitting 


thereof, by which means they did not only enlarge their firſt extents to the welt limits 


ſpoken of, but wholly excluded themſelves from the public government of the council 
authoriſed for thoſe affairs, and made themſelves a free people, and for ſuch Hold of 
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Building, and fo framed vnto themſelves both new laws and new conceipts of matter 


themſelves at preſent, whereby they did rend in pieces the firſt foundation of the 


of Religion and forms of Eccleſiaſtical and Temporal Orders and government, puniſh. 


ing divers that would not approue thereof, ſome by whipping, and others by burning 
their Houſes over their heads, and ſome by baniſhing, and for the like, and all this 
partly under other pretences, though indeed for no other cauſe, ſave only to make 
themſelves abſolute maſters of the Country, and unconſcionable in their new Laws, fo 
as theſe Complaints poſting firſt unto ourſelves that had no ſufficient means to redreſs, 
or give ſatisfaction to the perſons aggrieved, they were at laſt of Neceſſity Petitioners 

to his Majeſty, who, pitying their caſes, referred them to the lords to examine the 
truths thereof and to conſider of the means of Reformation; who, calling ſome of 
us to give account by what authority, or by whoſe means, theſe people were ſent o- 
ver, and conceiving us to be guilty thereof, we were called for from our houſes, 
far remote in the country, at unſeaſonable times, to our great charge and trouble: 
but, as innocence is confident, ſo we eaſily made it appear that we had no ſhare in 
the evils committed, and wholly diſclaimed the having any hand therein, humbly re- 
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1 
ferring to their Lordthips to do wha might beſt ſort with their wiſdoms ; who found 
matters in ſo deſperate a cafe, as that they ſaw a neceſſity for his Majeſty to take 
the whole buſines into his own hands, if otherwiſe we could not undertake to rectify 
what was brought to ruin ; but finding it a taſk too great for us to perform, we ra- 
ther choſe to reſign all into his Majeſty's Hands to do therein as he pleaſed, to whom 
we conceived it did principally belong, to have care of a bufineſs of ſo high conſe- 
quence as now it is found to be. After all theſe troubles, and upon thoſe conſidera- 


tions it is now reſolved, that the patent ſhall be ſurrendered unto his Majeſty, with 
reſervation of all ſuch lawful Rights as any is or hath been ſeized with, either be- 


fore or ſince the Patent granted to thoſe of the Bay of the Maſſachuſetts, and that 


it may pleaſe his Royal Majeſty to paſs particular grants unto us of ſuch proportions 
of lands as we have mutually agreed upon and are recorded before in this book; 
that ſo we having his Majeſty's Grants of the ſame under a ſettled government, may 
the more chearfully proceed in the planting of our ſeveral provinces, and with a bet- 
ter courage and aſſurance proſecute the ſame to a full ſettling of the ſtate of thoſe 


countries, and a dutiful obedience to all ſuch as ſhall come unto us, to his Majeſty's 


laws and ordinances there to be eſtabliſhed and put in execution by ſuch his Majeſty's 
Lieutenants or Governors as ſhall be employed for thoſe ſervices, to the Glory of 
Allmighty God, the Honour of his Majeſty, and public Good of his faithful 
Subjects. 

And thus much we have thought fit to have recorded, and in convenient time pub- 
liſhed, that Poſterity may know the reaſons and neceſſities moving us to quit ourſelves 
of theſe Inconveniences and dangers that might have en upon the Plantations for 
want of power to reform the ſame.

HEREAS John Carver, William Bradford, Edward Winſlow, William 
Brewſter, Iſaac Allerton and divers others, the ſubjects of our late Sove- 
reign Lord James, by the grace of God, King of England, Scotland, France, and 
Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. Did, in the eighteenth year of his reign of 
England, France, and Ireland; and of Scotland the fifty four, (which was in the 
year of our Lord God 1620) undertake a voyage into that part of America called 
Virginia, or New England thereunto adjoining ; there to erect a Plantation and Co- 
lony of Englith, intending the Glory of God, the Inlargement of his Majeſty's Do- 
minions, and the ſpecial: good of the Engliſh nation. And whereas, by the good 
providence of our gracious God, the ſaid John Carver, William Bradford, Ed— 
ward Winſlow, William Brewſter, Iſaac Allerton, and their Aﬀociates, arrived in 
New England aforeſaid, in the harbor of Cape Cod, or Paomet, ſcituate and being 
in New England aforeſaid ; where all the ſaid perſons entered into a civil combina- 
tion (being the eleventh of November, in the year aforementioned) as the ſubjects 
of our ſaid Sovereign Lord the King, to become a body politic, binding ourſelves 
to obſerve ſuch laws and ordinances, and to obey ſuch officers, as from time to time 
ſhould be made and choſen for our well-ordering and guidance. And thereupon, by 
the favor of the Almighty, began the firſt Colony in New England (there being 
then no other within the ſaid Continent) at a place called by the natives Apaum, alias 
Patuxet ; but by the Engliſh, New-Plymouth.

Lord the King aforeſaid : but having no ſpecial letters patents for the ſaid parts of 
New England; but only the general leave and liking of his Majeſty aforefaid, for 
the free exerciſe of the liberty of our conſciences in the public worſhip and ſervice of 


God, wherever we ſhould ſettle. Being therefore now ſettled, and deſiring and 2

memorable reign of our ſaid Sovereign Lord King James: But finding curſelves ill 


ſtraitened, and a willingneſs in the honourable Council aforeſaid, to inlarge us; 
partly in regard of the many difficulties we had undergone, and partly in regard of 
the good ſervice done, as well in relieving his Majeſty's ſubjects as otherways : 
We procured a further inlargement, under the name of William Bradford aforeſaid, 
and his aſſociates ; whoſe names we likewiſe uſed (and whoſe aſſociates as formerly 
we ſtill are) by virtue of which letters patents, liberty is given unto us, derivatory 


from our Sovereign Lord King Charles, bearing date the thirteenth of January 


1629, being the firſt year of his reign of England, Scotland, France, and Ire— 


land; and figned by the right honorable Robert Earl of Warwick, in behalf of 


the reſt of his Majeſty's ſaid Council for New England, and fealed with their com- 


mon ſeal, allowed to frame and make orders, ordinances, and conſtitutions, for the 
ordering, diſpoſing, and governing of our perſons, and diſtributing the lands, within 


the ſaid limits; to be holden of his Majeſty, his heirs, and ſucceſſors, as of his man- 
nor of Eaſt-Greenwich, in the county of Kent, in free and common ſoccage, and 


not in capite, nor by knight's ſervice, viz.

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Moreover, whereas in the firſt beginning of this Colony, divers merchants and 
others of the city of London, and elſewhere, adventured divers ſums of money 
with the aforeſaid John Carver, William Bradford, Edward Winſlow, William Brew- 
ſter, Iſaac Allerton, and the reſt of their aſſociates, on certain terms of partnerſhip, 
to continue for the term of ſeven years. The ſaid term being expired, the Planta- 
tion, by reaſon of the manifold loſſes and croſſes, by ſea and land, in the beginning 
of ſo great a work, being largely indebted, and no means to pay the faid debts but 
by the ſale of the whole; and the ſame being put to fale, We the ſaid William Brad- 
ford, Edward Winſlow, William Brewſter, Iſaac Allerton, and other our affociates, 
the inhabitants of New-Plymouth, and elſewhere, being loth to be deprived of our 
labours, bought the ſame, for, and in conſideration of eighteen hundred pouuds iter

aſſigned, and granted to all and every perſon or perſons, whoſe name or names ſhall 
follow upon this public record, ſuch proportion or proportions of grounds, with ail 
and ſingular the privileges thereto belonging, as aforeſaid, to him or them, his or 
their heirs and aſſigns ſucceſſively for ever; to be holden of his Majeſty of England, 


his heirs and ſucceſſors, as of his mannor of Eaſt-Greenwich, in the county of Kent;

and paying to our ſaid Sovereign Lord the King, his heirs and ſucceſſors for ever, 
one fifth part of the oar of the mines of gold and ſilver; and one other fifth part to the 
Preſident and Council, which ſhall be had, poſſeſſed and obtained, as aforeſaid.

The GENERAL FUNDAMENTALS, publiſhed Anno Domini 1636. 


1. WEE the aſſociates of the Colony of New-Plymouth, coming hither as free 
born ſubjects of the kingdom of England, endowed with all and ſingular the privi- 
leges belonging to ſuch : Being aſſembled, 1 £5. 

Do ena&, ordain and conſtitute ; that no a&, impoſition, law or ordinance be 
made or impoſed upon us at preſent, or to come, but ſuch as ſhall be enacted by con- 
ſent of the body of freemen or aſſociates, or their repreſentatives legally aſſembled; 
which is according to the free liberties of the free born people of England. 

2. And for the well governing this Colony: It is alſo reſolved and ordered, that 
there be a free election annually of Governor, Deputy Governor and aſliſtance, by | 
the vote of the freemen of this corporation. „ 1 | 

3. It is alſo enacted, that juſtice and right be equally and impartially adminiſter- 
ed unto all, not ſold, denied or cauſeleſly deferred unto any. 

4. It is alſo enacted, that no perſon in this government ſhall ſuffer or be inda- 
maged, in reſpec of life, limb, liberty, good name or eſtate, under color of law, 
or countenance of authority, but by virtue or equity of ſome expreſs law of the ge- 
neral court of this Colony, or the good and equitable laws of our Nation, ſuitable 
for us, in matters which are of a civil nature (as by the court here hath been accul- 


tomed) wherein we have no particular law of our own. And that none ſhall ſuffer 


as aforeſaid, without being brought to anſwer by due courſe and proceſs of Law. 
5. And that all caſes, whether capital, criminal, or between man and man, be 
tried by a jury of twelve good and lawful men, according to the commendable cuſ- 
tom of England, except where ſome expreſs law doth refer it to the judgment of 
ſome other judge or inferior court where jury is not; in which caſe alſo any party a8" 
grieved, may appeal and have trial by a jury.

And it ſhall be in the liberty of any perſon, that is to be tried by a. jury to chal- 
lenge any of the jurors, and if the challenge be found juit and reaſonable by the 
bench, it ſhall be allowed; and others without juſt exception ſhall be impannelled in 
their room: And if it be in caſe of life and death, the priſoner ſhall have liberty 
(according to the law of England) to except againſt twenty of the jury without giv- 
ing any reaſon for the ſame. 

6. That no perſon ſhall be caſt, condemned or tense in any caſe capital, civil 
or criminal without the teſtimony of two ſufficient witneſſes, or other ſufficient evi- 
dence, or circumſtances equivalent thereunto, unleſs in any particular caſe the law 
hath otherwiſe provided. 


7. And it is enacted ; being the privilege of our charter; ; that all perſons of the 


age of 21 years, of right underſtanding and memory, whether excommunicated, 


condemned or other, having any eſtate properly theirs to diſpoſe of, thall have full 


power and liberty to make their reaſonable wills and teftaments, and other lawful alie- 


nations of their lands and eſtates ; be it only here excepted, That ſuch as are ſen- 


tenced for treaſon againſt the King's Majeſty, or realm of England, or other capital 


crimes, {hall forfeit to the King or Colony, for the carrying on the charge of govern- 
ment, their perſonal eſtate : Their lands and real eſtate bing {till at their diſpoſal. 

8, That whereas the great and known end of the firſt comers in the. year of our 
Lord 1620, leaving their native country, and all that was dear to them there; tranſ—- 
porting of themſelves over the vaſt ocean, into this remote waſt wilderneſs, and 


therein willingly conflicting with dangers, loſſes, hardſhips and diſtreſſes, ſore, and not 
a few, was, that without offence, they, under the protection of their native Prince, 


together with the enlargement of his Majeſty's dominion, might, with the liberty 
of a good conſcience enjoy the pure ſcriptural worſhip of God, without the mixture 


of humane inventions and impoſitions ; and that their children after them might 


walk in the holy ways of the Lord: And for which end they obtained leave from 


King James (of happy memory) and his honorable Council ; with farther grants 


from his gracious Majeſty Charles I. and his honourable Council, by letters pattents 
for ſundry tracts of land, with many privileges therein contained for their better 
encoragement to proceed on in ſo pious a work, which may eſpecially tend to the 
propagation of religion, &c. as by letters patents more at large appeareth; with 
further aſſurance alſo of the continuance of our libecties and privileges, both civil 
and rehgious, under the royal hand and ſeal of our Sovereign Lord King Charles II. 
And whereas by the good hand of our God upon us, many others ſince the firſt 
comers, are for the ſame end come unto us, and ſundry others riſe up amongſt us, 
deſirous with all good conſcience to walk in the faith and order of the goſpel, where- 
by there are many churches gathered amongſt us, walking according thereunto : 
And whereas (by the Grace of God) we have now had above 60 years expe-

rience of the good conſiſtency of theſe churches, with loyalty to our Prince, civil 
peace and order, and alſo with ſpiritual edification, together with the welfare and 
tranquiliry of the government. 

It is therefore for the honour of God and the propagation of religion, and the 
continued welfare of this colony, ordered by this court and the authority thereof, 
that the ſaid churches already gathered, or that ſhall be orderly gathered, may and 
ſhall from time to time by this government be protected and incoraged in their peace. 
able and orderly walking, and the faithful, able, orthodox-teaching miniſtry thereof, 
duly incoraged and provided for; together with ſuch other orthodox able diſpen- 
ſers of the goſpel, which ſhall or may be placed in any rownſhip | in this government, 
where there is or may be defect of church order. 

9. And finally, it is ordered and declared by this court, and the authority thereof, 
that all theſe foregoing orders and conſtitutions are fo fundamentally eſſential to the 
juſt rights, liberties, common goods, and ſpecial end of this Colony, as that they 
ſhall and ought to be inviolably preſerved. |

For Scituate, Anthony Annable, and James Cudworth, all which to repaire to the 
Governor and Aſſiſtants at Plymouth aforeſaid, the 15th of November next enſuing, 
and there continue their appearance till ſuch time as the premiſſes be determined.

point, the. firſt Tueſday in March, every yeare, for the eleccon of ſuch officers ae 
ſhall be thought meet, for the Suben and government of this corporacon. 
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That at the day and time appointed, a Governor and ſeaven Aſſiſtants be choſen to 
rule and govern the ſaid Plantacons within the ſaid limits for one whole yeare and no 
more. And this eleccon to be made onely by the free men, according to the former 
cuſtome ; and that then alſo Conſtables for each part, and other inferior officers be 
alſo choſen. 

That in every eleccon ſome one of the Aſſiſtants, or ſome other ſufficient perſon be 
choſen Treaſurer for the yeare prexent, whoſe place it ſhall be to demand and receive 
in whatſoever ſum or ſums ſhall appertaine to the royalty of the place, either com- 
ing in by way of fine, amerciament or otherwiſe ; and ſhall improve the ſame for the 
publick beneſitt of this corporacon, by order of the Governor; as alſo to give a 
juſt account thereof to the enſuing Treaſurer, and to the Governor whenever he 
ſhall demand it, in caſe refuſed to pay five pounds. 

That a Clarke of the Court alſo be choſen for the yeare. 

That alſo one be choſen to the office of Coroner, to be executed as neere as may be 
to the laws and practiſe of the kingdome of England, and to continue one yeare. 


The Office of the Governor. 


The office of the Governor fog the time being confiſteth i in the execution of ſuch 
laws and ordinances as are or ſhall be made and eſtabliſhed for the good of this Cor- 
poracon, according to the ſeverall bownds and limitts thereof, viz. in calling toge- 
ther, or adviſing with the Aſſiſtants or Councell of the ſaid Corporation, vpon fuch 
materiall occaſions (or ſo ſeeming to him) as time ſhall bring forth. In which Aſſem- 
bly, and all other, the Governor to propound the occaſion of the Aſſembly, and have 
a double voice therein. If the Aſſiſtants judge the cafe too great to be decided by 
them, and refer it to the General Court, then the Governor to ſumon a Court by 
warning all the freemen aforeſaid, that are then extant, and there alſo to propound 
cawſes and goe before the Aſſiſtants in the examination of particulars, and to pro- 
pownd ſuch ſentence as {hall be determined. Further it ſhall be lawful for him to 
arreſt and comit to ward any offenders; provided that, with all convenient ſpeed, he 
ſhall bring the cawſe to hearing, either of the Aſſiſtants or General Court, according 
to the nature of the offence : Alto it thall be lawfull for him to examine any ſuſpici- 
ous perſons for evil againft the Colony, as alſo to intercept or open ſuch letters 
bh; | as he conceiveth may tend to the overthrow of the fame. And that this office con- 
\BY tinue one whole yeare, and no more, without renewing by eleccon. 
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The Office of an Aſſiſtant. 


The office X an Aſſiſtant for the time being, conſiſteth in appearing at the Go- 


vernors ſumons, and in giving his beſt adviſe, both in public Court and private 
Councell, with the Governor, for the good of the Colonyes, within the limitts of 
this Government: Not to diſcloſe but keep ſecret ſuch things as concerne the pub- 
lick good, and ſhall be thought meet to be concealed by the Governor and Councell 
of Aſſiſtants. In having a ſpeciall hand in the examination of publick offenders, and 
in contriving the affairs of the Colony. To have a voice in the cenſuring of ſuch of- 
fenders as ſhall not be brought to publick Court. That if the Governor have occaſi- 
on to be abſent from the Colony for a ſhort time, by the Governor with the con- 


ſent of the reſt of the Aſſiſtants, he may be deputed to governe in the abſence of the 


Governor. Alſo it ſhall be lawfull for him to examine and comit to ward, where 
any occaſion ariſeth, where the Governor 1s abſent ; provided the perſon be brought 


to further hearing with all convenient ſpeede, before the Governor or the reſt of 


the Aſſiſtants. Alſo it ſhall be lawfull for him, in his Majeſties name, to direct his

Subjects have been, and are every year tranſported into thoſe parts of Ame- 
rica, which have been granted by Patent to ſeveral Perſons, and there ſettle them- 
ſelves, ſome of them with their families and whole eſtates, amongſt which numbers, 
there are alſo many idle and refractory Humours, whoſe only or principal end is, to 
live as much as they can without the reach of authority: His Majeſty having taken 


the premiſes into conſideration, is minded to reſtrain for the time to come, ſuch pro- 


miſcuous and diſorderly departing out of the realm, and doth therefore ſtraightly 
charge and command, all and every the Officers and Miniſters of his ſeveral ports in 


England, Wales, and Berwick, that they do not hereafter permit or ſuffer any 
perſons, being ſubſidy men, or of the value of ſubſidy men, to imbarque themſelves 


in any the ſaid ports or the members thereof, for any of the ſaid Plantations, with- 


out licence from his Majeſty's Commiſſioners for Plantations, firſt had and obtained 
in that behalf, nor that they admit to be imbarqued any perſons under the degree or 


value of ſubſidy men, without an atteſtation or certificate from two juſtices of the 


peace, living next the place where the party laſt of all or lately then before dwelt, that 


he hath taken the oaths of ſupremacy and allegiance, and like teſtimony from the mi- 


niſter of the pariſh of his converſation and conformity to the orders and diſcipline of the 
church of England. And further his Majeſty's expreſs will and pleaſure is, that 


the officers and miniſters of his ſaid ſeveral ports and the members thereof, do re- 
turn to his Majeſty's ſaid Commiſſioners for Plantations every half year, a particular 
and perfect liſt of the names and qualities of all ſuch perſons, as ſhall from time to 
time be imbarqued in any of the ſaid ports for any of the ſaid Plantations; and of

them The Ifle of Kent, whereupon (they pretended) they had beſtowed great 
. charges; and that the Lord Baltimore (as they alledged) taking notice of the great 
benefit that was likely to ariſe to them thereby, obtained a Patent from his Majel- 
ty, comprehending the ſaid Iſland within the limits thereof; and that they had like- 
wiſe ſettled another Plantation upon the mouth of a river, in the bottom of the 
ſaid Bay, in the Saſquehannahs Country, which the ſaid Lord Baltimore's Agent 
there (as they alledge) ſought to diſpoſſeſs them of, pretending likewiſe great inju- 
ries and violence offered to them in their trade and poſſeſſions in thoſe parts, 
by the ſaid Agent, in killing ſome of the ſaid Captain Clayborne's men; taking 
their boats contrary to the ſaid Commiſſion and expreſs words of a Letter fon his

MASSACHUSETTS PETITION 70 the Lords Commuſſioners for Foreign 
Plantations. 


[Hubbard's M. S. Hiſtory, A. D. 1638.] 


| To the Right Honorable the Lords Commiſſioners for Foreign Plantations, 


HE humble petition of the Maſſachuſetts in New-England in the General 
Court there aſſembled the 6th day of September in the 14th year of the reigne 
of our Sovereigne Lord King Charles. 

Whereas it hath pleaſed your Lordſhips by adn of the 4th of April laſt, to 

require our patent to be ſent unto you, wee do here humbly and ſincerely profeſs 

that we are ready to yield all due obedience to our Sovereigne Lord the King's 

Majeſtie, and to your Lordſhips under him, and in this mind Wee left our native 

Country, and according thereunto hath been our practice ever ſince, ſo as wee are 

much grieved that your Lordſhips ſhould call! in our Patent, chere being no cauſe 

knowne to us for that purpoſe; our Government being ſettled according to his Majeſ- 
ties grant, and wee not anſwerable for any defects in other Plantations. This is 
that which his Majeſties ſubjects do believe and profeſs; and therefore wee are all 
humble ſuitors to your Lordſhips, that you would be pleaſed to take into further con- 
ſideration our condition, and to afford unto us the liberties of ſubjects, that wee may 
know what is layd to our charge, and have leave and time to anfwer for ourſelves, 
before wee be condemned as a people unworthy of his Majeſties favour or pro- 
tection. As for the Quo Warranto mentioned in the ſaid order, wee do aſſure 
your Lordſhips that wee were never called to make anſwer to it; and if wee. had, 

Wee doubt not but Wee have a ſufficient plea to put in. | 

1. It is not unknowne to your Lordſhips that wee came into: theſe remote. parts 
with his Majeſties licence and encouragement, under his Great Scale of England, 
and in the confidence wee had of the great aſſurance of his favour, wee have 
tranſported our families and eſtates, and here have wee built and planted to the great 
enlargement and ſecureing of his Majeſtie” s Dominions in theſe parts, ſo as if our Pa- 
tent ſhould be now täken from us, wee ſhould be looked at as runagates and out- 
laws, and ſhall be enforced either to remove to ſome other place, or to return to our 
native Country again; either of which will put us to inſuperable extremities, and 
theſe evils (among others) will neceſſarily follow. 

2 Many chouſand nes will be expoſed to ruine, being laid open to the i Injuries 
of all men. 

2. If wee be forced to deſert the place, the reſt of the plantations about us (be- 
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ing too weake to ſubſiſt alone) will for the moſt part diffolve and go along with us; 
and then will this whole Country fall into the hands of French or Dutch, who would 
ſpeedily embrace ſuch an opportunity. 


3. If wee ſhoulde loſe all our labour and coſt, and be deprived of thoſe liberties 
which his Majeſty hath. granted us, and nothing layed to our charge, nor any faileing 


il ; to be found in us in point of alleaziance (which all our countrymen do take notice 
Xp of, and wee juſtify our fairhfuinets in this behalf) it will diſcourage all men hereafter 
| from the like undertakeings upon confidence of his Iyjefties Royal Grant. 
Laſtly, If our patent be taken from us (whereby wee ſuppoſe wee may claime 
intereſt in his Majeſties favour and protection) the comon people here will conceive 
| that his Majeſty hath caſt them of, and that hereby they are freed from their alle. 
1 Aaiaance and ſubjection, and thereupon will be ready to coufederate themſelves under 
| a new government for their neceſſary ſafety and ſubſiſtance, which will be of danger- 
I! ous example unto other Plantations, and perilous to ourſelves, of i incurring his Ma- 
| jeſties diſpleaſure ; which we woud by all mcanes avoyd. |

ORASMUCH as it hath pleaſed the Almighty God, by the wiſe diſpoſition | 
of his divine providence, ſo to order and diſpoſe of things, that we, the in- 


habitants and reſidents of Winſor, Hartford, and Weathersfield, are now cohabiting 
and dwelling in and upon the river of Connefticutt and the lands thereunto adjoin- 


ing; and well knowing where a people are gathered together, the Word of God 


requires, that to maintain the peace and union of ſuch a people, there ſhould be an 
orderly and decent government eſtabliſhed according to God, to order and diſpoſe 
the affairs of che people at all times as occaſion ſhould require: Do therefore aſſo— 


ciate and conjoin ourſelves to be as one public ſtate and Commonwealth; and do for 


ourſelves and our ſucceſſors, and ſuch as ſhall be adjoined to us at all times hereafter, 


enter into combination and confederation together to maintain and preſerve the li- 


berty and purity of the Goſpel of our Lord Jeſus, which we now profeſs, as alſo 
che Diſcipline of the Churches which according to the truth of ſaid Goſpel is now 
practiſed amongſt us; as alſo in our civil affairs to be guided and governed according 


to ſuch laws, rules, . and decrees as mall be made, ordered, and decreed, as 
followeth: 


I. It is ordered, ſentenced, and decreed, that there ſhall be yearly two General 


Aſſemblies or Courts, the one on the ſecond Thurſday of April, the other the ſecond 
Thurſday of — following. The firſt ſhall be called the Court of Election, 


wherein 
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wherein ſhall be yearly choſen from time to time ſo many Magiſtrates and other pub- 
lic Officers as ſhall be found requiſite, whereof one to be choſen Governor for the 
year enſuing, and untill another be choſen, and no other Magiſtrate to be choſen for 
more than one year, provided always there be ſix choſen beſides the Governour; 
which being choſen and ſworn according to an oath recorded for that purpoſe, ſhall 
have power to adminiſter juſtice according to the law here eſtabliſhed, and for want 
thereof, according to the rule of the Word of God : Which choice ſhall be made by 
all that are admitted Freemen and have taken the oath of Fidelity, and do cohabit 
within this juriſdiction ; having been admitted inhabitants by the major part of the 
town where they live, or the major part of ſuch as ſhall be then preſent. _ 
II. It is ordered, ſentenced, and decreed, that the election of the aforeſaid Ma- 
giſtrates ſhall be on this manner :—every perſon preſent and qualified for choiſe 
ſhall bring in (to the perſons deputed to receive them) one ſingle paper, with the 
name of him written in it whom he defires to have Governour, and he that hath 
the greateſt number of papers ſhall be Governour for that year ; and the reſt of the 
Magiſtrates and public Officers to be choſen in this manner: The Secretary for the 


time being ſhall firſt read the names of all that are to be put to choiſe, and then ſhall 


ſeverally nominate them diſtinctly, and every one that would have the perſons ſo 
nominated to be choſen ſhall bring in one ſingle paper written upon, and he that 
would not have him choſen ſhall bring in a blank, and every one that hath more 
written papers than blanks ſhall be a Magiſtrate for that year, which papers ſhall be 


received and told by one or more that ſhall be then choſen by the Court, and ſworn 


to be faithful therein. But in caſe there ſhould not be {ix perſons as aforeſaid be- 
ſides the Governor out of thoſe which are nominated, ' then he or they which have 


the moſt written papers ſhall be a Magiſtrate or Magiſtrates for the n year to.

III. It is ordered, ſentenced, and decreed, that che Secretary ſhall not nominate 
any perſon now, nor fhall any perſon be choſen newly into the Magiſtracy which was 
not propounded in fome General Court before to be nominated the next ele&ion;

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7. It is ordered, fentenced, and decreed, that to the aforeſaid Court of Elec- 
tion the ſeveral towns ſhall ſend their deputies; and when the elections are ended 
they may proceed in any public ſervice as att other Courts: alſo the other General 
Court in September ſhall be for making of laws and any other public occaſion Wich 
concerns the good of the Commonwealth. 

VI. It is ordered, ſentenced, and decreed, that the Governour ſhall, either by 
himſelf or by the Secretary ſend out ſummons to the conſtables of every town for 
the calling thoſe two ſtanding Courts one month att leaſt before their ſeveral times; 
and alſo if the Governour and: greateſt part of the Magiſtrates ſee cauſe upon any 
ſpecial occaſion to call a General Court, he may give order to the Secretary ſo to 

do within fourteen days warning, and if urgent neceſſity ſo require, upon a ſhorter 
notice, giving ſufficient Grounds for it to the deputies when they meet, or elſe be 
queſtioned for the fame. And if the Governour and major part of the Magiſtrates 
ſhall either neglect or refuſe to call the two General Standing Courts or either of d 
them, as alſo att other times when the occaſions of the Commonwealth require, 
the Freemen thereof or the major part of them ſhall petition to them ſo to do, if 
then it be either denied or neglected the ſaid Freemen, or the major part of them, 
{hall have power to give order to the conſtables of the ſeveral towns to do the fame, 
and ſo may meet together, and chooſe to themſelves a Moderator, and may pro- 
ceed to do any act of power which any other General Court may. 

VII. It is ordered, ſentenced, and decreed, that after there are e given 
out for any of the ſaid General Courts, the conſtable or conſtables for each town 
ſhall forthwith give notice diſtinctly to the inhabitants of the ſame in ſome publick 
aſſembly, or by going and ſending from houſe to houſe, that at a place or time by 
him or them limited and ſett, they meet and aſſemble themſelves together to elect 
and chooſe certain deputies to be at the General Court then following, to agitate the 
affairs of the Commonwealth, which faid depuries ſhall be choſen by all that are ad- 
mitted inhabitants in the ſeveral townes, and have taken the oath of Fidelity : Pro- 
vided that none be choſen deputy for any General Court which is not a Freeman of 

this Commonwealth. The aforeſaid deputies ſhall be choſen in manner following, 
viz, Every perſon that is preſent and qualified as before expreſſed ſhall bring the 
names of ſuch written on ſeveral papers as they deſire to have choſen for that em-

It is ordered, ſentenced, and decreed, that Winſor, Hartford, and Wea- 85 | 
thersfield ſhall have power each town to fend four of their Freemen as their depu- 1 
ties to every General Court; and whatſoever other towns ſhall be hereafter added 
to their juriſdiction, they ſhall ſend ſo many deputies as the court ſhall judge meet, a

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reaſonable proportion to the number of Freemen that are in ſaid towns being to be 
attended therein; which deputies ſhall have the power of the whole town to give 
their votes and allowance to all ſuch laws and orders as may be for the public good 
and unto which the ſaid towns are to be bound. 

IX. It is ordered and decreed that the deputies thus choſen ſhall have power 
and liberty to appoint a time and place of meeting together before any General 
Court, to adviſe and conſult of all ſuch things as may concern the good of the pub- 
lick, as Alſo to examine their own elections whether according to the order, and if 


they or the greater part of them find any elections to be illegal, they may ſeclude

\HARLES by the grace of God King of England Scotland France and 
AA Ireland Defender of the faith &c. To all ro whome theſe preſents ſhall come 
greetinge Whereas Sir Ferdinando Georges, Knight, hath bin an humble ſuitor vnto 
vs to grante and confirme vnto him and his heirs, a parte and portion of the Country 
of America, nowe comonly called or knowne by the name of New England in Ame- 
rica, in theſe preſents hereafter deſcribed by the Mettes and Bounds thereof, with 
divers and ſundry priviledges and juriſdicons for the welfare and good of the State of 
thoſe Colonies that ſhalbe drawne thither, and for the better government of the 
people that ſhall * inhabite within the limitts and precincts thereof; which parte and

hereafter ceaſe-and determine whether betivixt the Purchaſers, Old commers, Free- 
men or others about the fame TheCourt hath by mutual aſſent and conſent of all aſ- 
well Purchaſers Old Commers as freemen enacted and concluded that there ſhalbe 
three hundred pounds ſterling (or ſo much as ſhalbe required not exceeding, the ſaid 
ſum of three hundred Pounds) paid to thoſe that hold the trade viz.

to SIR THOMAS JossELIN and others. 


[Records Inf. Court York County Maſfachuſetts.] 


O all Chriſtian people to whome this preſent writinge ſhall come I Sir Ferdinan- 
do Georges Lord proprietor and owner of the province of Maine in New 
England: in America doe ſend greting in our Lord God Everlaſting, know yee that 
wheras it hath pleaſed the kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie to take into his owne actuall 
and reall poſeſſion all the Teretories and tracts of land now called New England in 
America and hath out of his royall favour by his royall Charter vnder the great ſeale 
of England bearinge date the third day of Aprill in this preſent Feftenth yeare of his 
 highnes Raigne, graunted and confirmed vnto me the ſaid Sir Ferdinando Georges 
all that parte and porcon of land lyng and being in New England aforeſaid, which 
by the meetes and bounds therof extendeth itſelf from the entrance of Paſcataway 
harbour vnto the River of Sagadehadocke and ſoe vp into the maine land one hun- 
dred and twentie milles and hath declared his royall pleaſure that the ſaid portion of

ner and forme as by my ſaid ſubſeribed ordinances is ordeyned and the faid royall 
Chartter I am authorized And I doe alſoe give full power and authoritie unto the 
ſaid Richard Vynes Eſquire my ſaid Steward generall to adminiſter the oaths of Al- 
legaince according to the forme vſed in this his Majeſties realme of England, and 
the oath in the ſaid ordinances expreſſed vnto the reſt of my ſaid Councelors and at-

of them wherof the ſaid Sir Thomas Joſſelin or Richard Vynes Eſquires to be one by 
there Comiſſion vnder there hands and ſeales directed to the Provoſt Martiall or ſuch 
other perſon or perſons as they ſhall thinke fitt to leavy arms and take ſuch forces as 
the ſaid province will afoard and therewith to make head either by land or by ſea 
againſt ſuch piratts or other perſons and to uſe all the meanes they can for the van- 
quiſhing of them or driving them out of the ſaid province and if it ſhall ſoe pleaſe 
God to apprehend kill or take them, and being taken to proceed againſt them ac- 
cording to marſhall law or otherwiſe to determine of them as by the ſaid councell 
ſhalbe thought convenient or the maior voyce of them ſhall adiudge at there next 
aſſembly or ſeſſions to be held after aprehencon of ſuch piratts or other perſons.

Ordinances made eſtabliſned and ordeyned by me Sir Ferdinando Georges 
Knight Lord Proprietor and owner of the Province of Maine in New England in 
America, which ordinances are to be putt in execucon by my truſty and welbelo- 
ued Sir Thomas Joſslin Knight Richard Vines Eſquire my Servant and Steward 
generall my loving nephew Francis Champernone Eſquire Henty Joſslin and Rich- 

ard Bonithton eſquires William Hocke and Edward Godirce gentlemen and ſuch 
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otheres as ſhalbe by me appointed hereafter to be of my Counſell in my ſaid province 
For ſoe much as I have deſired nothing more then the happines of thoſe Plantacons 
of New England in generall and of the peaceable government of my ſaid province

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REPORT of Arbitrators at PROVIDENCE, containing Propoſals for a Form 


of Government. 
{Records of Suffolk County, Maſſachuſetts) : 


Providence the 27th of the 5th mo. in the yeare (fo called X's 640. : 


EE Robert Coles Chad Browne William Harris and John Warner being 
freely choſen by the conſent of our louing freinds and neighbours the In- 
iabiranth of this Towne of Providence, having many differences amongſt us, they 
being freely willing and alſo bound themſelves to ſtand to our Arbitration in all dif- 
ferences amongſt us to reſt contented in our determination being ſo betruſted we have 
ſeriouſly and carefully indevoured to weigh and conſider all thoſe differences being 
deſirous to bringe to vnity and peace, although our abilities are farr ſhort in the due 
examination of ſuch weighty things, yet ſo farre as we conceive in laying all things 

together we have gone the faireſt and the equalleſt way to produce our peace. 

I. Agreed, We have with one conſent agreed that in the parting thoſe particler pro- 
prieties which ſome of our friends and neighbours have in Patuxit from the general 
Common of our towne of Providence to run vppon a ſtreight line from a freſh ſpring 

being in the Gulley, at the head of that cove running by that point of land called Sax- 
afras vnto the towne of Maſhipawog to an oake tree ſtanding neere vnto the corne field 
being at this time the neereſt corne field vnto Patuxit, the oake tree having four marks 
with an axe, till ſome other land marke be ſet for a certaine bound. Alſo we agree 
that if any meadow ground lyeing and joineing to that Meadow, that borders uppon the 
River of Patuxit come within the foreſaid line, which will not come within a ſtreight 
line from long Cove to the marked tree then for that meadow to belong to Pawtuxit, 
and ſo beyond the towne of Maſhipawog from the oake tree between the two freſh 
Rivers Pawtuxit and Wanaſquatucket of an even Diſtance. „ 
2. Agreed. We have with one conſent agreed that for the diſpoſeing of thoſe 
lands that ſhallbe diſpoſed belonging to this towne of Providence to be in the whole 
Inhabitants by the choiſe of five men for generall diſpoſeall to be betruſted with diſ- 
poſcall of lands ang alſo of the townes Stocke, and all Generall things. and not to 
receive in any in fix dayes as towneſmen but firſt to give the Inhabitants notice to 

conſider if any have juſt cauſe to ſhew againſt the receiving of him as you can appre- 
hend, and to receive none but ſuch as ſabſcribe to this our determination. Alſo we 
agree that if any of our neighbours doe apprehend himſelfe wronged by theſe or any 
of theſe 5 diſpoſers, that at the Generall towne meeting he may have a tryall.

Agreed, that after many Conſiderations and Confulations of our owne State 
and alſoe of States abroad in way of government, we apprehend, no way fo ſuitable 
to our Condition as government by way of arbitration, But if men agree them- 
ſelves by arbitration, no State we know of diſallowes that, neither doe wee: But if 
men refafe thar which is hut common humanity betweene man and man, then to 
compel ſuch vnreaſonable perſons to a reaſonable way, we agree that the 5 diſpofers 
ſhalt have power to compel him either to chooſe two men himfelfe, or if he refuſe 
for them to chooſe two men to arbitrate his cauſe, and if theſe foure men choſen by 
every partie do end the cauſe, then to ſee theire determination performed and the

but if any man raiſe a hubbub, and rhere be no juſt cauſe, then for the party that 
raiſed the hubbub to fatisfy men for theire time loſt in it. 

VI. Agreed, that if any man have a difference with any of the 5 Diſpoſers which 
cannot be deferred till general meeting of the towne, then he may have the Clerk 
call the towne together at his f;or a tryall.

(by our own AR) from claiming any Juriſdiction or Intereſt in Agawam now Spring- 
field, and for Proof hereof they alledge ſome Paſſages in a Commiſſion graunted by 
this Court in the firſt Month 1635 to the ſaid Mr. Pinchon and others for the Go- 
vernment of the Inhabitants upon the ſaid River and ſome Paſſages alſo in certain 
Articles ſuppoſed to have been propounded to them by authority of this Court : 
Tt is hereby declared, 

I. That the ſaid Paſſages f in 2 45 Gominidn (as they are expreſſed in *

niſh our Subjects, now inhabiting or being, or. which hercafter ſhall inhabit or be in 
Virginia, or in the Iles, Ports, Havens, Creeks, or Territories thereof, either in Time 
of peace or War, and to order and dire& the affairs, touching or concerning that ; 
Colony or Plantation, in thoſe Foreign Parts only, and to execute and per- 
form all and every other matters and things, concerning that Plantation as 
fully and amply, 2s any other Governor and Counſel reſident there, at an7 
time, within tne ſpac e of ten years now laſt paſt, had or might perform 
or execute. And becauſe, by the experience of induſtrious and well experi- 
enced Men, the limits and bounds of the ſaid Plantation may be augmented, and 
Trade and Commerce, for the maintenance and enriching of the Inhabitants there, 
from time to time reſiding much advanced; Our will and pleaſure is, and We do 
: by theſe Preſents give c and grant unto you 4 ſaid Sir William Berkeley and the reſt d 
of you our ſaid Counſel beforementioned, or any four or more of you, (whereof the 
Governor for the time being to be always one) full Power and Authoritie, to grant 
one or more Commiſſion or Commiſſioas unto any of our Subjects, addreſſing them- 
ſelves unto our faid Governor and Counſel, for the diſcovery, of the ſame Country 
and Ports, Bounds, Limits and Extents ther cof.; And alſo for the finding out, what 
Trades ſhall be the ot neceſſary to be undertaken for the benefit and advantage of 
the ſaid Colony and Plantation, and the Good of the People inhabiting, or which 
{hall inhabit there, both by Sea and Land ; And further, upon all occaſions a8 you 
or any four- -or more of you (whereof you the Governor for the time being to be 


always 
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always one) ſhall ſee fit, ro ſend out Forces, for the ſubduing of the Indians and Sa- 
vages of the ſaid Country; and likewiſe to make War and Peace with them, in all 
ſuch caſes as may ſtand with the ſafety of the ſaid Colony and our honour, keeping 
always ſufficient Forces for the holding of the places now enjoyed. And if it ſhall 
happen, you the ſaid Sir William Berkeley to die, or'in caſe of your urgent occaſions 
(allowed by four or more of our faid Counſel there) ſhall call you thence at any

time, then our Will and Pleaſure is, and We do hereby give and grant to you the 


ſaid Sir William Berkeley, and the reſt of the Commiſſioners beforenamed, or the 
greater number of you, full power and authority upon the death or in the A bſence 
of you the ſaid Sir William Berkeley, to ele&, nominate and aſſign one of our ſaid 


Counſel, to be the preſent Governor for the ſaid Colony and Plantation in Virginia, 


and ſo to do fro m time to time, as often as the caſe ſhall require; And we do by 
theſe Preſents aſſign and appoint, ſuch perſon, as by you our ſaid Counſel or the grea- 
ter number of you from time to time ſhall be elected and choſen to be the preſent

ent Counſel for the ſaid Colony or Plantation for Virginia ; Giving and by theſe pre- 

ſents granting unto you, and the greater number of you reſpectively, full power and 
authority, to execute and perform the Places, Powers and Authorities, of a Govern- 
or and Counſel of Virginia reſpectively, in manner and form aforeſaid; Nevertheleſs 
our will and pleaſure is, that you and every of you, from time to time proceed accor- 
ding to ſuch Inſtructions as you or they, do now or hereafter ſhall receive from us, 
or the Lords and others of our Privy. Counſel here; And that you, our ſaid Govern- 


or and Counſel there for the time being, ſhall be from time to time ſubordinate, ſub- 


ject and obedient, to the Lords Commiſſioners and Committees here for our Plant a- 
tions, for the time being, touching the preſent Government of that Plantation, and 
according to ſuch Orders and Directions, as they from time to time {hall conceive and 
ſet down. Provided always, and our expreſs Will, Pleaſure and Commandment is, and 
We do hereby give full Power and Authority unto you the ſaid Sir William Berkeley, 
and ſuch other Perſon as ſhall be Governor there, for the time being according to the 
true intent of theſe Preſents, and our intention herein before declared, that upon the 


death or diſcontinuance of any one of our Counfel there, you the ſaid Sir William 
Berkeley, and ſuch other Perſon as ſhall be Governor there, and our Counſel there 
for the time being, or the greater part of them, ſhall ele&, nominate and appoint, | 
ſuch other ſufficient, able and diſcreet perſon or perſons, in the Room or Place of 


him or them ſo dying or diſcontinuing, during the Continuance of this our preſent 
Commiſſion ; And that you ſhall from time to time, return and certify the names 
and qualities of ſuch perſon or perſons, ſo by you to be nominated and appointed,

Vs and the Lords ag others our Commlboners for Plantations here, to the end,

ſaid Plantation and Colony, have heretofore taken, and after ſuch oaths, by you the 
ſaid Sir William Berkeley and Richard Kemp ſo taken as aforeſaid, We do hereby 
charge and command you to adminiſter unto the ſaid Sir Francis Wyatt Knight, John 
Weſt, Samuel Matthews, Nathaniel Littleton, Chriſtopher Wormeley William Peirs, 
Roger Windgate, John Hopton, Thomas Poulet, George Minify, Henry Brown, 
William Brocas, Argol Yardley, Thomas Pettus, Thomas Willoughby, Richard 
Bennet, and Humfrey Higgeſon, and every of chem, the like oath upon the holy 

Evangeliſt, as you or cither of you have already taken, as Counſelor, of or for the 
ſaid Colony or Plantation; Willing and requiring you and them, to be diligent and 
attendant in the Execution of this our Service and Commandment, and alſo requiring 
all our loving Subjects there, to be directed and governed by you, or the greater num. 
ber of you and them our Cornmiſſioners aforeſaid, in all things, according to the in- 

tention and true meaning of theſe Preſents; and laſtly, our Will and Pleaſure is that 
chis our Commiſſion ſhall continue in force, until We, by ſome other Writing under 
our Signet, Privy Scale, or Great Seal of England, ſhall ſignify our Pleaſure to the 
contrary.

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0 al to whom theis preſents ſhall come I Sir Feat Gorges Knighte 
Lord of the Province of Mayne within the Territories of Newe-· England in 
America ſend greetinge. Whereas our Soueraigne Lord the Kinges Majeſtie chat 
nowe is by his Highnes letters Patents under the greate ſcale of England bearinge 
date at Weſtminſter the third daie of Aprill i in the fifteenth 1:42 of his Majeſtic 
Raigne 


- - 
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Raigne of England &c. hath created mee the ſaid Sir Ferdinando Gorges abſolute 
Lord of the ſaid Province of Mayne, and thereby hath given vnto mee and my, 
heires abſolute power and authoritie over the ſaid Province and of all the lands with- 
in the precincts and bounds of the ſame and over all the Inhabitants and people that 
from tyme to tyme {hall bee reſident and abidinge within the lymitts and precincts of 
the ſaid Province for the welfare and good governement of all his Majeſties lovinge 
Subjects that ſhall have recourſe vnto the ſame. And whereas his ſaid Majeſtie by 
the ſame letters Patents hath further given and granted vnto mee, my heires and af- 
ſignes full power leave licence and authoritie to erect raiſe and build from tyme to 
tyme, in the Province Territories and Coaſts aforeſaid and every or any of them, 
ſuch and ſoe many Forts, Fortrefles, Platform«s, Caſtles, Cities, Townes and Vil- 
lages and all Fortifications whatſoever, and the ſame and every of them to fortific 
and furniſhe with men, ordinance powder {hott armour and all other weapons ammu- 
nicon and habilliments of Warre, both for defence and offence whatſoever as to mee 
my heires and aſſignes or any of them, ſhall ſeeme meete and convenient And like- 
'wiſe to committ from tyme to tyme the government Cuſtodie and defence thereof 
vnto ſuch perſon and perſons as to mee my heires and aſſignes ſhall ſeeme meete 
And to the ſaid ſeverall Citties Burroughes and Townes to grante letters Charters 
of Incorporacons with all liberties and thinges belonginge to the ſame, And in the

appoynte therevnto ſuch Officers and Courtes of Juſtice and ſuch liberties privilidges 
and Juriſdiccons as are hereafter in theis preſents particulerlie ſett forth and declared 
And doe therefore for mee my heires and aſſignes graunte ordeyne and eſtabliſhe 
that the Circuite of the ſaid Incorporacon within the Province aforeſaid ſhall extend 
from the beginninge of the entrance in of the River Commonlie called and knowne 
by the name of Agamenticus and ſoe vp the ſaid River ſeaven Engliſhe Myles, and 
all alonge the Eaſte and North Eaſt fide of the Sea-ſhore three Engliſhe Myles, in 
bredth from the entrance of the ſaid River and vp into the mayne-land ſeaven myles 
buttinge with the ſeaven myles from the ſea fide vp the ſaid River the bredth of 
three myles oppoſite therevnto And that the faid Cittie or I owne ſhal be erected and 
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builte in ſuch place of the ſaid Lymitts as ſhalbe thoughte moſt convenient by the

[Laws of Maſ. Bay, Edit. 1672. Fo. 1.] 


ORASMUCH as the free fruition of "ſuch Liberties, Immunities, W as 
Humanity, Civillity and Chriſtianity call for, as due to every Man in his Place 
and Proportion, without Impeachment and Infringement, hath ever been, and ever will 

be, the Tranquility and Stability of Churches and Commonwealth, and the denyall or 
deprival thereof, the diſturbance, if not ruine of both. 

It is therefore ordered by this Court and the Authority thereof, That no man's 
life ſhall be taken away, no Man's Honour or good Name ſhall be ſtained, no 
Man's perſon ſhall be arreſted, reſtrained, baniſhed, diſmembred, nor any wayes 
puniſhed; no man ſhall be deprived of his wife or children, no man's goods or 
eſtate ſhall be taken away from him, nor any wayes indamaged, under colour of 
Law, or countenance of Authority, unleſs it be by virtue or equity of ſome expreſs 
Law of the Country warranting the ſame, eſtabliſhed by a General Court and 
ſufficiently publiſhed ; or in caſe of the defect of a Law, in any particular caſe, by 
the word of God. And in Capital Caſes, or in Caſes concerning diſmembring, 
or baniſhment, according to that word, to be judged by the Generall Court,

It is Declared, That in all Creeks, Coves and other places about and upon Salt- 
water, where the Sea Ebbs and Flows, the Proprietor, or the Land adjoyning, 
ſhall have Propriety to the Low- water mark, where the Sea doth not Ebbe above a 
hundred Rods, and not more whereſoever it Ebbs further, 
Provided that ſuch Proprietor, ſhall not by this liberty have power to ſtop or 
hinder the paſſage of Boats or other Veſſels, in or through any San, Creeks or 
Coves, to other mens Houſes or Lands.

LL the People of God within this Furi i/dition, FT are not in a Church-way,

z. Every Church hath free liberty to exerciſe all the Ordinances of God, ac- 
cording to the Rule of the Scripture. 

4. Every Church hath free liberty of Election and Ordination of all her Officers 
from time to-time, provided they ſhould be able, pious and Orthodox. 

5. Every Church hath alſo free liberty of Admiſſion, Recommendation, Difraiſ- 
ſion and expulſion, or Diſpoſal of their Officers and Members upon due Cauſe, with 
free Exerciſe of the Diſcipline and en of Chriſt, according to the Rules of the 
Word. | 

6. No Injunction hall be put upon any Church, Church officer or Member in 
point of Doctrine, Worſhip or Diſcipline, whether for Subſtance or Circumſtance 
beſides the Inſtitution of the Lord. 

7. Every Church of Chriit, hath freedome to che dayes of Faſting and 
Prayer and ot Thankſgiving, according to the Word of God. 

8. The Elders of Churches and other Brethren and Meſſengers, have liberty to 
meet Monthly, Quarterly er otherwiſe, in convenient Numbers and Places for Con- 
ference and Conſultation, about Chriſtian and Church Queſtions and Occaſions, pro- 
' vided that nothing be concluded and impoſed by way of Authority from one or 
more Churches 8 another, but onely by way of e Conference and Con- 
ſultation. 

9. All Churches alſo have liberty to deal with any of their Members in a Church 
way, that are in the hands of Juitice, ſo it be not to retard and hinder the courſe 
thereof. 

10. Every Church hath liberty to deal with any Magiſtrate, Deputy of Court or 
other Officer whatſoever, that is a Member of theirs, in a Church way, in caſe of 
apparent and juſt offence given in their Places, ſo it be done with due obſervance and 
relpect. But no Church Cenſure ſhall degrade or depoſe any man from any Civil 
Dignity, Office, or Authority he ſhall have in the Common- wealth. 5 

11. The Civil Authority here eſtabliſhed, hath power and liberty to ſee the Peace, 
Ordinances and Rules of Chriſt be obſerved in every Church, according to his Word 
as alſo to deal with any Church- member in a way of Civil Juſtice, notw incl 
any Church Relation, Office or Intereſt. 

12. Private meetings for Edification in Religion, amongſt Chriſtians of all ſorts, 
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ſhall be allowed, ſo it be done without juſt offence, * number, time, place and 
other circumſtances.

13. The Treaſurer of the Country, ſhall defray the charges of the Elders of: our 


Churches when they are imployed by ſpecial Order of the General Court. (1642.) 


Whereas it is the duty of the Chriſtian Magiſtrate to take care the People be fed with 
wholeſome and ſound Doctrine, and in this hour of temptation wherein the Enemy dęſigneth 
to ſow corrupt feed. Every company cannot be thought able or fit, to judge of the Goſpel 
qualifications required in the pudlick diſpenſers of the Word, and all Societies of Chriſ- 
tians are baund to attend Order and Communion of Churches, conſidering alſo the rich 
Leung of God, flowing from the good agreement of the Civil and Church-eftate, and the 
horrible miſchiefs and confiſions that follow on the contrary; 

It is therefore Ordered, that henceforth no perſon ſhall publickly and conſtantly 


Preach to any company of People, whether in Church Society or not, or be Ordained 


to the Office of a Teaching Elder, where any two Organick Churches, Council of 
State, or General Court ſhall declare their diffatisfattion thereat, either in reference 
to Doctrine or Practice, the ſaid Offence being declared to the ſaid company of 
People, Church or Perſon, untill the Offence be orderly removed: and in caſe of 


Ordination of any Teaching Elder, timely notice thereof ſhall be given unto three 


or four of the neighbouring Organick Churches, for their approbation. (1658.) 
14. Foraſmuch as the open contempt of Gods Word, and Meſſengers thereof, is the 
defolating jin of Civil State and Churches; 
It is Ordered, that if any Chriſtian (fo called) within this juriſdiction, ſhall con- 
temptuouſly behave himſelf, towards the Word preached, or the Meſſengers thereof, 
called to diſpenſe the ſame in any Congregation, when he doth faithfully execute 


his ſervice and Office therein, according to the Will and Word of God; either by 


interrupting him in his Preaching, or by charging him falſely with any Error, which 
he hath not taught in the open face of the Church, or like a ſon of Korah, caſt up- 
on his true Doctrine, or himſelf any Reproach to the diſhonour of the Lord Jeſus 


who hath ſent him, and to the diſparagement of his holy Ordinance, and making 


Gods wayes contemptible and ridiculous: : that every ſuch perſon or perſons (what- 


ſoever cenſure the Church may paſs) ſhall for the firſt Scandal be convented and 


reproved openly by the Magiſtr ate at ſome Lecture, and bound to their good be- 
haviour. | 

And if a ſecond time they break forth into the like contemptuous carriages, they 
ſhall either pay five pounds to the publick Treafury, or ſtand two hours openly 


upon a Block or Stool, four foot high, on a Lecture day, with a paper fixed on his

Every perſon ſhall duely refort and attend thereunto reſpectively on the Lords 
dayes, and upon ſuch publick Faſt dayes, and dayes of Thankſgiving, as are to be 
generally obſerved by appointment of Authority. And if any perſon within this 
Juriſdiction ſhall without juſt and neceſſary cauſe, withdraw himſelf from the publick 
Miniſtry of the Word, after due means of conviction uſed, he ſhall forfeit for his ab- 
ſence from every ſuch publick meeting fve ſhillings. And all ſuch offences may be 
heard and determined from time to time, by any one or more Magiltrates. (1646. ) 
16. To the end there may be convenient Habitations for the Miniſters of the Word; 

It is Ordered, that the Inhabitants of every Town, ſhall take care to provide the 
ſame, either by hiring ſome convenient Houſe, for the uſe of the preſent Miniſter, 
or by compounding with him, allowing him a competent and reaſonable ſum to pro- 
vide for himſelf, ſo long as he ſhall continue with them, or by building or purchaſing 
an houſe for the Miniſter, and his ſucceſſors in the Miniſtry, as the major part of the 
faid Inhahitants ſhall agree. And the particular ſums aſſeſſed upon each perſon by 
a juſt Rate, ſhall be collected and levyed as other Town Rates. 

17. That there may be a ſettled and incouraging Maintenance of Min ere in all 
Towns and Congregations within this Juriſdiction. 
It is Ordered, that the County Court in every Shire, ſhall upon fermion 
given them of any defect, of any Congregation or Town within the Shire, order 
and appoint what Maintenance ſhall be alowed to the Miniſter of the place, and ſhall 
iſſue out warrants to the Select men to aſſeſs the Inhabitants, which the Conſtable of 
the ſaid Town ſhall collect and levy as other Town Rates. And it is hereby declared

Re it therefore Ordered and Enacted by this Court and the Authority thereof, 
That the County Courts in their reſpective precincts, do diligently and carefully at- 
tend the execution of ſuch orders of this Court, as concerns the Maintenance of the 
Miniſtry, and the purging of their Towns and Peculiars from ſuch Miniſtry and pub-

Deare Sir, 


AM glad that La Tour hath not ayd from us; and I could wiſh he ei not 
haue any from the ſhipps : : For as long as La Tour and Daulney are oppoſites 


ack will weaken one another. If La Tour ſhould prevail againſt him we ſhall un- 


doubtedly have an ill neighbour. His father and himſelfe, as I am informed, have 


ſhed the blood of ſome Engliſh already, and taken away a pinnace and goods from 


Mr. Allerton. It were, (I think) good that that buſineſs were cleared before hee 
had either ayd or libertie to hire ſhipps, yea, or to depart. 
Sir, it is not the manner abroad to ſuffer ſtrangers to view forts or fortifications, 


as it ſeems theſe French have done. I muſt needs ſay, that I feare we ſhall have 


little comfort in having any thing to doe with theſe idolatrous French. The coun- 


trey hereabouts is much troubled that they are ſo entertayned and have their libertic 


as they have to bring their ſoldiers aſhore, and to ſuffer them to trayne their men. 
And great jealouſies there are that it is not Daulney that is aymed at; ſeeing ſuch a 


ſtrength will neither ſute ſuch a poore deſigne, and La Tour a man of weak eſtate, as 


it is ſaid, Wherefore, other mens hands are employed, and purſes too, for ſome other 


ſervice. But I leave all theſe things to your ſerious conſiderations, defireing the 
Lord to guide you therein to the glorie and peace of the churches here, to whoſe 


grace I commit you and humblie reſt,

Right worthy Sir, 
UNDERSTAND by Mr. Parker that you have written to me by Mr. Shurt, 
which as yet I have not reccived. It cannot be unknown to you the fears that we 
are in ſince La Tours promiſe of ayd from you; for my part, I thought fitt to certi- 
fye ſoe much unto you, and I doubt not only thefe parts which are naked, but all 
N. E. will finde D*Aulnay a fcourge. He hath long wayted (with the expence of 
neer 8ool. per month) for the apprehending of this ſupply, and if all his hopes ſhall 
be fruſtrated through your ayd, you may conceive where he will ſeeke for ſatisfac- 
tion. If a thorough worke could be made, that he might utterly be extirpated, I 
ſhould like it well; otherwiſe it cannot be thought but a ſoldier and a gentleman will 
ſeeke to revenge himſelf, having 500 men, 2 ſhipps, a galley and three pinnaſes, 
well provided: Beſides you may pleaſe to conceiue in what manner he now beſieges 
La Tour, his ſhipps lye on the S. W. part of the iſland at the entrance of St. 
Johns River, within which fide is only the entrance for ſhipps, on the N. E. lye his 
pinnaſes ; it cannot be conceived but he will fortifye. the iſland, which will debarr 
the entrance of any of your ſhipps and force them _ ſhewing the will, having 
not the power, to hurt him. 
I ſuppoſe I ſhall for England in this ſhipp, I am not as yet certayn, which makes 


me forbear to be large at this tyme, or to deſire your commands thither. Thus in

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT Indented and made the thirtieth Day of June 
Anno Dom. 1643 between MounSeir Latour knight of the Orders of the King 
Leftenant Generall of new France of the one party, And Captaine Edward Gib- 


bons and Thomas Hawkins Merchant and parteowners of the good ſhipp called 


the Seabridge the ſhipp Phillip and Mary the ſhipp Increaſe the ſhip Greyhound 
all of them of the Maſſachuſetts bay in New England of the other party In the 
behalf of themſelves and of their partners haue lett to freight to the ſaid mounſeir 
De la Tour all the ſaid ſhipps in manner and vppon Condicons following.

IRST the faid Edward Gibbons and Thomas Hawkins and their Aſſignes 


in the behalfe of the owners of the ſhipp Seabridge doe covenant and pro— 


miſe that the ſaid ſhipp ſhall be compleatly fitted with a maſter and fowerteene able 
Seamen, and a boy, with fowerteene peece of Ordnance, with pouder and Shott fir 
for them, with tackle and apparell victualls for the ſaid ſixteene men for two months 
time from the tenth day of July next. 

2. That the ſhipp Phillip and Mary ſhalbe compleatly fitted with an able Maſter 
fowerteene ſeamen and a boy and ten peece of ordinance with pouder and ſhott fitt 


for them, with tackle apparell and victualls, for the ſaid ſixteene men for two 


months from the tenth day of July next. 

3. That the above named ſhipp Increaſe ſhallbe compleatly fitted with a maſter and 
twelve able Seamen and a boy, and ten n peece of ordinance and ſhott fitting for them 
with tackle apparrell and victualls fitting for the ſaid men, for two months from the 

tenth day of July next 

That the ſhipp Greyhound ſhallbe compleatly fitted with fower murderers, and 
pouder and ſhott fitting for them, with tackle, apparell and victuals fitting for eight 
men, viz. a maſter and ſeuen able ſeamen with the ſaid ſhipp, Compleately fitted for 
two months from the tenth day of July next. 

Now wee the above named Edward Gibbons and Thomas Hawkins doe hereby 
Covenant and promiſe, that the ſaid ſhipp called the Seabridge Phillip and Mary 
Increaſe and greyhound fitted as aboveſaid ſhallbe by the Providence of God (the 
winde and weather ſerving) bee ready vppon demaund to ſet ſajl from the Roades of 
Boſton and Charles Towne on or before the tenth day of July next after the date 
hereof; and from thence by God's Grace ſhall directly ſaile in company with the 
ſhipp 8 appertaininge to the ſaid Mounſeir De la Tour, the dainger of the | 
Seas excepted, as neere unto the fort of the ſaid Mounſeir La Tour In the River of 
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St Johns as the abouenamed ſhipps may conveniently ride at anchor; And further wee 
promiſe to Joyne with the ſaid ſhipp Clement In the defence of ourſelues, and the 
ſaid Mounſeir La Tour againſt Mounſeir Dony his forces or any that ſhall unjuſtly af- 
ſult or oppoſe Mounſieur de La Tour In his way to his forte as aboueſaid, and for any 
further Aſſiſtance wee the ſaid Edward Gibbons and Thomas Hawkins promiſe no 
further then by a mutuall conſent of the ſaid Mounſeir La Tour with the Agent and 
his Counſell by vs appointed or the Major parte of them; now the ſaid Mounſeir La 
Tour for his parte doth couenant and agree to and with the. aboue named Edward 
Gibbons and Thomas Hawkins not only to provide at his coſt and charge twenty 
Ungliſh Souldjers for the ſhipp Seabridge and the like Nommber for the ſhipp Phillip 
and Mary for the ſhipp Increaſe and eight for the ſhipp Greyhound, which the ſaid 
Mounſeir La Tour doth promiſes this own propper coſt to provide convenient provi- 
ſion of victualls for two full months to be put aboard of each ſhipp before their 
departure out of the bay of Maſſachuſetts as alſo a convenient quantity of pouder 
and ſhott for twenty mulkiteers In the ſeueral ſhipps and if the ſaid Mounſeir La 
Tour ſhall defire to put any of his own Souldjers aboard any of the ſaid fower ſhipps 
they ſhall not exceed aboue ten In any of the forenamed ſhipps and alfo further promi- 
{cth ar his own propper coſt to putt aboard convenjent Victualling for two months 
tjme for ſo many as the ſaid Mounſeir La Tour ſhall put aboard any of the ſeverall 
ihipps before their departure of the ſaid bay of Maſſachuſetts but alſo ſhall pay or 
cauſe to be pajd by him the ſaid Mounſeir La Tour his executors adminiſtrators or 
aſſignes vnto the ſaid Edward Gibbons Thomas Hawkins or their aſſignes the full ſome 
of two hundered pounds ſtarling per month for the aforeſaid ſhipp Scabridge, and 
a hundred and twenty pounds per month for the ſhipp Phillip and Mary the ſaid 
Mounſeir La Tour providing at his oune coſt a maſter and fowerteene able ſeamen 
and a boy for the ſaid Phillip and Mary, and the faid Increaſe a hundred and fifty 
pound per month, and the ſhipp Greyhound fifty pound per moneth all which to be 
truly paid as aboueſaid vnto Edward Gibbons and T homas Hawkins or their aſſignes 
in Peltry at the prize currant as at the time of pajment they ſhall beare at Boſton in 
New England which the ſaid Mounſeir La Tour promiſeth ſhall be at or before the 
expiration of two months after the ſhipps departure from the bay of Maſſachuſetts, 
And although the foreſaid ſhipps ſhould terminate or end their vojadge be fore the 
two months are expired that the ſaid Mounſeir La Tour doth promiſe to pay the two 
full months pay according to the valew of the freight of every ſaid ſhipp as above- 
ſaid And if the ſaid Mounſeir La Tour ſhall haue occaſion to make uſe of the ſaid 
ſhipps any longer thme which ſhall not exceed a month he promiſeth to pay the like 
proportion as aboue expreſſed for every ſaid ſhipp as aboueſaid and ſo proportion- 
ably for any part of the ſaid moneth Further it is agreed before the ſealing hereof 


that the {aid Mounſeir La Tour ſhall provide for the ſaid ſbipps a ſuiteyers propor-

tion of pouder and ſhott for the nomber of Ordinance each ſhipp doth carry as farr 
as in him lyeth, and the ſaid Edward Gibbons and Thomas Haukins doe promiſe to 
allow for the ſaid pouder ſeuen pounds ſtarling per kentall and ſhott per kentall at the 
current prize at Boſton, to be alowed out of the hier of the ſaid ſhipps provided alwajes 
that ſo much of the ſaid pouder and ſhotr as ſhall not be expended In the ſervice of the 
ſaid Mounſeir La Tour ſhallbe returned to him again vppon pajment at the prize aboue- 
ſaid. Further it is agreed vppon and promiſed by the ſaid Mounſeir La Tour vnto the ſaid 
Edward Gibbons and Thomas Hawkins that what pillage and Spoil of Goods ſhall 
be taken by the afore named ſhipp Clement and the ſaid foure Engliſh ſhipps 

or either of them ſhall be equally divided among the merchants ouners marriners and 
ſouldjers according to the vſual cuſtome In ſuch vojages And for the true perform- 
ance of all and ſinguler articles, Covenants and Agreements and euery parte thereof ac- 
cording to the true Intent of theſe preſents the faid Mounſeir La Tour doth make 

ouer vnto the ſaid Edward Gibbons and Thomas Hawkins all that his fort in the 
River of St. John, with the gunns, pouder and ſhott thereunto belonging; and all 
his propriety in the ſaid River, and the Coaſt of Achady together with all his 
mooveables and Inmooveables therein In wittnes heareof the parties aboue named 
haue Interchangeably put to cheir hands and ſeales.

Much” honoured | in the Lord, 


HOUGH wee doe, and may truly, profeſſe ourſelves to be both unfit and 
unwilling to interpoſe in a matter of ſuch ſtate and weight, as we conceive this 
French Affair to bee, yet the honour we owe to the religion we profeſſe, the loy- 


alty we beare to our native country, eſpecially in its preſent condition and the refe - 


rence wherein it ſtands to the kingdome of France, out of reſpe& to the reputation 
of our government and governors, our tender care of the ſouls and lives of ſuch as. 
are committed to the truſt thereof, the eye of care we ought to have upon our friends 
in the eaſt, our regard to our chriſtian confederates, ſo lately combined with us, in 
confidence of our piety and wiſdome, and the religious diſcharge of our own con- 
ſciences and duties, will not permit us to be ſilent, ſo long as there is any roome left 
for us to ſpeake. We have littel hope to revoke reſolutions ſoe farre tranſacted and 
ripened, but we preſume it ſhall not be taken amiſſe, if we labour to waſh our hands 
wholly of this deſigne, and what ill conſequences ſoever it may produce. The rea- 
| ſons

ſons moving us hereto, are our dcepe feares that the ſtated rules of undertaking 


warres, either by proper and direct enterprize, or b; lending ayd, have not been ſo 
duly obſerved, as we could wiſh. 


I. The grounds of warre ought to be jvſt and neceſſary. For the juſtice of this 


warre by La Tour againſt Daulnay, we conceive that all the light New England hath, 

or may probably receive, cannot be ſufficient for us to determine it poſitively ; we 

underſtand it hath beene varioufly judged in the courts of France, one while for 
Daulnay, another while for La Tour, and it is not impoſſible that La Tour hath 
now rather outfriended than outpleaded Daulnay ; we ſhall therefore run into an un- 
chriſtian premunire of preſumprion if we reſolve upon ſuch an enterprize with an 
irreſolved faith, in cauſa dubid bellum non eft ſuſcipiendum. For the neceſſity of it 
it muſt either be in point of charity towards de La Tour or upon ſome engageing 


intereſt of our owne. For any bond of charity, we conceive the ſpeech of the pro- 
phet to Jehofhaphat, 2 Chron. 19. 2. and of Solomon, Proverbs 26. 17. not only 


diſcharge but ſtrongly prohibite us. 1. For owne intereſt, if it be cleare that Daul- 
' nay hath offered us ſuch great wrong as invites us to a warre which we much queſ- 
tion for it muſt be atrox injuria) we ſuppoſe it would ſtand more with the honor 
of our religion and plantation, to proceed profeſſedly and orderly againſt him, then 


for us Engliſh to become but margent notes upon a French text, which to us is as 


yet but apocripha; and to undertake him upon more certaine grounds, and at a 
more ſeaſonable time when he doth leſs expect us and is not ſo well Provided for us 
as now he is. Warres are extreme remedies and are not to be enterpriſed unleſſe 

their cauſes will bear out all manner of effects and conſequences, whether perſonall 
or nationall, which may enſue. And what may not enſue, if either of the nations 
to whom we belong will comment upon our action in a ſtate language? And how 

apt a time this is for miſconſtructions we cannot be ignorant. The ſpirit of warre is 
ſcholaſtick and jeſuitical, traverſing the very poſitions. and principles, which peace 
hath held both dogmatical and irrefragable, even to the wonderment of rational men. 

We are informed that Daulnay deſires our friendſhip, and we are inclined to believe 
that if it did as well become him to appeal to our judgment as it ill beleemes us to 
expect it, he would not refuſe to caſt himfelf upon our compromiſe. 

Il. Warres ought not to be undertaken without the counſell and command of the 
ſupreame authority, whence expeditions iſſue. It Is not hard to ſay, the preſent 
reference betweene the kingdomes of England and France conſidered, that the ſub- 
jects of the one ought not to wage warre againſt the other without a publick com- 
miſſion of ſtate, unleſſe it be in defence upon a ſudden affault : Neither do we yet 
heare that La Tour himſelf hath any ſuch commiſſion for this his action; though if 
he had it were little to us. It is a rule obſerved amongſt confederates, that during 
any league of peace betweene them, one friend may not ayd another againſt any 
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part of his province till that part be proſcribed by the authority ak a generall aſſem- 
bly whereof it is a member, and the confederates aſſured thereof in a ſtate Way. 
The breach of this rule is a breach.of league Publick actions of hoſtility worke 
farre and wide, having their national and confederal influences and conſequences, 
The daggers we © dra here may happly prove ſwords in Chriſtendome far ought we 
know. 

But this deſigne, whatever ths cauſe was, ſeemed ſhy even of our New-Engliſh Coun- 
{el to warrant and guide it : How cloſely it concernes the peace and ſafety of the 
whole plantation may eaſily be conjectured, and how farre it declined the advice 
thereof in a repreſentative courſe we are very ſorry to conſider or mention. 

Wedare not ſo much impeach the honour of the adviſours as to think they would 
vaile the action with this, that they only permit and give way to yoluntiers ; for who 
knows not this to be a rule of ſtate, that not to forbid, "Rem there is notice and 
power, is to bidd. | 

This were alſo to proclaime our weaknes, in proſtrating our government to no- 
thing; for who is ignorant that to permit volunteirs to iſſue, out in ayd of a friend | is 

never done without an act of ſtate, where any ſtate is? a 

Daulnay, nor France, are not ſo feeble in their intellectuals as to deeme it no act 

of ſtate, when, upon conſultation with. ſome of our chiefe perſons, our men are 


ſuffered, if not incouraged, to goe forth with our proviſion and munition upon the 


deſigne: We do therefore wonder that our people, having no Warrant from autho- 


rity, will, of their own heads, runne ſuch a hazard of their ſoules and lives, as can 


neither looke for any prayers or thankes for their good ſucceſſe, nor any ſuccours if 
it fares ill, and as it may fall out, rather call for the curſes of their friends from 
whom they went, and of poſterity yet unborne, and yet theſe poore men preſume 
that if Daulnay ſhould ſay, as the King of Egypt to Joſiah, what have I to do with 
thee, thou King of Judah? I come not out againſt thee this day, but againſt the 
houſe with whome I have warre, or if they ſhould ſhed innocent blood or feel their 
owne ſoules dropping ſuddenly into hell, they had their warrant from the Counſel 
and countenance of thoſe upon whom they might and ought to confide. It were to 
be wiſhed they had been taught the Germane proverb, which ſayth, He that loſeth 
his life in an unneceſſary quarrel dyes the Devill's martyr. Had they had the voyces 
of the people with them, it had beene better than nothing; but that wind ſeemes to 
us to blow ſtrong in the teeth of their voyage. We ſhall preſume to propound 
theſe queſtions. 1. If Daulnay or France ſhall hereafter demand any of them from 
us as enemies, or murtherers, whether will our court protect or deliver them! 2. 
If any of the parents or wives ſhalk require their lives at our hands, who {ball anſwer 


them? 3. If any of their widdowes or children ſhall require ſuſtenance, or any ot” 
e

ed ſouldier in this expedition call for maintenance, who ſhall give it them? or if taken 


captive and made ſlaves, who ſhall reſcue or redeem them: 

3. The ends of warre ought to be religious: What glory 1 18 intended hereby to God 
we Tee not, and how our peace ſhall hereby be ſettled we foreſce not, but ſuſpect it will 
rather be a beginning than an end of our troubles and feares, if we do not wholly 


ſuppreſſe Daulnay, we may be ſure of it. He is already very ſtrong, and if our 


ſhipps and munition fall into his hand, it will deminiſh from us, and! incourage, exal. 
perate and ſtrengthen him. 


If La Tour prevaile he is like to cavill with our men for ſome miſcarriages, or 


we with him for non- payment. The paſſage of our ſhips to and from England hath 
| hitherto beene quiet and ſafe, in regard of the French, but we cannot ſo expedt it 
hereafter, if they ſhall meete with any of La Tours or Daulnayes ſpecial friends, or 
at leaſt with the friends of ſuch of them as we ſhall ſeeme ro wrong. Bellum contra 
hoſtem non eff ſuſcipiendum cum pcriculo reipublice, &c. | 
4. Undertakings of warrs ought to be probably feaſable, but this ſeemes not ſoc 
to us. We learne out of the Eaſt, by an eye witneſſe, that Daulnay is very ſtrong, 


in artillery, men and munition, at land, and very well provided at ſea, infomuch 


that ſome of the Eaſt have conſulted to repayre to him in his ayd, leaſt he ſhould 
upon revenge annoy and ruine them ; he is reported to be a valiant, prudent and ex- 
perienced ſouldier and commander, and defendants have great advantages of aſſay 
lants, foe that we feare, our ſheep have haſtened to their laughter, 

5. Laſtly, the manner of enterpriſing warre calls for many rules, according to 
ſeripture and the cuſtome of religious and ingenuous nations, as to ſummon and give 
warning before they ſtrike : To heare what the defendant can pleade for the juſtice 
of his cauſe, or to offer termes of peace with equal articles, and to give ſpecial cau- 

tionary commiſſions and commands how farre to perſiſt in ayd, and when to deſiſt ; 


but we neither can ſend fitt men for ſuch charges, nor can we preſcribe ſuch Wer 


tions, without à profeſſed imbarquing ourſelves in the action; which, it [cems, is 
wholly declined on our parts. 


We therefore trouble you no further, only we itterate out proteſtation that we 
arcand defire to be held cleare and innocent of this undertakeing, and

Daulnay, nor France, are not ſo feeble in their intellectuals as to o deeme it no act 
of ſtate, when, upon conſultation with. ſome of our chiefe perſons, our men are 
ſuffered, if not incouraged, to goe forth with our proviſion and munition upon the 
deſigne: We do therefore wonder that our people, having no warrant from autho- 
rity, will, of their own heads, runne ſuch a hazard of their ſoules and lives, as can 
neither looke for any prayers or thankes for their good ſucceſſe, nor any ſuccours if 
it fares ill, and as it may fall out, rather call for the curſes of their friends from 
whom they went, and of poſterity yet unborne, and yet theſe poore men preſume 
that if Daulnay ſhould ſay, as the King of Egypt to Joſiah, what have I to do with 
thee, thou King of Judah? I come not out againſt thee this day, but againſt the 
houſe with whome I have warre, or if they ſhould ſhed innocent blood or feel their 
owne ſoules dropping ſuddenly into hell, they had their warrant from the Counſel 
and countenance of thoſe upon whom they might and ought to confide. It were to 
be wiſhed they had been taught the Germane proverb, which ſayth, He that loſeth 
his life in an unneceſſary quarrel dyes the Devill's martyr. Had they had che voyces 
of the people with them, it had beene better than nothing; but that wind ſeemes to 
us to blow ſtrong in the teeth of their voyage. We ſhall preſume to propound 
theſe queſtions. 1. If Daulnay or France ſhall hereafter demand any of them from 
us as enemies, or murtherers, whether will our court protect or deliver them? 2. 
If any of the parents or wives ſhalk require their lives at our hands, who ſhall anſxer 


them? 3. If any of their widdowes or children ſhall require ſuſtenance, or any ne 
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ed es in this expedition call for maintenance, who ſhall give it them? or if taken | þ | 
captive and made ſlaves, who ſhall reſcue or redeem them: | | | | 
_ he ends of warre ought to be religious : What glory 1s intended hereby to God | f F | 

we {ce not, and how our peace ſhall hereby be ſettled we foreſce not, but ſuſ pect it will tl 


rather be a beginning than an end of our troubles and feares, if we do not waolly | | ins 
ſuppreſſe Daulnay, we may be fure of it. He is already very ſtrong, and if our | 
ſhipps and munition fall into his hand, it will deminiſh from us, and incourage, exal- 
perate and ſtrengthen him. 

If La Tour prevaile he is like to cavill with our men for ſome miſcarriages, or 
we with him for non-payment. The paſſage of our ſhips to and from England hath 
hitherto beene quiet and ſafe, in regard of the French, but we cannot ſo expect it 
hereafter, if they ſhall mecte with any of La Tours or Daulnayes ſpecial friends, or 
at leaſt with the friends of ſuch of them as we ſhall ſeeme to wrong. Bellum contra 
hoftem non eff fuſcipiendum cum periculo reipublice, &c. 

4. Undertakings of warrs ought to be probably feaſable, but this ſcemes not ſoc 
to us. We learne out of the Eaſt, by an eye witneſſe, that Daulnay is very ſtrong, 
in artillery, men and munition, at land, and very well provided at ſea, inſomuch 
that ſome of the Eaſt have conſulted to repayre to him in his ayd, leaſt he ſhould 

upon revenge annoy and ruine them; he is reported to be a valiant, prudent and ex- 
perienced ſouldier and commander, and. defendants have great advantages of afſay- 
lants, ſoe that we feare, our ſheep have haſtened to their laughter. 

5. Laſtly, the manner of enterpriſing warre calls for many rules, according to 
ſcripture and the cuſtome of religious and ingenuous nations, as to ſummon and give 
warning before they ſtrike : To heare what the defendant can pleade for the juſtice 
of his cauſe, or to offer termes of peace with equal articles, and to give ſpecial cau- 
tionary commiſſions and commands how farre to perſiſt in ayd, and when to deſiſt ; 
but we neither can ſend fitt men for ſuch charges, nor can we preſcribe ſuch direc- 
tions, without a-profefſed imbarquing ourſelves in the action; which, it ſeems, is 
wholly declined on our parts. 


We therefore trouble you no further, only we itterate out proteſtation that we 
arcand deſire to be held cleare and innocent of this undertakeing, and

The GOVERNOR's Anſtoer to the IPSWICH LETTER about LA Tou. 
[Hutchinſon's Original Papers. 


Gentlemen and beloved brethren, 


TT is not unknowne to you, that (through the Lords gracious aſſiſtance) I have 


thankfully embraced and ſubmitted unto the wiſe and loveing adviſe and admoni- 
tions of any of my brethren ; and truly it is ſtill my deſire ſo to doe: And this (I 
hope) may well ſtand (upon this preſent occaſion) with the maintenance of what is 
good and righteous in our cauſe, about this French buſines, and with that faithfulnes 
that is againe required of me towards you all, whom I love honour and reverence in 
the Lord. And though, I have lately written to you about this matter, yet that 
which I have ſince received from you calls upon me for ſome addition and anſwer 
alſo; which I do not with any purpoſe to contend, but in diſcharge of my conſcience 
and city of my place, and let the Lord do what ſeemes good in his eyes. 

The proteſtation, which was directed to myſelfe firſt, but cam to me through 
many hands (and who it ſeemes it was intended by you, being ſent unfealed) was 
entertained of me as proceeding from your zealous care for the publick ſafety: 
But, conſidered in itſelfe, it is an act of an exorbitant nature, out of rule, out of 
ſeaſon, and of dangerous conſequence. Such proteſtations are publique and judi- 
cial acts, and therefore muſt be warranted by ſome authority, which appears not in 
this. I know no law, order, cuſtome or &c. that can give power to 3 afliſtants, by 
any ſuch publick inſtrument, to contradi& the proceedings of a greater number, the 
Governor alſo being one of them; and how it will conſiſt with the obligation of a 
freeman is alſo conſiderable. Suppoſe now, 3 other aſſiſtants and ſo many elders 
ſhould proteſt againſt your proteſtation, it would be of equal force, and as war- 
rantable for ought I knowe. Againe, It comes not like Solomons apples of gold in

plates of fiiver ; it 18 conſiliun Pe factum: Whercas, if you had ſent it in ſeaſon, it 
might perchance have ſtopped thoſe proceedings which you ſo much complaine a- 
gainſt; whereas, at preſent (you know and may lee) you do but beate the ayre, 
and ftrive for chat which (you are ſure) you cannot reach. It is alſo of dangerou; 
conſequence in theſe reſpects. I. It may be a \ preſident for others to attempt the 
like in any caſe; for you take upon you the ſole judgment of your owne act, and if 
others may have the like liberty, they may countenance their opp poſition to autho- 
rity, as well in ovill cauſes as in good. 2. It blowes a trumpet to diviſion and diſſen- 
tion amongſt ourſelves, magiſtrates proteſting 1 15 magiſtrates, elders againſt el- 
ders, blameing, condemning, expoſeing brethren to the peoples curſes, and caſting 
them down to hell itſelfe; and all this muſt be indured while we walk after the 
light God aitords us from his owne word, and the preſidential acts of former times, 
and of our owne generall court (as will be exprefſed hereafter) whereas the way of 
God, and of order, and of peace, had beene to have referred your grievance to 
the generall court, and not by ſuch an unwarrrantable proteſtation and outcry a- 
Faint your brethren to incite the people againſt them; whereof, if any evill effect 
ſhould aps your proteſtation of innocencie would afford you little comfort or de- 
fence. z. This is the ready way to haſten upon us the evill ſo much feared: For 
if Daly underſtand our diviſions to be ſuch, as he is like to have a party amongſt 
ourſelves, (as you declare intelligence to be) this may imboulden him to attempt that 
againſt us which, otherwiſe, he dared not have done. It is alſo againſt the rule of 
ruſtice, your owne plea on Daulnays behalfe, for you paſſe ſentence and publiſh it 
without calling us to anſwer : It may be one or two of you have accidentally heard 
us ſpeake ſomewhat about it, but did you ever enquire or us, if we had any more to 
ſay for our ſeives, why ju adgment &c. For you will find we have more to ſay for 
ourſelves than you formerly heard, and it is a neceſſary conſequence, if you had 
power to be our judges, you had the ſame to require our anſwer. I intreate you to 
call ro mind the beaten rule of equity, Qi aliquidiſtatuit parte inaudita altera, &c. 
We are condemned in court, in country, by private letters and by publick edict, 
and never aiked, Why have you done this? and all this carryed on, and unſcaſon- 
ably diſpenſed as no man can tell (nor do yourſelves propound) what you would 
have, or how It may tend to any publick good or prevention of that great danger 
which you ſuppoſe to hang over us; except it may be conceived that, either Daul- 
nay will be paciſied with a e e or the people will be ſtirred up to ſacriſice 
ſome of us to make their owne peace. You ſay, indeed, you will hereby be inno- 
cent of all the evill that may inſue, &c. Amen, ſay I; but ſurely wiſe men will not 
believe that ſuch a proteſtation will acquit you, either before God or men: No more 
than if one of the magiſtrates ſitting ſilent in the court while a man is condemned, 


and after he is executed ſhall tender a proteſtation of his diſſent from the ſentence.

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And truly (brethren) you might have dealt a little more tenderly with us, for fuch 
faileings as you have apprehended in our counſells, being the fruite but of a few 
houres conſultation; ſeeing yourſelves, (upon ſo many weekes deliberation) could 


not free your owne acts from ſuch miſcarriage as oY ſee your proteſtation, out of ä 


date and out of courſe, doth hould forth. 


"This I thought needfull to tender to your wiſe and chriſtian eonfideration, con- 
cerning your proteſtation in generall : Somewhat I muſt lay to your arguments, be- 
ſide what may concerne them in my former writings. But, firſt, you may pleaſe to 
conſider that it cannot be denyed but that the Governor, aſſiſted with ſome of the 
magiſtrates, may take order for ſuch ſudden affaires of the ſtate as either need not, 
or cannot, ſtay the aſſembling of the general court; of which ſort, we conceived 
this was (the reaſons you may ſee in my former writing) and when, in ſuch caſes, 


and ſo it was wont to be: And the generall court ſeemes lately to have inlarged this 
truſt, when, by the order of. (4) 1641, it gives power, out of court, to any 3 ma- 
giſtrates to do that which may occaſion a warre, with the Indians, as likely as this 
with the French: For they may give commiſſion to any maſter to right himſelfe up- 
on the Indians, for his fugitive ſervant. By like authority it was that ſome of us diſ- 
armed the Indians and impriſoned ſome of them, upon the late ſuſpicion : And al- 
though-it was conceived to be full of danger, and proved troubleſome and charge. 
able, yet we were not reproved for it. Other inſtances might be brought, but in 
thoſe times, indeed, when ſuch proteſtations were not in uſe. Now, in this caſe 
of the French, wherein the onely doubt was, not whether we ſhould ingage our- 
ſelves in a warre with La Toure againſt Daulney, or not; for, we know that nei- 
ther the magiſtrates nor the generall court it ſelfe could determine that,“ but whe- 
ther it were ſafer or more juſt and honourable for us to ſtop the courſe of God's 


gerous enemy without our chardge or engagement, or to ſuffer it to go on freely in 
its owne courſe. Of theſe two we judged the laſt to be the beſt &c. And of this 
opinion ſome of us ſhall ſtill be untill. we ſee ſtronger arguments againſt it, how as 

yet we have met with. 5 1 
Now for your arguments, (whereof ſome concerne the preceedings, others the 
conſequences) I will paſſe by that of Jehoſaphat as no parallel to our caſe ; and ſee 
if I can free us from that of Prov. 26. And here it may be firſt obſerved, that he 
ſpeaks of one that paſſerh by, viz. That had no calling or invitation to deale in it. 
But 2, I will ſhew hat this ſtrife between La Tour and Daulnay doth neerly con- 
cerne us: and firſt in uw of duty, in that our diſtreſſed neighbour calls to us for

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we have proceeded according to our beſt {kill and judgment, we are to be excuſed, 


providence, offering us opportunity to ſave a diſtreſſed neighbour, to weaken a dan-

help; a ſpeciall providence of God and his owne good opinion of our charitableneſs 

brought him to us, ſor ſome ends, and no other appearing to us, it was our duty to 
attend his; nor were we 1n this caſe to ſtand upon the juſtice of the quarrel be- 
tweene, N no more than Abraham did when Lot and the Sodomites were in pre- 
ſent diſtreſſe; nor than any man would doe, if he ſaw his neighbour under foote 
and in danger to be killed, he would firſt reſcue him from danger, ere he enquire of 
the cauſe. And how we might withould ſuch helpe from La Tour which that provi- 
dence which brought him hither, might here offer him in his . diſtreſſe and 
danger of utter ruine, I profeſſe I ſee no warrant. 

For cleareing of this point I deſire you cerioully to conlider, 4 an argument or two. 
1. He is either a neighbour or no neighbour. If he be not a neighbour, then is 
be in no relation to us by the ſecond table, and then we may rob, beate, or kill him 
without breach of any commandment. But if he be a neighbour then muſt we do 
to him in his diſtreſſe, as we would have others do to us in ours. 2dly,-if he be 
one of thoſe ALL, to whom by the rule of the Apoſtle we muſt doe good (as he 
muſt needs be, if he be either of the houſhould of faith or out of it) then that is the 
good we muit do to him, which he hath; moſb preſent: neede of; and that we may 
not withould from him, when it is in our hands to give it him, Prov: 3. 27. I pray 
you conſider the place. 3dly, If my neighbours or mine enemies oxe be in that ſtate 
as he cannot get to his place without my helpe, 1 muſt helpe him to his place, Exod. 


23. 4. much rather my neighbour himſelfe, and therefore La Tour and his compa: 


ny being now before us in that condition, we ought to: helpe him hence. Iheſe are 
plain and general rules and will not beare diſtinctions of proteſtant and papilt: For 
che morall law being given to man by nature was given to him as man, not as man 
ſo and ſo qualifyed, and therefore when it requires: duty from him, it requires it as 
from a man ſimply; and when it propounds: man as an object of this duty, it pro- 
pounds him alfo ſimply conſidered Without diſtinction of good or bad, chriſtian or 
heathen, &c. and our Saviour inforceth this by propounding the example of our 
heavenly father, who cauſeth the ſun to ſhine upon the juſt and unjuſt, &c. and 
commands us to follow his example. And the goſpell makes this difference only, 
that in queſtion of priority, or neceſſity of neglect of one, the faithfull muſt be pre- 
ferred. Therefore let us ſee ſomething of like authority to diſpenſe with theſe 
rules, or elſe we mult conclude, chat this (ſd farr as we deale in it) is a thing that 
concernes us. Athly, As it concernes us in point of duty, ſo doth it alſo in point of 
danger. I have ſhewed in my former writing, how Daulnay hath dealt with us and 
our neighbours, when he was weak, what principles he is acted by, and what pre- 
tences he hath againſt us; and all hiſtories teach us that the ambition and covetouſ- 
nes of conquerors and ſpoylers, hath always increaſed with their power: And ſhall 


we not believe that Daulnay onely will be more calmed and moderated by acceſſe of 
TIT 200 
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200 ſoldiers, and 4 or 5000). yearely revenue: Let the Latin proverb be attended 


as well as the Germaine, and that will tell us that res gra agitur, paries cum prox- 
imus ardet. I may ſtrengthen this concernment by a late Germaine hiſtory. When 
the Biſhop of Spiers had begun to raiſe a ſtrong fortification upon his owne territo- 
ries, the late Palatine of Rhine demoliſhed it by force of armes in a time of peace, 
becauſe it might be dangerons to him if warr ſhould ariſe. And the Lacedemo- 
nians being in league with the Athenians (their owne city being unwalled) would not 
ſuffer the Athenians to wall theirs, becauſe it concerned them in point of advantage. 
And it hath been uſual for the States of Europe to interpoſe | in quarrels of their 
neighbour States, when they have concerned them but in point of danger onely. 
Now for your diſcourſe about our diſtinction betweene commanding and not forbid- 
ding, let the diſtinction be rightly ſtated as it concerns our practiſe, and not as 
you would put upon us, and we hope it will hould ſo well, as neither the adviſers 
nor the actors ſhall neede to be aſhamed to owne it. We diſclaime to have any 
hand in yielding leave to any of ours to go make warr upon Daulnay, but this we 
owne and no more, that we gave leave to ſuch as could be hyred, &c. to accompa- 


ny La Tour and to conduct him to his owne place. And ſuch a permiſſion as this 


(though it were a commiſſion to this purpoſe) we ſtand {till to maintaine is no under- 
taking of warr, nor act of hoſtility, but a meere liberty of commerce, and if any 
bloodſhed ſhould follow upon it, it is accidentall, and not depending uppon this as 
any cauſe of it. Nor is it any juſt provocation of warr, or any breach of peace, 
nor ſo accounted among civil ſtates. I ſhall cleare it by an inſtance or two both pri- 
vate and publick. If I have a neighbour within a few miles of me ſuſpected to be 


a robber, if 1 ſend my ſervant to beat him and he doth ſo, I am a treſpaſſer ; if he 


kill him, J am a murderer. But if a traveller comes by and tells me that he hath a 

chardge about him, and he is afraid to goe alone on his journey for feare of ſuch a 
man, and deſires me to let my ſervant go with him (if he be willing) though it be dan- 
gerous to his life, and may alſoe prove danger to mee or mine from ſuch robber : 
And if the traveller be now ſett upon by this robber and my ſervant Kills him, we 
may both juſtify it. : 


Iwill give another inſtance. A merchant of Spaine being in London, by leave of 


the King of England, hires a London ſhip to tranſport him and his goods into 
Spaine; upon the way, a Holland man of warr meetes and fights with him, and 
men are flaine on both ſides, yet without any breach of peace on either ſide, or any 
act of hoſtility in the King of England, as it would have beene if he had granted a 
commiſſion to aſſault the Hollander: So that you may fee there is a wide difference 
betweene giveing commiſſion to fight and giveing leave to be hyred to guard or 


tranſport. So as you muſt needs have beene miſtaken in the right ſtatinge of the 


diſtinction, or elſe I cannot conceive what your apprchenſions ſhould be of the 
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Engliſh and Iriſh and Scottiſh, who in ſoe greate numbers, for theſe many years, 
have ſerved the States againit the Spaniards, and' the Spaniards againſt the States, 
the Swedes againſt the Emperor, and e contra, without any breach. of the peace be- 
tween thoſe nations. But admit ſuch a permiſſion were againſt a rule of State; yet, 
if that rule of ſtate be againſt the rule of charity, it will not be hard to judge which 
muſt give place. I will conclude this argument with that which I rouched in my for- 
mer writing. That which is lawful for a private perſon to do, in the way of his call. 
ing, the magiſtrate (if he judge it expedient, or not hurtfull to the commonwealth) 
ought to furder or not to hinder him in it. But it is lawful for the owners and maſters 
of ſhipps and is in the way of their calling, to be hyred by La Tour, to convey him 
to his rightful] habitation, and we judge it no way hurtfull but advantagious to this 
_ commonwealth ; therefore we did well according to the duty of our office, in yield- 
ing leave to them, and in not hindering them. And it is no ſufficient plea againſt it, 
to ſay that we know not the juſtice of his cauſe; for that will not concerne us in 
this caſe (and yet we do know it in good meaſure) But if our ſhipps ſhall be oppoſed 
in their lawfull courſe, the juſtice of their cauſe will lye in that: As for example: A 
man travaileing in a waggon in England, and carrying his goods with him, his 
creditor ſets upon the waggon to take his debtors goods from him by force, the 
waggoner may defend him and his goods, being now in his charge, without 
any reſpect to the former ingagement ; for the juſtice of his cauſe arifeth upon 
another ground. Neither is there any need to ſend to Daulnay before they goe (no, 
though they went of purpoſe to fight with him) for beſides divers examples in ſcrip- 
ture to warrant the forbearance of it, the rule in Deut. 20. 10. gives other direction: 
When thou comelt neere to a, city to fight againſt it, thou ſhall ſend to offer peace, &, 
This point being thus cleared, that we have not enterpriſed, any warre in this our 
proceeding, all your complaints againſt us, and all your arguments tending that way 
do fall to the ground. This is not the cafe, neither are we the men, and therefore 
I ſhall not need to examine your reaſons and allegations againſt ſuch ; nor am I wil 
ling to mention theſe paſſadges wherein our power ſeemes to be ſo much lighted. 1 


Aare not believe that you intended all that is held forth in them. I look at your : 


queries alſoe as raiſed upon the fame miſtaken grounds, which being now cleared to 
you, you will eaſily reſolve yourſelves about them. And yet this I will propound to 
your conſideration, which may be a full anſwer to them all in the moſt knotty con- 
ſtruction, viz. If our brethren ſhould erre in theire way and thereby bring them 
ſelves into diſtreſſe, yet (if we muſt pardon them upon their repentance) ſure we 
may not deſert them, nor hide our eyes from theire miſery. If any of our con- 
tederates (through humane infirmity) ſhould againſt theire covenant, bring a juſt 
warre upon themſelves, yet if they call to us for helpe, and tender themſelves to 
equal 


„ 


equall ſatisſaction, we muſt not leave them to deſtruction. No relation amongſt men 
could ſtand or be uſefull, if meere errour (which we are all continually ſubject to) 
might diffolve it, or obſtruct the vitall ſpirit which ſhould breathe in it. 

Whereas you object that, in this permiſtion, we make the ſtate but a cypher : I 
anſwer, the ſtate hath the ſame influence into this which it bath into other merchants 
voyages, by a general and implicit conſent, which may be ſufficient in ſo free a ſtate 
as ours is; where there is no reſtraint upon perſons or thips (but upon ſpecial occa- 
ſion) they goe and come at their liberty. 

Now for the point of danger. I conceive, firſt, the rule of the Apoſtle Peter 
will hould even in this caſe; while we do well we are not to be frighted with any 

terrour. Againe, there is no courſe or voyage undertaken by us, but it may expoſe 
the undertakers to perill, and may occaſion diſpleafure and danger to us from abroad; 

but ſuch dangers have not hitherto deterred us from any probable way of our ſafety 
or advantage; nor have we ſuſtained any harme hitherto, by caſting ourſelves upon 
the Lord and his good providence in ſuch caſes. I will remember you of ſome. 
When we firſt ſet up reformation in our church way, did not this expoſe us to as 
greate an hazard as we could run, both from abroad and at home ? Did not our friends 
in England, many of them, forewarne us of it ere we came away; ? Did not others 
ſend letters after us, to deterre us from it? Did not ſome among ourſelves (and 
thoſe no mean ones) inculcate our inevitable dangers at home, from no ſmall compa- 
ny left out of church fellowſhip, and civill offices, and freedome hitherto ? Yet we 
truſted in God (though there appeared no meanes of ſafety) and went on our way ; 
and the Lord hath ſtill preſerved us and fruſtrated all councells and attempts againſt 
us. Againe, when upon grievous complaints againſt us to the Lords of the Privy 
Counſel, of ſuch civil innovations amongſt us as we could not juſtify by the laws of 
that ſlate, a ſtrict order and command was ſent to us to deliver up our patent, or elſe 
to expect to have it fetched by force, what greater danger could be towards us than 
appeared in not obeying of- this command ? Yet we had then courage enough to 

returne an anſwer without our patent. When we undertooke a warre againſt the Pe. 
quots which no neceſſity put us upon, but only in point of conſcience (they had 
done us no injury) on others behalfe, there were more objections (in point of dan- 
gerous conſequences) againſt that, than againſt this; our friends of Plimouth com- 
plained of it, and wrote to us accordingly ; ſo did our friends of Connecticot, lay- 
ing forth the dangers we had expoſed them unto by! It, W thing we had forborne to 
a fitter ſeaſon ; but neither of them proteſting againſt it: Vet in due time the Lord's 
hand appeared in it, to the good of the Whole country, and we felt but little of 
thoſe great dangers which were juftly to be feared. Our intelligence, was believed, 
which was heard long ſince, and hath been more certaiuly confirmed of late, that the 
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jeſuirical State“ have had an evil eye upon us, a nd not without cauſe (as themſelves 
apprehend) and though we looke at this as the head of all foreign enmity, yet the 
Lord hath till ſaved us, and that without any great impreſſion of feare upon our 
ſpirits. In the treaty about our confederacie, the doubtful conſtruction of it in 
England, the danger from a Genera] Governor (eſpecially in regard of our brethren 
of Plimouth) the neceſſity of our being involved in the quarrel with the Dutch, on 
the behalfe of our brethren of Hartford, were taken notice of by the generall court 
and many of the elders, &c. yet neither would the court be deterred from entering 
into that brotherly league, nor were our elders or people troubled with feare of 
thoſe danzers. And now, lately, when we received Pumham and Sawconoco into 
Our juriſdiction, the generall court conſidered how offenſive it would be to the Na- 
raganſets, and fo likely to ingage us in a warre with them zyet, the thing being lawful 
and expedient for us, and giving hope of opening a doore to the converſion of ſome 
of them, they would not let flip the opportunity of ſuch advantages, for the feare of 
doubtſul dangers. More I might add: All amounts to this ſumme, the Lord hath 
brought us hither, through the ſwelling ſeas, through perills: of pyrates, tempeſts, 
leakes, fires, rocks, ſands, diſeaſes, ſtarvings, and bath here preſerved us theſe 
many yeares from the diſpleaſure of Princes, the envy and rage of Prelates, the ma- 
lignant plots of Jeſuits, the mutinous contentions of diſcontented perſons, the open 
and ſecret attempts of barbarous Indians, the ſeditious and undermineing practices 
of hereticall falſe brethren; and is our confidence and courage all ſwallowed up in 


the feare of one D' Aulnay ? Admit we ſhould have ſtepped aſide out of our way, 


doth the favour and protection of our God wholely depend upon our perfect walk- 


ing? Were we never out of our way before, under all our former mercies and de- 
liverances? Did Abraham, Iſaack, Jacob, David, Jehoſaphat, the people of Iſ- 
rael, Judas, and others, never find protection and deliverance, when, by infirmity, 
they were found to be out of their way? If they did, why may not we ſtill ſeeke 
and hope for the like, ſceing the Lords mercies indure for ever? For my part (if 
there were not other ſins, which God may have a controverſie with us for) I ſhould 
little feare any harm from this, If any breach were made in our peace, this is not 


the way to make it up. We may bring more diſpleaſure and danger upon ourſelves, 


»- 


by the diviſions and breaches of rule which may be occaſioned by our unſeaſonable 
ſtriveings about that which is now paſt remedie, than would otherwiſe ariſe from any 
miſcarriage in the buſines it ſelfe, | in the worſt conſtruction that can be made thereof.

RECEIVED, together with others, two letters from yourſelfe, concerning the 


ſoe much ſeeming negle&, but being now almoſt out of hope of accompliſhing that 


unpleaſing it was to mee for to exppreſſe my ſelfe by word or writeing contrary 
to the apprehenſion of your ſelfe and other friends, both godly and wiſe, whome I 
both love and honour, hee that is the ſearcher of hearts knoweth ; and howe farr 
it was from my will or intent, when I ſett my hand to that letter you receaved, to caſt 
any diſhonour upon your ſelfe or others, I hope in tyme you ſhall know and be fully 
perſuaded of. The truth is, our ayding of Latour was very grievous to many 
hereabouts, the deſigne being feared to be unwarrantable by dyvers, as the caſe 
ſtands with us; of which number I confeſſe I was, and ſoe ſtill remaine one, and 
though the buſineſs was ſoe farr proceeded in before wee writt the letter, as (for my 
parte) I had noe hope of ſtayeing the ſhippes, yet ſome of us thought it might be 
of good uſe to intimate that ſome cautions might be given to thoſe that went, and 
they be ſtrictly required to obſerve the ſame, that ſoe the undertaking might be pre- 

ſerved from ſinne and the common wealth from damage, ſoe much as the caſe was 
capable of, which cautions if refuſed, then to ſignifie under our bands, our not con- 
ſenting to the proceeding, with our reaſons thereof ; but for any proteſtations a- 
gainſt the act, condemning it, we never intended it, but frequently fully and ex- 
preſly declined it, foe the ſending the letter without thoſe cautions and after the 
ſhippes were gone, concernes thoſe to anſwer that did it, for my part I was much 
troubled att it ſo ſoone as I heard of it. What errors may be found in our letter 


preſſed) I ſhall be farr from owneing or juſtifyeing when they ſhall appear; this I 
can truly ſay, wee were folicitouſly carefull (according to the little tyme wee had) 
not to write any thing that might be matter of juſt offence, and I hope a favourable 
interpretation of words (our intention being rightly underſtoode) may free it from 
blame.

Deareſt Sir, 


E HEARD nothing further of Gloceſter buſines till the third day of this week 
L at even, when I received a letter from Mr. Blinman, together with a complaint 
of the towne againſt Griffens companie for ſeveral miſdemeanors. And at the foote 
of the complaint a reference from yourſelfe and 3 other magiſtrates to me, for the 


redreſſe of them. I therefore diſpatched away a meſſenger betimes the next morn- 


ing, with a letter to Mr. Griffen, that he would ſend me ſuch of his men whoſe 


names I had underwritten his letter, to anſwer to the miſdemeanors of ſabbath- 


breaking, ſwearing and drunkennes : And withall I ſent a letter with inſtructions 


to Mr. Blinman, with a warrant addreſſed to the conſtable ; that if Mr. Griffen 
would fend his men, that the conſtable ſhould attach their perſons and bring them 


before mee : If they did reſiſt or refuſe, not to ſtrive with them nor to uſe any ; 


_ provoking termes, but to take witneſs of their carriadge and to returne mee an 
anſwer ; which here I have ſent you incloſed. I would have ptoceeded againſt 
them according to your former directions (to wit) with force; but J had rather, 
if you ſee good, try firſt another way, which is, to ſend a prohibition under 
your and divers of the magiſtrates hands beſides, forbiddins Mr. Steephens and 
the reſt of the ſhip-carpenters there, or any where within this juriſdiction, upon 
ſome penaltie, not to worke a ſtroke of worke more upon Mr. Griffens ſhip till they 
had further order from the Governor, &c.

HE Land here is in general like chat in Germany; the Country is good and wm 
well provided with all the Neceſſaries of Life, except Cloaths, Linnen, is 101 

Woolen, Stockings, Shoes, &c. they are all dear. The Country is very moun— i | 

tamous, ſome Land, ſome Rocks, and fo exceeding high that they appear to touch "0 

the Clouds; thereon grows the fineſt Fir I ever ſaw; there are alfo in this Country, N 4 

Oaks, Alder, Beech, Elm, Willow, 8&c. In the Foreſts, by the Water Side, and . Ez n 

on the Iſlands, there grows wild Abundance of Cheſaurs, Plumbs, Hazle Nuts, large 9 

Walnuts of ſeveral Sorts, and of as good a taſte as in the Netherlands, but they have i} | 

2 ſomewhat harder ſhell : the Hills are covered with Thickets of Bilbercies, the flat ö 

Land near the Rivers is covered with Strawberries, which grow in ſuch Plenty in the = - 

Fields, that we go there and lie down and eat them; Vines alſo grow here naturally "| f 
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in great Abundance along the Roads, Paths, Crecks, and you ſind them e 
you turn youſelf, I have feen many Pieces of Land where Vine ſtood by Vine and 
grew very luxuriant; climbing up above the largeſt and loftieſt Trees, and although 
they were not cultivated, the Grapes were as good and ſweet as in Holland. Here 
is alſo a Sort of Grapes wnich grow very large, each Grape as big as the end of 
one's Finger, or a middle ſized Plumb, and becauſe they are ſomewhat filmy and have 
a thick Skin we call them Speck Druyven*. If we would cultivate the Vines we 
might have as good Wine as they have in Germany or France. I had myſelf laſt 
Jarveſt a Boat Load of Grapes in Prefs : while the Wine was new it taſted better 
than French or Rheniſh Muſt, and the Colour of the Grape Juice is ſo high a red, 
that one Wine Glaſs full will colour a whole Mug of white Wine. In the Foreſts is 
great Plenty of Deer, which in Harveſt time and Autumn are as fat as any Holland 
Deer can be; I have had them with Fat more than two Fingers thick on the Ribs ; 


and likewiſe that they had no other than clear Fat, and conld hardly be eaten. There 


are alſo many Turkies as large as in Holland, but in fome years leſs than in others: 
the year before I cane here there were ſo many Turkies and Deer that they came 
to the Houſes and Hog Pens to teed, and were taken by the Indians with fo little 
Trouble, that a Deer was fold to the Dutch for a Loaf of Bread, or a Knife or even 
for a Tobacco-Pipe, but now we commonly give for a good Deer fix or ſeven gul- 
ders. In the Foreſts alſo are many Partridges, Pheafants and Pidgeons that fly in 


Flocks of thouſands, and fometimes 10, 20, 3o, and even 40 and go are killed at 


one Shot: we have here too a great Number of ſeveral Kinds of Fowl, Swans, Geeſe, 
Ducks, Widgeons, Teal, Brant, which are taken by Thouſands upon the River in 
the Spring of the Year, and again in the Fall fly away in Flocks, ſo that in the 
Morning and Evening a Man may ſtand ready with his Gun before his Houſe and 
ſhoot them as they fly paſt. I have allo had here ſeveral meals of Elks, which were 
very fat and taſted ſomething like Veniſon, and beſides theſe profitable Beaſts we 


have alſo Land-Lions+, Bears, Wolves, Foxes, and particularly very many Snakes, 


which are large and ſo long as 8, 10 and 12 Feet; among others there is a Sort of 
Snake, which we call Rattleſaake, from a certain rattle which is in its tail, two or three 
fingers breadth long, and has ten or twelve joints, and with this rattle it makes a noiſe like 
the Crekelsf its colour is variegated like our large ſpotted Dogs; they have very ſharp 
Teeth in their Mouth, and dare to bite Dogs ; they do not fly from either Man or 
Beaſt, but fall on and bite them, and their Bite is very poiſonous, and commonly even 
deadly too. As to the Soil of this Country, that on the Mountains is a reddiſh

Ground: I have been up the Mountains here, as high as 2 Church, to examine the 
Soil, and have fonnd it to be Clay, and in this Ground there appears to be a ſingu- 
lar Strength and Virtue, for bearing pl Crop, for a Farmer here told me that he had 


dean Wheat off the fame kind of Land eleven Years ſucceſſively without ploughing 
ir or letting it lay fallow. The Butter here is clean and yellow as in Holland. Paſt 


this Land runs an excellent River, about 500 or 600 Paces wide: this River riſes in 

the Mabaſfas Country about four Miles“ North of us; there it comes between two 
high rocky. Shores, and falls from a Height equal to that of a Church, with ſuch a 
Noiſe that we can ſometimes hear it with us. In the beginning of June twelve of us 
took a Ride to ſee it; when we came there we (aw not only that the Water fell with 
ſuch a Noiſe that we could hardly hear one another, but it daſhes againſt the Rocks 


with ſuch force that it rebounds and raites a Fog in ſtill Weather, ſo that all the Time it 


was as if it had been raining, and the Trees on the Hills there (which are as high as 
Schoorler Duyn) had their Leaves wet exactly as with Rain: the Water is as clear as 
: Chryſtal and as freſh as Milk. I and another with me ſaw there in clear Sun Shine, 
when there was not a Cloud in the Sky, as we ſtood upon the Rocks oppoſite the 
Fall of the River, at a great Depth, half a Rainbow, or a Quarter of a Circle, of 


the ſame Colour with the Rainbow i in the Sky, and when we had gone about ten or 


twelve Rods farther Northward from the Fall, along the River, we ſaw very plainly 


in the Water a complete Rainbow, or half a Circle, juſt the ſame as if it had been 


in the Clouds, and this is always to be ſeen by thoſe who go there. In this River 
is great Plenty of ſeveral Kinds of Fiſh, Pike, Eels, Perch, Lampreys, Suckers, Cat 
Fiſh, Sun Fiſh, Shad, Baſs, &c. In the Spring, in May, the Perch are ſo plenty, 


that one Man with a Hook and Line will catch in one Hour as many as ten or twelve 


can eat: my Boys have caught fifty in leſs than an Hour, each a Foot long: they 
have a three-pronged Inſtrument with which they fiſh, and draw up frequently two 


or three Perch at once. There is alſo in the River great Plenty of Sturgeon, which 


we Chriſtians do not make ufe of but the Indians eat them greedily. In this River 
too are fine Iſlands of ten, twenty, thirty, fifty Morgen + of Lands, which is very 
good, but the worſt of it is, that by the melting of the Snow, or heavy Rains the 
River probably overflows and covers that low Land. This River ebbs and flows 
as far as this place although it is thirty-ſix Miles inland from the Sea. 
What relates to the Climate of this Country, and the Seaſons of the Year, is that 
here the Summers are pretty hot ſo that for the moſt Part we are obliged to go in 
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»A Dutch Mile is equal to "ID Engliſh, 
F. A Morgen is about two Acres. 
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our Shirts, and the Winters are very cold. The Summer continues till All Sainte 


Day, but then the Winter ſets in the ſame Manner as it commonly does in Decem- 
ber, and it freezes ſo much in one Night that the Ice will bear a Man; even the 
River itſelf, in {till Weather, is covered with a hard Cruſt, and freezes in one 


Night ſo much, that the ſecond Day we can go over it, and this Freezing continues 
commonly three months; for although we lay here in 427 yet it always freezes ſo, but 


there comes ſometimes a warm and pleaſant Day, yet the Thaw does not continue, 


but it freezes again till March, and then commonly the River firſt begins to open, 
ſeldom in February. The greateſt Cold we have from the North Weſt, as in Hol- 


land from the North Eaſt. The wind here is very ſeldom Eaſt, but almoſt denn 
South, South Weſt, North Weſt and North. 


In our ſhorteſt Winter Days we have nine Hours Sun; in he Se in our 
longeſt Days, about fifteen Hours. We lie ſo far Weſt of Holland that 1 judge you 
are about four Hours before us, ſo that when. it is ix O'Clock in the Morning with us, 
It is ten with you, and WHEN it is Wen with us, it is four O Clock in are ene, 


with you. 


The Inhabitants of hs Cate are of two Kinds; iſt, Chriſtians ſo called; ö 153 
Indians: of the Chriſtians I ſhall ſay nothing; my Defign is to ſpeak of the Indians 

only: theſe among us are of two Kinds, iſt. the Mahakinhaas, or as they call them- 
ſelues, Kajingahaga ; 2d. the Mahakans, otherwiſe called 4 potzagena. ; Theſe two 
Nations have different Languages, each having an Affinity to the other, as the 
Dutch and Latin. Theſe People have formerly carried on a War againft each 
other, but ſince the Mahakanders were ſubdued by the Mahakobaas, a Peace has 
ſubſiſted between them, and the conquered are obliged to bring a yearly Contri- 
bution to the others. We live among both theſe Kinds of Indians, and they coming 
to us from their Country, or we going to them, do us every Act of, Friendſhip. - 
The principal Nation of all the Savages and Indians hereabouts with which we are ; 
connected, are the Mahakuaas,* Who have laid all the other Indians near us under 
Contribution. This Nation has a very heavy Language, and J find great Difficulty 
in learning it ſo as to ſpeak and preach to them fluently : there are no Chriſtians who 
underſtand the Language thoroughly; thoſe who have lived here long can hold 2 
kind of Converſation, juſt ſufficient to carry on Trade, but they do not underſtand 


the Idiom of the Language. I am making a Vocabulary of the Mahakuaa Language, 


and when I am among them I atk them how Things are called; then, as they are 


very dumb, I cannot ſometimes get an Explanation of what I want. Beſides what 


I have juſt mentioned, one will tell me a Word in the Infnitive, another i in the In. 


dicative Mood; one in the /d, another in the fecond Perſon ; one in the Preſent, 
I | another 
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another in the Præterperfect Tenſe: So I ſtand ſometimes and look, but do not 
know how to put it down: and as they have their Declenſtions and Conjugations, fo 
they have their Increaſes like the Greeks, and 1 am ſometimes as if I was diſtracted, 
and cannot tell what to do, and there is no Perſon to ſet me right; I muſt do all my- 
ſelf in Order to become an Indian Grammarian. When I firſt obſerved that they 
pronounced their Words ſo differently, I aſked the Commiſſary of the Company 
what it meaned, and he told me he did not know, but imagined they changed their 
Language every two or three Years; I told him it could never be that a whole Na- 
tion ſhould ſo generally change their Language ;—and though he has been connected 
with them theſe twenty Years, he can afford me no Aſliſtance. 

The Indians in this Country are of much the fame Stature with us Butchmen; ; 
ſome of them have very good Features, and their Bodies and Limbs are well pro- 
portioned ; they all have black Eyes, but their Skin is tawney : in Summer they go 
naked, having only their Privities covered with a Piece of a Skin: The Children and 
young Folks to 10, 12, and 14 Years of Age go Mother-naked : In Winter they 
hang looſely about them a Deer's, or Bear's, or Panther's Skin, or they take ſome 
Beaver and Otter Skins, or Wild-Cat's, Raccoons, Martin's, Otters, Mink's, 
Squirrel or ſeveral Kinds of Skins, which are Plenty in this Country, and ſew ſome 
of them upon others, until it is a ſquare Piece, and that is then a Garment for 

them, or they buy of us Dutchmen two and an half Ells of Duffils, and that they 
hang looſely on them, juſt as it was torn off, without any ſewing, and as they go 
away they look very much at themſelves, and think they are very fine. They make 

' themſelves Stocking: and Shoes of Deer Skin, or they take the Leaves of their Corn, 
and plat them together and uſe them for Shoes. The Women, as well as the Men, 
go naked about the head: the Women let their Hair grow very long, and tie it, 
ard let it hang down their Backs : ſome of the Men wear their Hair on one Side of 
the Head, and ſome on both Sides, and a long Lock of Hair Hanging down: on 
the top of their Heads they have a Streak of Hair from the Forehead to the Neck, 
about the Breadth of three Fingers, and this they ſhorten till it is about two or three 
Fingers long, and it ſtands right on End like Hogs Briſtles; on both Sides of this 
Streak they cut the Hair ſhort off, except the aforeſaid Locks, and they alſo leave 
on the bare Places here and there ſmall Locks, ſuch as are in Sweeping-Bruſhes, and 
they are very fine, They likewiſe paint their Faces, red, blue, &c. and then they 
look like the Devil himſelf. They greaſe their Heads with Bears-greaſe, which they 
always carry with them for this Purpoſe in a ſmall Baſket; they ſay they do it to make 
their Hair grow, and prevent their having Lice. When they travel they take with 
them ſome Maize,* a Kettle, a wooden Bowl, and a Spoon ; theſe they pack up 
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and hang on their Backs, and when they are hungry they make a fire and cook: 
they can get Fire by rubbing Pieces of Wood very briſkly againſt one another. They 
live in common without Marriage, but if any of them have Wives the Marriage 
continues no longer than they think proper, and then they ſeparate, and each takes 
another Partner. I have ſeen thoſe who had parted, and afterwards lived a long 
Time with others, come together again and be Man and Wife, and though they 
have Wives, yet they will not leave off going a Wh—g, and if they can get to 
Bed with another Man's Wife, they think it a Piece of Wit. The Women are 
are exceedingly addicted to Wh—g ; they will lie with a Man for the Value of 
one, two, or three Shillings,* and our Dutchmen go very much after them. 
The Women, when they have lain in, go about immediately afterwards, be it 
ever ſo cold he „or they waſh themſelves and the young Child in the 
River or the Snow. They will not lie down (for they ſay that if they did they 
ſhould ſoon die) but keep going about. They are obliged to cut Wood, to travel 
three or four Miles with their Child, in a Word, they go, they ſtand, they work 
as if they had not lain in, and we cannot fee that they ſuffer any Injury by it; and 
we ſometimes try to perſuade our Wives to lay in ſo, and that the Way of lying in 
in Holland is meer Trifling. The Men have great Authority over their Wh—s, 
and if they do any Thing which affronts them, and raiſes their Paſſion, they take 
an Axe and knock them in the Head, and there is an End of it. The Women are 
obliged to prepare the Land, to mow, to plant, and do every Thing; the Men do 
nothing except hunting, fiſhing, and goin g to War againſt their Enemies: they treat 
* their Enemies with great Cruelty in Time of War, for they firſt bite off the Nails of 
| | the Fingers of their Captive, and cut of ſome Joints, and ſometimes the whole of 
the Fingers; after that the Captives are obliged to ſing and dance before them ſtark 
na ed, and finally they roaſt them before a flow Fire for ſome Days, and eat them: 
the com non People eat the Arms, Buttocks and Carcaſs, but the Head- men eat the 
Head and the Heart, Our Mahatas carry on great War againſt the Indians of Ca- 
nada, on the River St. Lawrence, and take many Captives, and ſometimes there 
are French Chriſtians among them. Laſt Year our Indians got a great Booty from 
. the French on the River St. Lawrence, and took three Frenchmen, one of whom was 
| a ſeſuit; they killed one, but the Jeſuit (whoſe left Thumb was cut off, and all the 
Nails and Pieces of his Fingers were bitten) we releaſed and ſent him to France by 
a Yacht which was going to Holland. They ſpare” all the Children from ten to 
twelve Years old, and all the Women they take in War, unleſs the Women are very 


old, and then they kill them. Though they are very cruel to their Enemies, they 
are 
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are very friendly to us: we are under no Apprehenſions from them; we go with 
them into the Woods; we meet with one another ſometimes one or two miles from 
any Houſes, and are no more uneaſy about it than if we met with Chriſtians; they 
ſleep by us too in our Chambers; I-have had eight at once, Who laid and flept up- 
on the Floor near my Bed, for it is their cuſtom to ſleep only on the bare Ground, 
and to have only a Stone or a Bit of Wood under their Heads, they go to Bed very 
ſoon after they have ſupped, but riſe early in the Morning; they get up before 
Day Break. They are very flovenly and dirty; they neither waſh their Face nor 
Hands, but let all the Dirt remain upon their tawney Skin, and look as dirty as 
Hogs. Their bread is Indian Corn beaten to Pieces between two Stones, of which 
they make a Cake and bake it in the Aſhes; they eat with it Veniſon, Turkies, 
Hares, Bears, Wild Cats, their own Dogs, &c. The Fiſh they cook jult as they 
get them out of the Water, without cleaning, and the Entrails of Deer in tl he ſame 
Manner ; they cook them a little, and if the Entrails are tough, they take one End 
in their Mouth and the other in their Hand, and cut them off between their Hand 
and their Mouth, and then eat them: So they do commonly with the Fleth, but 
they cut it a little and lay it on the Fire ſo long as till we conid go from the 
Houſe round the Church, and then it is done, and when they eat it the Blood 
runs down their Chins. They can take a Piece of Bears-Greaſe as large as two 
Fiſts, and eat it without any Bread. It is natural to them to have no Beards, rot 
one in an hundred has any Hair about his Mouth: they have alſo naturally a great 
opinion of themſelves, and when the praiſe themſelves they ſay Thy Othlen, (1 am 
the Devil;) they mean by it that they are very brave. In order to praife them- 
ſelves and their People when we tell them they are very expert at catching Deer, 
they ſay, Thoſchs ko, aguzveechon Kajingabaga kouvaane Fountuckcha Othkon, that is, 
Really, all the Mohawks are very cunning Devils. They make their Houſes of the 
Bark of Trees, very cloſe and warm, and place their Fire in the middle of them: 
they alſo make of the Peeling and Bark of Trees Canoes, or ſmall Boats, which will 
carry four, five and fix Perſons : in like Manner they hollow out Trees, and uſe 
them for Boats; ſome of them are very large. I have ſometimes ſailed with ten, 
twelve and fourteen Perſons in one of theſe hollowed Trees; we have in our Co- 
lony a wooden Canoe taken from the Indians, which will eafily carry two hundred 
Schepel* of Wheat. The Arms uſed by the Indians in War were formerly a Bow 
and Arrow with a Stone Axe and Mallet, but now they get from our People Guns, 
Swords, Iron Axes and Mallets. Their Money conſiſts of certain little Bones, 
made of the Shells of Cockles which are found on the Beach; a Hole is made 
through the middle of the little Bones ; and they are ſtrung upon Thread, or they 
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make of them Belts as broad as a Hand or broader, which they hang on their Necks 
and on their Bodies : they have alfo ſeveral Holes in their Ears, and there they 
hang ſome ; and they value theſe little Bones as highly as many Chriſtians do Gold, 
Silver and Pearls, but they have no Value for our Money, and eſteem it no better 
than Iron. I once ſhewed one of their Chiefs a Rixdolar, he aſked how much it 
was worth among the Chriſtians, and when I told him he laughed exceedingly at us, 
ſaying we were Fools to value a Piece of Iron ſo highly, and if he had fuch Money 
he would throw it into the River. They place their Dead upright in Holes, and 
do not lay them down, and then throw on the Grave ſome 'Frees.. and Wood, or 
they encloſe them with Paliſades. They have their ſet times for going to catch Fiſh, 
Bears, Panthers, Beavers, and Eels: in the Spring they catch valt quantities of 
Shad and Lampreys which are very large here :—they lay them on the Bark of 

Trees in the Sun, and dry them very hard, and then put them in a Bag which they 
make of wild Hemp, and keep them till Winter when their Corn is ripe; to keep 
them from the Air, they dig a deep Hole and preſerve them therein the whole Win- 
ter. They can'make Nets and Seines in their Way, and when they want to fiſh with 
Seines, ten or tw elve Men will go together and help each other, all of w hom own 
the Seines. 

They are entire Strangers to all Religion, but they have a Tharonhijouaagon, 
(which others alfo call Athzoockhuatoriaho) i. e. a Genius which they put in the. 
Place of God, but they do not worſhip or preſent Oferings to him: they worſhip 
and preſent Ofcrings to the Devil whom they call OHHon or Aireſtuoni. If they are 
unſucceſsful in War, they catch a Bear, which they cut in Pieces and roaſt, and that 
they offer to their Aireſtuoni, ſaying the following Words: Oh great and mighty 
Aireſtuoni, we know that we have tranſgreſſed againſt thee inaſmuch as we have not 
killed and caten our Captives ;—forgive us this, we prom iſe that we will kill and eat 
all the Captives we ſhall hereafter take, as really as we have killed, and now eat this 
Bear. Alſo when the Weather is very hot, and there comes a cooling Breeze, 
they cry out directly, Aſoronuſi, aſoronuſi Othhon, aworouhſ; remnuha, that is, J 
thank thee, I thank thee, Devil, I thank thee Oomke. It they are ſick, or have a pain 
or ſoreneſs any where in their Limbs, and I aſk them what ails them? they ſay he 
Devil fits in their Body or in the ſore Place, and bites them there, and they always 
aſcribe to the Devil the Accidents which befal them: they have otherwiſe no Reli- 
gion: when we Pray they laugh at us; ſome of them deſpiſe it entirely, and ſome 
when we tell them what we do when we pray, ſtand aſtoniſhed. When we have 
a Sermon, ſometimes ten or twelve of them, more or leſs, will attend, each having 
a long Tobacco Pipe, made by himſelf, in his Mouth, and will ſtand a while and 
look, and afterwards aſk me what I was doing and what 1 wanted, that I ſtood there 
alone and made ſo many Words, and none of the reſt might ſpeak ? I tell them I 


admoniſhed

admoniſhed the Chriſtians, that they muſt not ſteal, go a-wh—s8, get drunk, or 
commit Murder, and that they too ought not to do theſe Things, and that I intend 
after a while to preach to them, and come to them to their Country and Caſtles 
(about three Days Journey from hence, further inland) when I am acquainted with 
their Language : : They fay I do well in teaching the Chriſtians, but immediately 
add Diatennon jawij Aſſyreoni hagiouiſh, that is, why do ſo many Chriſtians do theſe 
Things. They call us Afyreoni, that is, Cloth-Makers, or Chari/tooni, that is, 
Iron- Workers, becauſe our People firſt brought Cloth and Iron among them. 


They will not come into a Houſe where there is a menſtruous Woman, nor cat 


with her. No Woman mult touch their Snares in which they catch Deer, for 
they ſay the Deer can ſmell it. 
One Day an old Woman came to our Houſe, and told my "I that her Fore- 


fathers had told her, that Tharonhij Jagon, that is, God, once went out walking 


with his Brother, and a Diſpute aroſe between them, and God killed his Brother: 1 
ſuppoſe this Story took its Riſe from that of Cain and Abel. They have an odd 


Notion of the Creation, for they think that a pregnant Woman fell down from 


Heaven, and that a Tortoiſe (which are plenty here, and within Land from two 
and three to four Feet long, ſome with two Heads, very miſchievous and addicted 
to biting) took this pregnant Woman on its Back, becauſe every place was covered 
with Water, and that the Woman ſitting upon the Tortoiſe paddled with her hands 


in the Water, and raked up the Earth whence it finally happened that the Earth be- 
came higher than the Water. They think there are more Worlds than one, and 


that we came from another World. The Mohatot Indians are divided into three 
Tribes, which are called Ochhari, Anatoare, Oknaho, that is, the Bear, the Tortoiſe 
and the olf. of theſe the Tortoiſe is the greateſt and principal, and boaſt that they 
are the oldeſt Deſcendants of the Woman beforementioned ; theſe have made a Fort 


of Paliſades, and call their Caſtle Aſerue. Thoſe of the Bear are the next to theſe, and 


their Calle is by them called Banagiro; the laſt were taken from them, and their 
Caſtle is called Thenondiogo. Each of theſe Tribes carries the Beaſt after which it is 
called (as the Arms in its Banner) when it goes to War againſt i its Enemies, and this 
is done as well for the Terror of its Enemies, as for a Declaration of its own Bra- 
very. Lately one of their Chiefs came to me and preſented me with a Beaver, an 
Otter, and ſome Cloth he had taken from the French, in Token of Friendſhip, when he 
opened his Budget there appeared in it a dried Head of a Bear, with grinning Teeth : 
I alked him what that meant? he told me he faſtened it upon his left Shoulder by 


the Side of his Head, and that then he was the Devil, cared for nothing, and did not 
fear any Thing. 


The Government among them conſiſts of the oldeſt, the moſt ſenſible, the beſt. 


ſpcaling and moſt warlike Men; theſe commonly reſolve, and the young and war- 
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like Men carry into Execution ; but if the common People do not approve of the 
Reſolution, it is left entirely to the Judgment of the Mob. The Chiefs are gene- 
rally the pooreſt among them, for inſtead of their receiving from the common 
People as among Chriſtians, they are obliged to give to them; eſpecially when any 
one is killed in War, they give great Preſents to the next of Kin to the deceaſed, 
and if they take any Priſoners they preſent them to that Family whereof one has 
been killed, and the Priſoner is adopted by the Family into the Place of the Perſon 
who was killed. There is no Puniſhment here for Murder and other Villainies, but 
every one 1s his own Avenger : The Friends of the deceaſed revenge themſelves 
upon the Murderer until Peace is made by Preſents to the next of Kin. But al- 
though they are ſo cruel, and have no Laws or Puniſhments, yet there are nor half 
ſo many Villainies or Murders committed amongſt them as amongſt Chriſtians, fo 
that I ſometimes think with aſtoniſhment upon the Murders committed in the Ne- 
therlands, notwithſtanding their ſevere Laws and heavy Penalties. Theſe Indians, 
though they live without Laws, or Fear of Puviſhment, do not kill People, unleſs 
they are in a great Paſſion, or fighting, wherefore we go along with them, or meet 
them in the Woods, without Fear.

WA HEREAS the Civil Wars and Diſſentions in our native Country through 


the ſcditious Words and carriages of many evil affected Perſons cauſe Di- 
viſions in many Places of Government in America, ſome profeſſing themſelves for the 
King and others for the Parliament, not conſidering” that the Parliament themſelves 
profeſs that they ſtand for the King and Parliament againſt the malignant Papiſts 
and Delinquents in the Kingdom; It is therefore ordered, that what Perſon ſoever, 
all by Word Writing or action endeavour to diſturb our Peace directly or indirecthy 
by drawing a Party under pretence that he is for the King of England, and ſuch as 
adjoin with him againſt the Parliament, ſhall be accounted as an offender of an high 
nature againit this Common Wealth, and to be proceeded with either capitally or 
otherwiſe, according to the Quality and Degree of his Offence; Provided always 
that this ſhall not be extended againſt any Merchant Strangers and Shipmen, that

come hither meerly for matter of Trade and Merchandize, albeit they ſhould come 
from any of thoſe Parts that are in the hands of the King, and ſuch as adhere to them 
againſt the Parliament carrying themſelves here quietly and free from raiſing, or 
nouriſhing any Faction Mutiny or ſedition amongſt us as aforeſaid.

The Humble Petition of William Caſtell, Parſon of Courtenhall in Northampton 
Shire, for the propagating of the Goſpel in America; 


FN all humble manner ſheweth unto your approved wiſdom, the great and general 
| neglect of this Kingdom, in not propagating the glorious Goſpel in America, 
a main part of the World : Indeed the undertaking of the work is, in the general, 
acknowledged pious and charitable, but the ſmall proſecution that hath hitherto been 
made of it, either by us or others, having never yet been undertaken in pity to mens 
ſouls, but in hopes to poſſeſs the land of thoſe infidels, or of gain by commerce, 
may well make this and all other Chriitian Kingdoms confeſs they have been excecd- 
ing remiſs, in performing this ſo religious, ſo great, ſo neceſſary a work. 

May it therefore, pleaſe your wiſdoms to give your petitioner leave to propoſe 
| briefly, (as the nature of a petition requireth) the more than ordinary piety and 
charity of the work; the evident neceſſity, and benefit of undertaking, together 
with the eafineſs of effecting. 


A greater expreſſion of piety, your petitioner conceiveth ,there cannot be, than 


to make God known where he was never ſpoken nor thought of, to advance the 
Scepter of Chriſt's Kingdom; and now again to reduce thoſe, who at firſt were cre- 
ated after the Image of God from the manifeſt worthip of Devils, to acknowledge and 
adore the bleſſed Trinity in Unity. To do this, is to be the happy inſtrument of effe&- 
ing thoſe often repeated promiſes of God, in making all nations bleſſed by the com- 
ing of Chriſt, and by ſending his word to all lands; it is to enlarge greatly the 
Pale of the Church. And to make thoſe, whs were the moſt deteſtable Synago- 
gues of Satan, delightful Temples of the Holy Ghoſt. 
It was a high point of picty in the Queen of the South, to come from the utmoſt

parts of the world to hear the wiſdom of Solomon: And fo it was in Abraham to 
leave his native country for the better and more free ſervice of his God. 

And certainly it will be eſteemed no leſs in thoſe, who (either in their perſons or 
purſes) ſhall religiouſly endeavour to make millions of thoſe filly ſeduced Ameri- 
cans, to hear, underſtand, and practiſe the myſtery of Godlineſs. 

And as is the piety, ſuch is the charity of the work, exceeding great, to no leſs 
than the immortal ſouls of innumerable men, who ſit in darkneſs and in the ſhadow 
of death, continually aſſaulted and devoured by the Dragon, whole greateſt delight 
is to bring others with-himſelf into the ſame irrecoverable gulph of perdition. What 
thoſe blind and ſpiritual diſtreſſed Americans are, we were, and ſo had continued, 
had not apoito! ical men afforded greater charity unto us, Diviſis orbe Brit annis, by 
long jonrneying (and not without great hazard of their lives) than as yr hath been 
ſhewed by us unto them. 

We are not indeed endued with ſuch eminent extraordinary Gifts as were the pri- 
mitive Chriſtians ; bur yer if it be duly conſidered, how fully and how purely God 
hath imparted his goſpel unto this Iſland ; how miraculouſly he hath lately protected 
us from Spaniſh Invaſions and popiſh conſpiracies ; how at this time, we abound in 
{hipping and all manner of proviſion for ſea ; it will be found that we, of all nations, 
are molt for the work, and moſt engaged to do it in due thankfulneſs to God. 

Nor is the Arm of the Lord ſhortened, or his wonted bounty ſo reſtrained, but 
that undertaking the Voyage ſolely for God's Glory, and in compaſſion to mens 
fouls, we may expect a more than ordinary bleſſing from him, whoſe uſual cuſtom 
is to honour thoſe that honour him, and moſt abundantly e even in this lite, to recom- 
pence ſuch religious undertakings. 

The Spaniard boaſteth much of what he hath already done in this Lind; but 
their own authors report their unchriſtian behaviour, eſpecially their mow 
cruelties to be ſuch, as they cauſed the Infidels to deteſt the name of Chriſt. Your 
wiſdoms may judge of the Lion by his Claw. In one of their Iflands called Hiſpani- 
ola, of 2,000,000 of men, as Benzo, in his Italian Hiſtory, aſfirmeth, they had not 
left 150 ſouls, and Lipſius juſtly complaineth, that whereſoever they came, they 
cut down men as they did Corn without any compaſſion, And as for thoſe that ſur- 

vived they bought their lives at dear rates, for they put them to bear their Carriages 
rom place to place; and if they failed by the way, they either miſerably diſmem- 
bered or killed them outright. They lodged them like brute beaſts under the 
planks of their ſhips, till their fleth rotted from their backs ; and if any failed in the 
full performance of his daily taſk, he was ſure to be whipped till his body diſtilled 
with gore blood, and then poured they in either molten pitch or ſcalding oil to ſup- 
ple him. 


A very ſtrange and unlikely wayto workInfidels into the faith, neither yet could 
they, 
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they, if ha would impart unto others the Goſpel in the truth and purity thereof, 
who have it not themſelves but very corruptly accompanied with many idle, abſurd, 

idolatrous inventions of their own, which are but as ſo many ſuperſtructures wick- 
_ edly oppreſſing, if not utterly ſubverting the very foundations of Chriſtianity, 

And although ſome of the reformed Religion, Englith, Scotch, French and Dutch, 
have already taken up their habitations in thoſe parts, yet hath their going thither 
as yet been to ſmall purpoſe, for converting of thoſe nations, either for that they 
have placed themſelves but in the ſkirts of America, where there are but few nati- 
ves, as thoſe of New England, or elſe for want of able and confcionable miniſters, as 


in Virginia, they themſelves are become exceeding rude more likely to turn Jeathen, 


than to turn others to the Chriſtian Faith. 
Beſides, there 1s little or no hope our plantations there ſhould be of any long 


Continuance, ſince here in England, for ſome years laſt paſt, they have been ra- 
ther diverſely hindered than any ways furthered, how and by whom, your wiſdoms 


either have, or will ſhortly find out: but this is evident, that the proud ſuperſtitious 


Spaniard (who hateth their Religion, and feareth their neighbourhood) will ſpare 
them no longer than to his over-ſwelling greatneſs ſhall ſeem good: and in the 


judgment of moſt judicious travellers that way, they may, if they will, eaſily enough 
ſuppreſs and deſtroy all our other plantations, as they did of late that of St. Chriſto- 
pher's when they were no way provoked by us, as they will now pretend they are 
by a later taking of Trinidado, and the loſs of more than 150 of their men there. 


At leaſt they will be ſure to be deſperately aſſaulted, as was the Ile of Providence, 


but the Year laſt paſt. 


Whence your petitioner offereth unto your honorable Conſiderations a third argu- 
ment, drawn from meer neceſſity, that as you tender the happy proceeding of thoſe, as 


yet but weakly ſettled plantations ; the liberties, livelihood, and lives of many thou- 
lands our dear brethren and countrymen ; and which is yet more, the proſperous 
progreſs of the goſpel, you would be pleaſed to conſult of ſuch an able and ſpeedy 
ſupply as may ſecure them againſt the now expected cruelty of the Spaniard. 

To which needful Supply, the better and ſooner to induce your wiſdoms, your 
petitioner deſireth your yet a little further patience until he hath ſhewed ſome tem- 
Poral benefits, that are thereby like to accrue unto the Kingdom, together with the 
eaſineſs of effecting. 

When a Kingdom beginneth to be overburthened with a multitude of people (as 
England and Scotland now do) to have a convenient place where to ſend forth co- 
lonies is no ſmall benefit, and ſuch are the north-caſt and north-weſt parts of Ame- 
rica, between the degrees of 25 and 45 of the north latitude, which at this time 


do even offer themſelves unto us, to be protected by us, againſt the known cruelty 
of the over near approaching Spaniard.

A very large tract of ground containing ſpacious, healthful, pleaſant and fruit. 
ful countries, not only apt, but already provided of all thinges neceſſary for man's 
ſuſtentation, corn, graſs, and wholeſome cattle in good competency : but fiſh, fowl, 
fruits and herbs in abundant variety. 

If we ſhould look no further than the ſouth of Virginia, which is our own, we 
ſhall und there all manner ot proviſion for life beſides merchantable commodities,” filk, 
vines, cotton, tobacco, deer-ſkins, goat-ſkins, rich furr, and beavers good ſtore ; 
timb cr, braſs, iron, pitch, tar, roſin and almoſt all things neceſſary for ſhipping, 
which, if they {hall be at on that way, may (with God's bleſſing) within ſhort 

time, in due recompence of their ſetting forth, return this kingdom ſtore of filver 
and gold, pearls and precious ſtones ; for undoubtedly (if there be not a general 
miſtake in all authors who have written of theſe places) ſuch treaſure is to be had 
if not there, yet in places not far remote, where as yet the Spaniard hath nothing 
to do. 

And in caſe the Spaniard will be wonblefoms to our plantations, or ſhall (as it 
is generally conceived, be found an Enemy to this Kingdom; there is no way more 
likely to fecure England, than by the having a ſtrong navy there; hereby we may 
come to ſhare, if not utterly to defeat him of that vaſt Indian Treafare, wherewith 
he ſetteth on fire ſo great a part of the Chriſtian world, corrupteth many counſel- 
lors of State, ſupportech the papacy, and generally perplexeth all reformed churches. 

Nor need any ſcrupulous query be made, whether we may not affault an enemy 
in any place, or not eſteem them ſuch as ſhall aſſault us in thoſe places, where we 
have as much to do as they. The Spaniard claimeth indeed an Intereſt, little leſs 
than hereditary in almoſt all America and the Weſt Indies; but it is by virtue of the 

pope's grant, which is nothing worth, as was long ſince determined by queen El- 
zabeth and her council; ſo as for the Spaniard to debar us the liberty of our plan- 
tations, or freedom of commerce in thoſe ſpacious countries, were over proudly to 
take upon him ; and for us to permit it, were over much to yield of our own right. 

Eſpecially when we may, as now we may, ſo eaſily help ourſelves: for your peti- 
tioner conceiveth there is no great difficulty in the preparation here, or tediouſneſs 
in the paſſage thither, or hazard when we come there. The preparation of men and 
ſhipping, in reſpe& of the daily happy expected accord between us and the Scots 
is (upon the matter) already made. And as for money, it 1s in the power of this 
honorable houſe to give ſufficient, without any grievance, or diſlike of the common- 
wealth ; who (undoubtedly) in the general, will think nothing grievous which ſhall 
be concluded by your wiſdoms expedient to ſuch a pious and charitable work. 

And as for the paſſage how can it be thought either tedious or dangerous, it being 
ordinarily but fix weeks ſail, in a ſea much more ſecure from pirates, and much more 


free from ſhipwreck and enemies coaſt, then our ten or twelve months voyage into 
the 
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the Faſt Indies. And as for our good ſucceſs there we need not fear it. The na— 
tives being now every where mor e than ever, out of an inveterate hatred to the Spa: 
niard ready and glad to entertain us. Our beſt friends the Netherlanders, being 
with eight and twenty ſhips gone before to aſſiſt and further us. And which is 
much more, our going with a general conſent in God's cauſe, for the promoting of 
the goſpel and enlarging of his church, may aſſure us of a more than ordinary pro- 
tection and direction. That hitherto we have been leſs ſucceſsful in our voyages 
that way, we may juſtly impute it to this, that as yet, they have not been under- 
taken with ſuch a general conſent, and with ſuch a full reference to God's glory as 
was requiſite. 


And ſo your petitioner, having delivered his apprehenſions herein more briefly . 


than ſo weighty a matter might well require, he ſubmits all the premiſſes to your 
more full deliberation and concluſion; which he humbly pray eth, may be with all 
convenient ſpeed; the only beſt way under God to make it the better ſucceſsful.

THEREAS many thouſands of the natives ad good ſubjects 5 chis kingdom 


of England, through the oppreſſion of the prelates and other ill- affected mini- 


ſters, and officers of ſtate ; have of late years been enforced to tranſplant themſelves 


and their families into ſeveral Iſlands, and other remote and deſolate parts of the 


| Weſt Indies: and having there through exceeding great labour and induſtry, (with 
the bleſſing of God) obtained for themſelves and their families fome competent and

ORASMUCH 2s Experience hath plentifully and often proved, that ſince the 
firſt ariſing of the Anabaptiſts, about 100 years ſince, they have been the 
Incendiaries of the Common Wealths and the Infectors of Perſons in main matters of 
Religion and the Troubles of Churches in all Places where they have been, and 
that they who have held rhe baptizing of Infants unlawfull have uſually held other 
Errors, or Hereſies together therewith, though they have (as other Hereticks uſe 
to do) concealed the ſame till they ſpied out a fit advantage and opportunity to vent 
them, by way of Queſtion or Scruple, and whereas divers of this kind have ſince 
our coming into New England appeared amongſt our Selves, ſome whereof have 
(as others before them) denied the Ordinance of Magiſtracy, and the lawfulneſs of 
making Warr, and others the lawfulneſs of Magiſtrates, and their Inſpection into any 
breach of the firſt Table, which opinions if they ſhould be connived at by us are 
like to be increaſed amongſt us and fo muſt neceſſarily bring guilt upon us, Infec- 
tion and Trouble to the Churches and hazard to the whole Commonwealth.

ih fuch Civil Laws and Conſtitutions, and to inflit ſuch puniſhments upon Tranſgreſſors, 
and for Execution thereof, ſo to place, and diſplace Officers of Juſtice, as they, or 
the greateſt Part of them, ſhall by free Conſent agree unto. Provided nevertheleſs, 
that the ſaid Laws, Conſtitutions, and Puniſhments, for the Civil Government of 
the ſaid Plantations, be conformable to the Laws of England, fo far as the Nature 
and Conſtitution of the place will admit. And always reſerving to the ſaid Earl, and 
Commiſſioners, and their Succeſſors, Power and Authority for to diſpoſe the ge- 
neral Government of that, as it ſtands in Relation to the reſt of the Plantations in 
America as they ſhall conceive from Time to Time, moſt conducing to the general 
Good of the ſaid Plantations, the Honour of his Majeſty, and the Service of the 
State.

The humble Remonſtrance and Petition of che Governor and Company of the Maſ- 


ſachuſets, in way of anſwer to the petition and Declaration of S. Gorton, &c. 


HEREAS by vertue of his Majeſties Charter granted to the Patentees in 


the fourth year of his Highneſs Reigne, we were incorporated into a body 
politick, with divers liberties and priviledges extending to that part of New-Eng- 


land where we now inhabit, we do acknowledge (as wee have always done, and as 


in Duty wee are bound) that although wee are removed out of our native Country, 
yet we ſtill have dependence upon that ſtate, and owe allegiance and ſubjection 
thereunto according to our Charter, and accordingly wee have mourned and re- 
joiced therewith, and have had friends and Enemies in Common with it, in all the 
changes which have befallen it: Our Care and endeavour hath been to frame our 
Government and Adminiſtration to the fundamentall Rules thereof, ſo far as the 
different condition of this place and people; and the beſt light we have from the 
word of God, will allow. And whereas by order from your Honours bearing 
date May 15th 1646 Wee find that your Honours have ſtill that good Opinion of us, 
as not to credit what hath been informed againſt us, before wee be heard; wee ren- 
der humble thanks to your Honours for the ſame, yet for as much as our anſwer to 


the information of the ſaid Gorton, &c. is expected, and ſomething alſo required of 


us, which (inall kumble Submiſſion) wee conceive may be prejudiciall to the liber- 


ties granted us by the ſaid Charter, &c. and to our well being in theſe remote parts of 
the world (under the comfort whereof by the bleſſing of the Lord, his Majeſties 


favour and the ſpeciall Care and bounty of the High Court of Parliament, wee have 
lived in peace and proſperity theſe 17 years) our humble petition in the firſt place is, 
that our preſent and future conformity to your orders and directions, may be accep- 
ted with a ſalvo jure, that when times may be changed (for all things here below 
are ſubject unto vanity) and other Princes or Parliaments may ariſe, the Genera- 
tions ſucceeding may not have Cauſe to lament and ſay, England ſent our fathers 
forth with happy liberties, which they enjoyed many yeares, notwithſtanding all the

enmity and oppoſitions of the Prelacy and other potent Adverſaries, how came wee 
then to loofe them, under the fovour and protection of that State, in ſuch a Seaſon, 
when England itſelf recovered its own. In freto viximus, in portu motimur. But 
wee confide in your honours Juſtice, Wiſdome, and Goodneſs that our poſterity 
ſhall have cauſe to rcjoice under the fruit and ſhelter thereof, as ourſelves and many 


others dog. And therefore wee are bold to repreſent to your honours our appre- 
henfions, whereupon wee have thus preſumed to petition you in this Behalfe. It 


appears to us by the ſaid Order that wee are conceived 1. to have tranſgreſſed our 
limitts by ſending Souldiers, to fetch in Gorton, &c. out of Shaommet in the 
Narrhaganſet Bay. 2 That wee have either exceeded or abuſed our authority in 


baniſhing them out of our Juriſdiction, when they were in our power. For the firſt 


wee humbly crave (for our better ſatisfaction) that your Honours will be pleaſed to 
peruſe what we have delivered to the care of Mr. Edward Winſlow our Agent, or 


Comiſſioner, (whom wee have ſent on purpoſe to attend your Honours) . concern- 


ing our proceedings in that affaire, and the grounds thereof, which are truely and 


faithfully reported, and the letters of the ſaid Gorton, and his Company, and 


other letters concerning them faithfully copied out, (not verbatim only but literatim, 
according to their own bad Engliſh) by the Originall's wee have by us, and had ſent 


them but for caſualty of the Seas; thereby it will appear what the men are, and 
- how unworthy your favour ; Thereby allo will appear the wrongs and pravocati-. 
ons wee received from them, and our long Patience towards them, till they became 


our profeſſed enemies, wrought us diſturbance, and attempted our Ruine; in 
which Caſe (as we conceive) our Charter gives us full power to deale with them 
as enemies by force of armes, they being then in ſuch place, where wee could 
have no right from them by civil Juſtice : which the Comiſſioners for the United Co- 


lonics finding, and the neceſſity of calling them to account, left us the buſineſs to 


doe. For he other particulars in your Honours order, viz. the baniſhment of Gor- 
ton, &c. as we are aſſured upon good grounds, our ſentence upon them was. Ic 
than their deſerving, fo (as wee conceive) wee had ſufficient autority, by our 
Charter to inflict the ſame, having full and abſolute Power and Autority to Amit, 
pardon, rule, governe &c granted us therein. 


Now by occaſion of the ſaid Order, Thoſe of Gorton's Company begin to lift up 


n heads, and ipeake their pleaſures of us, threatening the poor Indians allo, who, 


(to avoyd their Tyranny) had ſubmitted themſelves and their lands under our pro- 


tection and government, and divers other Sachems, following their example, have 
done the like, and ſome of them brought (by the labour of one of our miniſters, 
Mr. John Eliot, who hath obtained to preach to them in their own language) to 
good forw -ardneſs in embraceing the Goſpell of God in Chriſt Jeſus. All which 


hopeful beginnings. are lik e to be deſpiſed if Gorton &c. ſhall be countenanced, and 
upheld 
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upheld againſt them and us, which alſo will endanger our peace here at home For 
ſome among ourſelves (men of unquiet Spirits, affecting rule and innovations) have 
taken boldneſs to preferre ſcandalous, and ſeditious Petitions, for ſuch liberties as 
neither our Charter, nor Reaſon or Religion will allow: and being called before 
us in open Court to give account of their miſcarriage therein, they have threatened 

us with your Honours Authority, and (before they knew we would proceed to any 
Sentence againſt them or not) have refuſed to anſwer, but appealed to your Honours, 
The Copie of their Petition, and our Declaration thereupon, our ſaid Comiflioner 
hath ready to preſent to you, when your leiſure ſhall permit to hear them. Their 
appeals we have not admitted, being aſſured they cannot ſtand with the liberty and 
power granted us, by our Charter, nor will be allowed by your Honours who 


well know it would be deſtructive to all Government both in the Honour and alto 


in the Power of it, if, it ſhould be in the power of Delinquents to evade the Sentence 


of Juſtice, and force us by appeal to follow them into England, where the Evidences 
and Circumſtances of fact cannot be fo clearly held forth, as in their proper place, 


beſides the inſupportable Charges we muſt be at in the proſecution of it. 
| Theſe Conſiderations are not new to your Honours and the high Court of Par- 


liament, the Records whereof bear Witneſs of the wiſdome and faithfulneſs of our 
| Anceſtours in the great Council who in thoſe times of darkneſs when they acknow- 


ledged the Supremacy in the Biſhop of Rome in all cauſes Eccleſiaſticall, yet would 
not allow appeals to Rome &c. to remove Cauſes out of the Courts in England. 
Beſides (tho? we ſhall readily admit, that the wiſdome and experience of the 
great Council and of your Honours as a part thereof, are more able to preſcribe.

FTER our hearty Comendations, &c. By our letter of May 15. 1646 wee 
communicated unto you our reception of a complaint from S. G. R. Hol- 
den, &c. touching ſome proceedings tryed againſt chem by your Government we 
alſo imparted to you our reſolutions (grounded upon certain reaſons ſet forth in ſaid 
letter) for their reſideing upon Showamet, and the other parts of that tract of land, 


which is mentioned in a letter of civill incorporation, heretofore granted unto them 


by us, praying and requiring of you to permit the fame accordingly without extend- 
ing your Iuriſdiction to any part thereof, or diſquieting them in their Civill peace, or 
otherwiſe interrupting them in their poſſeſſion untill wee ſhould receive your an- 
fwer to the ſame in point of Title, and thereupon give further order; wee have 
ſince received a petition or remonſtrance from you, by your Comiſſioner Mr. Winſ— 
low and though wee have not vet entered into a particular conſideration of the mat- 
ter, yet wee doe in the Generall take notice of your requeſt, as well as the Parlia- 
ment's Authority, as your owne juſt Priviledges ; and find cauſe to be farther con- 
firmed in our former Opinion, and knowledge of your prudence, and faithfulneſs to 
God and his cauſe. And perceiving by your petition that ſome perſons do take ad- 
vantage from our ſaid letters to decline and queſtion your Juriſdiction, and pretend to 
a general liberty to appeale hither upon their being called in queſtion before you, for 
matters proper to your Cognizance, wee thought it neceſſary (for the preventing 
further Inconveniencies in this kind) hereby to declare that wee intended not thereby 
to encourage any appeales from your juſtice, nor reſtraine the bounds of your lu-

" THOUGHT it my dutie to give intelligence unto the much honoured Court of 
that which I underſtand 1 is now working here in theſe partes. So that if it be 


the will of God, an evill may be prevented before it come to too greate a head, viz. 

Whereas Mr. Coddington have gotten a charter of Roade Iland and Conimacucke 
lland to himſelfe, he have thereby broken the force of their charter that went under 
the name of Providence, becauſe he have gotten away the greater parte of that 
colonie. 


Now theſe company of the Gortoniſts that live at Showomut, and that company 


of Providence are gathering of 200 C. to ſend Mr. Roger Williams unto the Par- 


lyament to get them a charter of theſe partes, they of Showomut have given 100 J. 

already, and there be ſome men of Providence that have given 10. and 20%. a man to 
helpe it forward with ſpeede, they ſay here is a faire inlett, and J heare they have ſaid, 
that if the Parlyament doe take diſpleaſure againſt Maſſachuſett, or the reſt of the co- 
lonies, as they have done againſt Barbadas and other places, then this will ſerve for 
an inroade to lett in forces to over. rune the whole country. 

It is great petie and very unfitt that ſuch a company as theſe are, they all ſtand 
profeſſed enemies againſt all the united colonies, that they ſhould get a charter for fo 
ſmale a quantity of land as lyeth in and abdut Providence, Showomut, Pautuxit 
and Coicett, all which now Roade land is taken out from it, it is but a ſtrape of 

land lying in betweene the colonies of Maſſachuſits, Plymouth and Conitaquot, by 
which means, if they ſhould get them a charter, off it there may come ſome miſ-

in generall wee have granted an act of indempnitie and oblivion to all the inhabitants 
of this coloney from all words, actions, or writings that have been ſpoken acted or 
vritt againſt the parliament or commonwealth of England or any other perfon 
from the beginning of the world to this daye.

HERE AS "oY Town of Kittery hath acknowledged themſelves Subject to 
Government of the Maſſachuſetts in New England as by the Subſcription 
under their Hands doth appear: We the Comiſſioners of the General Court of the 
Maſſachuſetts, for the Settleing of Government amongſt them and the ret within 
the Bounds of their Charter Northerly to the full and juſt Extent of our Line, 
have thought meet and actually do grant as followeth, viz. 

1. That the whole Tra& of Land beyond the River Piſchataqua Northwardly to- 
gether with the Yle or Yles of Sholes within our ſaid Bounds is and ſhall be hence- 
forth a County or Shire, called by the name of York Shire 

2. That the People inhabiting there ſhall enjoy protection æqual Acts of Favour 
and Juſtice with the reſt of the People inhabiting on the South Side of the River 
of Piſchata : and within the Liberties of our whole Juriſdiction. 

3. That Kittery ſhall be and remain a Townſhip and have and enjoy the Privi- 
ledges of a Town as others of this Juriſdiction have and do enjoy. 

4. That they {hall enjoy the fame bounds that are clear betwixt Town and. Town 

as hath been formerly granted when Comiſſioners of each bordering Town hath 

_ renewed and returned to our General Court their Survey. 
5. That both each Town and every Inhabitant ſhall have and enjoy all their juſt 
Proprieties Titles and Intereſts in the Houſes and Lands which they do pofſeſs whe- 
ther by the grant of the Town or of the Indians or of the former General 
Courts. 

6. That the Town of Ws by their Free Men, ſhall ſend one Deputy yearly 
to the Court of Election and it ſhall be in their Liberty to ſend to each Court Iwo 
Deputies if they think good. 

7. That all the Preſent Inhabitants of Kittery, ſhall be free Men of the Countrie, 
and having taken the Oath of Freemen ſhall have Liberty to give their Votes for 
the Election of the Governor Afliſtants and other General Officers of the 
Countrie. 

8. The County of York ſhall have County Courts within themſclves in the 
moſt comodious and fit Places, as Authority ſhall ſce meet to appoint. 

9. That every Townſhip ſhall have Three Men appointed by the County Court, 


to end ſmall Cauſes as others of the Townſhips 1 in this Juriſdiction hath, where no 
Magiſtrate or Comiſſioner refideth. 
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10. That the Shire may or ſhall have three Aſſociates to aſſiſt ſuch Comiſſioners 
as the preſent Comiſſioners or the authority of the Maſſachuſetts ſhall ſend And ſuch 


Magiſtrates as ſhall voluntarily come unto them from Time to Time. 
11, That the whole County of York ſhall not be drawn unto any ordinary Ge-

14. And whereas there are certain Debts and Impoſts due to the Inhabitants of Kit 
tery and Agamenticus and ſome debs which are due from them to Particular Perſons | 


for public occaſions It is therefore ordered and agreed that Mr. Nicholas Shapleigh 
ſhall have Power forthwith to collect ſuch Sum or Sums of Money as are due to 


the aforeſaid Inhabitants and pay ſuch Debts as are juſtly due from them and give 


an account thereof within one Month to the Comiſſioners that ſhall be then in pre- 


ſent being ; And if it ſhall then appear that there is not ſufficient to diſcharge the 
People's Engagement 1 it ſhall be ſupplied by WY of Rate according to the for- 


mer Cuſtom.

Haveing Received Intelligence from the comiſſioners mett at Boſton of their agi- 
tations about and conſerning a warr with the Duch in theſe partes of America, and 
ſeriv ſly weyinge and delibberating vpon ſuch grounds and Reaſons with theire cer- 
comſtances as by the ſaid Comiſhoners have been propounded enduceing thereunto „ 


They came to theſe concluſions following,

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Videlecett that whatſoever ſhallbee vndertaken or donn in aboute or conſerning 
the ſaid warr or any thinge conduceing thereunto ſhallbe ated and goe forth in the 
name and by the authoritie of the State of England. Secondly That in caſe theire 
ſhallbee a concurrance of the other Juriſdictions with vs herein v1z. all things acted 
in and aboute the premiſſes, ſhallbee ated vnder God in the name of the State of 
England as aforeſaid ; And that vpon Returne of the meſſengers ſent by the comiſſi-

The Conſtables of the ſeveral Townes were ordered by the warrants directed 
ynto them to have theſe proportions of men in a reddineſs and to give notice vnto 
theire ſeverall townes to provide ſufficient armes for every man that ſhalbee preſſed 
out of their ſeverall townes as aforeſaid. 

The Commanders choſen and appointed to goe forth on the ſaid expedition in 
caſe there ſhallbee occation are capt.

JONAS CLARKE and Mr. Samuel Andrews both well ſkilled in the 
L mathematicks having had the Command of Ships upon ſeverall voyages being 
appointed to take an obſervation at the northerly Bounds of our Patent upon the Sea 
Coaſt made this return as followeth.—Our Obſervation taken the 1 3th day of Octo- 
ber 1653. The Place of our laſt obſervation the altitude of the Sun was according to 
obſervation and our beſt judgment thirty four degrees thirty four minits The Declina- 
tion of the Sun was according to Calculation in England eleven Degrees thirty nine mi- 
nits the Difference of Longitude betwixt this Place and England according to our beſt 
Judgment is ſixty three Degrees which in Time makes four hours and one fiftieth 
Part of an hour which adds to our declination three minits and 40 ſeconds, all which 


Altitude, Declination and meridional Difference being added together doth make for-

ſhall herewith or from time to time hereafter receive from us. And for the pre- 
miſſes theſe preſents ſhall be your warrant. In witneſs whereof we have cauſed theſe 
our letters to be made patents.

Honored Sirs, 


HAVE received yours of the 5th of this inſtant, and have given a call for 
a generall courte, but our townes being farr diſtant we cannot meete untill the 
beginning of the weeke. I have ſent a meſſenger to Major John Mafon who lives 

at Seabrooke, but he is not yet returned. I knowe that our colony will with all 
thankfulneſs imbrace this favour and reſpect from his highneſs and with all readines 

attend the counſell and advice of his commiſſioners ; wee ſhall ſend one commiſhoner 
to join in counſell with yours, and I ſuppoſe by this time you underſtand what con- 

currence there is from the Bay, that you might informe us what number of men 
you expect from us, and what kinde of proviſions you moſt need, wee have at pre- 

ſent plenty of biſkett, and ſome porke, bur little butter or cheeſe ; alſo which way 
you intend your ſhipping ſhall come, and where our men ſhall meete, wee are alltoge- 
gether ignorant in the managing of affaires of this nature, and therefore defire you 
would diſpatch our meſſenger with what ſpeed you can, to give us ſome information 
and direction herein, and you ſhall find our readineſs to aſſiſt according to that little 
ſtrength and means we are furniſhed withall. Alſo wee defire to know what num- 
ber of land ſouldiers you can ſpare for the deſigne. It is thought by ſome that 
know the ſtrength of the Dutch, that this ſervice will require at leaſt 500 land ſoul- 

diers. Capt. Underhill and John Younge, who are gone towards the Bay, can beſt 
informe you of the ſtate of things there, either in regard of fortification or the num- 
ber of men, various reports come thence. I am glad to heare of your ſafe arri- 
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vall after ſo long and tedious a voyage, and hope you are preſerved to be inſtru- 
ments for the good of church and common wealth, thus with remembrance of my 
due reſpect to yourſelves, I take my leave and reſt ready to attend the ſervice as [ 
ſhall receive further direction and advice from you and remaine,

ROVIDENCE having ſoe diſpoſed it as to bring the province of Acadia un- 

der the power and government of his highneſs Oliver lord Protector of Eng- 

land, Scotland and Ireland, we well knowing what greate reſpe& you owe unto the 

ſtate of England, and not doubting of your readineſs in any thing you can to mani- 

feſt the ſame to them, are therefore encouraged to make theſe few propoſitions in 
the name of his highneſs and the ſtate of England. 

1. That you would be pleaſed to declare that if the Engliſh inhabitting in the 
country of Acadia be at any time aſſaulted with an enemie, or in any occaſion of 
needing helpe from this government, you will aſſiſt us with ſuch men as we may 
ſtand in necde of, we payiag for them according to the Cuſtome of paying ſoul- 
diers in this country iv any ſervice you employ them in. 


2. That as its wel! Ln ne thar at preſent there is noe wayes to maintaine the vaſt 
expence of the garriſon but by trade with the ſalvages, as its now a ſettled law in 
that province that not any ſhould trade with them but ſuch as are deputed by thoſe 
in authoritie in che province, that accordingly you would aſſent and conſent that 
and order, ſoe far as that it may be effectuall in this government, ſoe as when 
any ſhall be convicted of the breach thereof they may ſuffer as if they had been 
taken in tlie province of Acadia.

| compared the Patents produced by Mr. Cleaves with our own do find ours to 
| have the Precedency and ſo conſequently the Lands in Diſpute to be our pro- 
| per Right by Patent, lying and being fituate within three miles of the northward 
| of the moſt northerly Part of Merrimack River the Bounds granted us by Patent 
| as may appear by the Original, a Copy whereof we have delivered according to 
| the Deſires of the ſaid Inhabitants to Mr. Cleaves together with the teſtimonies of - 
the Surveyor of the moſt northerly Part of Merrimack, as alſo of thoſe that ob- 
ſcrved the parallel Latitude upon the Sea Coaſt in or near unto the Bay of Caſco, 
the Search whereof though deferred tor ſome years cannot prejudice our Right 
MP when known nor ſtrengthen the Title of others becauſe we did not in particular chal- 
I lenge the utmoit of our Bounds which we could not in modeſty do till we had 
' thereof ſome Aſſurance, though our general Claim hath been conſtantly from the 
firſt to three miles Northward of the moſt northerly Part of the ſaid River in 
Length and Longitude through the main Land from the Eaſtern Sea to the Sea on 
the Weſt; and therefore all Grants, Orders or combinations to concerning or of 
any perſons within the ſaid Limits are invalid null and of no Force or Obligation * 
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on the Conſciences of any nor is there any Fear of Imputation to any upon that ac- 
count; how fairly we have demeaned ourſelves to all our neighbours in all our 
References and Concernments we leave to them to teſtify as they ſee Cauſe. Ho 
ſince we have known our Limits we have civily and friendly declared ourſelves to 
the Inhabitants of thoſe parts hath been to their Conſent and Approbation, neither 
was threatening ever objected to us till now too ſoon, becauſe too unjuſtly, upon 
thoſe that are innocent. We have and do modeſtly demand our Right and 
cannot accept of a denial from thoſe that ought to yie d it, nor conſent to any For- 
| bearance thereof becauſe we have no Doubt therein, and find that thereby we do 
but furniſh others to object againſt us. We have not endeavoured to infringe the 
Liberties of the Planters of thoſe Lands but have offered them the ſame with our- 
ſelves, nor to enrich or eaſe ourſelves by taxing their Eſtates, we expect no more 
than what they formerly did viz. bear their own charges, nor do we ſeek to put npon 
them that which we ourſelves would count unequal viz. to ſubject to ſuch Laws and 
Conſtitutions made by others without their Conſent, it being the Portion of moſt of 
our preſent Inhabitants as of the Subjects of moſt Countries to be in no other Capa- 
city, the Conſtitution of Government and new model of Laws not being made in 
every age of Men or upon the Arrival of New Comers to a Colony. If therefore 
the ſaid Inhabitants ſhall endeavour to prevent us in our juſt Rights, we mult profeſs 
againſt their proceedings as unjuſt, and ſhall adviſe ourſelves to take ſuch Courſe as 
ſhall evidence our Deſires to acquit ourſelves honeſtly before God and man. 


A PAPER concerning the Advancement of Trade. 


[Thurloe'e State Papers, Vol. V, Page 80.] 


HE Engliſh colony in Virginia being Members of the commonwealth of Eng- 
land, and acknowledging the Government eſtabliſhed, may as juſtly claim the 
benefit of protection and all other privileges and advantages claimable by ſubjects, as 
any other body of ſubjects in England or elſewhere can expect from the government 
thereof. For not being ſeparated from the reſt by way of puniſhment, but to en- 
large the territories and dominion of England whereby not only the power but wealth 
of the Nation is much encreaſed, their tranſplantation cannot in reaſon or juſtice 
take off from any privilege they enjoyed before, or ſhould enjoy, being yet within 
the bounds of England. The Protection and Security we enjoy at home under the 
nearer influence of the government, 1. In general, againſt enemies both foreign and 
domeſtick, by a potent Militia, 2. In particular, in cur perſons and eſtates, by 
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an impartial adminiſtration of juſtice, and execution of the laws; the peace and 
plenty we enjoy do ſufficiently manifeſt : the flouriſhing of Commerce and trade 
does abundantly evidence the encouragement propoſed to induſtry. But that the 
Virginians are not equal ſharers in their mother's bleſſings, a view of their preſent 


condition will eaſily demonſtrate. 


Their inſecurity from the treacherous cruelty of their barbarous neighbours we 
may gather by looking back upon former maſſacres, they being now in no better 
poſture of defence than then. 

That the natives are not much to be feared as an open Enemy is eaſily granted; 
but being a People, that have no tye of religion or morality upon them, nothing but 
an awe of ſome viſible power can reſtrain them from the execution of their malice and 
revenge, when they think they have an Opportunity. 

The remembrance of their laſt puniſhment when they loſt their great king, has hi- 
therto kept them in awe ; but time will ſooner wear out the ſenſe of their ſmart, 


than their thirſt for revenge: they have not forgotten the Advantage they have 
(and ſtill have) by the diſtance of our plantations from one another; nor are they 


ignorant of our want of force in readineſs either to correct or ſuppreſs them. Be- 


ſides to theſe advantages if any encouragement ſhould be given them by any foreign 

or more powerful prince, we ſhould quickly fee them appear in their own colours. 
What Encouragement the poor planter has had to ſweeten his labour, ſince the 
Dutch were excluded trade, appears by the general complaint of them all, that they 


are the merchants ſlaves, who will allow them ſcarce a halfpenny per pound for 
their tobacco. Beſide that ſince the Dutch trade was prohibited till this year, 
there has bee a great deal of their tobacco left behind for want of fraught and ſpciled, 
to the (almolt) undoing of divers of them. This will in time utterly undo the poorer 
ſort (three parts of four of the whole) and reduce them to a neceflity-of becoming 
flaves to the reſt, who being merchants as well as planters, will be better able to 
ſubject, or elſe provoke them to conſpire with the natives to cut their neighbours 
throats ; which, beſides the abominableneſs of it, would certainly ruin the planta- 
tion. This is an inconveniency, which has attended that act for navigation, which 


doubtleſs had honourable and advantageous Ends in it. Bur unleſs it be a little diſ- 


penſed withal, it will undoubtedly ruin that Part of the trade it was intended to ad- 
vance. Tis true, the people of themſelves, ſome of them at leaſt, have (this 
year) endeavoured their own relief by ſecret trade with the Dutch (conveying their 


tobacco with the Dutch plantation) whereby part of thoſe ſhips, that arrived there, 


though ſome miſcarried (*cre they arrived at the port) are like to return without 
their lading, which has redounded not only to the merchants and ſcamens loſs, but 


the ſtat e is thereby much defrauded of their cuſtoms. Either theſe Inconveniences 


or the ruin of the poor plant ers muſt follow, it the act be rizoroufly obſerved. 


To 
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To remedy all theſe inconveniences, I ſhall humbly propoſe, that ſome part of 
the emolument, which is raiſed out of thoſe poor people's labours, as a cuſtomary 
ſubſidy towards the ſupport of the ſupreme authority, and for the better govern- 
ment and ſupport of the nation, may be diſpoſed of to their ſecurity and encourage- 
ment; which may be done with little charge, if his Highnets would be pleaſed to 
permit the Dutch to fetch a certain quantity, as three, four, five, or ſix hundred 
tun of tobacco yearly, paying the cuſtom for it there ; and out of this fifteen hun- 
dred pounds per ann. to be diſpoſed of to the maintenance of a certain number of 
ſoldiers, to keep a fort in ſome convenient place; and the overplus to be returned 
for England, or diſpoſed of as his highneſs and council ſhall think fir, 
This fifteen hundred pounds would ariſe out of ſuch tobaccos, as are yearly eithe 
left behind, or ſecretly conveyed to the Dutch plantation ; and fo the income to lis 
highneſs's exchequer not at all leſſened, and yet many grievances redreſſed: the 
plantation put in a better condition to defend itſelf both againſt Enemies foreign and 
domeſtick, the planters ſatisfied and endeared by an act of clemency and paternal 
care in his highneſs, in mitigating the rigour of the act, which mult of neceſſity 
have been their ruin. Beſides the ends before propoſed, to which this expedient 
will be ſatisfactory, many other advantages will ariſe from it, as the making further 
diſcovery of the country, which the Engliſh, in the condition they are now in, 
cannot well do, the attendance on their tobacco giving them their whole year's 
employment. 5 
That there may be mines is more e than probable; ſome of the natives upon the 
diſcovery of the ſouthern part ſhewed pieces of copper; and it is very certain, that 
in the Spaniſh plantations in the ſame latitude there are mines of a better ſort. 
Beſides here is no queſtion, but beyond the weſtern hills there may ſoon be found 
che heads of rivers, which of neceſſity muſt empty themſelves into the South Sea; 
the advantages whereof are ſo obvious it were vain to mention them. 

It the Dutch were allowed to fetch more tobacco than would raiſe the foremen- 
toned ſum, (and ſo come with more ſhips than one) they might be obliged to bring 
negroes to ſupply the colony with ſervants, that this nation may not be too much 
exhauſted, nor that colony come to ruin for want of ſervants. The overplus of 
cuſtoms may be faithfully conveyed for England; or if his highneſs would be gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed to allow part of it towards the propagation of the Goſpel, to main- 
tain fit inſtruments for that employment, which without encouragement will go but 
lowly forward, the promotion of ſo glorious a work would add much to his great 
name, confirm ſome, and convince others that the Lord of Hoſts had raiſed him up 
to do his work. If ſomething elſe were allowed to the encouragement of ſeamen to 
inhabit there, it would in time inſinitely advance navigation and incrcaſe of ſhip— 
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bing, there being no place r more proper than upon and near that coait, and nature 
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as if prompting to ſuch a Trade) has already provided falt in the bowels of the 
carth, where it only requires fetching, and that at no great diſtance. Theſe be- 


nefits (much more might they be reckoned) being ſo advantageous to the nation 
in general, and fo almoſt neceſſary to that plantation in particular, will certainly 


abundantly outweigh all inconveniencies that can attend it; and in a little time (be- 
ing by this means encouraged to induſtry) put the colony in a capacity to return a 
thankful acknowledgment of fo great a favour, and by the fruits of their labours 
to defray the charge of bringing them to ſuch a perfection. e

S a part of the weſtward part of the fourth part of the world, called Ame- 
rica or the Weſt Indies was firſt diſcovered by Columbus, at the charges of 
Ferdinand and Iſabel ſovereign of Spain; and as by virtue of that diſcovery their 


ſucceſſors claim a general right and title to all the lands within that tract, and a par- 


ticular, either to ſuch land, which they ſhall purchaſe from the native proprietors, of 
ſuch which are void of inhabitants, or ſuch which they ſhall conquer and ſubdue 
with the ſword; and as the two firſt particular rights are undeniable, fo they may 
plant and erect what colonies they pleaſe therein of their own native ſubjects or 


others. Although the third is ſomething diſputable, yet notwithſtanding the gene- 


ral right of Spain to the above place was never yet denied or controverted by any 


prince or ſtate in Europe, and no attempt made againſt them by any (to interrupt | 


them in thoſe places they had taken and kept poſſeſſion of there) but only at ſuch 


times, as Spain was in hoſtility with one or more of the nations of Europe, for as it 


hath been the moſt juſt cuſtom and practice of many ſtates, that when the common- 
wealth did ſuperabound with People, rather to ſeek out new diſcoveries (then to 
make war with their neighbours) for the tranſporting and tranſplanting of colonies, 
where they might enjoy lands according to the two firſt particular rights, and at the 
public charge of the commonwealth or the particular of ſome certain perſons, and 
the ditcovery being made, and colonies planted, it muſt very eaſily follow they were 
#24 are to remain and to be accompted as members of their mother commonwealth :

Thus as the general and particular rights of the Engliſh to theſe northern parts 
of America, are as plainly and perſpicuouſly laid down; ſo upon a due examination 
it will be found, that the Dutch have no right at all either in the general or particu- 


lar, but have intruded into and anticipated the Engliſh in their rights, and that art 


firſt by a violent uſurpation and force upon the native Indians; but whether it was 
by particular men, or the public approbation of their ſtate, is queſtionable ; but of 
the two I rather conceive it was by particulars, my Reaſons being;

And as there is in that an acknowledgment 
of Engliſh right, ſo I conceive it to be true, which is co:nmonly reported, that by 
the permiſſion of king James they had granted from him to their ſtates only a certain 
iſland, called therefore by them States Iſland, as a RENE place for their — India 
3 ects ; 
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fleets ; although as they have incroached upon, fo they have given it a new Dutch 
name.. - + wWiping out the old Engliſh names in thoſe parts in America 
in their old Sea-Charts, and have new Dutchified them. 

Thus according to my duty to my country and countrymen, and according to that 
portion of my weak underſtanding, Ihave briefly demonſtrated the Engliſh rights to 
theſe parts of America; although more knowing men are better able to vindicate 
the ſame, Yet nevertheleſs I hope it will be friendly received, it being with a real 
intention only of informing my countrymen, that are ignorant thereof in theſe 
parts, of their juſt rights thereunro, and of their great error in ſubjecting them- 
ſelves and lands to a foreign ſtate. And do therefore lovingly adviſe them, eſpe- 
cially the Englifh towns upon the weſtward parts of Long Ifland, or any other of 
the Engliſh nation, that do intend to ſettle down in towns and colonies, to be 
very cautious of making themſelves guilty either of ignorant or wilful betraying 
the rights of their nations, by their ſubjecting themſelves and lands to a foreign 
fate.

that face of equitie (Engliſh and Chriſtian) which I humbly hope may appeare in 


theſe repreſentations following. 

Firſt, May it pleaſe you to remember, that concerning the town of Warwick (in 
this colonie) there lies a ſuite of £.2000 dammages againſt you before his highnes and 
the lords of his councell, I doubt not if you ſo pleaſe, but that (as Mr. Winſlow and 
myſelf had well nigh ordered it) ſome gentlemen from yourſelves and ſome from 
Warwick deputed, may friendly and eaſily determine that affair betweene you.

Fourthly, whereas (I humbly conceave) with the people of this colonie your 
commerce is as great as with any in the countrey, and our dangers (being a frontier 
people to the Barbarians) are greater than thoſe of other colonies, and the ill con- 
ſequences to yourſelves would be not a few nor ſmall, and. to the whole land, were 
ve firſt maſſacred or maſtered by them. I pray your equal and favourable reflec- 
tion upon that your law which prohibits us to buy of you all meanes of our neceſſa- 
ry defence of our lives and families (yea in this molt bloudy and maſſacring time.) 
We are informed that tickets have rarely bene denied to any Engliſh of the 
country ; yea the barbarians (tho? notorious in lyes) if they profeſſe ſubjection, they 
are furniſhed : Only ourſelves, by former and later denyall ſeem to be devoted to be 
the Indian ſhambles and maſſacres. e . : 
The barbarians all the land over are filled with artillerie and ammunition from the 
Dutch, openly and horridly, and from all the Engliſh over the country (by ſtealth) n 
I know they abound ſo wonderfully, that their activitie and inſolencie is grown ſo 3 
high, that they dayly conſult and hope and threaten to render us ſlaves, as they long 
ſince (and now moſt horribly) have made the Dutch. 
For myſelfe (as through Gods goodneſs) I have refuſed the gaine of thouſands 
by ſuch 2 murtherous trade, and think no law yet extant amongſt yourſelves or us 
ſecure enough againſt ſuch a villainie ; ſo am I loath to ſee fo many hundreds (if not 
ſome thouſands) in this colonie deſtroyed like fools and beaſts without reſiſtance : I 
grieve that ſo much bloud ſhould cry againſt yourſelves, yea and I grieve that (at 
chis inſtant by theſe ſhips) this cry and the premiſſes ſhould now trouble his high- 
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nes and his councell, For the ſeaſonable preventing of which is this humble ad. 
dreſs preſented to your wiſdome, by him who deſires to be

knows, I ſuffered when I laſt paſt through your colonic to our native country,

TAY it pleaſe this much honoured aſſembly to remember that, as an officer 
and in the name of Providence Colonie, I preſented you with our humble 
requeſts before winter, unto which not receaving anſwer I addreſſed myſelfe this 


ſpring to your much honoured Governor, who was pleaſed to adviſe our {ending c of 


ſome of Providence to your aſſembly. 
Honoured Sirs, our firſt requeſt (in ſhort) was and 1 is, for your favourable conſi- 
deration of the long and lamentable condition of the town of Warwick, which hath 
peen thus. They arc fo dangerouſly and ſo vexatiouſly intermingled with the Bar- 
parians, that I have long admired the wonderful power of God in reſtraining and 
preventing very great fires, of mutuall laughters, breaking forth betweene them. 
Y our wiſdomes know the inhumane inſultations of theſe wild creatures, and you 


may be pleaſed allo to imagine, that they have not bene ſpar! ing of your name as the 
patron

patron of all their wickednes againſt our Engliſh men, women and children, and cat- 
tle to the yearely damage of 60, 80 and 1001. 

The remedie is (under God) only your pleaſure that Pumham ſhall come to an 
agreement with the towne or colonie, and that ſome convenient way and time be ſet 
for their removall. 

And that your wiſdomes may ſee zul grounds for ſuch your willingneſs, 1 be pleaſed 
to be informed of a realitie of a ſolemn covenant betweene this town of Warwick and 
Pumham, unto which, notwithſtanding that he pleads his being drawne to it by the 
awe of his ſuperiour Sachims, yet I humbly offer that what was done was according 
to the law and tenour of the natives (I rake it) in all New England and America, 


viz. that the inferior Sachims and ſubjects ſhall plant and remove at the pleaſnre of 


the higheſt and ſupreme Sachims, and I humbly conceave that it pleaſeth the Moſt 
High and only Wile to make uſe of ſuch a bond of authoritie over them, without 
which they could not Jong ſubſiſt in humane ſocieties, in this wild condition wherein 
they are. 

2. Pleaſe you not to be inſenſible of che flipperic and dangerous condition of this 
their intermingled cohabitation. I am humbly confident, that all the Englith towns 
and plantations in all New England put together ſuffer not ſuch moleſtation from the 
natives as this one towne and people. It is ſo great and ſo oppreſſive that I have 
dayly feared the tidings of ſome publicke fire and miſchief. 

3. Be pleaſed to review this copie from the lord admirall and that this Engliſh 
towne of Warwick ſhould proceede, alſo that if any of yours were there planted 
they ſhould by your authoritie be removed. And we humbly conceave that if the 

Englith (whoſe removes are difficult and chargeable) how much more theſe wild 
ones, who remove with little more trouble and damage than the wild beaſts of the 
wildernes. 

4. Pleaſe you to be informed that this ſmall neck (wherein they keepe and mingle 
fields with the Engliſh) is a yery den of wickednes, where they not only practice 
the horrid barbariſms of all kinds of whoredoms, idolatries and conjurations, but 
living without all exerciſe of actual authoritie, and getting ſtore of liquors (to our 
griefe) there is a confluence and rendezvous of all the wildeſt and moſt licentious 
natives and practices of the whole country. | 


5. Beſide ſatisfaction to Pumham and the former inhabitants of this neck, there 


is a competitour who mult alſo be ſatisfied, another Sachim, one Nawwaſhawſuck, 
who (living with Ouſamaquin) layes claim to this place, and are at dayly fewd with 
Pumham (to my knowledge) about the title and lordſhip of it. Hoſtilitie is daily 
threatened. 

Our ſecond requeſt concerns 2 or 3 Engliſh families at Pawtuxet who, before 
our char ter, ſubjected themſelves unto your juriſdiction. It is true, there are many 


grievances 
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grievances betweene many of the towne of Providence and them, and theſe [ bum. 
bly conceave may beſt be ordered to be compoſed by reference. 
But (2) we have formerly made our addreſſes and now doe for your prudent re- 


movall of this great and long obſtruction to all due order and regular proceedings a- 


mong us, viz. the refuſall of theſe families (pretending your name) to conforme 


with us unto his highnes authoritie among us. 


3. Your wiſedomes experimentally know how apt men are to ſtumble at ſuch an 
exemption from all duties and ſervices, from all rates and charges either with your- 
ſelves or us. 

4. This obſtruction is fo great and conſtant, that (without your prudent removall 
of it) i it is impoſſible that either his Highnes or yourſelves can expect ſuch ſatisfac. 
tion and obſervance from us as we deſire to render. 

Laſtly, as before, we promiſed ſatisfaction to the natives at Warwick (and ſhall 
all poſſible ways endeavour their content) ſo we humbly offer as to theſe our coun- 
trymen, Firſt, as to grievances depending, that references may ſettle them. 2dly, 
For the future, the way will be open for their enjoyment of votes and privileges of 


chooſing or being choſen to any office in towne or colonie. 


Our third requeſt is for your favourable leave to us to buy of your merchants fower 
or more barrells of powder yearely, with ſome convenient proportion of artillerie con- 
ſidering our hazardous frontier ſituation to theſe Barbarians, who from their abun- 
dant ſupply of armes from the Dutch (and perſidious Engliſh all the land over) are 
full of our artillerie, which hath rendered them exceedingly -infolent, provoking 


and threatening, efpecially the inlanders which have their ſupply from the fort of 


Aurania. We have bene eſteemed by ſome of you as your thornie hedge on this 
fide of you: If ſo, yet an hedge to be maintained: If as out ſcntinells, yet not to 
be diſcouraged. And if there be a jealouſie of the ill uſe of ſuch a favour, pleaſe 
you to be aſſured that a credible perſon in each towne ſhall have the diſpoſe and ma- 
naging of ſuch ſupplies according to the true intent and purpoſe. _ 

For the obtaining of theſe our juſt and neceffary petitions we have no inducement 


or hope from ourſelves : only we pray you to remember that the matters prayed are 


no way diſhonourable to yourſelves and we humbly conceave do greatly promote the 


honour and pleaſure of his highnes, yea of the Moſt High alſo, and laſtly, ſuch 


kindneſſes will be obligations on us to ſtudie to declare ourſelves upon all occaſions,

ſome convenience unto their neighbourhood and your ſervice : But I humbly con- 
ceave iu his caſe that dies et quies ſanant hominem, and he muſt have ſome longer breath- 


ing for he tells me that the appearance of this competitour Nawwuſhawſuck had ſtabd 


him: May you therefore pleaſe to grant him and me ſome longer time of confe- 
rence, either until your next generall aſſembling, or longer ar your pleaſures. 

My other requeſts I ſhall not be importune to preſſe on your great affaires; but 
hall make my addreſſe unto your ſecretarie to receave by him your pleaſure.

cular of the bounds by them claimed. And whereas ſomething is offered by the 
committee, as the agreement of the lord Baltimore and us, it is true, that upon a 
motion of the committee ſomething was propoſed by us, and anſwered by him to 


that purpoſe, that if his highneſs ſhould think fit to re-eſtabliſh the lord Baltimore 


in the government, and to iſſue out all writs and proceſſes in his own. name, that then 
ſome proviſion to be made for the indemnity of the people there in relation to the 
reducement, that ſo the lives and eſtates of his highneſs's good ſubjects might not 
be left to the mercy of the lord Baltimore and his party there, merely for their 


ſubmiſſion and engagement to the Parliament and to his highneſs. 


But we humbly conceive and hope, that there is and will appear to be ſo much of 
reaſon and juſtice, and ſo much of his highneſs's intereſt recited and expreſſed in 
the paper incloſed, that there will be ſufficient cauſe for his highneſs to diſpoſe of 
the government of Maryland (in caſe it belong not Virginia) otherwiſe than to 
put it into the hands of ſuch a one, who, if once confirmed, will undoubtedly be 
as ready to flight and oppoſe the authority of his highneſs as ever he was to flight 
and oppoſe the authority of the parliament, which he harh maviteſtly and boldly 
done, and that with a very high hand. 


Sir, your former propenſeneſs to take cognizance of this buſineſs makes us pre- 


ſume thus to trouble you, and it being ſuch public concernment in relation to his 


highneſs's intereſt and the good of thoſe profitable plantations, and diſpatch. of 
this long tedious diſpute, that fo thoſe plantations may be ſettled under the preſent 
government, and that we may return to our relations and occaſions, from which we 
have been fo long detained. | | | p

why the Government of MARYLAND ſhould not be put in his Hands, 


vi.

1. DV the Patent he was to have no land, but ſuch as was uncultivated and inha- 


bited by Pagans only; but Maryland was inhabited, and part of it poſ- 
ſeſſed and cultivated by the Engliſh in Virginia, viz.— the Iſle or Kent, and that 


long before the name of Maryland was ever heard of. 

2. By the Patent it is provided, that he make laws with the advice and conſent 

of the Inhabitants and freemen ; and by the practice of the lord Baltimore and his 
officers there, the people have no law but what he allows and conſents unto. 

3. He is enjoined to make laws agreeable to the laws of England ; but ſeveral 
of the laws made there were different from and diſagreeable to the laws here, as ap- 
pears by the report of the committee of the navy. 
4. By the patent it is provided, that no conſtruction be made thereof, whereby 
God's holy and truly Chriſtian Religion, or the heirs and ſucceſſors of the Crown 

of England ſhould receive any prejudice or diminution. 


As to religion, the Governor and all thoſe of the council i in Maryland are bound 


by oath to defend and maintain the Roman Catholic religion in the free exerciſe there- 
of. And as to the heirs and ſucceſſors of the Crown of England, it ſeems they 


have nothing to do there; for when the late council of ſtate by authority of parliament 
required them to iſſue out writs in the name of the keepers of the liberty of Eng- 


land, and to put the laws of England in execution, they anfwered, they could not 
do it without breach of their truſt and oath to the lord Baltimore, in reference to 
his commiſſion from the late king; therein preferring the King's authority, which 
died with him, and lifting it up above that of the parliament, the only viſible power 
at that time in being. 

5. Upon this occaſion the commiſſioners, i in purſuance of their inſtructions from 
the late council of ſtate by the authority of parliament, in March 1652, took away 
the government from my lord Baltimore and his officers there, and did actually re- 

duce and ſettle the Province of Maryland in the hands of the parliament, accor- 
ding to an act of parliament of the 3d of October 1650; and then in 1654, upon 
their revolt, it was again reduced and ſettled in the name and under the authority 


of his highneſs the lord protector, and confirmed by a full and free aſſembly of that 
province October, 1654. 


6. The 
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6. The Government there being now no more in the Lord Baltimore, but in the 
Parliament firſt, and then in the hands of his highneſs, and the acting of the com- 
miſſioners therein being owned and approved by the late council of ſtate, and alſo 
by his highneſs in his letter of the 8th of October, 1655, to the governor of 
Virginia; the ſaid lord Baltimore, in oppoſition and contempt of the Supreme 
authority of this nation, by his inſtructions cauſed captain Stone and others, to the 
number of 200 or thereabouts, to riſe up in arms againſt the government ſo ſettled 
there aforeſaid; which ſaid captain Stone, and all the reſt, after they had com- 
mitted many and great outrages, in diſarming, plundering, and impriſoning thoſe 
that adhere to his highneſs's government, and to their engagement and duty in 
that behalf, were in a field battle overcome, ſome flain, and all the reſt taken pri- 
ſoners. And ſo the ſaid lord Baltimore chooſing rather to adventure his title that 
way, than to wait the determination of the Supreme authority here, loſt it upon that 

account as well as by the reducement ; in both which reſpects the government of 
that province is now in his highneſs the lord protector's diſpoſal. 

And it is humbly conceived, that his highneſs will not think fit to re-eſtabliſh the 
lord Baltimore in ſuch an abſolute and unlimited power as he pretends there, for 

the conſiderations, and for theſe further reaſons, viz. _ 

I. In reſpect of the diſſatisfaction and malignancy of the ſaid lord Baltimore and 

| his governors from time to time againſt the parliament and their intereſt ; namely, 
ſeveral commiſhons gotten from the king at Oxford, taking captain Ingle's ſhip, 
and tampering with the ſeamen, to carry her for Briſtol, which was then i in the 
King's hands, proclaiming Charles II, &c. 

2. In reſpect of the many petitions and complaints of the inhabitants of Virginia 
and Maryland againſt a popifh monarchical government, ſo contrary unto, and ſo in- 
conſiſtent with his highneſs's intereſt and the liberty and freedom of his ſubjects; it 
being alſo contrary to the known laws of this land, and particularly of the inſtru- 

ment or platform of government. 5 

| | 3. In order to the peace and the common good of thoſe plantations, which mainly 
| conſiſt in uniting and keeping them under one government; whereby diſſentions, 
ut; quarrels, and cutting of throats, likely continually to ariſe between ſuch near 
| [| neighbouring plantations, will be prevented, his highneſs's authority and intereſt | 
1 eſtabliſhed, trade encouraged, the exceſſive planting of tobacco reſtrained, ſo mak- 
ing way for more ſtaple commodities, as filk, &c. to be raiſed ; the running away of 
delinquents and perſons indebted from one place to another taken off, and the whole 
I ſtrength * the common enemy the Indian, or any other enemy, the more readily

conjoined upon all occaſions; beſides that old, great, fad complaint of ſeducing of 

poor ignorant Proteſtants, and Papiſts to bear rule over the freeborn ſubjects of this

| popiſh perſuaſion not debarred of any lawful liberty and freedom, either in relation 
to en things, or the exerciſe of their conſcience.

A PAPER relating to MARYLAND. 


[Thurloe's State Papers, Vol. V. Page 483. A. D. 1656.] 


As to thoſe ſpecious pretences of the lord Baltimore of a proteſtant government 


being always well affected to the parliament, ſo much money expended upon chat 


e 


E humbly conceive, that the contrary hath been ſhowed and proved in di- 
vers and ſundry particulars; but if it were ſo, yet it being before the re- 


ducement, and the conſequences thereof as to Government (which is that only 


wherein we are concerned) it belongs not to the matter in hand. For thoſe objec- 


tions againſt the report of the committee of the navy, we ſay, that the ſame was 


fully agreed on, and ordered by the committee; that it was accordingly read be- 
fore the council of State the 26th of November, 1653, by them approved and ap- 
pointed to be drawn up for the parliament, which was accordingly done, as hath 
been proved by Mr. Blackburne, and is ready to be further ſatisfied by col. Ma- 
thews and Mr. Wakeman, who were preſent at all the paſſages thereof. 


To that of the lord Baltimore's patent from the king there are theſe objections . 


viz. 1. That the ſame is ſurreptitious, king James having paſſed the ſame by patent 
to the adventurers and planters of Virginia, and they actually poſſeſſed of the Iſle 
of Kent long before, and the lord Baltimore's patent was only for uncultivated 
places, ſuch as were not inhabited by any but Pagans. 
2. As being an exorbitant grant to give away ſo great a part of the dominions to 
a private perſon, and one that never brought in any thing of profit at all, or not con- 


ſiderable, to the revenue here, by cuſtom, exciſe, or any other way, eſpecially 


lince the change of government. 
3. As being contrary to Jaw to put the ſubjects of chis commonwealth under the 
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abſolute and perpetual authority of a ſubject, and ſuch a one, who as A papiſt i is

not rg of any office or authority relating to government. 
In reſpect of the mal-adminiſtration and exerciſe of the power there in nine 
2 particulars, expreſſed in the report of the committe e of the navy, to which 
we ſhall add theſe two; viz. 55 
1. Here is a power of making laws with the conſent of the Inhabitants and free. 
men of the ſaid province but this liberty hath been denied the people, and the 
lower houſe (as he calls it) cut ſhort of that power and privilege, and the people in 
danger of ſevere puniſhment for addreſſing their petitions and complaints to the ſu- 
preme authority here proved by his own letters and their petitions, which have 
been produced. 2. Another clauſe in his patent is that no conſtruction be made 
thereof, whereby God's holy and true Chriſtian Religion, or the heirs and ſucceſ- 
ſors of the crown of England ſhall receive any prejudice or diminution. As for the 
holy and truly Chriſtian Religion, if the Romiſh be it, that's indeed ſtrongly pro- 
vided for by the laws and officers oaths; and for the heirs and ſucceſſors of the 
king, which undoubtedly muſt be the parliament and his highneſs the Lord Protec- 


tor, what place their commands have taken in Maryland, and how their authority 


and thoſe that declare themſelves for it, have ſped from time to time, is evident by 
that of capt. Ingle, the proceedings of the Parliament 8 commiſſioners in that Pee, 
and the people's petitions. 

5. And laſtly, in reſpe& of the ns 8 5 of the 4 of Ottober, 
1650, by which all foreign plantations, as well as the reſt of the three nations, 
were to be brought in and ſettled under the ſubjection and obedience of this common- 
wealth, and the preſent government thereof, notwithſtanding any letters patents to 
the contrary ; and Maryland was accordingly taken in, and the parliament actual 
poſſefled thereof by virtue of the ſaid ordinance, as by an order of the parlia- 
ment's commiſſioners, dated at St. Mary's in Maryland the 29th of March, 1652, 
renewed under his highneſs the Lord protector, by an order to that purpoſe, dated 
at Patuxent in Maryland, the 22d of July, 1654, and ſettled under his highneſs's 
authority by a free and full aſſembly of that province 10 20th of October, 16 54 


Concerning the lord Baltimore's being at Oxford and Briſtol with the king, guid hi - 


excuſe thereof to recover a debt. 


It hath been ſhewed and proved, that his work was to engage againſt the parlia- 
ment, procuring a commiſſion tending to the ruin of their Intereſt, and of all thoſe 


that were well affected, their ſhips, goods, debts, money, &c. the one half whereof 


the lord Baltimore was to have for his great charges expended m that fervice ; his 


brother, who was then governor of Maryland, the other half; by which it ſeems 
Maryland

Maryland was not always well aſſected to the parliament, as is alledged; beſides a- 
nother commiſſion procured and contracted for by the lord Baltimore himſelf, in 
his own name, -concerning the cuſtoms in Virginia, which he was to receive un- 
der the king; but how many that never acted any thing in thoſe places, were ne- 
vertheleſs ſequeſtered and proceeded againſt as malignants. Whereas, it is ſaid, 
that the committee for petitions in the time of the little parliament rejected the peti- 
tion of col. Mathews concerning the lord Baltimore, it is not ſo; they were ſo far 
from lighting the ſame, that they looked upon it as too high for them, and there- 
fore ordered the Buſineſs to be tranſmitted back again to the council of ſtate, as 
more proper for their conſideration, as by their order may appear. 

| Whereas the lord Baltimore alledges, that the council of ſtate did not intend the 


reducing of Maryland, that the word Maryland was ſtruck out of the commiſſions 


and inſtructions after it had been put in; and therefore the commiſſioners turned out 
his officers, and took away the government in Maryland without any lawful autho- 
rity for their ſo doing; we lay, 

That the parliament did intend the reducing of all iſlands and plantations, not 
withſtanding any letters patents to the contrary, appears by the ordinance, concern- 
ing Bermudas, Virginia, and Antigua, which hath been produced ; and that all ac- 
cordingly have been reduced, and are under the obedience and authority of this 
commonwealth is apparent. And though it be not our work or duty to queſtion or 
to diſpute the parliament's intention, but to obey their commands, which we humbly 
conceive we have, yet that the council of ſtate did intend the reducing of Cad ma 
we conceive has been ſhewed and fully proved thus; viz. 

1. Becauſe they well knew it was within the bay of Chefapiack. 


2. That they having received an account thereof from the commiſſioners, ap- 


proved of what they had done, by ſending over the ſame inſtructions under the 
ſeal the next year. = 


3. In the report drawn up for the parliament they plainly and expreſely ſay the 
commiſſions were ſent to Maryland, 

4. His highneſs in his letter of the 8th of October laſt declares his pleaſure, thar 
no obſtructions be made to what has been acted concerning the civil government in 
Maryland by the commiſſioners of the late council of ſtate, in purſuance of their in- 


ſtructions. But if the parliament and council of ſtate did indeed decline the reducing 
of Maryland, and ſeveral times expreſs themſelves to that purpoſe, as hath been often 


alledged ; if they had been ſo clear in that particular, as hath been ſaid, why then 
did they not declare themſelves ſo ? a line or two to that purpoſe in three years time 
ſurely might eaſily have been procured, which would have taken off further pro- 
ceedings, nulled what had formerly paſſed, and prevented all the many and dan- 
gerous diſturbances, miſchiefs, and blood-ſhed, which hath been occaſioned by lord 
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Baltimore's Wig up his own authority and particular intereſt, derived from the 
king, in oppoſition and defiance of. the authority and intereſt of the parliament, and 
his highneſs the lord protector. 

That it might be argued and diſputed concerning che word Maryland, putting in 
and p':tting out, as is uſual in ſuch caſes, is very likely; but the commiſſion and in- 
ſtructions, it ſeems, were at leaſt: drawn up thus, and came fo to the commiſſioners, 
who lived in Virginia, viz. You ſhall ſee the engagement tendered, cauſe all writs 
and proceſſes to iſſue forth in the name of the keepers, &c. and put the laws of 
England in execution: and this to be done in all the plantations in the Bay of 
Cheſapiake. 5 e 5 

That the commiſſioners appointed for carrying « on n that ſervice, as it doth not ap- 
pear they expected or demanded more than wh at the parliament required, fo they 
could do no leſs, the command being fo poſitive, and the expreſſion ſo plain and 
clear. 

That the ſaid commiſſioners coming to Maryland with the ſaid commiſſion and in- 
ſtructions, capt. Stone, governor under the lord Baltimore and his council, denied 
and refufed to ſubmit and to yield obedience to that authority, alledging the king's. 
grant to the lord Baltimore, and their oaths to him, as by their letter of the 29th of 

March, 1652. ; 

| Now beſides all other former demonſtrations and expreſſions of their diſaffe&ion 
and diſobedience in divers particulars proved, viz. taking capt. Ingle's ſhip, pro- 
claiming. Charles II. practiſing with the king at Oxford and Briſtol againſt the par- 
lament, &c. whether this only, their refuſal to comply, were not a plain denial of 
the parliament's power, and preferring the king's before it, and conſequently a full 
and ſufficient occaſton and ground, according to the inſtructions, for the commil- . 
fioners to take away the government, being alfo fo ill managed and ſo much com- 

plained of by many, yea, moſt of the people, and to put it into ſuch hands as 
would own the parliament, and act according to their commands. : 

Hereupon the government being now taken away from the lord Baltimore, and ſer- 
| edi in the hands of the parliament firſt, 1652 ; and then of his highneſs, 1654; capt. 

Stone and the reſt having taken the engagement, and being thereby bound to be 
true and faithful to the commonwealth, as now eſtabliſhed, and nothing appearing 
firſt or laſt from the ſupreme authority here to. difengage him or any other there; 
how then could capt. Stone introduce the lord Baltimore's authoriry, as he did, 
and publiſh a proclamation in his name, 1653, enjoining all within three months to 
take an oath to maintain his power, dominion, &c. upon the penalty and for- 
feiture of their lands, which were to be entered upon and feized upon to his uſe! 
and how could the people take the fame, being ſo inconſiſtent with, ſo contrary to 


their oath to the parliament, Ander whoſe authority they then actually were? and 
then

then whether thoſe who kept to their engagement, and declared themſelves for that 
againſt all other authority whatſoever, or elſe thoſe, who falſely and perfidiouſly 
revolted from it, and deſerted their duty and the truſt committed to them, be in 
an error, and are juſtly to be blamed ? Concerning the late inſurrection and blood 
ſpilt on the 25th of March, 1655, it appears, and hath been proved, that capt. 


Stone being reproved by the lord Baltimore for reſigning without ſtriking a ſtroke, 


having ſo many men in arms, and the commiſhon given to capt. Barber to reduce 
the people to the lord Baltimore, in caſe capt. Stone would not, the ſaid capt. Stone 
was hereby ſtirred and induced to attempt the ſaid inſurrection and rebellion; : IN proſe- 
cution whereof, he the ſaid capt. William Stone did levy war, and to that end forced 
his highneſs' $ ſubjects to take arms one againſt another, ſeized the records of the pro- 
vince, armed Papiſts and others, plundered, diſarmed, and impriſoned all thoſe that 
refuſed to join with him, chaſed capt. Gookins's Veſſel, and fired ſeveral guns at her, 
broke into their houſes in the night, ſo terrifying and affrighting the people, that 


many of them left their houſes, and took to the woods for ſafety ; threatened to 


fire the ſhip Golden Lyon, and to take away the lives of the chief in authority, 
who declared themſelves for his highneſs' 8 government according to their engage- 
ment and duty ; this being acted in ſuch a time, when the country was in peace and 
in a quiet ſettled condition, and carried on ſo fiercely, barbaroully, and bloodily, re- 
fuſing all offers of accomodation and meſſages to that purpoſe ; ſhooting ſeveral 
guns at Mr. Richard Gott, railing at and reviling the people, calling them round- 


heads, rogues, dogs, &c. ſetting up the lord Baltimore's colours againſt the colours 


of the commonwealth, firing upon capt. Fuller and his party ſeveral guns without 
any parley, and killing Mr. William Ayres before any ſhot made on that fide. 


Laſtly, that capt. William Fuller, &c. the country being in ſuch a fad, diſtreſſed, 


diſtracted condition, and ſo deeply and deſperately engaged, endangered, and likely 


to be ruined, through ſuch a wicked and bloody inſurrection and rebellion, having 


uſed all means that in them lay for the ſtopping thereof (the Indians alſo attending 
their motion, and falling on at or about the ſame time) having a lawful power, and 
being authorized and required to provide for conſervation of the peace and admini- 
ſtration of juſtice, and it being in his power, God having given thoſe bloody people 


into their hands, whether it were not a duty incumbent upon them to do ſomething 


in order to the peace of the country, by taking away ſome of the chief and moſt dan- 
gerous incendiaries, who otherwiſe were very likely to attempt the like another time; 
and in order to juſtice, that ſo many, who were found guilty of inſurrection, rebellion 
robbery, burglary, and murder, ſhould not all of them be ſuffered to eſcape, but 
ſome few of thoſe many and great delinquents ſhould ſuſſer and be made examples. 
And for the manner of their proceedings by à council of war, being there in arms, 
andi in a military poſture and condition, and being enabled by the commiſſioners in- 
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ſtructions from the council of ſtate to raiſe an army, and uſe all acts of hoſtility to en- 
force obedience and conformity, there being no indifferent jury to be had, whether 
wiſe men and better lawyers, than can be ſuppoſed to be there, might not be likely 
to fall into ſuch an error, if it en an crrere all unt well weighed and conſidered, 


A B REVI AT of the Proceedings of the Lord BALTIMORE and his 
Officers and C ompliers in MARYLA ND againſt the Authority of the Par. 
lament of the Commonwealth of ENGLAND, and againſt his Highneſs 
the Lord Proteflor's Authority, Laws, and Government.

HE province of Maryland, in that ſtate wherein it ſtood under the lord Balti- 

L more's Government, had more need of reducing than any Fag. plantation | 
in America, for theſe reaſons, viz. 

1. The covenant, laws, and platform of government eſtabliſhed i in England, declare 

the ſuppreſſion and extirpation of popery, to which his highneſs oath tends ; but the 


lord Baltimore's government declares and [wears the upholding and countenancing 


thereof, both by the officers and people. 
2. The lord Baltimore exerciſed an arbitrary and tyrannical government, under- 


took a princely juriſdiction, ſtiles himſelf abſolute lord and proprietor, conſtituted a 
privy council, moſt of papiſts, and the reſt ſworn thereto. This privy council muſt 


be the legiſlative power, that is to put in execution ſuch laws, the laws which the 
lord Baltimore himſelf makes and impoſeth; and he makes what laws he pleaſeth. 
The people are indeed called to aſſemblies, but have neither legiflative power nor of 


judicature, that being appropriated to the privy council or upper- houſe, fo that what 
is determined by them, admits of no reference or appeal. 


3. The lord Baltimore's grants of land are made, to the end that the grantees 


might be the better enabled to do him and his heirs all acceptable Service, for the 


tenure is for all ſervice, to which they muſt all ſwear, before they have any grants, 
without any relation to, or mention of the ſupreme authority of England, either in 
this or any thing elſe that paſſeth there. | 

4. That the lord Baltimore iflued Writs and all other proceſs whatſoever in his 
own name. 


5. Charles Stewart, ſon to the late King, was in Maryland prockimel view of 
England,

England, &c. againſt which no act, order, or proclamatioui bath been publiſhed by 
the lord Baltimore or his officers ; for although Mr. Greene who made the ſaid 
proclamation, was put out of the Government, yet that action was not mentioned 
to be the cauſe, but other matters againſt the lord Baltimore. 

6. That there was a notable practice and compliance of the lord Baltimore, and 
| his party with the late king's party in Virginia, againſt the parliament and their 
Ships, the ſaid lord Baltimore having gotten commiſſion from the king at Oxford to 
ſeize and rake the ſhips and goods of all ſuch as would not pay the cuſtoms there, 
which the lord Baltimore was to receive, and undertook to put in execution, but 
failed thereof through the country's non-compliance ; which had it took effect as 


he deſigned, would have engaged the country in a war againſt the parliament, to 


the apparent ruin and deſtruction of that plantation, beſides the exceeding great da- 
mage and loſs to the ſtate here, in point of revenue by cuſtom, exciſe, &c. the hin- 
dering of trade and navigation, loſs of ſhips and goods to the merchants, and ſtrength- 
ening of the king's party. 


Since the reducement of the province under the obedience of the commonwealth 


of England : 

1. That the lord Baltimore hath utterly diſowned and contradicted the faid re- 
ducement (though acted by commiſſion and inſtructions from the council of ſtate by 
authority of parliament, by the commiſſioners appointed, and the ſhips ſent over for 
that purpoſe) terming it rebellion againſt himſelf and his government there, ſcan- 


dalizing and abuſing the commiſſioners of the commonwealth of England with the 


opprobrious names of factious, ſeditious, malicious and rebellious perſons, that they 
ſhould ſtir up the people to ſedition and rebellion, and were the abettors thereof. 
2. That the lord Baltimore hath from time to time inſtigated and animated his of-

England, without ſtriking one ſtroke; taxing him in effect with cowardice, that 


having ſo many men in arms, he would not oppoſe, ſaying, that Benner and Clai- 
born durſt as well have been hanged, as have oppoſed him; or to that effect. 

4. That in the laſt rebellion againſt his highneſs the lord protector and common- 
wealth of England, and the government eſtabliſhed in Maryland by their authority, 
the ſaid lord Baltimore and his officers have in high meaſure abuſed the name of

diſtreſs bronght upon the whole province. The Indians likewiſe taking occaſion and 
advantage hereby to fall upon the frontier plantations, have killed two men, and 


Before the alteration of the government here in England, | 

The lord Baltimore obtained a patent from the king for a tract of land in the 
Bay of Cheſapiak in Virginia, pretending the ſame to be unplanted ; by this means 
takes away the lands from the Virginians, to whom the ſame of right belongs, and 
not only fo, but takes away the trade with the nations which they had many years 
enjoyed; and not being able to manage the trade himſelf, left it to the Swedes and 
Dutch, who furniſhed the Indians with powder, ſhot, and guns, to the great da- 


moſt unjuſtly and cruelly diſſeiſed capt. Claiborn and others of the iſland called Kent, 


fore the king's grant to him; and not the land only, but the eſtates and lives too 
of ſuch as oppoſed him or his officers, hanging ſome, and killing others, who fought 
the preſervation of their rights and intereſts from popiſh violence. Such a begin- 
ning had that poor unhappy plantation, being founded upon the rights and labours 
of other men, and begun in bloodſhed, robbery, and all manner of cruelty. 


MASSACHUSETTS Law againſt Quakers. 
[Maſſachuſetts Records.) 


October 14, 16 56. 


HERE AS there is a curſed ſect of hereticks lately riſen up in the world 
which are commonly called quakers who take upon them to be 1mme- 


diately ſent of God and infallibly aſſiſted by the ſpirit to ſpeak and write blaſphemous 


opinions, deſpiſing government and the order of God in church and commonwealth,

ſpeaking evil of dignities, reproaching and reviling magiſtrates and miniſters, ſeeking 
to turn the people from the faith, and gain proſelytes to their pernicious ways; 
this court taking into ſerious conſideration the premiſes, and to prevent the like 
miſchief as by their means is wrought in our native land, doth hereby order, and 
by the authority of this court be it enacted and ordered, that what maſter or com- 
mander of any ſhip, bark, pinnace catch or of any other veſſel! that ſhall hence- 
forth bring into any harbour creek or cove within this juriſdiction any known qua- 
| ker or quakers, or any other blaſphemous hereticks as aforeſaid, ſhall pay or cauſe 
to be paid the fine of one hundred pounds to the treaſurer of the county, except it 
appear that he wanted true knowledge or information of their being ſuch, and in 
that caſe he hath liberty to clear himſelf by his oath when ſufficient proof to the 
contrary is wanting, and for default of payment or good ſecurity for it ſhall be com- 
mitted to priſon, and there to continue till the ſaid ſum be ſatisfied to the treaſurer 
as aforeſaid. And the commander of any ſuch ſhip or veſſell that ſhall bring them 
(being legally convicted) ſhall give in fufficient ſecurity to the governour or any 
one or more of the magiſtrates who have power to determine the fame, to carry 
them back to the place whence he brought them, and on his refuſal ſo to do, the 
governour or one or more of the magiſtrates are hereby impowered to iſſue out his 
or their warrants to commit ſuch maſter or commander to priſon there to continue 
till he ſhall give in ſufficient ſecurity to the content of the governour or any of the 
magiſtrates as aforeſaid. And it is hereby further ordered and enacted, that what 
quaker ſoever ſhall arrive in this country from foreign parts or come into this juriſ- j 
dition from any parts adjacent ſhall be forthwith committed to the houſe of cor- | 
rection, and at their entrance to be ſeverely whipt and by the maſter thereof be kept ſ 
conſtantly to work and none ſuffered to converſe or ſpeak with them during the time 4 
of their impriſonment which ſhall be no longer than neceſſity requireth. And further it 
is ordered if any perſon ſhalf knowingly import into any harbour of this juriſdiction any 
quakers books or writings concerning their deviliſh opinions ſhall pay for every ſuch | | 
book or writing being legally proved againſt him or them the ſum of five pounds. 
And whoſoever ſhall diſperſe or conceal any ſuch book or writing and it be found 
with him or her or in his or her houſe and ſhall not immediately deliver in the ſame 1 
to the next magiſtrate ſhall forfeit and pay five pounds for the diſperſing or conceal- " 
ling of every ſuch book or writing. And it is hereby further enacted that if an | 
perſon within the colony ſhall take upon them to defend the heretical opinions of | | 
the faid quakers or any of their books or papers aforeſaid ex anime, if legally proved | 
ſhall be fined for the firſt time forty ſhillings ; if they ſhall perſiſt in the fame, and 
mall ſo again defend it the ſecond time, four pounds; if fill notwithſtanding they 


ſhall again defend and maintain the ſaid quakers heretical opinions they ſhall be com- 


mitted to the houſe of correction till there be convenient paſſage for them to be ſent 
; | 
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out of the land being ſentenced by the court of aſſiſtants to baniſhment. Laſtly it is 
hereby ordered that what perſon or perſons ſoever ſhall revile the office or perſon 
of magiſtrates or miniſters as is uſual with the quakers ſuch perſon or perſons ſhall 
be ſeverely whipt or pay the ſum of five pounds. This order was publiſhed 21, 
8mo. 56 in ſeveral places of Boſton by beat of drum.

WHERE AS divers Ads of Rebellion have been 1 by many perſons 


inhabiting in Barbados, Antego, Bermudas, and Virginia, who have as

by force uſurped a power of Government, and ſeized the Eſtates of many well af- 
feted Perſons into their Hands and baniſhed others, and have ſet themſelves in op- 
poſition to, and diſtin& from this Commonwealth, many of the Chief Actors in, 
and promoters of the ſaid rebellion, having been carried over to the faid Plantations 
in forreign Ships, without the licence, or conſent of the Parliament of England : 
The Parliament do declare, all and every the ſaid Perſons in the Barbados, Antego, 


Bermudos, and Virginia, that have abetted or aſſiſted theſe Rebellions, or have 
willingly joyned with them, to be robbers and traitors, and ſuch as by the law of na- 


tions ought not to be permitted any commerce or traffic k with any people whatſo- 


ever, and therefore do Enact. 


I. That after due Publication of this act, it ſhall be lawful to any of the fleet ſhips 
imployed by the Parliament, or any private man of War allowed by the Parliament, 
or Council of ſtate, to ſeize, ſurprize, and take all manner of ſhips, veſſels, aud 


goods, belonging to all perſons whatſoever foreigners or others, that ſhall be 
found or met withal, trading with the ſaid rebels, or in or at the ſaid Iflands of 


Barbados, Bermudas, Virginia, or Antego, or any parts thereof; or {hall hold Cor- 


reſpondence with, or give aſſiſtance or relief to the ſupporting of the ſame rebellion, 


and to ſend in the ſaid bes and goods, to be proceeded againſt in the Court of 


Admiralty. 


II. That none of the FORE nor tackle, apparel or furniture of the ſaid ſhips be 


imbezeled, but preſerved ſafe and entire, til judgement or other decree be thereof 
made in the Court of Admiralty. And that all commiſſions, Conſignements, 
Bills of lading, coquets, letters, and other writings whatſoever, be ſent to the 
Court of Admiralty, with two or three 'of the Officers, or principal Perſons to 
be examined, touching the faid writings, proprietors of the ſhips and goods, and 
from whence they came, and to whom conſigned : And the judges of the Admiralty 
upon Proofs and evidences duly made, to proceed to judgement and definitive fen- 
tence according to this act; and if judgement be given to be lawful prize, to be dif- 
poſed of as in this Act is appointed. 


III. That from and after 2oth November 1650. it be lawful for any ſhip or ſhips 


of the Parliament, or allowed by the Parliament, or council of State, to ſeize, 


take, and ſurpriſe, any ſhip, or ſhips of any forreign nation, that ſhall be outward 
bound to any of the ſaid Plantation without licence: And after 1. January 1650 
to ſeize and ſurprize any forreign ſhips that ſhall be found trading at any of the 
laid Plantations or Iſlands.
